DELIVERED  BEFORE  THE  SENATE  AND  ASSEMBLY,  JAN.  11,  \m^ 


Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  Asiembly 

Oar  flret  duty  is  to  givo  thanks  to  Almighty  G^od  for  all  His  mercies 
'to  «s  doriog  tho  past  year.  The  people  of  no  nation  on  earth  baTe*  greater 
;canso  to  be thankfiil  than  haye  ourpeople.  The  enemied  of  the  cotintry 
have  been  bverthrowti  in  battle.  The  war  has  settled  finally  great  ques* 
tions  at  issue  between  ourselyes,  and  there  seems  to  be  abundaqt  reason  to 
hope  that  a  peace  which  shall  neyer  more  be  broken  by  internal  strife  is 
at  length  youchsafed  to  us. 

We  mourned  as  no  people  eyer  mourned  before,  when  our  beloyed  Pres- 
ident was  stricken  down  by  the  hand  of  the  assassin.  That  his  mantle  has 
fidlen  upon  a  patriot  of  snch  approyed  fidelity,  and  a  statesman  of  sf  oh 
earnest  and  upright  purposes  as  Andrew  Johnson,  is  a  subject  ofgust  oon* 
gratulation,  and  renews  our  confidence  that  the  JDiyine  Hand,  which  hfis 
thus  &r  led  our  country  through  manifdd  perils,  still  upholds  it  axtd  di- 
rects its'  destinies,  •  ^ 

Unlike  former  wars,  the  one  through  which  we  haye  jusf  passed  has  not 
been  followed  by  commercial  stagnation.  Eyerywhere  toe  business  of 
the  dountry  has  sprung  into  Ufe  with  more  than  pristine  yigor.  ManuM 
fkcturers  ^e  pressed  to  the  utmost  limit  of  their  power,  to  supply  demandSf 
A  milliou  of  men  haye  returned  from  the  war.  been  disbanded  in  oui 
midst  and  resumed  their  former  occupations,  and|yet  from  all  sides  we 
hear  the  surest  of  all  signs  of  national  prospjsrity,  complaints  of  the  scarcity 
of  labor.  ,  , 

Within  our  own  state  we  haye  especial  cause  for  thanksgiying.  Our 
haryests  haye  yielded  bountifully  ^  the  fruits  of  the  earth  nay^  found  a 
ready  market;  the  material  wealth  of  the  state  has  increased;  urines  haye 
Doused  forth  their  Achest  stores;  commerce  has  thriyen;  the  people  haye 
lessened  ^heir  indebtedness;  manufactures  haye  flourished;  labor  has  l>een 
in  .Remand  and  commanded  liberal  compensation;  so|l)er  indusybry  has 
eyerywhere  brought  its  reward,  and  distress  has  been  almost  unknown.

The  finaDces  of  our  Stato  are  in  good  condition.  Bj  the  timelj  and 
wise  legislation  of  jour  predeoesfiors,  the  financial  panic  which  threatened 
UB  in  the  early  part  of  last  year  was  successfully  avoided,  our  people 
were  saved  from  loss,  and  the  state  was  enabled  to  meet  promptly  all  de* 
mands  against  it.  Our  credit  is  good,  and  our  state  debt  so  small  that  it 
can  be  easily  paid  whenever  it  is  necessary. 

P  The  constitution  makes  it  my  duty  to  communicate  to  you  the  oondi- 
tion  of  the  State,  and  to  recon^aend  to  your  consideration  such  matters 
as  seem  to  me  expedient. 

The  reports  of  the  various  officers,  made  as  required  by  law,  are  here- 
with submitted.

$558,200  of  the  state  bonds  have  been  taken  up  and  cancelled  by  the 
dtate  officers  charged  with  that  duty,  during  the  past  year,  in  accordance 
yfiih  the  'provisions  of  section  3.  chapter  282,  general  laws  of  1865. 
''  Provision  hAs  been  made  for  tne  payment  of  $528,000,  of  the  temporary 
loips.  from  the  tifnst  fundisi,  atid  the  cnrrency  receipt!?  ($359,753)  issued  by 
the  state  treasurer,  from  the  taxes  collected  for '^865.       '

The  balance  of  the  temporary  loan  from  tho  trust  fiinds,8135  ,000,  w^s 
made  after  ,the  levy  of  thetaxfot  1865,  as  it  was  not  definely  itknowu^^t 
the  tim?  the  levy  was  made,  how  much  would  be  necessary  for  the  pay^* 
ment  of' the  extra  pay  to  soldiers*  femilT**^^  consequently  there  fs  no  {fro- 
Yision  made  for  its  payment.  T  rec^^Tt.mend  that  the  time  for  the  payment 
of  the  certificates  of  indehtedtiess  given  for  that  balance,  bo  indefioiticly 
extended,  thus  making  it  a  pern^anent  loan  to  the  trust  funds. 

By  the  terms  of  section  18,  of  chapter  820  of  the  general  laws  of  1865, 
the  stato  agrees  to  take  up  ni  ^ar,  its  bonds  owned  by  any  insurance  com- 
pany, and  on  deposit  with  the  state  treasurer,  as  required  by  the  samo  law, 
on  the  1st  day  of  January,  1870,  should  the  owner  of  the  bonds  so  oleofcL 

This  will,  in  effect,  be  readily  accomplished  before  that  time  arrives,  by 
the  comtniasioneTS  of  school  and  university  lands,  who  will,  under  author^ 
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iiy  of  proKiil  laws,  as  rapidly  aa  possiUe,  invest  the  trust  funds  under 
their  «liarge  in  the  outstanding.  |[>ond8  of  the  state.  They  haye  already 
adytftised  for  six  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  thent  for  the  iuTestmentof 
th^se  funds,  and  when  this  amount  is  so  invested,  there  will  remain*  but 
1147,700  of  state  bonds  in  th«  hands  of  outside  parties. 

The  receipts  into  the  trust  funds  during  this  year  will,  in  all  ,probabili- 
ty,  be  sufficient  to  retire  this  amount ;  so  that  the  whole  amount  of  the 
state  debt  will  then  be  due  to  the  trust  funds,  where  I  hope  it  will  perma- 
nently remain,  as  recommended  in  another  portion  of  this  message. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  the  cancellation  of  all 
state  bonds  now  held  by  the  trust  fhnds,  and  all  others  which  may  hereafter  be. 
so  Jield,  and  that  certificates  of  indebtedness,  running  to  the  funds  each 
separately,  according  to  the  amount  d^ e  from  the  state  to  each,  not  nego- 
tiable or  transferable,  be  issued  in  their  stead,  by  the  proper  officers.  This 
will  be  a  great  conyenience  to  the  financial  officers  of  the  state,  and  a  mea-  • 
suro  of  safety.

It  is  confidently  expected  that  the  state  authorities  will  be  able  to  effect 
a  full  settlement  with  the  United  btates  during  the  present  year,  and  tlist 
the  state  will  be  Ailly  reimbursed  for  all  moneys  expended  for  war  pur- 
poses, which  properly  belone  to  the  General  Government  to  pay.  Youoh- 
exB  for  a  large  amount  are  already  filed  with  the  proper  auditing  offieers 
at  Washington,  and  in*  process  of  settlement,  and  other  vouchers  are  now 
being  prepared  for  transmittal. 

Congress  will  probably  enact  laws  during,  its  present  session,  which 
will  fitcilitate  the  final  adjustment  of  all  claims  of  thia  nature. 

There  was  received  during  1865;  from  the  United  States,  on  aeoount, 
the  sum  of  $300,238  26.

There  has  been  paid  oat  of  the  state  treasury  for  war  purposes,  since 
the  beginning  of  the  rebellion  to  the  Ist  day  of  January,  1866,  not  less  than 
$3,900,000. 

There  has  been  raised  by  counties,  cities  and  towns  for  war  purposes, 
up  to  June  ist,  1865,  $7,752,505  67.  Total  expended  by  the  state, 
$11,652,605  67,  $762,403  09  of  which  has  been  reimbursed  by  the' gen- 
eral gotemment. 

A  large  sum  has  also  been  paid  by  localities,  by  tax  levied  last  year, 
of  which  the  state  has  no  account.  In  consequence  of  this  vast  ezpendi* 
ture  of  money  for  war  purposes,  the  burdens  of  the  people  hare  been 
hea^.  In  all  of  our  state  affairs  we  should  practice  the  strictest  economy 
eonristent  with  the  public  good.  The  people  demand  it,  and  will  expect 
an  in  authority  to  comply. 

Make  no  appropriations  which  are  not  entirely  necessary,  and  imiist 
ihit  all  who  are  empowered  to  expend  the  public  money  shall  do  so  with 
an  eye  single-  to  the  public  welfare. 
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Tiie  five  per  cent,  due  ihe  state  from  the  United  Siatesj  oa  A00o«L«t  of 
sales  of  land  mthin  tiiiis  state,  so  long  withheld  in  consequence  oS^a  Itn* 
settled  claim  against  ihe  state  for  money  leceived  by  the  territ^jry  of 
Wisconsin  for  lands  sold,  heretofore  granted  by  congress  to  aid.  iA  thrs 
construoiion  of  the  Bock  Kiver  canal,  has  finally  been  paid  and  a  '^11 
settlement  obtained* 

The  amount  received  on  thel7th  day  of  May,  1865,  as  balance  due  to 
that  date,  was  $148,784  06. 

On  the  18th  dav  of  November  last  $5,670  28  was  received,  beine  the 
amount  which  had  accrued  since  the  date  of  settlement,  all  of  which  has 
been  placed  in  the  proper  funds. 

TRUST  TUin>8. 

The  state  has  the  care  and  custody  of  the  various  trust  funds,  and  it  ia 
its  duty  to  so  invest  them  that  they  may  yield  a  yearly  income.  Until 
recently  these  funds  were  loaded  to  individuals,  upon  what  waa  suppoaed 
to  be  the  best  class  of  securities,  bond  and  mortgage  upon  real  estate. 
But  notwithstanding  all  the  care  which  was  exercised  by  the  state  Officers, 
it  was  found,  by  actual  experience,  that  large  sums  of  money  were  lost 
each  year,  by  reason  of  insufficient  security.  The  reports  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  school  and  university  lands  shows  a  state  of  facts  which  may 
well  cause  you  to  seek  for  some  other  mode  of  investing  these  funds. 

The  safest,  best  and  most  convenient  mode  of  investing  them,  is  in  the 
bonds  of  the  state,  which  Under  existing  laws  is  now  being  done. 

Before  our  state  bonds  are  all  absorbed,  which  will  be  within  this  J^^t^ 
steps  should  be  taken  to  so  change  the  constitution  of  the  state  as  to  en^ 
able  the  State  to  constitute  these  funds,  as  they  are  received,  an  irredeem- 
able and  irrevocable  debt,  upon  which  the  state  shall  forever  pay  interest, 
at  the  rate  of  seven  per  centum  per  annum. 

This  plan  has  the  advantage  of  perfect  safety  for  the  funds,  while  that 
which  has  been  heretofore  followed  certainly  has  not.  No  loss  can  possi^ 
bly  ensue.  It  is  cheaper  than  any  mode  heretofore  practiced.  It  has 
the  furUier  advantage  of  being  a  Ipan  to  each  individual  in  the  state  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  his  taxes,  instead  of  being  distributed,  to  a 
comparatively  few  persons.  Being  thus  disposed  of,  thesev  funds  cannot 
be  used  for  political  purposes ;  no  party  in  power  can  use  them  to  Pi^rpet- 
uate  its  power.  The  amount  in  these  funds  will  soon  be  so  large  as  to  be 
a  dangerous  element  in  the  hands  of  any  political  party  ;  larger,  I  think, 
than  should  be  at  the  disposal  of  political  officers,  for  the  purpose  of  loan- 
ing to  individuals. 

This.plan  may  be  objected  to,  because  of  the  extent  of  the  state  debt 
which  would  in  time  be  created,  and  which  would  entail  a  large  Stata  tax 
yearly  to  pay  the  interest  thereon.  If  the  money  was  to  be  borrowed  from 
•abroad,  and  the  interest  paid  to  parties  outside  of  qur  state,  the  objection 
weidd  be  a  good  one.  But  this  will  not  be  the  case.  The  people  would 
only  .borrow  and  use  their  own  money.  The  state  tax  they  would  pay 
would  be  immediately  distributed  throughout  the  state  and  used  for  edn^- 
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eating, their  ohildfen,  and  it  is  entirely  immaterial  whether  the  citicena  of 
the  State  pay  the  money  required  for  educational  purposes  as  a  state  taz^ 
a  county  tax,  or  a  sohool  district  tax. 

The  tax  mast  be  paid  in  any  event.  If  any  plan  can  be  derisod  by 
which  the  whole  people  of  the  state  can  have  the  use  of  these  funds,  save 
them  from  loss,  save  the  expense  incident  to  their  care,  when  they  are 
loaned  to  individuals,  and  last,  though  not  least,  keep  these  large  sums  of 
money  oat  of  the  reach  of  politicians,  that  plan  should  be  adopted  at  as 
early  a  day  a§  possible.  The  plan  I  have  suggested,  seems  to  me  to  be  one 
more  likely  to  produce  the  results  sought  than  any  other. 

If  it  does  not  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  people,  then  I  would  re« 
commend  investing  these  ftinds  in  United  States  stocks,  which  the  oom«> 
missioners  should  now  have  authority  to  buy,  whenever  they  cannot  pur- 
cbase  our  state  bonds  at  par  or  less.  No  mode  of  investment  can  be 
found  so  unsafe  as  the  one  which  the  state  has  heretofore  adopted.  I 
earnestly  recommend  this  matter  to  your  careful  consideration,  believing 
tLat  no  more  important  question  can  be  brought  before  you. 

Chapter  282  of  general  law?  of  1865,  requires  immediate  payment  of 
all  dues  to  the  state  for  lands  or  loans  which^  according  to  the  terms  of 
tlie  contract,  have  been  due  for  one  year  or  more.  This  legislative  action 
was  required  to  enable  the  state  to  meet  the  unexpected  demand  upon 
tlie  war  fund,  because  of  the  large  number  of  Soldiers  sent  to  the  fiela  in 
obedience  to  the  last  calls  of  the  general  government  Most  of  these 
soldiers  were  supporting  families,  and  were  entitled  to  receive  from  the 
state  five  dollars  per  month,  extra  pay.  A  sufficient  amount  was  volun- 
tarily paid  into  the  treasury  by  persons  indebted  for  lands  or  loans,  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  the  state,  and  the  commissioners  of  school  and 
university  lands  decided  wisely  not  to  render  the  law  unnecessarily  op- 
pressive upon  the  people  by  declaring  forfeited  the  lands  of  those  who 
could  not  conveniently  pay,  consequently  no  land  has  been  forfeited  under 
that  act.  The  exigency  having  passed,  and  the  state  having  no  further 
immediate  use  for  these  dues,  I  recommend  the  repeal  of  so  much  of  the 
law  cited,  as  requires  their  immediate  payment. 

Section  2  of  article  10  of  the  constitution  of  this  state  provides  that 
certain  revenues  accruing  to  the  state  shall  be  set  apart  as  a  separate 
fund  to  be  called  the  school  fund,  Ihe  miere&t  of  ithich,  arid  alt  other 
revenues  derived  from  the  tchool  lands,  shall  be  exclusively  applied  :  1st.  ''To 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  common  schcols,  in  each  school  district, 
and  the  purchase  of  suitable  libraries  therefor;  ''  and,  2d.  ''  The  residue 
shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  academies  and 
norma]  schools, .and  suitable  libraries  and  apparatus  therefor.*' 

Section  6  of  the  same  article,  provides  that  ^^  the  proceeds  of  all  lands 
that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  the 
state  for  a  university,  shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund  to  be  called 
the  university  fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  be  appropriated  to  the 
support  of  the  state  university/'  The  terms  used  in  the  sections  I  have 
quoted  seem  to  be  very  plain. 

By  virtue  of  various  laws  enacted  by  th^  legislature  the  proceeds  of 
these  funds  are  used  for  purposes  other  than  the   support   of  common 
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bqIiooIb  and  the  state  uDiversitj.  Large  sums  Lave  been  annnally  ex- 
pended for  clerk  hire,  printing,  advertising,  &3.,  expenses  incident  to  the 
Ciare  of  the  lands  and  the  management  of  the  funds,  all  of  which  sterns  to 
be  in  direct  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  of  the  state.  Ev- 
ery, interest  of  the  people  of  the  state  is  opposed  to  the  diversion  of  either 
of  those  funds  or  the  income  thereof  from  the  purposes  for  which  the;  are 
so  plainly  and  exclusively  set  apart.  The  state  can  very  well  afford  to 
bear  the  expense  incident  to  the  care  of  the  school  lands  and  the  '  man- 
agement of  the  school  fund  for  the  sake  of  the  children  of  the  state,  who 
are  now  deprived  of  a  part  of  the  means  provided  by  congress  for  their 
education,  and  the  state  ishould  be  willing  to  pay  all  of  the  expenses  inci- 
dent to  the  care  of  the  universily  lands,  and  the  management  of  the  fands 
arising  threfrom,  even  though  there  is  no  constitutional  provision  compel- 
ling it  to  do  so.  r  ,  . 
The  amount  yearly  expended  from  the  university  fund  for  expenses 
would  not  be  much  to  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  but  is  of  great  importance 
to  the  university  in  its  present  financiial  condiiion.  That  institution  has 
never  cost  the  peoploof  the  state  a  single  dollar^  its  lands  having  thus  far 
paid  all  of  its  expenses.  No  funds  should  be  more  carefully  guarded  than 
those  devoted  to  educational  purposes.  I  therefore  recommend  that  all 
laws  which  provide  for,  or  authorize  the  use  of  any  portion  of  either  of 
tbese  funds  for  the  payment  of  ijie  expenses  incident  to  their  care  and 
management  be  repealed,  and  that  provision  be  made  for  the  payment  of 
all  such  expenses  from  the  general  fund.                                    ^ 

TAXSS. 

ISuggestions  are  made  in  the  report  of  the  secretary  of  state  as  to  the 
practical  workings  of  the  laws  now  in  force  providing  for  the  atsessment 
of  property,  and  the  collection  of  taxes,  whioh,  as  th^ey  now  stand,  fail 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  people,  work  injustice,  and  admit  of  too 
much  dishonesty. 

Both  of  these  lawF  are  imp^'rfect  in  several  points,  and  should  receive 
your  careful  attention,  be  made  as  perfect  as  possible,  and  then  be  per- 
mitted to  remain  long  enough  without  amendment  to  enable  the  people 
to  become  thoroughly  conversant  with  their  requirements. 

The  whole  amount  of  taxable  lands  in  the  state  is  17,563,316.52  acres. 
The  aggregate  valuation  of  which  is  $91,453,693  54.  Aggregate  valua- 
tion of  city  and  village  property  is  $33,151,291  10.  Aggregate  valua- 
tion of  all  real  property  is  $124,604;984  64. 

On  the  18th  day  of  March  last,  there  was  transmitted  from  the  office  of 
the  seoretary  of  state,  to  the  senate,  a  statement  showing  the  amount  of 
taxes  for  all  purposes,  which  were  collected  throughout  tne  state  during 
the  year  1863,  and  the  cost  of  collecting  the  same.  That  statement  was 
compiled  from  the  reports  of  town,  county  and  city  clerks  throughout 
the  state,  by  which  it  appeared  that  there  was  collected  $382,130  state 
tax,  and  $2,245,697  48  county,  town  and  city  tax.  The  total  being 
$2,627,827  48.  The  whole  cost  of  coUeUing  these  taxes  was  $230,995  73, 
being  about  nine  per  cent.  Of  this  sum  $160,000  were  paid  to  town 
treasurers. 
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Daring  the  jear  1864  At  Uses  were  Tery  much  greater,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  in  nuanjr  loealities  l&rge  sume  were  eolleoted  for  honnties  to  toI- 
unteers,  in  addition  to  the  tax  for  ordinary  purpoeeB. 

Froni  the  returns  of  the  aaflessors,  made  pursuant  to  seotioa  5,  chapter 
471,  laws  of  1865,  it  appears  that  the  whole  tax  eolleoted  was  not  less 
than'  $7,000,000,  the  cost  of  coDecting  which  was  not  less  than  $400,00i>. 

This  enormous  expenditure  for  the  collecting  of  our  taxes  seems  to  -lad 
to  be  unnecessary,  ei&er  for  the  interest  or  convenienee  of  the  people, 
and  some  plan  should  be  detised  which  will  reduce  it. 

I  suggest  that  some  system  be  adopted  which  will  inform  the  legisktur^ 
each  year  of  the  amount  of  taxes  levied  in  the  different  towns,  cities  and 
Tillages  throughout  the  state,  and  for  what  purposes.  This  information, 
in  possession  of  the  legislature,  it  would  undoubtedly  follow  that  the  rate 
of  taixes  fbr  local  purposes  would  be  limited  by  law.  The  large  sums 
paid  to  the  yarious  officers  charged  with  the  collection  thereof,  ean  retf 
easily,  be  reduced,  by  the  adoption  of  some  system  which  will  cause  th^ 
whole  tax  leyied  in  the  county  to  be  paid  directly  to  the  county  trea^uretf 
and  that  without  serious^  inc.onyeDience  to  the  people.  7     j 

Section  i9  of  cha|{ter  10  of  the  reyisecf  statutes,  provides  that,  ^'the 
secretary  of  state  shall,  ftcm  time  to  time,  tequire  all  persons  receiting 
moneys  or  seouritles,  or  having  the  disposition  or  mat^agement  of  th^pto- 
pertyjof  the  statis;  of  wliic&  an  account  is  kept  in  his  office,  to  render 
statements  tfa^tcof  to  him;  apd  all  such  persons  shall  render  such  state- 
ments at  such  tinie  and  in  such  form  as  he  shall  require." 

This  section  Js  virtually  abrogated  by  the  terms  of  the  laws  making  api 
propriations  annually  for  the  su{iport  of  the'benerolent  itiVtitutiobs  of  tn^ 
statOi  and  for  other  purposes. 

An  account  of  the  management  <)f  a  large  portion  of  the  tnbaeyi^  so 
appropriated  is  not  kept  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  strife.  That'of'* 
ficer  is  directed  by  the  laws  to  draw  his  warrant  for  the  smoTinis,  and 
knows  nothing  of  the  details  of  the  expenditures.  .'    *  -     '     ' 

The  laws  appropriating  moneys  for  any  furpos^  whatever,  s^iould  p^o« 
vide  that  it  be  drawn  npon  the  warratA  of  fhe  secretary  of  state/and  re* 
auire  vouchert  to  be  filed  with,  atfd  after  carefu)  iTrvestTgatiorr;  audlted^by 
that  officer:  caqh  voucher  to  show,  the  article  purcfiasqd  and'ambniit  turi 
therefor.   ;  •  *;    .'  .  '  '^'^     '   ''  '  .'     . 

With  6uc1i'))iws  in  force,  the  account  of  hian^gem'ent  of  ^11  moneys  et* 
pended  for  %er  state,  wdtild  be  k^pt  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  or  state, 
open  for  the  inspection  of  the  people,  and  conrenient  for' the  use  of  legilr-' 
lative  committees,  to  mal;e  snch  exhminations  as  might'  he  deemed  tieoes- 
sary. '  - 

Intimately  connected  with  this  subject  Is,  thti  necessity  for  the  efeation 
of  another  state  office,  the  ihcumbent  of  .which  shall  be  alone  phar^ed 
with  the  management  of  the  finali^cial  affairs  of  the  state,  ttnd  of  auditinj^ 
and  adjusting  all  accounts  and  claims  due  to  or  from  the  state.  'T  d^em  U 
of  the  utmost  importaiice  that  provisions  be   made  by  amending  the  don- 
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stiiaiion  of  the  state  lor  the  electipnof  aa  auditori  whose.term  of  office 
shall  not  be  less  than  sis  ^eart^  who  shall  be  charged  with  these  duties, 
.   I  svggest  a  long  term  for  t)iai  officer,  bcrcauso  he  will  be  the  most  im- 
portant one  in  the  state,  «od.  the  people  cacnot  afford  to  edncate  a  man  to 
dkc^arge  the  duties  whioh  will  devolve  upon  him,  oftener  toan  onco  in  six 

It  ia  jour  duty  tOf  throw  around  the  S;tate  treasury  all  the  safeguards 
which  human  ingenuity  eau  devise.  It  is  a  saered  trust  given  you  by  the 
people,  which  they  h»Te  a  right  to  expect  you. will  faithfally  fulfill.

There  are  many  individuals  indebted  to  the  state  for  loans  from  the 
trust  fundsy  who  are  unable  psry.  The  property  given  as  security  haa 
haan  forfeited  to  the  state,  leaving  a  baknce  due,  from  which  the  debtors 
seek  to  be  relieved.  I  recommend  that  the  commissioners  be  vested  with 
authority  to  settle  with  that  class  of  debtors  upon  the  h^st.t^ms  possible. 
If  auch  a  settlement  ia  not  made,  the  state  will  receive  nothing  from  thenu 

Tresspassing  upon  Sj»te  lands,  find  stealing  timber  therefrom,  has  long 
been  an  existing  evil,  in  spite  of  efforts  made  to  prevent  it. '  If  there  be 
sufficient  powerin  the  state,  this  crime  should  be  stopped.  ,1  know  of  no 
orininal  who  deserves  to  be  more  severely  punished  than  the  one  who,  by 
pilfering  the  timber  from  the  lands  donated  to  the  state  for  education- 
al purposes,  steals  the  sacred  inheritance  of  the  children.     , 

X  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  their  recommendation^  upon  this 
and  other  subjects,,  all  of  which,  I  doubt  not,  will  receive  t^e  consid- 
eration their  importance  demands.  ^ 

In  1850,  congress  granted  to  the  states  all  the  unsold  sw^mp  aod 
pvetflowed  lands  aituated  within  their  borders,  respective^. 
.  Shortly  after  the  grant  was  made,  the  eommiasionera  of  the 'general 
land  office  proposed  to  the  states  to. take  the  lands  by  one  of  two  al- 
ternatives ;  either  by  having  an  actual  survey  made  to  determine  which 
were  swamp  Urnds,  or  bv  accepting  the  plats  and  field^notes  of  the 
United  States  survey,  and  receiving  the  lands  named  in  them  as  swamp 
apd  overflowed. lands  as  the  share  of  the  state. 

Governor  Dewpy,  by  letter  to  the  surveyor  general  of  Wisconsin  an(| 
Iowa,  dated  June  3d,  1851,  decided  to  take  the  lands  as  they  were  desig- 
nated in  the  government  survey. 

It  was  very  soon  discovered  that  there  were  manv  thousand  acres  of 
iwamp  lands  in  the  state  which  did  not  appear  as  such  in  these  plats  and 
lurveya,  and  that  this  state  was  not  receiving  all  the  lands  to  which  it  was 
entitled  under  the  grant.  Upon  request  being  made  to  the  general  land 
office  for  re-^surveys,  with  a  view  to  correct  errors,  in  order  that  the  state 
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jnighl'T^oMve  alKthe  lanflfttO'whioh  it  WAB  eaiitldd,  it:^a8  held,  by  tke 
anthoritieB  at  Washington,  that  the  state  bftviiig^'  os^e  deeided  to  TB^eire 
Buelklandfl  as  w^re  deBgnailed'ia  thoto  plats  and  surreys  as  swamp.' and 
OTer-flowed  lands,  for  ifarportioti,  it  was  boand  by  its  own  aotton,  ;aiid  tbiat 
naohangiaioonldbeiii&de.  .  •< 

This  matter  bating  been  iNrongM  to  ihe  attention  of  the  legislature,  a 
awreyiraB  authorised  to  be>  nude  for  the  purpose  of  testing  <£e  correct* 
Bees  of  the  United  States  pliits  and  suryeyn.  This  survey  was  made  and  a 
report  thereof  madis  ia  Ik*  goreynor  of  the  'state,  and  '  by  him.  presented 
4o<Ae  legislaiure  in  1860.  That  »pOrt  pibved  conolusively  thattheatate 
had  «ol  xeeeived  the  amount  of  lands  to  Miioh  it  was  eitiUed, 

So  the  mAtler  standi  ^w ;  ihe  ataitf  authoritiea  rightlj  claiming  that 
Ae  gereniment  .cannot  juatiy  hold  /the  slate  to  its  ehoiee  te  reeeive  th^ 
lands  deeigikated  in  llie  United  States  plats  and  surreys,  except  upon  the 
nMumption  thai  those  plats  and  surreys  were  corbeet,  and  that  the  state 
OMiBOt  justly  be  compelled,  by  reaaon  of  Ihe  errors  of  government  emr 
plMces,  to  lose  thousands  of  acres  of  land. 

Theie  is  no  doubt  that  we  have  a  valid  claim,  against  the  general 
government  for  large  quantites  of  land,  and  for  moneys  receiMl  fqritfae 
sale  of  lands  which  should  have  been  included  in  the  grant  to  the  state. 

Owing  to  the  vast  accumulation  of  public  business  incident  to  the  war, 
ihiB  subject  has  not  been  pressed  with  vigor,  but  now  a  fitting  dmQ  has 
again  come  to  move  in  th^  matter. 

I  reapectfully  refer  vou  to  Appendix  ^<  A  "  of  the  Assembly  Journal  of 
1860;  whnre  you  will  nnd  the  correspondence  which  passed  between  the 
state  authorities  and  the  commissioners  of  the  general  land  office  at 
Washington,  and  the  report  of  the  survey  made  by  authority  of  the 
State,  an  of  which  I  commend  to  your  earnest  attention. 

All  proper  efforts  will  be  made  to  induce  the  government  to  change  its 
decision. 

Chapter  587  of  the  general  laws  of  1865,  repeals  all  existing  laws  re- 
lating to  the  proceeds  of  sales  of,  and  to  the  granting  of  swamp  and  ovei^- 
fiowed  lands  to  counties,  and  directs  that  all  such  lands  heretofore  and 
hereafter  received  by  the  state,  and  moneys  received  or  due  for  such 
lands,  or  in  lieu  thereof,  shall  be  divided  into  two  equal  parts,  one  to  be 
denominated  the  normal  school  fund,  and  the  other  the  drainage  fund. 

The  commissioners  of  school  and  university  lands  are  charged  with  the 
duty  of  making  the  partition  and  were  directed  for  that  purpose  to  take 
ona  dollar  as  the  equivalent  for  an  acre  of  land,  and  having  determined 
the  amount  of  each  fund,  they  are  required  to  divide  the  drainage  ft^nd 
between  the  several  counties  of  the  state  in  proportion  to  the  number  oi 
aores  of.  swamp  lands  in  each  county,  and  having  thus  determined  the 
share  of  each  county,  they  ar^  required  to  spt  apart  such  share  in  thiB 
manner  indicated  by  the  law  cited.  The  division  made  according  to  the 
terms  of  the  law,  gives  to  the  normal  school  fund  nearly  all  of  the  prodto** 
tive  funds  which  have  arisen  from  former  sales  of  swamp  lands,  and  gives 
to  the  counties,  for  their  share,  lands  only,  with  a  few  exceptions,  where 
there  was  not  sufficient  unsold  land  in  counties  to  make  up  their  propor- 
tion. The  lands  belonging  to  the  counties  or  drainage  fand  are  directed 
to  be  sold  for  cash  and  the  moneys  transmitted  to  the  county  treuurers 
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each^ear,  to  be  diyided  among  the  towns  in  each  eoanty  in  proporiioQ  to 
ib$  amonnt  of  awampiand  in  each. 

The  hnds  belonging  to  the  nonnal  aohool  fund  are  to  be  sold  aa  naaal, 
and  the  prooeeda  placed  to  the  credit  of  that  fund. 

The  revenne  accruing  to  the  school  fund  from  the  swamp  land  fund, 
20  by  the  proyisiona  of  this  law  out  off,  the.  swamp  land  fund  being  aI>ol- 
iahed,  but  in  lieu  thereof,  twenty- five  per  oent.  of  the  iaoomo  of  the  aor« 
mal  school  fund  is  to  be  annually  transferred  to  the  school  fund  income^ 
until  thai  income  shall  reach  the  sum  of  $200,000  annually.  • 

The  commissioners  of  school  and  uniyersity' lands  report   the  whole 
nmount  divided   to  be  2,218,854.13  acres  and  dollars,  and  tho  amount  of 
the  drainage  fund  to  be  1,109,427.06  acres  and  dollars,  of  which  amount 
1,034,103.65  are  acres  of  land  which  have  been  set  apart  to  tho  yarioui 
counties,    in    proportion    to  the  number  of  acres  of  swamp  land  in  eaob 
county ;  56,089.72  are  dues  on  contracts  for  the  sale  of  swamp  landa,  and 
$414,21  money,  all  of  which  has  been  set  anart  to  such  counttes  aa  were 
in  the  partition,  entitled  to  the  same.    The  nirihersum  of  $18,819  48  if 
due  CO  various  counties,  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the  first  sales'  of 
wamp  laads.

Which  amount  is  subject  to  the  claim  of  the  drainage  fund  of  $18,819  48 
to  be  paid  from  the  first  sales  of  swamp  lands. 

This  law  puts  to  rest,  forever,  all  questions  connected  with  the  dispQsi* 
tjon  .of  swamp  lands,  and  has  given  to  each  locality  its  share^the  proceeds 
of  which  can  be  managed  by  the  citizens  thereof,  to  suit  themselves,  and 
renders  the  citizens  of  each  town  directly  interested  in  the  sale  andprpieo* 
tion  of  the  lands,  and  endows  the  normal  school  with  a  fund  sufficient  to 
enable  the  regents  to  eventually  establish  one  normal  school  in  each  con* 
gressioDsl  district.

«  Chapter  130  of  the  United  States  statutes,  af  proved  July  2J,  1862,

The  securities  for  outstanding  bank  circulation,  on  th^  SlsVday  of  De- 
cember last,  amounted  to  $229,901  15,  of  which  1115,600  were  bonds, 
and  $116,401  15  were  treasury  niotes  and  coin^  The  bonds  arc  deposited 
with  the  stale  treasurer,  while  the  notes  and. com  are  in  the  cueiody  of 
the  bank  comptroller.

Whefn  the  bonds  of^  the  state  were  acid  to  the  banks  upon  a  cre£t 
for  a  portion  of  the  purchase  money,  it  wsa  agreed  thai  the  bonds  were 
to  be 'deposited  first,  as  security  for  the  eiroolatienief  the  hanks  w(><^^ing 
the  deposit,  and,  secondly,  as  seourity  to  the  state  ibr  therimpiaid  balaaoe 
of  tiie  purchase  moner^. 

Mkny  of  these  bonds  haye  been  sold  by  the  bank  oompfareller  to  redeeai 
the  bank  circulation,  and  a  residue  of  the  proceeds,  after  redeeming  such 
bills  as  have  been  presented,  remains  in  the  comptroller's  safe,  part  of  the 
money  on  hand  as  aboye  stated.

Authority  should  be  giTem  to  some  one  of  the  state  offioers  to  dinot 
public  sales  from  time  to  time  as  the  interests  of  the  state  demamd  it,  of 
such  half- worn  furniture  and  other  property  as  acoumulates  aboat  the 
oapitol.

Section  1,  of  chapter  12  of  the  revised  statutee,  provides  that  the  gov* 
ernor  may  appoint  one  dir  more  notaries  public,  who  shall  be  considered 
state  offioers,  out  does  not  authorize  the  payment  of  any  fee  to  the  atete 
for  such  appointment,  nor  is  the  number  limited.  About  one  thoosead 
are  appointed  annually ;  indeed  it  has  come  to  be  the  common  pnlcftioe'  to 
appoint  all  who  apply,  without  proper  knowledge  of  their  duraoier  or 
fitness  for  the  office.  I  recommend  that  the  number  to  be  appointed  be 
limited  by  law  to  a  certain  number  in  eaoh  town  and  city,  and  titmi  tbeir 
official  bond  be  approved  by  the  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  the 
appointee  resides,  and  that  a  reasonable  fee  be  charged  by  the  state  for 
each  commission.  The  law  authorizing  the  appointment  of  comnissionere 
of  deeds,  to  reside  in  other  states,  does  not  provide  for  the  payment  of  a 
fee  to  the  state  for  commissions.  It  should  be  so  amended  as  to  aiKthor- 
iie  a  charge  of  at  least  fire  dollars  for  each  commission.

I  deem  it  advisable  thaft  this  duty  be  performed,  and  that  the  lande  be 
finally  disposed  of  during  your  nresent  session. 

Give  them  to  good,  responsible  companies,  and  require  such  guarantees 
as  wjll  insuM  their  sale  at  reasonable  prices,  and  insure  the  speedr  cen« 
etruction  of  the  roads  contemplated,  hetween  such  points  as  will  best 
serve'  the  interests  of  the  whole  state.

Th«j  also  report  they  Have  been  compelled  with  much  reluctance 
to  comply  with  the  requirenteBts  of  the  law>  and  discharge  from  the  hos- 
pital seyeral  incurable  cases  in  order  to  make  room  fcr  recent  comers.  I 
eiid^rBe  fVilly  the  recommendation  of  tbe  trustees  that  steps  be  taken  for 
the  immediate  enlargement  of  the  hospital. 

The  present  biiildings  are  mut;h  too  smsjl  to .  zheet  the  requirements  of 
the  state.  The  last  census  shows  that  there  are  in  the  state  691  insane 
and  idiotic  persons,  who  are  proper  subjects  for  treatment  at  the*  asylum. 
Of  these  leas  than  200  can  at  present  be  accommodated,  leaving  GOO  to 
ba^takeacare  of  as  best  they  may  in  county  jails  or  poor  houses,  or  to  be 
dangerous  inmates  of  the  houses  of  their  relatires.  In  either  case  they 
are  oepHved  of  proper  medical  treatment.  ' 

Humanity  demands  that  the  state  should  take  the  best  possible  care  of 
this  cla^B  of  unfortunates,  and  I  do  not  doubt  that  the  people  of  the  state 
will,  willitigly  fiiiy  the  necessary  tax  for  the  proposed  enlargement. 
'^I  commend  to  your  careful  consideration  the   remarks  of  the  superin* 
ten  dent  upon  this  subiect.

Our  militia  law  disappoints  the  expectations  of  those  who  firattted  ft, 
atid  entirely  fails  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  state.  It  does  not 
provide  us  wiUi  a  single  regiment  of  efficient  state  troops,  which 
could  be  called  into*  use  in  kn  emergency.  I  doubt  if  any  other  stsrte 
in  the  union  is  so  entirely  defonceless.  It  is  important  that  this  law 
should  be  so  revised  and  amended  as  to  give  us  a  thorough  militia 
organization.  ^ 

The  adjutant  generars  report  gives  in  detail  the  military  operations  ot 
the  state  troops  during  the  past  year,  and  the  support  given  to  the  gener- 
a  )governmenr  during  the  rebellion.  During  the  past  year  the  state  has 
furnished  9.940  volunteers  and  2,465  drafted  men,  making  a  total  of  12,* 
405.  Seven  new  regiments  only  were  organised  from  tiiis  number,  the 
balance  having  been  assigned  to  fill  the  ranka  of  old  cmaniiations  in  the 
field. 

The  state  has  furnished  under  aU  calls  from  the  getaeral  government.  52 
regithehts  of  infantry,  four  regiments  and  one  company  of  cavalry,  one 
re^ment  of  twelve  batteries  of  heaTy  «rtiUery,  thirteen  batteries  of  li^t 
artillery,  one  company  of  sharpshooters,  and  three  brigade  bands,  besides 
recruits  for  the  navy  and  United  States  organizations,  numbering  in  all 
91,379,  of  which  number  79,934  were  volunteers,  11,445  drafted  men  and 
aubstitutes.

Tke  men  who  enliated  in  the  United  States  Army  during  the  early  part 
of  ihe  war  did  not  receive  the  same^  bounties  from  the  gOTernment  wnieh 
lutye  been  paid  to  those  who  entered  tte  service  at  a  late  date. 

They  were  none  the  less  patriotic ;  their  service  was  not  less  hasiardous 
and  severe  than  thoee  who  have  been  better  paid,  and  they  have  th^  right 
to  expect  that  you  will  do  whatever  you  oan  to  influence  the  geneial  ^ 
gOTemment  to  do  them  justice,  by  giving  ^hem  bounties  ^ qual  to  those 
paid  to  others  who  enlisted  at  a  later  date.  j. 

All  who  have  periled  their  lives  in  the  defense  of  our  country,  de<i 

serve  to  be  dealt  widi  alike,  and  I  am  sure  that  you  will  esteem  it  a 

pleasure,  as  well  as  your  duty,  to  give  them  the  influeuoe  of  your  action. 

In  this  connection,  let  me  suggest  that  a  bureau  be  established  for 

the  collection  of  back  pay,  bounties  and  pensions,  for  soldiers  who  have 

been  in  Wisconsin  regiments,  and  for  their  families ;    connected  with 

which   there   should  also   be   established  a  system  of  claim  agencies 

throughout  the  state,  with  a  branch  agency  at  Washington,  these  agents 

to  report  to  the  chief  of  .the  bureau  at  our  capitol,  which  should   be 

nnder  the  direction  of  some  one  of  the  state  departments.    Bounties  and 

hack  pay,  in  many  cases,  go  to  the  representatives  of  deceased  soldiers. 

Pensions  always  go  to  the  disabled  and  dependent.    Those  to  whom 

ibey  are  paid  are  redtfeed  to  this  dependenee  through  no  fault  of  their 

own.     They  would  willingly  earn  their  own  living  and  dispense  with 

all  aid  from  the  government  were  they  able  to  do  so.    The  sums  they 

are  to  receive. are  small  at  best,  and  it  seems  just  that  the  state  should 

hear  the  expense  of  eoUee^g  diem.i    The  plan  I  have  suggested  has 

been  tried  in  one  of  our  sister  states,  and  has   been  forufid'emittently 

si^ccessful.

There  was  issued  by  the  secretary  of  state  in  September,  1865,  a  eirou« 
lar  letter  to  the  town  and  city  derks  throuffheut  the  state,  asking  those 
oAeere  to  inform  thr  state  departmem  of  the  number  of  children  of  de- 
ceased Wisixonsin  soldiers  in  tkeir  res^otive  towns.  867  clerks  6nly 
have  responded;  reporting  2,8T4  such  children ;  an  average  of  nearlv 
eight  to  each  town.  If  the  average  is  the  same  in  the  towns  from  whioh 
no  reports  have  been  r«seived,  there  are  not  less  than  6,000  such  children 
hi  the  whole  state  under  fifteen  yeanr  of  age.  Of  those  reported,  the 
ages  of  791  are  not  given,  l.fi46  are  between  one  and  ten  years  of  age, 
5i7  are  between  ten  and  fourteen  years  of  age,  20  were  in  the  county 
poor  housesi  87  have  neither  father  or  mother  living. 

The  fathers  of  these  children  have  laid  down  their  lives  while  battling 
for  the  preservation  of  our  country.

This  lady  obtained  firem  Meisn.  MarshaU  &  Daley  a  proposition  tastU  the  proper* 
ty  at  the  prioe  of  f  10|000|  pro9id0d,  that  the  Qeneral  GoTetement  would  donate  it« 
BJiaza  of  the  buildings  and  improvements  made  thereon  (at  a  oostof  about  $12.000j, 
and  provided  also,  that  it  should  be  fitted  up  and  furnished  in  readiness  for  tne  or- 
phans of  soldiers  from  Wisconsin  who  have  died  in  the  service  during  the  late  i^bel- 
lion — inoh  fitting  up  and  fnmisliing  to  be  done  by  private  eotitriKtttiims,  and  tiiaa, 
aa  a  whole,  doaated  to  the  Stata,  in  which  the  title  should  be  vested,  all  with  a  view 
to  its  permanent  establishment  under  the  auspices  of  t^e  State^  to  be  classed  with 
its  other  benevolent  and  charitable  institutions.

Thousands,  <*tHe  flower  of  our  youth,  the  beauty  of  our  Israel," 
have  fallen  in  the  conflict;  dying  that  we  might  live.  Proud  of 
their  noble  sacrifice,  a  nation  mourns  their  loss. 

Let  it  be  your  care  that  those  whose  natura).  guardians  they  were, 
shall  not  be  left  to  want. 

Let  it  be  our  privilege  to  see  that  suffering  and  neglect  be  not  added 
to  their  noble  grief.  Let  the  state  protect  their  families  and  educate  their 
children.  This  being  done,  those  fallen  heroes  will  need  no  monument 
other  than  their  nation's  greatness. 

For  all  who  nobly  bora  their  part  in  this  dread*  confiict  a  nation's  heart 
beatf  warm  with  gratitude.  Oeneration  after  generation  yet  to  come,  will 
kneel  and  bless  £em  for  it.    They  have  savea  the  nation's  life. 

If  anything  can  be  added  to  their  proud  consciousness  of  duty  nobly 
done,  let  them  dwell  with  satisfaction  on  the  glorious  future  they  have 
made  possible  for  our  eountry,  when  a  hundred  millions  of  free  and  happy 
people  shall  owe  a  proud  allegiance  to  that  fiag  they  have  so  gallantly 

aefended.

AHemporary  lo8v  of  $528,000  00  from  the  trastf«od»,  was  render€d 

necessary  by  the  large  increase  of  troops  under  theiastcall  of  the  United 

.    States  government.    These  troops  were  pat  into  the  field  after  the  proper 

laws  had  been  passed  fox  the  levy  of  the^^tai^es  for  the  oarrent  expenses 

of  the  past  year. 

A  large  majority  of  the  soMiers  weresnpporlang  families,  whioh  entitled 
ihem  to  five  dollars  per  month  extra  pay  from  the  state.  No  provision 
had  beea  made  for  money  to  meet  this  large  expenditure.  The  money 
ooald  not  be  borrowed  from  the  banks,  conseqnently  a  loan  was  made  from 
the  trust  fundSi  whioh  has  enabled  the  state  to  meetf«omptly  its  engage* 
nents  to  the  soldiers'  families. 

This  loan  will  be  paid  from  the  taxes  of  this  year,  and  the  amount  will 
be  available  for  investment  in  the. bonds  of  the  state  still  outstanding.

BEVI8ED  STATUTES. 

In  my  last  anual  report,  I  directed  the  attentiou  of  the  legialatore  to 
'  iiie  fact  that  there  was  no  law  that  authoriied  the  seoretary  of  state  to 
deliver  the  Tennsed  statutes  to  town  and  county  officers,  who  from  any 
oause  were  destitute  of  copies,  and  suggested  that  a  law  hi  enacted  that 
would' authorize  the  secretary  to  furnish  the  books,  under  such  restric- 
tions as  it  was  thought  proper  to  impose.  I  again  call  the  attention  of 
tiieiegislature  tq  this  subject^  and  trust  th^tit  will  receive  the  attention 
tbat  its  importance  demands.  ... 

AUDITING  OP  ACCOUNTS. 

•  •  •    « 

The  second  subdivision  of  section  27  of  chapter  10,  revised  statutes, 
requires  the  secretary  of  state  <<  to  keep  fair,  dear,  distinct  and  separate 
accounts  of  all  the  revenues  and  funds  of  the  state,  and  also  all  expendi- 
tures,  disbursements  and  investments  thereof,  showing  the  particulars  of 
every  expenditure^  disbursement  and  investment."  The  fourth  subdivision 
of  the  same  section  and  chapter,  requires  the  secretary  of  state  <*  to 
carefully  examine,  quarter-yearly,  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasur- 
er, and  the  moneys  on  hanfd  in  the  treasury,  and  immediatey  thereupon 
'  report  the  result  of  such  examination  in  writing  to  the  governori  specify* 
'   ing  therein  the  amount  and  kind  of  fVinds  particularly.'' 

In    the    present    condition    of    the    legislation  of  the'  state,  it  is 
impossible   for    the   seoretary    of  state   to   pierform    the    duties  en- 
joined   by  the  laws   I   have   quoted.     Undoubtedly  the   objeoi   in- 
tended to  be  accomplished  by  the  framers  of  the  eonstituiion  In  providing 
for  an  auditor  and  treasurer,  wai  that  eaoh  cfSoer  should  be  a  check  upon 
.    the  other ;  the  auditor  to  have  charge  of  the  aeoounta  between  the  state 
-■  and  individ<aals.  and  to  pass  upon  the  Validity  ef  all  olajais  presented  for 
'<  ^payment/ and  the  treasurer  to  receive  and  disburse  the  revenaea  of^^he 
/  '^tate.  .With  proper  legislation,  each  officer  would  be  a -eempl^  check 
i^pon*  tho  other.  ^  *       •

Xaws  hare  been  enacted  which  ftnthoiiKcd  the.  iisbutsement  of 
large  sums  of  money,  of  the  disburseftbent  of  which  the  auditor  is  blissful- 
ly ignorant  until  he  is  advised  by  the  treasurer.

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The  accounts  being  thus  kepi,  a  committee  of  the  legislature  could  ex- 
amine the  TonchvTS  filed  and  audited  by  the  seoretary  of  state,  and  from 
Bxtch  an  ezamioation  would  be  enabled  to  determine  the  amount  necessain^ 
to  defray  the  annual  expenses  of  each  institution,  and  would  haye  sucn 
information  in  their  possessiop  as  would  enable  them  to  determine  whether 
the  appropriations  calljsd  for  by  the  managers  of  the  several  institutions 
were  or  wore  not  in  excess  of  the  amount  required.

DISBUBSEMENT  OF  CEKTAIN  FUNDS.  ' 

These  suggestions  in  referents  to  the  disbursement  of  the  appropria- 
tions for  the  beneyolent  institutions,  are  applicable  to  the  disbursement  oi 
the  income  of  the  University  fund,  and  the  inoome  of  the  Normal  School 
fund.  This  will  be  obvious  to  the  most  casual  obsfsrver  of  the  manage^ 
men;t  of  either  of  the  funds  named.  I  [reapecifully  but  earnestly  aug- 
gest  that  a  change  in  reference  to  the  manner  of  the  disbursement  of  the 
fund  I  have  named,  is  positively. demanded,  and  I  trust  the  subjedt  will 
receive  the  consideration  its  importance  demand^ 

ELECTION:  OF  AUDITOR. 

«  > 

The  brsinesa  devolving  upon  the  secretary  of  state  is  inoreafiing  so 
rapidly,  and  will  farther  increase,  if  the  suggestions  I  have  made  are 
earried  out,  that^it  will  be  necessary  in  a  very  short  time  to  relieve  the 
aeeretary  of  state  from  the  duty  of  auditing,  and  transfer  that  duty  to  a 
separate  department. 

I  therefore  suggest  th^  propriety  of  providing  immediately  for  the  elec- 
tion of  an  Juditar,  whose  term  of  office  shall  not  be  less  than  six  years, 
and  that  provision  be  made  in  the  constitution  to  carry  into  effect  the 
auggestions  J  have  made.  The  experience  of  some  of  our  sister  states,  as 
wdl  as  our  own,  admonishes  us  that  when  all  the  guards  that  hi|man  inge« 
unity  can  devise,  are  thrown  around  the  treasury,  losses  ooqasionally 
eeouf .  The  duties  now  devolving  upon  the  state  officers  could  be  readily 
80  distributed  that  upon  the  ereation  of  the  separate  office  of  auditor,  two 
ofieeanow  existing  might  be  abolished,  an4  the  expense'  of  conducting 
the  stttte^overnment  reduced,  ibs'tend  of  being  enhanced  by,  the  change. 
I  Buggest  a  long  term  for  the  auditor,  because  that  office  is  the  most  impor- 
tai^l  in  tiw  atate  government,  and  that,  jtb^  people  of  the  state  cannot  afford 
to  eduei^  a  man  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  ofUner  than  once  in 
aij:  years«  ,  .  r 

I  trust  that  the  suggestions  I  have  thrown  out  as  necessary  to  guard  the 
trtienry,  will  not  be  qonstvued  as  an.  intimation  that  I  have  any  doubts  in 
teftrrMioe  to  the  m4nner  ia  whioh  theardpous  duties  of  that  offioe  have 
been  discharged  by  the  pvesept  incumbent)  or  will  be  disohsrged  by  his 
iaeoetmvr.  They  are  madi)  up^n  the  general  principle  that  the  state  treaa* 
ury  e^nnoibo  too  fltEictly,guard^. 

CLAIfllS  OF  SHERIFFS— BOUNTY  ON  WOLVBs/ 

The  laws  rehiring  the  secretary  oJP  state  to  audit  the  olaitna  d  tlie 
■her ifs  of  fbe  serertj  eountietf,  fbr  eonveying  eonvieli  to  the  state  prison 
6doo/ 
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^nd  B^te  reform  BcboQly  and  the  olaimfi  for  bounties  on  wolf  scalps,  ai^ 
objectionable  in  several  points  of  yiow.  It  is  freqitentlj  yerjr;  inconyen? 
ie^t  for  tbe  parties  to  get  tbeir  moBej  fropi  tbe  state  treasury.  It  is  im- 
po9^ble  for  tbe  secretary  of  state  to  snow  wbetber  tbe  claims  are  just  or 
otherwise.  There  is  no  justice  in  requiring  a  county  which  ^oes  not  send 
a  convict  to  either  of  the  institutions  named,  once  in  five  years,  to  aid  ini 
paying  the  expenses  of  other  counties  which  send  from  five  to  ten  con- 
yiots  at  each  term  of  their  courts.  The  duty  of  allowing  these  claims 
can  be  much  better  performed  by  the  bo^ds  of  supervisors  of  the  sever- 
al counties  than  by  the  secretary  of  state.  The  members  of  those  boards 
have  the  means  6f  ascertaining  whether  the  claims  are  just  or  unjust. 
The  secretary  of  state  has  no  means  of  determining  that  question.  He  is 
required  by  the  law  to  audit  all  claims  for  conveying  convicts  to  the  state 
prison  and  the  state  reform  school,  upon  the  certificates  of  the  officers 
of  the  institutions  named,  respectively ;  and  in  the  case  of  a  claim  for 
bounty  on  wolf  scalps,  th^  secretary  of  state  is  required  to  audit  the 
claim  upon  the  certificate  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.  Aside 
from  the  objections  I  have  named,  I  submit  that  the  constitution  having 
designated  the  secretary  of  state  the  auditor,  all  claims  allowed  must  be 
allowed  upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  him,  and  that  the  legislature  does 
not  possess  the  power  to  say  that  he  shall  allow  a  olaim  upon  the  ceitifi- 
oale  of  any  officer,  or  other  evidence  which  is  not  entirely  aatis&ctpry  to 
him.  The  laws  Jtuthorizing  the  payment  of  money  fromUhe  state  treaa* 
ury  for  the  services  of  sheriffs  and  for  bounties  on  wolf  scalps,  should  be 
repealed. 

ASSESSMENT  AND  COLLBOTION  LAWS. 

The  laws  providing  for  the  assessment  of  the  property  of  the  state  and 
tiio  ooUectton  of  taxes,  need  revision:  As  the  law  now  is,  4  citisen  re* 
turning  his  list  of  property  under  oath,  oan  bid  defiance  to  the  authori- 
ties, if  it  should  be  known  that  the  statement  is  false.  That  false  state* 
ments  are  made,  every  man  knows  who  has  had  any  expori^nee  in  the 
assessment  of  property.  It  is  true,  a  man  making  a  false  statement  may 
b^  prosecuted  fbr  peijury.  This  remedy  for  the  evil  is  a  hansh  cne,  mwA 
will  rarely,  if<ev6,r,  be  resorted  to.  'To  remedy  the  evil,  I  suggest  that  in 
all  cases  wher^'  the  assessor  has  rea8<)n  to  believe  that  a  false  statement 
has  been  wade,  he  be  authorised  to  add  to  the  fist  what,  ftotit  the  best

Under  tnis  system,  thousands  of  dollars  vt^fejotx^ 
year  to  year  not  oolrected,  and  the  amount  of  certificiMes  held  by  the  sevr 
era]  oountieSy.toffetberwith  enormous  bills  for  prin^ng  the  delinquenl  Uat,' 
and  annual  sales  ^t  taxes,  are  from  year  .to  year  leyied  upon  tibe  proper- 
ty of  that  poriion  w'the  community  who.  pay  their  taxes  promptly. .  Pe  -

The  assessment  law  is  imperfeet  in  various  minor  points  whioh  I  haye 
not'named,  which  will  readily  be  discovered  upon  reading  the  law.  The 
law  should  be  amended  so  as  to  make  it  as  ne  ir  perfect  as  possible,*  and 
then  be  permitted  to  remain  without  amendment  long  enough  to  enable 
the  people  to  become  acquainted  with  its  requirmeentf.

The  statistics  collected  by  the , assessors  of  the  sta(e,>  in  accotdanoe  with 
the  profisions  of  chapter  53S  of  the  general  law^  of  1'8Q5^  an  abstract  of 
which  is  appended  to  this  report^  are  so  imperfect  as  to  be^ almost  worth- 
less. Thp  labor  performed  by  the  assessors  has  been  paid,  for  by  the 
8!evesali;owns,  cities  and  villases  in  addition  to  the  ami^unt  chJEirged  for  the 
duties  of  assessors  proper.  The  amount  thus  "paid  10  probab^  not  less

^.To  ayoid  this  expenditure  in  future,  I  suggest  that  a  law  be  enacted 
which  shAll  require  a  list  of  the  leading  productions  pf  llie  fitate  to  be  ap- 
pended to  the  lilt  annually  furnished  hy  the  assessqrs  to  the  citizens  of 
the:  state.  Each  person  when  he  makes  his  list  of  property,  can  in  a  few 
minutes  add  the  number  of  acres  cultivated,  and  the  Jeadiijig  articles  pro- 
d^ced|  and  the  value  of  each.  In  a  few  years  the  people  would  become 
accustomed,  to  the  system  30  thoroughly  as. to  umke  their  reports  accurate, 
e^oh  y«ar.  These  jrepoxts  bein^  Veturu^d  to  ^he  clerks  of  the  boards  of. 
supervisors  of  the  several^  counties  of  th>,  state,  could  be  readily  arranged 
in  abstracts,  and  forwarded  to  the  secretary  of  state,  and  by  him  pre-

The  receipts  issued  bv  tbe  state  treasurer  for  bills  of  Wisconsin  banks, 
will  all  be  paid  from  the  taxes  levied  for  tbe  year  1865,  leaying  a  state 
debt  of  $2,179,200.  Certificates  of  indebtedness  were  issaed  daring  the 
last  fiscal  year  amonntiog  to  five  hnndred  and  twenty -eight  thousand  dol- 
lars, for  a  loao  for  that  amount  from  the  trust  funds  to  the  war  fund,  and 
the  proceeds  of  ihe  loan  expended  for  extra  pay  to  the  families  of  soldierb 
in  the  servive  of  the  United  States,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
117,  laws  of  18^4»  and  the  laws  amendatory  thereof.  The  amoant  of  this 
loan  is  provided  for,  and  will  be  paid  from  the  taxes  levied  for  the  year 
1865.  When  this  loan  is  P^icl,  the  amount  of  the  state  debt  will  be 
tl,651,200.  The  amount  of  the  loan  paid  to  the  trust  funds  will  be  in 
the  treasury,  available  for  investment  in  the  outstanding  bonds  of  the 
iUte. 

If  this  sum  of  t528,000  shall  be  invested  in  the  bonds  of  the  sUte,  it 
will  leave  but  $423^200  on  the  market,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  amoant 
of  the  trust  funds  which  will  be  available  for  the  purpose  for  the  present 
fiscal  year,  will  be  sufieient  to*retire  the  whole  amount  of  the  bonds  out- 
standing.

During  the  progress  of  the  war  the  Jiegislatare  authorized  the  issue  of 
bonds,  to  the  amount  of  fifteen  hundited  thousand  dollars,  (91,500,000). 
The  erreat  bulk  of  these  bonds  hadM^to«be  sold  at  a  time  of  extraordinary 
depression  in  the  stock  markets.  .  United  States  six  per  c^nt:  bonds  were 
selling  at  84^  per  cent.;  Illinois  six  per  cents,  at  77  per  cent',  and  Michigan 
seven  per  eents;  at  82  per  cent,  ^here  was  no  option  with  the  lottn  oom- 
missioners  as  to  the  time  of  selling  the  bonds.  The  necessities  of  the 
State  were  such  that  they  had  to  be  poIdTor  whatever  could  'be  obtained. 

The  law  directs  the  loan  commissioners  "  to  negotiate' and  t^ontract  for 
a  loan  er  loans  *  ^  on  the  most  favt>rab)p  terms  which,  in  their  judg- 
ment can  be  obtained.^-  Finding  insurm(^ntable  obstacles  in  the  way  of 
Ae  negotiation  of  the  loans  in  New  York,  they  ^er^  finally  sold  to  the 
batiks  of  our  own  Siktc.at  par,  seventy  per  cent,  to' be  paid  6n  deKtery  of 
^'e  bonds^  and  the  remaininjg  thirty  per  cent,  in  semi-annual, installments 
6ff  one  per  cent.  Bight  hundred  thousand  dollar  were  sold  on  these 
terms.  The  next  sale  was  made  on  similar  terms,  e^cept^ihat  eighty  per 
cent,  was  paid  on  delivery.  Subsequent  sales  were  ail  made  at  par,  the 
whole  amount  paid  on  delivery  of  the  bonds.  It  was  never  supposed 
that  the  whole  amount  of  the  thirty  per  cent,  left  unpaid, in  the  first  sale 
would,  in  all  casea,  be  paid.  By  the.. terms  of  the  bonds,  gi/ven  by  the 
banks  to  secure  the  payment  of  this  thirty  per  cent,  the  bill  holders  were 
fl^st  to  be  fully  protected.  In  quite  a  nnmber  of  cases,  in  closing  up 
banks,  there  has  not  been  enough  realized  to  redeem  the  circulation  and 
p»y  the  thirty  .per  cent,  bond  in.  full  ;ryet,.noiwitb8tandiag  t^ese  losws, 
thie  State  has  realized  in  the  aggregate- on  all  the  bonds  'sold-  during  the 

JTOgress  of  the  war,  eighty-eight  (88)  per  cent;  There  is  due  from 
anks  still  in  good  credit,  on  (he  thirty  per  cent  bonds,  forty-one  thou« 
sand  six  hundred  and  twenty  dollars  X9^1,620).  The  banks  which,  have 
aMigned  their  bonds. to  the  State  as.  provided,  by  chapter  282  of  tliegeq^ 
etral  laws  of  1865,  have  also  assigned  the  benefits  of  their  lest  circulation. 
Whatever  is  realized  from  this  source,  -should  be  credited  upon  the  sale 
of  the  bonds,  as  an  allowance  for  this  lost  circnlation  was'  made  in  the 
settlement  of  the  thirty  per  cent,  bonds  due  from  the  banks  thus  assigning, 
There  is  but  little  doubt  that  enough. will  be  realized  from,  tkese. two 
sonroes  to  made  the  aggregate  receipts  for  the  b(mds  aold  during  the  war 
ninety- two  (92)  per  cent.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 

To  Hii  Excellency i  Jakes  T.  Lewis,  Governor : 

In  compliance  with  the  proYisions  of  law  contained  in  the  organic  act, 
we  have  the  pleasure  cf|^oe|ri1|^  aubnutftt^g  our  Annual  Report,  for  the 
year  ending  SeptemWr  30^  ld65. 

The  usual  degree  of  Buoceafli  mi  prgeperitT  has  attended  the  affairs  of 
the  hospital,  both  internally  and  externally,  during  the  past  year,  as  in 
former  years. 

The  financial  affairs  oi  the  iqititnti<Mi  are  in  a  good  and  healthy  con- 
dition, and  haTC  been  kept  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations,  not- 
with9tandb^  the  increased  cosi- of  artidea  of  food  avd  msterilils  necessary 
i^.  itU  w^&re  of  the  hospil&T.  '  At  the  date  of  the  lai^t  i'ap^t  there, was 
remainiiig  in  ..tb^  hwii^.  .pf  (H^  tr^aaursK,  iJb,^  sum  qf  ioLMS .  II.  The 
legislatuve  of  last  winter,  approprtaifted  the  sum  of  $10,000  to  eorer  deficit 
in  current  expenses  which  had  accrued  during  the  last  part  of  last  year. 
The  further  sum  of  $40,000  was  appropriated  {or  the  year  1865,  making 
a  total  for  current  expenses,'  the  sum  of  $60,000.

Neitber  tbe 
trostees  or  superintendent  baye  felt  warranted  since  tbe  purchase,  to  draw 
from  tbe  current  expense  fund  an  amount  sufficient  for  tbat  purpose, 
trusting  tbat  tbe  legislature  will,  during  tbe  coming  session,  make  an 
appropriation  sufficient^  for  tbat  purpose. 

It  is  also  necessary  tbat  an  appropriation  should  be  made  for  the  pur» 
pose  of  building  a  suitable  root  or  yegetable  cellar,  ice  bouse,  etc.  We 
are  certain  that  in  point  of  economy  it  will  be  for  the  interest  of  the  state 
to  do  so.  We>  wo^d  therefove,r0$pectf411y  pray  of  ^tlie  l^islature  tbat 
they  make  a  special  aspropriation  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  the  pur- 
pose of  femeUig  tbe  land,  building  a  Tegatable  or  loot  oritar,  ice  house, 

Tbe  utmost  harmony  and^  good  feelingi  so  essential  to  the  prosperity

Tile  phyttidiil  heatth  of  the  lioti^dhold  has  been  excellent  during  the 
past  year,  none  hating  snfi^red  from  ttnj  ^piddmic  or  endemic  disease, 
except  daring  the  last  ten  days  we  ha,d  eleven  cases  of  acute  miasmal 
dysentery. 

'When  we  take  into  consideration  tho  extreme  state  of  exhaustion  In 
which  Akany  patients  are  received,  and  the  subseaxieiit  persistent  deteir- 
miimti6tf  of  tatifij  to  t Ad  no  nouilishni^hi,  we  feel  that  the  per  cent,  tt 
deatisis'eteeeBingly  fnnal),  and  tQust  be  attribtxted  to  a.healtbjr  locality^ 
pkin,  irholeBome,  well  cooked'  Food,  and'  regular  eilerbSBd  in  the  varioui^ 
wayj  nstiiilly  enjoyed  at  similar  instftutiohs  in  tlrfs  cptttttry. 

Wd  hftVebeen  compelled  to  dlschalrge  several  inctifiible  cases  during  the' 
las<t  yearte  ^make  rooth  for  oceurrinc  recent  cases,  a  duty  performed 
witb  intrA  r'tiiifef an6e,  knowing  that  they  were  iilmch  snore  comfortable;

c6At;rirnisi(^t)^le88.  Itl  ^9ew  of 'the  filci$  then  set  forOi;  therebitlves  of 
the 'insane^  thoise^  wljo  looked  oi^  the' hiimanjtarfati  side  of  flnanoial 
qtiestione,  atid  the  Mp^^  of  the  llt^snital,  with  whom  I  earnestly  ea- 
opertttisd,  made  ftvl  eff(5)^Ho  lay  before  the  lenslature  such  petitions  and 
information  as  was  ibrward^d  to  us  from*  all  sections  of  our  state.    The 
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people  nobly  responded  to  our  efforts,  eest  up  petitioBfl  aigsed  by  hvad- 
reds  upon  handreds  of  the  best  and  irealtmeet  oiticena.  Not  a  aingle 
remonstranee  was  placed  on  file  in  either  house  ;  the  joint  oommittee  on 
benoYolent  institntionB  unaBimoosly  reported  in  favor  of  enlarging  the 
house,  after  a  most  laborioas  and  carefal  investigation ;  the  bill  passed 
an  able  and  oonseryatiye  senate,  but  wa^  most  unezpcotedly  lost  in  the 
house  of  the  people — the  assembly. 

The  friends  of  the  insane  will  make  another  effort  with  the  next  legis- 
lature, and  I  trust  they  will  succeed.  If  an  insane  hospital  is  a  necessity 
of  the  age,  which  I  trust  all  will  admit,  it  is  just  ts  necessary  that  ft  be 
large  enough  to  admit  all  who  properly  seek  its  benefits;  ten  cents  each 
from  our  one  million  of  inhabitants  would  be  sufficient ;  not  one  would 
refuse  it.    • 

The  principal  objections  raised  by  those  who  refused  the  measure  sup-* 
port,  were  the  long  distance  from  the  city  to  the  institution,  and  a  desire 
to  have  one  in  some  other  part  of  the  state*  The  first  objection  we 
answered  by  acknowledging  the  long  distance,  (eix  miles  in  summer  and 
three  and  one-half  in  winter,)  and  the  large  expense  in  obtaining  con- 
veyance to  us  from  Madison  both  for  visitors  and  persons  on  business, 
but  we  feel  this  inconvenience  to  be  small  compared  with  the  gr%%t  natural 
beauty  of  our  grounds — ^high,  dry,  more  than  sttffioiently  covered  with 
native  tree$,  finely  and  gently  sipping  to  the  shore  of  one  of  ithe  most  beau- 
tiful lakes  in  the  world,  retired  &pm  the  busy  scenes  of  «omnieroe|  just 
ihe  place,  to  afford  that  mental  rest  sp  necessary  to  the  poor  exhausted  and 
excited  maniac — their  walks,  rambles,  pleasure  excursions,  and  as  they  ap* 
preach  recovery,  labors*  not  intarfenoed  with  by  visitors  about  the  groanwf 
^eagerly  in  searol^  of  marvels.  The  second  objection,  vis.,  a  desire  for 
another  in5tltutii:>n  in  some  other  part  of.  the  state,  has  akotsome  fi^vnda^ 
tion  for  support — more  convenience  of  accefis  for  distant  locatities,  less 
expense  in  reaching  it,  etc^  but  when  it  is  remembered,  that  ]^ith  oiv 
present  room  it  is  impossible  to  have  inore  than  three  dlass^s  ofickaeb  sex,- 
while  the  best  institatLon^  of  this  and  other  countries  have  from  nine  ito 
twelve,  thus  avoiding  the^  necessity  of  associating  persons  of  iuefrnp^tible 
temper  and  .habits--^a  Joo^ttier  of  much  impprtanoe  in  the  treatment  of 
menti^  diseases.  With  ou^  limited  classification  it  is  imposBJiUe.lio  malqe

This  last  argument  has.b^en  met  in  many  instanced  Vy  the  proppntion, 
to  devote  this  to  the  .reception  of  the  incuxably  insane,  iwhioh  seems  at 
first  sight  to  be  a  very  proper  thing  to  dor-setparate^  the  incurable  and 
demOAted  from  the  curable ;  but  when  we  liaye  thoroughly  axamdned  the 
proposition,  takon  it  home  to  our  fireaidets^  applied  it  to  our  own  dear 
ones,  we  bf^gin  to  have  doubts  as  to  its,,  propjneiy«  When  we  are  asked 
who  is  to  decide  when  our  friendsi  wife,  8on^'d«\ig^ter,  father,  mother, 
have  reaohea  incurabiUty  we  abruntly  pausfs,  xt.  has  placed  the  question 
in  .a  new  light,  it  had  not  occurred  to  us  that  one  or  more  of  ^ose  dear 
to  us  .mighty  be  subject  to  such  a  deobion.    The  decision  might  be  xnade

We  have  painted  the  wardis  and  a  pact  of  the  eentre  heneek  There  are . 
many  otfier  small  improvements  made  daring  the  last  yiMur,  intended  to 
faoilitate  the  workings  of  the  institation,  that  are  unneoeisavy  te  detail 
here.  I  think  eight-tenths  of  the  labor  in  aU  the  improvementSy  and  in 
raising  all  the  crops,  and  taking  care  of  stock,  flower  garden,  eto.,  has 
been  done  by  patients  willingly,  and  much  to  the  mental  improvement  of 
many  of  them.  While  on  this  subject  of  physical  employment,  or  labor 
of  patients,  it  maybe  proper  to  state,  that  there  are  some  who  ace  very 
well  qualified  io  judge  who  do  not  value  it  very  highly  as  a  curatiTe 
agent ;  but  the  vast  maJcMrity  of  American  idtrperiutendents  think  ;t  one  of 
the  best  remedies  within  our  reach  when  properly  used;  the  whole  ques* 
tion  turning  upon. .  the .  problem,  how  properly  to  apply  it.  One.  o/  the 
best  superiniendents-  in  the  United  StateSi  said  to  me,  at  areoent  visit  to 
hlB  institution^  "apatient  cannot  work  without  being  benefitted  by  it; 
if  he  is  so  Excited  that  he  clin  tuAy  be  trusted  to  carry  a  stone  ten  feet  and 
lay  it  down,jyadag8in  carry  it  back  and  lay  it  down,  he  will  be  benefited 
by  it."  In  short,  meaning  that  a  patient  cannot  labor  except  to  b^  ben-  ^ 
efitted.  Of  course  my  experience  ia  act  to  be  placed  side  by  side  with  hiSi 
atill  my  observations  have  been  made  with  great  interest  andaeinoeie- 
desire  to  arrive  at  a  proper  cdndusi6^.  A  loin^er  course  of  observations 
and  experience,  may  change  my  present  con victionji,  which  are: 

1st.  A  patient  under  recent  excitement  should  not  labior,  but  when  eon- 
veleseenoe  has  oemmeneed,if  i^  tolerable  physical  ooaditiony  he  ahonld 
commence  Ught  labor  and  graduaily  increase  it  ta  a  moderate  amount, 
always  considering  hid  physical  cctiditibn.  ^ 

2d.  All  cbirpmc  ca^es,  if  ppt  physically  disabled,  are  improved  by  out* 
door  exercise  or  laborn— appetite,  and  sleep,  are  better.;,  they  are  mere 
manageable  and  docile^  less  filthy  in  their  nabits,  much  mere  agreeable 
generally,  always  improving  physically,  and  many  times  mentaliv  to  a 
certain  extent'  The  labor  should  be  agricultural,  the  simpler  the  better, 
and  noi  exhaustive.    Mecchanieal  shop  labor  I  shofild  r»ther  i^void ;  the

It  is  mnob  beUer  to  tell  many  tbings  tbat  do  not  bear  on  tbe  case^  tban  to 
omit  one  fact  tbat  does.    A  ease  wiU  illustrate  my  meanings    A  patient 
was  i^dmitted  bare  daring  tbe  year,  a  man  of  good  family  ana  fine 
educational  ao<|uirements,  on  tbe  application  of  bia  brother.    In  tbe  pa* 
pern  fbr  admission  tbe  fiiet  was  set  forth  that  be  was  notsaiai4el  or  bomi* 
cidal,  tbe  nurse  wbo  bad  taken  care  of  bim  at  home  came  with  b|m|  and 
although  fully  aopriaed  by  ezpeirienee  witb  bim,  that  be  waa  strongly  in- 
clined to  both  dliesea^ta,  left  the  boiase,  giying.us  no  ififormation  on  Aei 
sulypot.    He  bi^ppeped  to  i^jwre  no  one,  but  committed  suicide  '^n  the :

'  In  aocordanoe.witb.axesoiudoiiAf  the.  board,  adopted  at  the  April  meet- 

iiig,  we  have  pwrehased  100  aor^s  of  land,  near  tie  ihoflpitid>  for  agrioul- 

tfiral  puirposes.    Eighty  acres  were  purchased  of  John  fttehUrds,  at  an 

jixpense.df  $2,100;  and  twenty  acres  of  John  S.  Nliiholas,  at  liOO.    The 

*4eedi  lor  these  tracts  were  taken  in  the  name  of  the  .fitate.a^  are  properly 

recorded.    A  portion  of  this  land  has  already  been  cleared  and  made 

ready  for  cultivation;  and^ we reoommeiid^iihat' tiie bosrd^^^  the  iegnrfap* 

ture  for  a  sufficient  sum,  say  $ljOOO,  for  fencing  this  tract; 

In  July  last,  we  agreed  with  Field  &  Co.  for  supplying  the  hospital 
with  apparatus  for  manufacturing  gas  from  "gasoline,"  or  the  first  dis- 
tilation  from  petroleum.  They  agreed  to  erect  the  whole  fixtures,  suf- 
ficient for  200  burners,  for  $900,  to  be  paid  as  follows  :  $500  after  a  full 
and  satisfactory  trial  and  acceptance  of  the  apparatus,  and  the  balance  of 
$400  when  the  legislature  shall  have  appropriated  that  amount.  The 
apparatus  was  duly  put  in,  and  is  now  in  course  of  trial.  It  now  seems 
probable  that  it  will  prore  satisfactory,  and  the  results  already  attained 
indicate  it  to  be  superior,  in  point  of  economy,  over  ordinary  gas — ^per- 
haps to  the  extent  of  50  per  cent.  Before  fully  deciding  on  its  merits, 
we  desire  to  see  its  operation  in  cold  weather. 

The  loan  of  $15,000,  authorized  at  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  board, 
haf  been  all  repaid.  The  institution  is  free  from  debt,  and  as  will  appear 
from  the  proper  report,  has  on  hand  $6,835.07,  with  which  to  meet  cur- 
rent expenses  during  the  balance  of  the  year. 

There  have  been,  with  our  advice  and  consent,  various  minor  improve^ 
ments  made  in  the  grounds  of  the  institution,  such  as  the  enlarging  of 
the  cattle  stables,  sheds,  &c.,  for  the  better  care  of  stock  and  utensils. 

Wc  have  examined  the  treasurer's  books  and  the  vouchers  accompany- 
ing thorn,  and  find  them  to  be  correct. 

We  take  pleasure  in  expressing  our  continued  satisfaction  with  the 
officers  and  management  of  the  institution.

Your  committee  cannot  refrain  from  calling  the  iftteation  of  tUe  board 
to^eieheerleaa  aapeot  of  the  walla  of>  the  atttilig  rooma  in  the^3BalB  wards, 
and  alao  to  the  scanty  library  for  the  aae-^f  the  patienta^  aad  we  anggeat, 
whether  it  would  not.  be  wise  to  r^liei^e  the  ^alls  ^aamewliat  by  piotores, 
engtaviagf,  fithograph^,  &c«,  area  though  they  be  of  a  clvaap  order,  and 
to  provide  for  moderate l>ut  constaat  aditttions.to  the.libtary.  We  doubt 
not,  thai  manyitiendB  of  the  inBtitution  would  gladly  caoatribute  in  that 
4ireotioa  if  only  their  attention  weae  aaUed  to.ita  waata.

In  point t)f  eoonomy,  judigin^  from  the  aaamal 
reporta  of  the  various  charitable  aad  ten^vblent  inatitationa  of  the  atate, 
it  ia  most  auoeeaafol  of  ail.  In  point  o^  sucaeaa  in  medical  treatnenli  and 
care  of  the  inmates,  it  compares  favorably  .with  the,  best  iaatitotiona  of 
like  character  that  our  country  afiborda. 

Under  the  present  ayatem  of  maoagement^  with.a  liberal  appropriation 
by  the  legtslaturet,  and  with  the  preaeat  harmony  And  good  feeling  that 
exists  bctwcfen  officers,  patienta  and  attendanta,  We  hope  far -and  predict  a 
good  degree  of  success  for  the  yadr  to  come.

To' the  Truitees  of  the  Wi$con8in  State  Hospital  for  the  Ine^ene : 

GbBNTLJEmsN.— Your  committee  appointed  to  visit  said  institutioD,  to- 
•epeotfiilly  report  that  they  have,  in  diBcharge  of  their  duly,  yiftited  the 
hospital  offoe  in  each  month  aince  tke  last  semi-annnal  nieetibg  .of  the 
board)  tcwit:  on  the  9th  day  of  May,  the  5'th  day  of  June,  the  iOth 
day  of  July,  the  7th  day  of  Augyst,  the  tGth  day  of  September;. md 
the  2d  day  of  October.  We  baye  not  failed .  at '  said  Tisits  eritidilly  to 
examine  into  the  obndition  of  each  and  all  of  the  wards;  to  noticta  the 
leondirtioii,  Jsearing  and  deportment  of  the  occupants  thereof;  to  obseitfe 
the  state  of  fseling  existing  on  the  part  of  the  patients  towards  the 
attendants,  and  the  care  and  treatment  by  the  attendants  of  the  patients 
under  their  charge.  Also,  at  eaefa  visit- we  have  been 'interested  in 
noticing  the  state,  care  and  condition  of  the  premises  in  general;  and  of 
tlie  farming  and  gardening  operations.  It  is  our  pleasure  to  report  that 
we  have  not,  in  any  instance,  found  any  evidence  of  remissneBs  in  duty, 
or  any  la^  of  interest  or  faithful  diiseharge  of  the  trusts  committed  to 
iihe  several  officers  and  attendants. 

We  have  seen  perceptibly  growing  from  month,  to  month  a  eonidence 
and  trust  on  the  part  of  the  inmaties  in  the  officers  of  the  inststution, 
which  has  been  well  pleanng  to  your  committee.  Neatness  and  good 
order  have  uniformly  prevailed,  respectful  and  friendly  greetings  inter- 
chtfn^d,  and  the  most  agreeable  harmony  has  been  plainlv  exhibited. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  general  good  health  of  the  inmates,  and 
.  that,  amid  the  prevailing  epidemic  of  the  season,  no  fatal  cases  have  oo^ 
curred  in  the  institution.  Our  eonidence  in  the  medical,  sanitaiy.'and 
moral  arrangement  of  the  institHLtion  by  officers  in  charge,  has  been 
increased  and  strengthened  as  firom  month  to  month  we  have  obeervedits 
workings.  i 

The  farm  and  the  garden  deserve  to  be  *  noticed,  both  for  tbei^  pro- 
ductiveness and  the  thorough  and  careftil  cultivation  they  have  reoeived. 
A  large  item  of  expense  in  supplies  for  the  hospital  has  been  8sv«d  by 
the  crop  of  vegetailes,  fruits,  etc.,  raised  therefrom,  and  that  mostly,  too, 
bv  the  labor  of  the  batients.  The  farming  we  think  has  been  wisely 
planned  and  faithfully  executed. 

The  care,  treatment  and  condition  of  ihe  stocky  teams,  pigs  knd  fowls, 
have  been  very  satisfactory,  and,  in  general,  thrift  and  economy  have 
plainly  exhibited  themselves  in  every  department. 

Decided  improvements  have  been  made  in  various  parts  of  the  grounds; 
rouehness,  wilderness  and  stubborness  are  yielding  to  constant  and  patient 
cultivation,  and  untiring  efforts  to  smooth,  temper  and  subdue.  Ere  long, 
at' the  present  rate  of  progress,  there  will  be  noihing  offensive  or  unpleas* 
ant  to  meet  with  in  any  part  of  the  grounds. 
'  Desireble  improvements  have  been  made  in  the  barn  and  piggery,  and 
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the  new  farm,  all  roagh  and  forbidding  in  its  appearance  two  months  aeo 
now  begins  to  wear  the  aspect  of  cultivation,  forty  acres  thereof  ate  ready 
.for  the  plow,  and  sereral  acres  are  nearly  ready  for  a  crop.  . 

Tonr  committee  have  also  been  interested  in  gath'eringinibrmation  in 
regnrd  to  the  expenditure  of  the  hospital  Aind  in  procuring  supplies, 
furniture,  &o.,  and  have  been  more  than  gratified  m  learning  that  all  pos- 
sible advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  state  of  the  market,  and  savings  of 
no  inoonsideraUe  amount  have  been  made  thereby,  amounting  in  OQe(.itom, 
'that  of  coal,  to  more  than  (1,000,  and  in  a  bill  for  bedding^  cl^tii&g,  Ac., 
amounting  to  nearly  $900,  n|>ward  of  90  per  cent,  has  been  «avBd.  So 
fiff  as  we  have  been  abl^  to  observe,  prudence,  care  and  econofny  are 
uniformly  exercised  in  all  considerable  expenditures. 

^  We  do  not  design  to  flatter  or  to  give  undue  praise,  but  we  are  Jionest 
.And 'sincere  in  saying  that  we  have  die  utmost  confidence  in  thenuinage- 
^ment  of  the  financial  affiiirs  of  the  institution  as  we  have  in  its  sanitery 
tepme.  While  we  would  not  hesitate. to  nbtioe  and  t«port  mismaaiige- 
ment  in  any  respect,  we  feel  it  ovr  duty  to  report  well-doing  also.  The 
superintendent,  as  the  head  and  reBponsible  officer,  stands  prominent  in 
all  that  pertains  to  the  institution,  but  we  cannot  refrain  from  sayu^  that 
he  has  valuable  aid  from  prompt  and  ierfficient  subordinates.  We  are  ^d 
to  report  in  flattering  terms  of  the  energy,  firmness  and  untiring  aeal  of 
the  assistant  superintendent,  who  i^  always  at  his  pest,  alwagi  courteous, 
affable  and  gentlemanly  in  his  attentions,  >and  prompt  and  faiUiful  in  the 
diseharge  of  the  duties  of  hb  department.  The  m«tafon  still  sustains  her- 
self in  ihe  high  estimation  in  which  she  has' been  heretofore  regarded,  and 
has  become  an  indispensable  part  ef  the  household.   . 

Before  closing  this  .report  your  committee  feel  it  te  beiiheir  duty  to 
suggest  and  recommend  certain  improvements.  A  oapacrous  rodt  cellar 
is  much  needed,  and  also  a  .proper  ioevhouse,  the  cellar  of  the  hospital 
being  entirely  unsuitable  for  the  •  preser^ion  of  either.  Also,  were 
ought  to  be  a  light,  airy,  and  capacious  henery,  there  lieing  nothing  on 
die  premises  deserviog  the  name.  For  these,  and  for  fencing.  Hhe  new 
farm  we  would  recommend  and  sug^^est  to  the  board  of  trustees  tek^Moom* 
mend  to  the  legislature  a  special  appropriation.  r.    >;«

Snt :— ^In  accordance  w^th  the  reqnirements  of  law.  I  herewith  present 
you  my  second  annual  report  as  state  prison  comitiissioner,  containing  a 
"  Aill  and  accnxate  statement "  of  the  operations  of  this  institution,  for' 
the  year  endiag  Septemher  30th^  1865,  together  with  such  recommenda- 
tions as.  the  best  interest  of  the  state  seeiii  to  require. 

At  the  date  of  mt  last  report^  September  30th,  1864,  the  whole  num" 
ber  of  conyicts  in  'thrs  prison  'abioiinted  to  one  hundred  and 'twenty. 
There  were  received  d^xitigHhe  pcltst  year,  forty-eight,  and  discharged 
duyfng  the  same^time,  seventy^one }  leaving  now  in  confinement  only  nine- 
ty-seven connots^howing  a  decifea^e  of  twenty- three. 

Another  year's  ezperienoe  in  the  management  of  the  prison  more  AiUy 
confirms  me  in  fhe  opiniott,  expressed  in  my  last  ir^port,  that  the  lawB  of 
kindness  and.liximanity  have  si  fkr  ixfore  salutalry  influence  in  governing 
the  inmates  '^f  this  institution,  than  severe  and  rigid  measures  of  diseiN

::^AIthough  corporal  punishment  has  entirely  been  abolished;  and  bnt  a 
few  have  b^h  put  id  dark  eellsj  the  behavior  of  the  opnviots  has  been  very 
satii^fadtdrf.  tt  every  ^Bivstem  of  prisoii  discipline,  it  should  never  be  for- 
gotten, '^at  even  thO'hiiraest  <>ffftnder  is  a  human  beings  and  itlways  sos- 
cepUbte  'to  ;e2pTessi<itas  ef  teadeMiess  and '  sympathy.

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While  tho  past  year  has  thus  beea  characterized,  on  the  part  of  the 
eonTictSj  by  industry,  peacefulncss  and  willing  obedience,  it  is  so  mach 
more  to  be  regretted,  that  a  case  of  gross  insubordination  should  haye 
happened  which  proyed  to  be  fatal  in  its  results.  William  Kodgers,  one  of 
•the  convicts  at  work  on  the  new  prison  sewer,  fluufte,  in  the  moment  of 
heated  passion,  a  desperate  attack  with  a  spade  on  his  guard.  After  the 
guard  had  received  two  severe  blows  on  ]^is  arm,  in  warding  them  off  from 
his  head,  he  drew  his  carbine  on  Kodgers  and  fired,  the  ball  passing 
through  his  head,  pausing  his  death  the  next  day.  The  guard  at  onoe 
surrendered  himself  to  the  legal  authorities,  and  the  court,  after  a  careful- 
examination  of  witnesses,  decided  that  he  acted  in  self-defense,  and  was 
not  guilty  of  any  criminal  act  in  killing  Rodgers. 

A  general  state  of  good  health  prevailed  among  the  inmates  of  this  in- 
stitution during  the  whole  year.  But  one  death  '(asi4e  from  the  one  men- 
tioned) has  occurred.  No  epidemic  or  contagious  disease  has  visited  us, 
nor  sickness  of  a  serious  character.  These  results  are  in  a  great  measure 
attributable  to  the  sanitary  regulations  of  the  prison,  paying  always  strict 
attention  to  pure  air,  wholesome  food  and  personal  cleanliness. 

Two  convictflThave  escaped  from  tho  prison  during  the  year ;  one  while 
hauling  ice  from  tho  river,  and  the  other  while  at  work  on  the  new  prison 
sewer. 

It  is  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  call  your  attention  to  the  financial 
condition  of  the  institution.  As  it  was  at  the  date  of  my  last  re>« 
port,  so  it  is  now,  entirely  free  from  pecuniary  liabilities,  has  quite  a  re^ 
spectable  sum  of  cash  means,  and  a  fair  amount  of  stock  and  materials 
on  .hand.  It  will  be  remembered,  that  the  legislature  at  its  last  session 
appropriated  the  sum  of  thirty-three  thousand  dollars  ($33,000)  to  the 
state  prison  for  the  year  1865 ;  ^i^ty  thousand  dollars  (30,000)  to  de- 
fray current  expenses,  ftnd  three  thousand  (3,000)  to  pa^  additional  wag- 
es to  the  officers  of  the  institution. . .  Qf  the  amounts  t&us;  appropriated, 
there  is  still  due  from  the  state  treasury,  the  ^sum  6f  ten  Cbiousand  doUarSr 
($10,000).  This  amount,  together  with  the  cas^  balance  of  93,200  37 
still  on  hand,  is  more  than  sufficient  to  pi][  all  the  ezpeDje3/of  the  prison' 
for  the  year  1865-  . 

It  has  been  my  constant  aim  since  I  became  inti^^sted .iwildi  the  manage* 
mentof  this  institution,  to  practice  the  moi^t  rigid  economy,  and  maintain 
.the  oorps  of  officers  at  ike  lewest  possible  number.  Taking  into  consid- 
eration the  extravagant  price  of  every  article  of  consumption,  the  aggre- 
gate eipenses  have  been  considerably  leffs  than  formerly.  It  is  true,  the 
amount  of  salaries  paid  to  guards,  keepers  and  overse^^s  hi^  been  ^me- 
what  larger  than  usual ;  but  it  should  be  borne  in  miAd^  that  the  o^  fox 
offiters  is  nearly  the  same,  whether  the  number  of  convicts  oonfined ,  be 
large  or  small ;  and,  furthermore,  that  the  images  of  tJie  ai^ViOrdiaate  offi^ 
oera,  by  act  of  the  legislature  last  winter,  have  been.increaaed  a'^lf  a  dollar 
per  daji  thereby  oreaiing  an  additioa^l  expensjs  for.. that  iteni  of  nearly

CHAPLAIN'S  REPORT. 

Waupun,  September  30,  1865. 

It  has  been  my  design  the  past  year,  as  previously,  in  laboring  as  chap- 
lain  among  the  convicts,  to  so  direct  my  efforts  that  they  might  be  bene- 
fited morally  and  religiously.  To  this  end,  religious  services  are  held 
every  Lord's  day  in  the  prison  chapel,  at  which  the  convicts  uniformly  at- 
tend, giving  excellent  attention  during  the  service  to  the  words  spoken, 
the  hymns  sung,  and  the-  porayera  offered.  I  also  viaited  them  often  at 
their  cells,  speaking  to  them  upon  the  all -important  matters  of  morality 
and  religion,  duty  to  God  and  duty  to  man. 

>  Believing  the  word  of  God  to  be  ^<  powerful/'  and  that  it  is  the  great 
moral  lever  with  which  to  elevate,  purify  and  happify  individuals  as  well 
communities,  states  and'  nations,  I  feel  well  assured  that  the  preaching  of 
this  word,  even  to  the  iconvicts  in  our  prison,  has  not  been  in  vain.  In 
fact,  there  are  several  instances  in  which  the  deepest  personal  interest  has 
been  manifested  in  the  rich  proTisions  of  the  Gospel ;  and  I  doubt  not 
but  several  now  enjoy  peace  of  conscience,  and  full  assurance  of  the  par- 
don of  sins  through  Christ,  according  to  the  abundant  mercy  of  our 
G^. 

My  efforts  in  preaching  and  in  visiting  the  prisoners  have  been  to 

fresient  for  their  consideration  the  glorious  plan  of  ealvadon  through 
Ihris^  inspire  them  with  hopes  and  high  and  noble  aspirations,  make 
them  feel  that  they  were  still  men  and  women,  capable  of  rising  high, 
morally  and  religiously.  Although  they  were  unfortunate  in  their  pres- 
ent condition,  they  might  yet  become  good,  and  be  respected  by  God 
and  man. 

In  our  public  services,  and  in  our  private  interviews,  I  have,  at  all 
times,  iweeived  the  kindest  attention  from    the  convicts.    I  ever  find 
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them  willing,  leadj,  and  often  even  desirous  to  listen  to  any  instractionr 
or  suggestions  for  their  good.a4d  happiness  that  may  be  offered. 

Religious  reading  matter  has  been  furnished  them  from  our  own  private 
library  to  a  considerable  extent,  as  well  as  from  other  private  sources, 
but  the  aupply  of  this  kind  of  reading  has  been  entirely  inadequate  to 
the  demand.  A  great  desideratum  for  the  moral  and  religious  culture 
and  elevation  of  the  convicts,  is  the  addition  to  the  prison  library  of  ^ 
number,  say  forty  or  fifty  volumes,  of  religious  works,  carefully  selected 
with  reference  to  the  use  desigoed.  The  present  library,  which  is  inadje- 
quate  to  the  wants  of  the  institution,*  contains  but  very  few  religious 
books ;  and  the  desire  for  works  of  this  character  by  the  convicts  has 
been  greater  than  I  could  supply  from  private  sources.  As  men's 
actions  are  influenced  to  solne  extent  by  their  associates,  so  are  they  also 
by  the  kind  of  books  which  they  read.  Therefore,  the  necessity  is 
apparent  of  having  a  large  proportion  of  purely  moral  and  religious  lit- 
erature in  the  prison  library. 

I  trust  that  the  next  legislature  will  consider  this  matter,  having  the 
interest  of  these  unfortunate  men  and  women  in  view,  together  with  the 
best  interests  of  the  society'  in  which  they  may  move  after  their  dis- 
charge, and  make  an  appropriation  accordingly  for  the  purpose  referred  to. 

From  my  intimate  acquaintance  with  the  convicts,  1  have  no  hesitancy 
in  stating  that  I  verily  believe  that  the  efforts  in  their  behalf,  for  their  good 
and  elevation,  is  generally  appreciated,  and  that  many  will  go  away  from 
prison  better  in  heart,  life  and  hope,  than  they  were  when  they  first 
entered  the  prison  walls.  Some  have  resolved,  and  we  doubt  not  with 
sincerity  of  purpose,  that  when  they  go  hence  their  lives  shall  never  again 
be  such  as  to  disgrace  themselves,  their  fViends,  their  race,  their  Savior  or 
their  God. 

I  cannot  close  without  bearing  testimony  to  the  salutary  effects,  upon* 
the  convicts,  of  the  mild,  yet  firm,  discipline  exercised  by  the  commis-> 
sioner,  Mr.  Gordier^  and  also  acknowledging  my  indebtedness  to  him  and . 
the  subordinate  officers  for  their  co-operation  with  me  in  the  discharge  of. 
my  duties.

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

WisooNBiir  Stats  Prisov, 
Waupitn,  Sept.  80,  1865. 

Since  my  last  annaal  report^  there  bare  been  two  deaths  from  among 
the  conyiotB  in  this  prison. 

Mary  Johnson,  from  Waupaca  county,  age  51  years,  died  April  22d, 
1865,  of  diabetes. 

William  Bodgors,  from  Milwaukee  county,  age  81  years,  died  June  14th, 
1865,  from  the  effects  of  a  gun  shot  wound  in  the  neck,  the  ball  entwing 
the  mouth,  dislodging  three  or  four  teeth,  passing  a  little  to  the  left  of  the 
ceryical  vertebra,  and  passing  out  at  the  nape  of  the  neck  a  little  to  the 
left  side.    He  lived  about  30  hours  after  receiving  the  injury. 

He  was  shot  by  his  keeper,  upon  whom  he  had  made  an  assault  wiih  a 
shovel. 

Several  cases  of  accidental  injuries  have  occurred,  requiring  surgical 
treatment,  but  as  all  are  likely  to  recover,  it  is  not  deemed  necessary  to 
make  a  detailed  report. 

There  has  been  during  the  year  about  the  usual  amount  of  sickness 
among  the  convicts,  caused  mainly  from  cold  and  moisture  inseparable 
from  confinement  within  prison  walls.  Yet,  the  past  like  previous  years, 
has  been  one  of  comparative  good  health.  Many  of  the  convicts,  when 
admitted,  aro  contaminated  with  loathsome  diseases,  which  for  a  tkne 
interferes  seriously  with  their  usefulness  as  laborers.  ^ 

No  case  of  typhoid  fever  or  <  ther  epidemic  or  contageous  diseaae,  ex^ 
cept  two  cases  of  small  poz  in  the  winter  of  1863  and  1864,  has  originated 
within  the  prison  since  my  connection  with  the  institution  as  physician, 
now  nearly  four  years. 

This  fact  may  be  regarded  as  sufficient  evidence  to  prove  that  the  sani- 
tary regulations  of  the  prison  are  nearly  faultless.  Inaeed,  I  cannot  speak 
too  highly  of  the  efforts  of  the  officers  of  the  institution  to  promote  the 
health  and  comfort  of  the  convicts,  by  the  most  careful  observance  of 
cleanliness,  and  the  wholesome  and  nutricious  food  furnished. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  bear  testimony  to  the  general  good  manage- 
ment of  the  institution  under  its  present  able  and  efficient  head;  and  to  all 
the  officers  of  the  institution,  who  have  afforded  me  generous  aid  in  the 
discbarge  of  my  duties  during  the  long  period  of  my  connection  with  the 
institution,  I  tender  my  sincere  thanks.

In  making  the  above  statement  of  decreatie  of  capital,  I  have  inclnded 
therein  the  banks  whose  secarities  have  been  assigned  to  the  state,  aa 
none  of  them,  with  one  exception,  pay  taxes  to  the  state  on  their  capital, 
and  have  virtnally  ceased  to  exist  as  banking  asaociations.  The  Sank

No  new  banks  have  been  organized  during  the  year,  neither  have  any 
increased  their  capital. 
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In  1862,  proceediDgq  were  oommeQoed  bj  order  of  the  supreme  ooart 
against  fifteen  banks,  (enumerated  in  order  below  giyeo,)  and  a  receiyer 
appointed,  bj  whom  their  seourities  were  sold,  and  a  pro  rata  dividend 
on  their  outrtanding  oiroulation  declared,  as  shown  in  schedule  "A." 

By  an  order  issued  from  the  said  court  on  the  20th  of  September  last, 
a  division  will  be  made  on  the  25th  of  April  next,  of  the  surplus  funds  on 
hand,  among  those  holding  oertifioates  for  partial  redemption  of  notes  of 
said  banks.

Section  3,  chapter  282  of  tho  laws  of  1865,  provider  that  <'  The  state 
treasurer  may,  at  any  time,  in  his  discretion,  when  }kt  Bhall  haye  in  his 
possession  bills  of  thdse  banks  of  the  state  which  shall  fail  to  redeem  their 
circulating  notes  on  presentation,  take  means  to  procure  in  exchange  for 
the  same,  the  bonds  of  this  state  deposited  with  the  bank  comptroller, 
as  security  for  such  bills.  For  that  purpose,  he  may,  in  his  discretion, 
procure  from  any  bank  which  fails  to  redeem  its  bills,  an  assignment  of 
all  the  bonds  of  the  state  owned  by  such  bank,  and  en  deposit  for  the 
security  of  its  bills,  and  he  shall  withdraw  and  cancel  the  bonds  so  as- 
signed, and  he  shall  return  to  the  bank  comptroller  for  cancellation  the 
bflls  of  such  bank,  fi*om  time  totiine,  as  he  shall  receive  such  bills,  and 
shall  deem  expedient  so  to  return  them.  Such  assignment  shall  transfer 
to  the  state  the  entire  right  and  title  to  such  bonds,  and  the  interest  ac- 
crued and  to  accrue  thereon,  together  with  the  interest  of  such  banks,  in 
such  of  their  circulating  notes  as  may  not  be  returned  for  redemption  ;  in 
consideration  of  which  assignment,  if  accepted  by  the  treasurer,  the  state 
will  assume  the  ultimate  redemption  of  the  outstanding  circulating  notes 
of  said  banks." 

Under  this  act,  twenty-one  banks  have  assigned  to  the  treasurer  their 
Wisconsin  state  bonds,  deposited  to  secure  circulation,  together  with  tli^ 
surphis  accruing  from  notes  unredeemed  or  lost.  Their  circulation  is  now 
nearly  all  retired,  and  holders  of  the  balance  are  frequently  returning  it 
to  this  denattment,  with  notes,  which  are  redeemed  by  the  comptroUei. 
In  order  that  there  may  be  but  one  place  for  the  redemption  of  the  billa 
of  banks  wound  up,  or  not  doing  business,  and  that  the  state  may,  at  aa 
early  a  day  ss  possible,  come  into  possession  of  the  surplus  above  men* 
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tioned,  I  would  inggest,  that  the  legislatare  9Qthorize  the  treasurer  to 
withdraw  all  the  state  bonds  now  held  for  the  credit  of  said  banks,  and 
deposit  in  lien  thereof,  in  this  department,  treasury  notes  equal  in  amount 
to  their  outstanding  circulation,  and  that  the  treasurer  procure  from  said 
banks,  as  early  as  possible,  a  public  notice  for  the  redemption  of  their 
currency,  as  required  by  law.  r    .    . 

Although  the  banking  jBap]tal  unqeif  the  statei  law  has  been  greatly 
reduced  during  the  past  year  by  the  organization  of  national  banks  and 
other  osmses,  yet  a  large  number  of  banks  have  determined  to  continue 
business  under  the  state  law;  and  prt»positions  to  organize  new  ones, 
without  circulation,  have  recently  been  made. 

Should  state  banking  be  continued  to  any  considerable  extent,  our 
banking  law,  which  is  yery  defective,  should  be  thoroughly  revised,  but 
until  our  bankers  shall  have  concluded  on  some  permanent  course  to  pur- 
sue, I  would  not  recommend  any  material  amendments.

Sib  :  Agreeably  to  the  requirements  of  law,  we  have  the  honor  here* 
with  to  make  to  you  our  official  report  for  the  year  ending  30th  Septem* 
ber,  1865. 

Statements  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  seTeral 
funds  affected  by  our  action,  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  and  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  fiscal  year  just  expired,  and  we 
beg' leave  respectfully  to  refer  to  them  for  all  such  information  as  is  not 
herein  contained. 

The  amounts  of  interest  received  during  the  fisoal  year  ending  Septem- 
ber 30th,  1865,  and  the  amounts  for  the  two  previous  years  are  as  follows:

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We  aonez  hereto  a  tabular  statement,  marked  Exhibit  <^  A"  (1,)  (2,)  (3,) 
d^i)  (Pt)  showing  separately  the  number  of  acres  of  school,  swamp  ana 
universitj  lands  sold  in  each  county  during  the  past  year ;  the  swamp 
lands  having  been  divided  into  the  normal  school  and  drainage  lands  on 
the  first  day  of  June,  1865,  the  toble,  Exhibit  '<A*'  (2,)  includes  the 
Bales  of  the  latter,  while  separate  tables,  Exhibits  '*A"  (3)  and  (4,)  show 
the  sales  of  those  lands  after  the  partition.  These  tables  exhibit  the 
amount  for  which  the  lands  were  sold,  the  amount  paid  on  the^  principal, 
the  amount  paid  on  interest  (at  the  time  of  purchase,)  and  the  amount 
remaining  unpaid,  besides  annual  interest.  In  the  case  of  some  of  the 
school  lands  heretofore  parehased  from,  the  State,  partly  paid  for,  and 
forfeited,  and  eold  by  the  State,  an  excess  has  been  realised  upon  the 
public  sale,  which  excess  over  the  amount  due  the  State  at  the  time  of 
sale,  is  designated  as  "  surplus,"  in  the  table  '*  A  (1)."

Since  these  sales  were  made,  the  lands  remaining  have  been  oppcaised 
under  chapter  261  of  the  laws  of  1864,  and  have  been  put  in  market  at  the 
af^praised  rates.    The  sales  for  the  last  fiscal  year  have  been  $17,140  56. 

With  the  lands  so  sold  were  mortgaged  and  forfeited  to  the  State  other 
lands  appraised  at  $3,062.  These  lands,  appraised  at  $20,202  56,  are  the 
sole  security  on  which  $46,975  were  loaned  to  the  former  owners  oftder 
the  old  system  of  investing  the  trust  funds.  We  beg  leave  to  quote'from 
our  last  annual  report  on  this  subject : 

Until  within  a  year,  the  accumulated  principal  of  the  several  funds  was 
loaned  out  to  individuals  upon  note  and  mortgage  at  seven  per  cent,  inter- 
est, such  a  system  there  was  an  inherent  vice.  It  was  impossible  for  the 
commissioners,  however  great  their  care  and  fidelity,  to  be  intormed  with 
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oeria&ty  ur  to  ihe  Talue,  or  erea  the  title  of  ie»l  eetnte  offered  as  fteemty 
for  loflOMK,  moBk  of  wbioh  was  remote  frdm  ttie  rjeaideiioe  oi  o£oe  of  tiie 
eoiraiiBiioiicrs.  The  ttansaotioiis  were  nomef ou9r  i^  ^<^^^  heiag  oTor:fiTd 
hanidred  doUaia.  TheTalno  of  land^eapeoiaUy  in  oitles  a»d  yillagee^wn^ia 
a^great  measiue  speealatiYa,  a«d  the  perBons  called  to  appraise  the  s^eea^^ 
rity  were  often  willing  to  take  very  enlarged  views  of  the  valne,  in  order 
to  aid  a  ficiead  in  getting  a  loan.

-  T&ere  are  nnmeroutf  cases  in  whieh  persons  indebted  to 'the  irtate  npon 
atp  old  loans,  have  expressed  a  defttre  to^  become  relieved  ef  the  lidnUtj, 
Md  are  yet  enable  to  pay  thef^tll  ameiint  of  ttiestaiftelalmsnlgaiiisfrtJiera. 
^here  is  no  authority  vested  in'  us  to  make  such  a  oomprtoiae,  b€t  we  are 
aa^gfieol  that  it*  would  be  of  advantage  to  the  state  as  we)}  as  %o  4he  debt- 
ors, that  settl^ilQiettts  should  in  such  cases  be  made  upem^^  the  Wit  condi- 
tio'w^ich  the  debtors  ate  able  to  fulfill.  A  bill  autftmdiii^  the  com- 
missioners to  make  such  settlements,  was  last  year  intro3uoledibto  ihesen- 
vdty  passed  that  body  «ild  was*  lost  in  Uie  assembly  by  t&e  adjeiurnmeBt.

Ko  loans  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,,  cixeept  to  the  state. 
The  mortgages  taken  are  all  to  secure  purchase  mcve^  oo  forfeited  mert* 
gage  lands  sold  by  the  st&to  to  the  mortgagors.  They  are  on  five  yeais^. 
time,  and  draw  seVen  per  cent.  laterMt.  They  arie  enumerated  in  the 
table  hereto  annexed,  marked  exhibit  "  0/' 

We  have,  for  the  sake  of  uniformd^  and  convenieDce,  recently  adopted' 
the  rule  of  issuinii:  certificates  in  all  cases  where  lands  are  sold  partly  on. 
credit  BO  that  no  more  mortgages  will  be  reeeired.    This  ohiDgeds  war* 
ranted  by  chapter  961  of  the  laws  of  18d4k  ' 

Chapter  537  of  the  general  iaw»  of- 1865  d^eoted  in  sufaetanoe  ilie  iea« 
teralion  to  the  swaiup  land  ftmd  of  the  amomte  heretofore  transferred 
from  it  to  other  funds,  aud  the  partition  of  the  entire  ftmd  ao  oo^aelidated 
into  two  fbnds  to  be  called  the  drainage  fund  and  the  normal  aohool  fkind. 
The  drainage  fond,  co&iiating  chiefly  of  unsold  swamp  and  overtowed 
lands,  is  to  remain  under  the  suiievvisien  of  theOemmissionere  aaat  prea- 
ent,  but  the  lands  are  to  be  sold  wholly  for  cadi,  and  the  proceeds  are  to 
be  distiibuted  among  the  countiesj  and  again  subdivided  among  the  towns 
for  drainage  purposes. 

The  normal  school  fund  was  to  receive  the  productive  portions  of  the 
swamp  land  faiid,  and  enough  mere  to  make  one  half^  one  acre  being 
oilunted  as  one  dollar.  The  deteils  will  be  foiind  clearly  set  fiortb  in  the 
act  to  which  we  refer.

the  account  of  that  fund  remains  open,  and  cannot  be  finally  closed  for 
sometime.    Some  of  the  lands  assigned  to  the  **  drainage  fhnd '^  were,, 
by  mistake,  before  the  neceasary  ejatrioB  were  fully  made,  sold  partly  oa^ 
credit,  as  ''swamp  land"  had  been  sold^  and  ia  consequence  the  cerafi** 
catea  belonging  to  that  ftind  were  increased  $2,lfi^  00,  after  tihe  first  da;' 
qT  Jwe  last.    The  entries  have  now  been  all  made ;  all  tb,e  drainage-^ 
l^de  ape  soU  exclusively  for  oa^h,  and  there  will  be  a  Urge  suvi  to  AU&- 
teibute  to  the  towns  upon  the  firat  day  of  June,  1866.

The  laD^  in  seotioo  l6,  in  the  city  of  Baoine,  were  sold  before  the 
present  gjstem  of  certificates  was  adopted,  and  patents  were  issued  for 
them,  and  mortgages  taken  for  the  purchase  money.  Many  of  those 
mortgages  have  been  foreclosed  from  time  to  time,  and  payment  enforced. 
These  suits  are  now  generally  terminated. 

In  February,  1863,  a  number  of  tracts  were  sold  in  Bacine  by  the  sheriff 
upon  statutory  foreclosures,  by  advertisement,  since  which  they  have  been 
all  re(|^emed,  except  the  following  described  lots :  Lots  5, 6, 7, 8  and  11,  in 
block  91.  The  amount  of  principal  remaining  due  on  the  Racine  city 
mortgages  is  in  all  only  816,015  06,  of  which  a  large  portion  wi11,be  paid 
this  year.  Payments  thereon  to  the  amoutit  of  82>498  18,  h^ve'  been 
made  during  the  year  just  ended.

&  addition  to  the  diminution  of  the  trust  fund  by  loans  insufficiently 
secured,  a  eamse  of  depletion  exists,  less  palpable,  but  perhaps  not  less 
potent.  A  large  pari  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the^e  mnds  have  been 
Seen  covered  with  oedar,  oak,  hemlock,  and  especially  pine  timber,  which 
i)Onatituted  their  chief,  and  in  many  localities  their  only  marketable  val- 
ue. Quietly  but  actively  trespassers  have  been  stripping  off  this  timber, 
aometimes  merely  for  their  own  use,  sometimes  making  small  sales,  and 
sometimes  carrying  on  the  shameful  business  so  extensively  as  to  cover 
the  rivers  with  stolen  logs,  and  to  grow  rich  upon  their  illgotten  plunder. 
Others,  equally  guilty,  purchase  the  stolen  property,  and  thus  s^ppd^t 
and  encourage  the  iniquity.  Important  corporations  and  promiaont  m^h 
in  some  parts  of  the  state  have  been  for  years  .engi^ged  in  the  traffic. 
Public  sentiment  ihus  becomes  demoralised,  and  efforts  for  the  detection 
and  punishment  of  the  cnminals  are-thwarted,  and  even  resented  as  un- 
warrantable interfei^^noe  with,  private  rights.  To  a  considerable  class,  in^ 
clixding  many  beside  those  actually  interested,  this  robbery  of  tho  child- 
zens'  inheritance  has  come. by  long  use  to  .seem  excus.able  and  eyen 
tight.  . 

We  are  glad  to  acknowledge  the  frequency  of  ezceptiops,  even, in  the 
iprorst  districts,  and  to  bear  tei^tiniony  to  the  alacrity  with  which"  many 
good  citiiens  evervwhere,  and  often  the  great  majority,  have  sustained 
our  attempts  to  check  the,  depredations.  In  tnith,  the  honest  dealer  is 
greatly  interested  tn  our  suceess,  as  be  who  pays  for  his  timber  or  ^e 
'  lands  on  which  it  is  cut,  cannot  compete  with  the  rogue  who  pays  but  the 
cost  of  cutting.  It  would  be  more  fair  to  the  lumbermen  therefore,  that 
all  should  stand  on  the  same  footing.  We  do  not  need  to  remind  the  peo- 
ple, at  large,  iwho.^vre.  nothing  to  do  ivith.the  trade,,  how.Qiueh  Ou^f  Buffer 
by  the.  injury  to  lihejpvbUe  kiidB.  The  swaifnp  tlands  are  extensively  Mm- 
/bered.:  The  trees  slandiiig  on  thorn  aorfixithe  we^th  .which  is  t6  dig  the 
dxainB  and  )bvild  .the  bridges  §ot  the  .f  «wM  towns,  in  whidi  tbey  tin ;

Under  the  present  system,  whieh  is  as  good  as  eanprobwbly  be  derisedy 
tbe  ageai  dlacoyering  a-trcspasB  on  state  lands,  seizes  ibe  ii|ateriab^at  or 
removed,  and  reports  to  the  oommissioners..  On  being  instnioted  to  that 
effeet,  he  sells  Uie  material  at  fid^o  avotion.  after  three  weeks,  adyertiae- 
meat;  bidding  for  the  state  not  less  than  half  the  valne  of  the  property, 
under 'the  direetioa  of  the  Gommissiooers,  The  trespasser  may  in  &e 
siean  time  procure  the  release  <^  the-  thnbac  by  pvrchasing  and  taking  a 
patent  for-  the  bind,  paying  in  addition.to  the  jpr.oo;  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
fiye  pereent.  of  tbe  prioe  of  the  {and;  if  he  held  a  certificate  for  the  land, 
and  fifty  per  cent,  if  he  did  not.  The  agent  is  never  allowed  to  oompro- 
mise  with  the  treapasser  er  rebeive  any  money  imn  him.  The  fsw^aaes 
where  this  is  proper  to .  be  done^  are  oontrolled  direotly  by  the  Commis- 
sioners.  It  is  manifest  that  much  depends  upon  tbe  energy,  fidelity,  die-

Bottie  aix^tiienuland  actesbaye  been  pturchaaedrof  the  state  and  fnUy  paid 
fbr^Ar  which  tibere  w6ald  haye  been  no  sale^  except  u{>on  this  oompid- 
'4ion;  Beyond  that,  li  is  oertain  that  thojosands  of  acres  are  noWipnr- 
chased  and  paid  for  in  'fnll,  for  the  benefit  of  the  pine  growing  on  the 
land,  which  fiye  years  ago  would  haye  been  stripped  and  made  worthless 
without  paying  a  dolkr  to  the  state.  The  practice  of  many  lumbermen 
has  greatly  chaD^ed  eyen  Within  two  years,  and  we  belieye  that  the  result 
of  continued  yigilance  will  soon  be  the  substantial  abandonment  of  tres- 
passing. I 

We  urgently  recommend  some  changes  in  the  law  to  facilitate  the  work 
of  our  sucoes^ors  in  this  d^fiigrtnieni  We  think  that  trespassers,  in  order 
to  obtain  a  release  of  the  timber  cut  by  them,  should  be  compelled  to  pay 
ioi  aQ  oases  a  pemdty  of  >  one  hundred  per  cent:  on  the  price  of  the  land. 
The  present  distinction  between  trespassers  who  haye  certificates  and 
those  who  haye  none,  was  properly  made  when  many  persons  sup- 
posed that  the  possession  of  a  certificate  gaye  the  right  to  the  timber ; 
but  that  error  has  been  generally  corrected,  and  we  think  the  present 
rates  of  penalty  should  yield  to  a  single  and  more  seyere  rule. 

It  has  been  found  that  trespassers,  by  repleyying  timber  seised  by  agentS| 
oould  inyolye  the  State  in  troublesome  litigation,  could  retain  the  posses* 
sion  of  the  stolen  property  and  enjoy  the  use  of  the  proceeds  during  a 
long  contest  in  the  courts,  and  leaye  to  the  State  only  a  chance  to  recoyer 
the  yalue  against  doubtful  sureties,  if  it  should  be  so  fortunate  as  to  get 
a  judgment  in  the  end.  Delay  in  such  cases  is  of  the  utmost  yalue  to  tiie 
trespasser,  enabling  him  to  put  off  the  day  of  retribution  perhaps  for  eyer^ 
while  state  agents  might  remoye,  die,  or  be  changed,  witnesses  be  got  out 
of  the  way,  or  new  commissioners  lose  sight  of  the  matter.  We  recom-^ 
mend  the  adoption  of  a  law  which  will  go  far,  we  think,  to  remedy  this 
eyil.  The  right  to  repleyy  materials  seized  by  die  state  agents  should  be 
taken  away,  leaying  to  claimants  of  such  property  only  a  right  of  action 
for  the  yalue.  The  Oommissioners  should  haye  the  right  to  appeal  in  any 
action  brought  asainst  them  or  the  agents  without  giying  security  for 
costs,  and  should  oe  empowered  to  pay  out  of  the  proper  fund  any  judg«

ment  whioli  might  be  obtained  aigainat  them.  7fab  proiwada  ot  aaloa.  of 
timber  w<niid  probably^  moxe  than  e<)«al  inch  payaMHts, .  Tbiat^oiinB  is 
in  aaadogy  to  the  laws  of  the  United  States  in  rev«Mie  cases,  aad  it  seems 
needful  for  the  emergeneiea  often  arising.  There  can  be  no  reaseii  why 
the  State,  suing  or^behig  sued  in  its  own  coarts^  or  beingdireotly  inter- 
ested in  Buoh  suits,  should,  by  its  own  laws,  be  eompelled  to  givennder- 
taldngs  or  other  secutity,  in  any  case  whatever,  but  it  should  pn>vide  fer 
the  prom|pt  payaieats  of  any  judgments  that  may  be  rendered  in"  suob 
oases  against  ttMlf  or  agun^  others  acting  in  its  behalf  fw  tveapims 
whereof  the  State  has  receiyed  the  full  benefit. 

We  cannot  more  fitly  dose  this,  our  last  official  eommunicatiott,  tim 
by  repeating,  as  the  lesson  of  our  own  obsisryatioin  and  experiBnoOy  that 
the  waste  of  the  trust  funds  can  be  only  prevented  by  eonliuuous  and 
earnest  watchAilness ;  that  the  plan  of  loaning  on  individual  seeority, 
new  hapj>ily  abolished,  should  neveir  be  renewed  v  and  fini&liy,  thai  the 
widked  plundering  of  (Sie  -lands  belonging  to  these  fiinds  »^  Haflimat 
evtl,  to  suppress  whieh,  ^  efforts  of  the  several  branches  bf  the  State 
goremment  and  the  sternest  condemnation  of  puUio  opinion  should  unite. 

{The  fund,  whether  in  mooey  orin  lands,  is  equally  sacred,  and  should 
be  sacredly  preserved.     '  •    •

We  oall  attention  to  the  amendment  oi  last  Beesion  of  the  law  regulate 
ing  the  admianon  of  boys  and  girls.  It  seems  that  the  previons  amend- 
ment was  OYerlooked  and  the  intention  to  make  a  chanee  only  as  to  girls 
is  somewhat  obscured  by  the  latter  clause  in  the  amendment. 

We  ask  for  the  superintendent's  jeport  a  careful  examination.  He  haa 
been  connected  and  identliibdl  witb^tha  sifieol  (Since  dia'istablishment  and 


on  leaTine  has  giyen  the  result  of  his  long  experience  in  a  form  enti* 
tledy  we  think,  to  much  weight.  This  institution  has  already  accoju^plish-.. 
ed  much  good  in  the  thorougli  and  permanent  reformatioii  of  those  alrdady 
broughi  wder  its  inflnence,  an4  it  promises  yet  grealeiv  and  more  bexvift- 
cent  tesults  in  the  future,  but  it  is  impossible  to  meet,  the  xnoreased"  and 
increasing  demands  of  the  sute  in  the  reformation  o^  its  juvenile  deliu'* 
quents  without  larger  means  than  are  yet  provided.  An  argument  in 
bbMf of 'reform  schools  is  not  intended  or.  deeteed'ifieeMsary  liere;  It 
i^,]aiid0n|tood  to  be  the  policy  of  this  state  to  establish  tmd  maintain  this 
onfi.jof:  tAfi  most,  If  not  the  most,  useful  of  her  benevolent  institiitions.  If 
aojiMWQJi  is  incredulous»  we jonly.ask.bim,  An  bia.owA  account^ 4a  visit 
our  school,  and  we  regard  it  as  aotioeable  that.so  few  of  our  citiieiHi  «roa< 
know  of  its  e:(istence,  much  less  of  tbi»  Yast  benefit  ft 'is  coQjfet^Aft  Otf  its  \ 
inmates  f/und  througli  them  on  the  state.  ^  The  committing  magnitrates 
are  often  guilty,  in  our  judgment,  of  violating  the  spirit  of  the  law,  if  not 
ili  letter,  in  seiiding  children  here  for  no  appaf en*  naeaon,  ezMft  to  re- 
lieve the  county  of  their  support.  We  think  the  power  to  review  their 
action  should  be  vested  somewhere,  io  tove  thei  state  from  imposition. 
The  new  buiLj^g.  provided  fofbi^tha  Jegislature  of  1863,  is  finished  and 
paid  for.  as  appean  by'  the  treasurers  report.  We  are  more  overcrowded 
than  when  .tmi  'eblttgemettt  w$S  asked  for.  In  order  to  carnr  on  the 
school  the  coming  year,  it  will  require  for  current  axjieiisM  tllMKMIl.  M. 
To  build  a  shop  with  basement^  &c;,  for  the  employment  and  confinMuent 
Twhen  neecessary)  of  the  worst  class  of  bovs,  and  an  additional  building 
for  the  better  class  will  require,  912,000  00.  To  purchase  20  acres  of 
land  to  furnish  out  of  door  employment  will  require  920,000  00.  These 
estimates  are  based  on  the  experience  of  the  past,  and  with  referenoe  to 
our  increasing  numbers  and  continued  high  prices.  We  believe  that  our 
institution  thus  far  has  nothine  to  fear  in  a  comparison  with  other  and 
simOar  benevolent  institutions  in  the  matter  of  economical  expenditures. 
We  hope  to  be  able  to  present  as  satisfactory  a  result  in  future.  For  the 
information  of  the  uninformed  justices,  especially,  we  publish  the  laws 
and  regulations  governing  the  school.

The  preyioos  social  and  moral  condition  of  those  committed,  is  similar 
to  that  shown  in  former  reportf  •  Some  bare  lost  one  or  hoth  parents, 
or  what  is  still  more  nnfortunaie^  have  parents  who  are  intemperate  and 
Tioionsi  .  .Borne,  howevi^r,  were  committed  hsteaose  the  fiiiher  was  in  the 
army,  and  who,  in  the  absence  of  wholesome  parental  restraint,  had  be* 
come  incorrigible.  In  seyeral  of  sach  cases  the  father,  when  discharged 
ftom  serrice,  was  allowed  to  reeeive  the  child  upon  fornishing  good  evi^

'could  be  used  for  those  purposei^  rs  tb^^baftement  half,  wiiicb' ils  the  com- 
mon pa8sage<>way«  Besides  the  impropriety  of  placing  the  .'two  sexes  in 
the  same  building,  the  utter  impossibility  of  providing  the  nttjessary  re- 

'  fbrioatory  means  fdr  the  girls  most  be  apparent  to  cvefry  one.' 
•^'It  IS  a  matter  of  profound  regret  that  the  legislature  at  its  last  session 
did  not  make  the  uecessaty  appopriation  for  a  separated  'buHding.    And 

, equally  unwise,  ii^  oui'.o{)inion,  was  the  passage  of  the'adt  excluding  girls 
over  ten  ^cars  of  iage  from  the  benefits  of  the  sctiobl.'  If  experience  is 
any  guide  and  statistics  are  of  any  V9luo,  then  ifine^^tenths  of  the  girls 
who  are  proper  subjects  for  commitment  between  the  ages  of  ten  and 
twelve  may  be  permanently  reformed.  Nor  is  the  proportion  much  less 
at  fourteen,  the  age  previously- fixed  by  statute,  and  one  which  is  adopted 
by  other  institutions.

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HEDIOAL  DBPABTMSNT. 

There  has  been  bat  very  little  severe  sickness  in  the  school,  sUhoogh 
-eases  requiring  advice  and  medicine  occur  almost  duly.  Daring  the  win- 
-ter  there  was  the  usual  number  of  "colds,"  and  some  slight  cases  of 
influenza.  There  have  been  aome  cases  of  severe  diarrhoea  and  dysentery 
ihe  present  season,  but  all  have  recovered — no  death  has  occurred  in  the 
institution.  There  have  been  several  special  cases  which  luve  required 
treatment.  One  bOT  in  attempting  to  escape,  juttiped  flnom  the  seednd 
dtory  and  broke  botn  bones  of  bis  leg.  He  nas  pernietly  recovered  and 
is  not  disposed  io  attempt  another  escape.  Another  boy  was  tihrownfrom 
a  horse  and  fraot\iTed  One  of  the  bones  of  the  fore-arm,  just  above  tlfee 
wrist.  He  has  also  re(H)Vered  and  gone  home  to  his  parents  in  BfibUgan. 
We  have  bad  ten  cases  of  epilepsy ,-^one  a  girl  of.  12  years  of  age,  wlio 
'was  reduced  almost  to  hopeless  idiocy.  She  was  much  emaciated,  andlxer 
paroxysms  were  frequent  and  violent.  Under  treatilient  and  eoBStant 
viffilance  she  has  nearly  recovered,  having  only  slight  paroxysms  at  inter- 
vals of  three  or  four  weeks— she  is  also  getting  a  good  degree  of  mental 
and  phyisical  •developement; 

The  other  case  was  a  boy  of  nine  years  of  age,  whose  fits  were  produced 
'two  years  before  by  eating  green  vegetables  and  drinking  whiskey.    He 
has  had  no  attacks  for  more  than  two  months  and  is  so  far  recovered  that 
ordinary  care  and  attention  to  diet,  will,  no  doubt,  perfect  the  cure. 
Both  of  the  above  cases  however,  were  improper  subjects  for  this  8cho<d. 
They  should  never  have  b^en  sent  here,  and  nad  not  special  and  unwea- 
ried pains  been  taken  for  their  treatment,  the  result  would  not  have  been 
so  fortunate.    They  were  proper  subjects  for  a  hospital,  and  I  cannot  but 
•express  my  surprise  at  the  want  of  consideration  m  the  magistrate  who 
•  committed  them.    There  is  no  moral  obliquity  in  either  case,  aside  from 
their  disease.    In  this  connection  I  will  mention  another  case  where  the 
-commitment  was  manifestly  imprx)per« 

A  bov  thirteen  years  of  age  was  sent  here  from  Bichland  county,  who  • 
is  well  behaved  and  never  has  been  viciously  disposed,  but  who,  flrom  the 
accidental  discharge  of  a  gun,  lost  his  riebt  arm  and  part  of  the  shoul- 
«der.  He  thus  became  disabled  and  a  public  charge,  and  was  sent  here  as 
a  vagrant.^  It  seems  to  me  that  the  power  of  examining  and  reviewing 
the  commitments  ought  to  be  conferred  upon  the  board  of  managers,  and 
all  improper  subjects  ought  by  them  to  be  discharged. 

ESCAPES. 

We  have  to  record  a  larger  number  of  escapes  during  th^  past  year 
than  at  any  time  since  the  openine  of  the  school.  The  cauKci  are  due 
tmainly  to  my  own  fttftte  of  health,  having  been  disabled  by  severe  sick- 
ness ikom  aAten4ing  to  the  duties  of  the  school «  part  of  the.  time,  and 
alae  to  our  overcrowded  condition  and  to  insufficient  help.  I  may  add 
here,  that  four  of  diese  boys  that  escaped  are  known  to  be  v^ry  strong 
and  industrious  beys,  and  would  soon  have  been  discVargei  from  the 
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iqt^o}.    Tl^^ir  great  anxiety  (o  go  home  waa  the  main  reasov  ior  tlie|r 

.  The  neooMitjfoz  immediate  proi^mon  being  made  for  the  better  acoem? 
modation  oS  tjhe  present  number  of  inmates  and  for  the. increasing  number 
which  will  be  committed,*  must,  be  apparent  to  every  one  who  is  at  alle4^> 
ouainted  with  our  conditioA.  We  should  have  another  family  builaing 
lor « the  best-  class  of  boySi  who  wonld  thus  be  removed  to  a  higher  ,gr|ide 
Md  to  more  privileges,  and  where  higher  reformatorv  influenoea  jpoiud  ^ 
used  than  it  is  possible  to  apply  in  our  present  crowded  oonditioai  and  de^ 
fiftctive  classifieation.  The  j^ower  that  could  thus  be  used  upon.'4Jiej whole 
school  would.be  immense,  m  the  stimulus  given  to  efforts  to  g^a,hi^« 
er  situation,  and  to  mducemehts  offered  for  good  behavior.  This  is!  seen 
to  some  extant  even  under  our  preseat  arrangement,  when  a  vifcancy.  oc- 
curs in  the  higher  grades,  and  especially. in  a  ppsition  o^  responaibilitj 
and  trust.  In  such  cases  we  are  always,  pressed  with  applicants,  and 
great  efforts  ar^  X9fde  to  meritrthe  promotion.  Confldenoq  mii3^  be  plaoed 
in  these  children,  or  the^r  will  not  be  reformed^  and/wiieipp^i^^isjudl(u« 
ously  reposed,  its  power  IS.  beyond  all  estimation.  ./.   ,  ,.V

In  reviewing  the  history  of  the  school  since  its  organization,  a  j^ei;k>d 
of  five  years  and  a  quarter,  we  find  much  t^at  is  cheering  and  satisfactory. 
During  the'firat  year  thereommHments  were  for  a  limited  time,  being  from 
three^lAoptba  to  one  year.  Sixty-two  were  thus  committed ;  of  this  num- 
ber: 

Nineteen  have  been  in  the  army. 

Fifteen  reported  of  good  behavior.  , 

Twenty-one  reported  much  improved. 

Ten  have  been  recommitted. 

Two  have  died. 

Fifteen  reported  not  improved,  of  which  number  eight  were  vicious  girls 
over  sixteen  yoars  of  age,  when  committed. 

Of  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-six,  who  have  been  discharged  and  es- 
caped since  the  law  of  commitment  was  changed,  the  following  statistics 
have  been  obtained : 

Seventeen  have  been  in  the  army. 

Sixty-eight  are  reported  of  good  behavior. 

Thirty- two  are  reported  much  improved. 

Twelve  are  reported  not  improved.  4 

Two  not  heard  from.  ^ 

Two  have  died. 

Four  were  pardoned  by  the  governor,  two  of  whom  have  been  reoom* 
mitted. 

Some  of  those  reported  ^'much  improved,"  were  discharged  upon  the 
importunate  application  of  friends,  but  whose  good  behavior  in  the  school 
gave  promise  of  good  conduct  in  the  future. 

We  admit  that  we  have  not  accomplished  all  that  we>  have  desired  i  we 
26doo. 
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would,  i£  it  were  possible,  reclaim  every  one  committed  to  our  care,  and 
plant  bis  feet  firmly  in  tbe  pathway,  of  yirtae  and  honor.  We  ate  not 
^A>pi^ointed  that  we  bave  fiiued  in  some  instances,  bnt  we  belieye,  eren 
in  snob  oases,  impre^^ons  for  good  bave  been  made,  wbieh  will  not  easily 
Mefheed.  A  new  era  is  at  band  in  tbe  work  hf  juvenile  refohnation,  a 
more  correct  public  sentiment  is  being  obtained  and  a  more  enl^htened 

SoSoy  will  be  adopted.  Important  and  essential  changes  will  be  intro» 
ic^d  into  our  refbrmatory  and  a  greater  work  will  be  accomplished.  Not 
billy  will  a  larser  number  of  those  youths  be  reclaimed  but  their  adranee- 
xnent  in  libe'soboorwill  be  more  rapid,  and  their  attainments  much  higher. 
The  wbA  of  reformation  must  and  will  be  paramount  to  every  other  eon* 
sideration. 

In  closing  this,  mv  final  report,  allow  me  to  express  to  yoi^  gentlemen, 
my  sincere  thanks  n)r  your  kind  co-operation  and  sympathy,  not  only 
during  the  past  year,  but  .through  the  whole  course  of  my  labors  in  ihe 
schooL  Compelled  by  ftiling  nealth  to  leave  the  work,  I  would  most 
earnestly  recommend  it  to  your  fostering  care,  with  the  sincere  hope  that 
its  future  may  be  more  successful  and  accomplish  more  good  in  the  great 
work  of  juvenile  reformation. 

Believing,  as  I  firmly  do,  that  the  Stats  Bsfobm  Sohool  is  second  to 
no  other  in  importance  and  asefulness,  I  oannot  but  hope  itnuyrecdv* 
more  attention  from  the  legislature  and  a  more  liberal  support  in  the 
fbtttfe.

The  preoeding  tables  show  the  present  standing  of  the  inmates  of  the 
sohool  as  well  as  the  standing  of  UipBO  vho  have  been  discharged  during 
the  past^year.  It  will  be  obseryed  on  comparing  this  report  with  that 
of  the  prerions  year^  that  the  standing  of  those  connected  with  the  school 
is  not  as  high  the  present  year.  This  Is  omus  to  the  fact  that  nearly  all 
ili9  largest  and  most  advanced  scholars  have  Deendiaohaiged  doxiDg  the 
year.  There  has  be^  however,  on  the  part  of  those  remaining,  a  marked 
improTement.  There  have  beennospeeial  ohasges  in  the  general  man- 
agemept  of  the  school.  Having  but  recently  become  connected  with  the 
school  as  Principal,  I  cannot  judge  as  well  of  the  comparative  standing 
and  progress  made,  but  the  classes  and  recitations  will  compare  &vorably 
with  other  schoolb.  We  hope,  as  time  advances,  to  gain  wisdom  and  ez- 
perienoe  and  to  make  such  ohuiges  as  the  good  of  the  school  may  rehire; 
yfe  feel  that  we  are  engaged  in  a  great  work.  ,  Our  hope  and  pifttyer  is 
tor  tiie  Messing  of  Qod  upon  our  labors  and  upon  all  those  engaged  in  % 
similar  Urork.

CLASSIFICATION  AND  DISCIPLINE. 

The  school  is  divided  into  five  grades  or  classes,  founded  entirely  upon 
behavior.  A  distinction  is  made  in  each  grade  at  the  table,  and  in  the 
privileges  of  the  school.  Every  month  the  grades  are  revised  and  promos 
tions  are  made  according  to  the  record  of  deportment  Boys,  after  re- 
maining in  the  first  erade  for  several  months,with  correct  deportment,  are 
Iromoted  to  the  grade  of  honor ;  which  entities  them  to  a  dij^oma,  signed 
y  the  secretary  and  superintendent  They  are  allowed  to  go  any  where 
upon  the  grounds,  have  a  separate  table,  and  are  often  placed  in  situations 
of  trust  and  responsibility,  ' 

For  the  better  observande  of  the  Sabbath,  a  special  monitor  is  appoin* 
ted  by  the  school;  (usually  one  of  the  officers  is  cnosen)  who  is  instructed 
to  mark  every  boy  for  any  play,  noise  or  disturbance,  during  the  day.  On 
Monday  mornine  his  report  is  read,  and  all  whose  names  are  reported  are 
reauired  to  go  without  play  one  day  for  each  ofiense. 

Each  officer  and  emplovee  ip  required  to  exercise  a  vigilant  supervision 
over  those  placed  under  nis  charge,  and  all  minor  offienses  whicn  cannot 
be  controlled  by  judicious  management  and  kind  reproof,  must  be  reported 
to  the  superintendent. 

Boys  are  required  to  make  their  own  reports  for  the  following  offenses : 
1,  WiU/vi  DiMohtdience — 2;  Quarrdling-^Z^  Lying-^^  AttempU  to  euape 
—6,  ffofaniUf — and  6,  Ohicenity,  Reports  from  officers  or  from  boys,  are 
heard  before,  the  school,  on  the  eveningjs  of  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Friday 
immeAatelv  after  the  devotional  exercises. 

Beports  improper  to  be  heard  before  the  school,  are  attended  to  by  ihe 
superintendent,  in  his  office,  on  the  same  evenings  after  the  exercises  in 
the  school  room  are  closed. 

PUNISHMENTS. 

For  minor  offoMH. — ^Deprivation  of  play  and  other  privilegee ;  aitling 
in  the  hall ;  removal  from  the  table  at  meals ;  loss  of  grade,  £b. 

J%r  moete  offamei, — ^Bemoved  to  the  fifth  grade — ^witb  bread  and  water 
for  meals,  and  sometimes  the  standing  position ;  oonfiAeneat  in  the  loon^ 
and  corporeal  punishment  This  last  is  resorted  to  only  when  9il  etiier 
means  have  failed  to  correct  the  offender.  A  oarefal  examiaafiom  of  every 
case  is  bad  before  the  school,  and  not  only  the  natere  of  the  oflbnsdy  but 
the  shades  of  guilt  are  oarefolly  determined.  The  effect  of  tbsse  exami- 
natidui  is  most  salutary  upon  the  whole  school.

•    CHAPTER  457— SESSION  LAWS,  1865. 

Aa  Act  to  amend  etaa3fte»286  of  general  laws  of  1861,  entitled  <<an  act  for  tike  gov- 
ernmexit  and  maqagement  of  the  State  Reform  School,  and  to  repeal  chapter 
189  of  the  reyised  statutesj  entitled  'of  the  House  of  Refuge.' '' 

The  people  of  the  state  of  Wisconsin,  represented  in  senatejznd  assemhl^^  do^ 
enact  as  follows  : 

SErTtON  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  236  of  the  general  laws  of  1861,  is 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  ''fourteen/'  where  it  occurs  in 
said  section,  and  inserting  the  word  ''ten"  in  lieu  thereof,  so  that  said 
section  will  read  as  amended :  ''The  state  reform  school  at  Waukesha  in 
the  county  of  Waukesha,  shall  be  the  place  of  confinement  and  instruc- 
tion of  all  male  children  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years,  and  all  female 
children  under  the  age  of  ten  years,  who  shall  be  legally  committed  to 
the  state  reform  school  as  vagrants,  or  on  oonviotion  for  any  criminal 
offense,  by  any  court  having  competent  authority  to  make  such  commit- 
ment.'* 

Sbotioit  2.  The  board  of  managers  are  hereby  directed,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  having  a  proper  regard  for  their  safety,  to  discharge  from  the 
state  reform  school  all  females  who  w^re  received  after  they  had  attained 
the  age  of  ten  years,  and  hereafter  no  female  shall  be  received  into  said 
school  above  the  age  of  ten  years ;  provided,  that  this  act  does  not  require 
said  board  to  discharge  any  female  above  the  age  of  ten  years,  who  was 
received  before  she  had  attained  the  age  of  ten  years. 

Sso.  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage  and  publication. 

Approved  April  10,  1865. 

CHAPTER  236,  SESSION  LAWS,  1861. 

An  Act  for  the  government  and  management  of  the  State  Reform  School,  and  to  re- 
peal chapter  180  of  the  reTised  statutes,  entitled  '*of  the  House  of  Reftige." 

Seotion  1.  (As  amended,  session  latos  1862,  chapter  345,  section  1.) — 
The  state  reform  school  at  Waukesha,  in  the  county  of  Waukeaha,  shall 
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be  the  pUoe  of  ooofineinent  and  instruotion  of  M  male  ohildrea  between 
ihe  agea  of  eigbi  and  fifteen  years,  and  of  all  female  children  between  the 
ages  of  seven  and  fonrteen  years,  who  shall  be  legally  committed  to  the 
state  reform  school,  as  yagrants,  or  on  conviction  for  any  criminal  offense, 
by  any  conrt  having  competent  authority  to  make  said  oommitment. 

Sec.  2.  (A»  amendecL  iemon  laws  1863,  chapter  187.) — From  and 
after  the  first  day  of  May,  A,  I).  1863,  the  superintendent  of  the  state 
reform  school,  shall  charge  to  eaeh  of  the  several  oounties  in  this  state,  in 
a  book  provided  by  himfor  that  purpose,  the  sum  9f  one  dollar  per  week, 
for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  each  person  remaining  in  said  state  reform 
school,  who  was  committed  thereto  as  a  vagrant,  or  by  reason  of  inoorri- 
^ble  or  vicious  condnet,  or  who  inay  thereafter  be  received  into. said 
state  reform  school,  conunitted  for  vagraney  or  ineprrigible  or  vicious 
conduct,  from  each  of  such  counties  respectivelpr ;  provided^  that  the  costs 
of  the  original  commitment  of  M  persons  to  sa^d  state  reform  sehool,  shall 
be  chargeable  to  the  county  from  which  the  person  committed  to  said 
school  is  sent ;  and  provided^  further^  that  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the 
superintendent  of  said  state  reform  school  to  procure  the  arrest  and  return 
ef  any  person  escaping  therefrom ;  and  it  snail  also  be  the  duty  of  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  marshal  or  constable,  upon  iuformatiun  of  such 
escape,  to  arrest  and  return  any  such  furtive,  aS  above  mentioned. 

Sec.  3.  (^Ai  anundedj  senion  lawft  1862,  chapter  346,  secUon  2.) — ^The 
superintendent  of  the  state  reform  school  ^all  keep  an  accurate  aocoant 
of^the  amount  due  from  each  county  for  the  support  of  persons  therefirom, 
and  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  October  in  each  year, 
report  to  the  secretary  of  state,  the  amount  which  may  then  be  dne.firom 
each  county  for  the  year  ending  on  the  first  day  of  October  preceding, 
which  report  shall  state  the  name  of  each  person  for  whom  such  account 
is  rendered,  the  number  of  weeks  which  such  person  has  been  in  said 
school  during  said  year,  and  the  amount  charged  for  each  of  said  persons 
,  respectively  ;  and  such  oath  shall  be  verified  by  the  oath  of  said  superin- 
tendent as  to  its  correctness. 

Sec.  4.    (^Bq>ealed.) 

Sec.  5.  (A$  amendedj  aetnon  laws  1862,  chapter  345,  section  3.) — ^The 
secretary  of  state  shall  add  the  amouat  due  from  a^y  county  in  this  state 
for  the  support  of  such  persons  to  the  state  tax  apportioned  to  said  coun- 
ty, and  such  Amount  shall  be  collected  and  paid  into  the  state  treasury  for 
the  use  of  the  state  reform  school. 

Sec.  6.  (^As  amended^  session  laws  1^62,  chapter  345,  section  4«) — ^The 
board  of  managers  shall  consist  of  five  members,  who  shaU  be  appojinted 
by  the  governor  and  hold  their  offices  for  three  years ;  said  :hoard  to  be 
divided  into  three  classes,  and  so  divided  that  the  term  of  one  class  shall 
ezfure  each  year,  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  March,  and  shall  receive  for 
^ear  compensation  two  dollars  and  fiftv  c^nts  per  day  for  every,  day  aptu- 
ally  employed,  and  ten  cents  per  mile  for  every  mile  actually  tri^veled,  and 
shall  veiify  their  acpoi^nt  by  their  path  or  afSiri^ation. 

Sec.  7.  Such  mansgers  shall  have  the  power  to  make  ru}es,  regulations, 
ordinances  and  by-^laws  for  the  gove^rnmeut,  disoipline  and  management 
of  the  atate  reforu). school,  and  the  iun^ates  thereof,  as  to  thein  may  seem 
26d«o 
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JHBt  and  proper;  provided^  t|iat  snph  ntl^s  and  by-laws  shall  be  in  aecor- 
dance  ynih  the  constitntion  of  tl^is  State  and  the  eonstitntion  of  the  United 
States ;  and  they  shall  hare  powet  to  plaOe  the  tjhildren  commitifced  to 
fheir  care,  daring  the  minority  of  said  children,  at  anch  employments, 
and  cause  them  to  be  insttncted  in  such  branches  of  nseittl  knowledge,  as 
shall  be  suited  to  their  years  and  capacities;  and  they  shall  hare  power 
in  their  dii^crotion  to  bind  out  the  said  children,  with  their  consent  or  the 
consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians,  if  they  hfLVe.  any,  as  apprentices  or 
servants'  during  theit  minority,  to  cti^h  periions  and  at  such  places,  to 
learn  siich  proper  trades  and  employments,  as  in  their  judgments  will  be 
most  for.  t^eir  reform/ition  and  amendment,  and  the  future  oenefit  of  such 
children  ;  providedy  that  the  charges  and  j^irtif  said  managers  upon 
and  over  the  said  children  shall  not  extend,  in  the  case  of  females,  beyond 
the  age  of  eighteen  years;  and providedfj  ahOy  that  the  religious  opinions 
of'the  Inmates  shall  not  be  interfered  wim. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  managers  shall  appoint  a  superintendent  of  said  state 
reform  school  and  such  officers  as  they  may  <?.eem  necessary  for  the  inter- 
est of  the  institution,  with  a  view  to  the  accoinplishment  of  th^  object  of 
its  establishment  and  economy  of  its  management;  and  the  said  managers 
shall  make  out  a  detailed  report  to  the  governor  of  the  performace  of  their 
duty,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  October  in  each  year,  which  report 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  number  of  persons  in  the  school  at  the 
commencement  of  the  year,  the  member  received  during  the  year,  and  in 
the  institution  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  together  with  all  such 
facts  and  statemehts  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  communicate ;  which 
report  shall  be  laid  before  the  legislature  by  the  governor. 

Sec.  9.  Ail  and  singular  the  provisions  contained  in  the  chapter  of 
the  revised  statutes,  entitled  **of  masters  and  apprentices,"  shall  apply  to 
the  apprentice^!  and  servants,  and  the  persons  to  whom  they  shall  be 
bpund  und^r  atid  by  virtue  of  this  act;  and  every  minor  so  bound  and 
the  officers  binding  him  and  his  master,  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  pro- 
visions of  said  chapter. 

Sec.  10.  The  courts  and  several  magistrates .  in  any  county  in  the 
state  may,  in  their  discretion,  sentence  to  the  state  reform  school  any  such 
male  or  female  who  may  be  convicted  before  them  as  a  vagrant,  or  of  any 
petit  larceny  Or  misdemeanor ;  and  the  several  courts  may;  in  their  dis- 
cretion, send  to  said  state  reform  school  any  such  male  o^  female  who 
may  be  convicted  before  them  of  any  offense  which,  under  the  existing 
'laws,  would  be  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison';  provided, 
fm  «ll  dase*,  the  term  of  commitment  shall  niot  be  letfs,  in  case  of  males, 
tha?n  io  the  ige  of  twenty-one  years,  and  in  the  case  of  females,  thanr  to 
the  age  of  eighteen  years. 

Sec.  11.  The  managers  of  the  state  reform  school  shall  h.ve  power, 
in  their  discretion,  to  restore  any  person  duly  committed  to  said  school, 
to  the  care  of  his  or  her  parents  or  guardian  before  the  expiration  of 
their  minority,  if  in  their  judgment  it  would  be  most  fot  the  future  ben- 
efit and  advantage  of  such  person. 

Bee.  12.  The  courts  and  several  ma^trates  in  tfny  county  in' the 
State  shall  also  have  power  to  commit  to  the  state  reform  school  any  male 
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or  ftmale  obild,  under  the  ages  speel&ed  in  aeotion  one  of  this  aoi|  upail 
complaint  and  dne  proof  maide  to  »mid  court  or  magistratei  b j  the  ^ent 
or  guardian  of  ro  k  cbild,  thait  by  reason  of  kacocrigible  or  yioiotts  oipniic 
daot)  BQch  child  is  beyond  the  control  and  pawer  of  mieh  parent  or  guM^ 
difloi,  and  that  a  dne  regard  fox  ihe  moraia  and  fvtore  welfare  of  aogii 
child  maniieBtly  require  that  he  or  ahe  should  b«  committed  to  the  gu:ito 
dianahip  of  the  managers  of  said  state  reform  Fohool. . 

Sec.  IS.  The  governor  shall  visit  the. state  reform  school  once  ai  leant 
in  each  year,  and  make  such  suggestions  in  regard  to  the  management, 
government  and  discipline  of  the  institution  ::s  he  may  deem  for  the  in^^ 
terest  of  the  same. 

Sec.  14.  Chapter  189  of  the  revised  statutes,  entitled  "  of  the  house 
of  refuge/'  and  all  other  acts  or  parts  of  acts  i  ^ consistent  ^ith  the  pro- 
visions of  thi-*-  act,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  15.  This  act  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

Approved  April  13,  1861. 


It  will  be  seen  by  an  examination  of  the  act,  that  every  inmate  must 
be  committed  by  a  court  or  magistrate.  Frequent  application  is  made  for 
the  admission  of  chOdren,  by  their  friends,  on  the  ground  of  incorrigi- 
bility, with  the  hope  that  the  restraining  influences  of  the  school  may 
save  them  from  actual  crime.  The  twelfth  section  of  this  act  was 
framed  with  express  reference  to  such  cases,  and  it  is  believed  to  be 
the  most  important  one  in  the  whole  chapter.  Such  cases,  when  com»i 
mitted,  should  at  once  be  taken  to  the  school  without  being  impris* 
oned,  as  is  sometimes  done,  in  tha  county  jail  for  several  days,  with 
matured  and  hardened  criminals.  In  some  cases  more  vicious  examples 
are  there  seen,  and  more  Corrupt  influences  experienced  than  during  the 
whole  previous  life. 

Objection  has  been  made  to  the  term  of  commitment,  which  in  every 
instance  must  be  during  the  minority  of  the  inmate.  This  is  regard- 
ed by  many  as  the  period  of  actual  confinement  in  the  school,  while  it 
is  designed  only  to  give  the  board  of  managers  such  control  over  the 
inmate  as  to  secure  his  complete  and  thorough  reformation.  Provis- 
ion is  made  for  the  discharge  of  every  one  when,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
board,  it  would  be  safe  and  proper  to  do  so. 

There  is  another   reason  why   the  term  of  commitment  should  be  as 
it  is.    There  are  many  children  who  have  no  parents  or  guardians,  and 
who,  if  discharged  on  the  expiration  of  a  sentence  of  one  or  two  years/ 
would  have  no  one  to  provide  for  them,  and  if  good  homes  should  not  be 
secured  at  the  time  of  their  discharge,  which  cannot  always  be  done, 
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iliey  would  be  thrown  upon  sooiety,  homeless  and  friendless,  and  be 
eoBtpelled  frequently  to  resume  those  vietons  habits  £rom  which  they 
may  hare  been  only  partifilly  reformed.  It  is  impossible  to  determine 
Uie  length  of  time  necessary  to  reform  any  one  case  at  the  time  of 
oommitment.  It  must  be  left  discretionary  with  those  in  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  school.  Sxperience  has  shown  that  in  a  majority  of  oaaes, 
the  average  time  is  about,  two  years,  while  some  require  a  much  longer 
period  before  they  are  fitted  for  places  of  imki  and  responsibility.

During  the  session  of  1869,  the  legislature  so  fkr  modified  the  law  in 
relation  to  normal  schools,  under  which  tiiis  board  has  been  aotiBg 
as  to  change  entirely  the  manner  of  appropriating  the  fund  plaoed  at 
its  disposal.  By  the  new  law  the  bourd  were  directed  to  establish 
one  or  more  normal  schools,  exclusively  as  such,  in  distinction  from  the 
normal  classes  heretoftre  rooeiTing  the  ftind.  This  law  appropriates  a 
much  larger  amount  for  the  fostering  of  this  branch  of  education,  and 
directs  the  board  to  establish  and  sustain  normal  schools  from  this  in- 
come. It  is  to  be  regretted,  that  as  this  became  a  law  on  the  fast  d^y  of 
the  session,  no  time  was  left  to  perfect  that  portion  of  it  relatii^g  to  the 
duties  of  the  board,  and  it  is  earnestly  desired  by  the  board,  that  during 
^e  coming  session  this  duty  will  not  be  neglected. 

The  results  depending  upon  the  correct  action  of  the  board,  and  the 
judicious  expenditure  of  the  income,  are  so  vast,  that  the  board  is  desirous 
so  far  as  can  be  done,  tliat  a  law  shaU  be  ISnaned-olearly  deAihEig  its  powers 
and  duties,  and  that  nothing  be  left  undone  to  keep  the  fhnd  from  being 
diverted  from  its  proper  and  only  object,  the  education  of  teachers  of  a 
high  grade  for  the  schools  of  our  state. 

In  pursuance  of  these  new  duties  devolving  on  the  board,  the  board 
has  examined  several  localities  with  a  view  of  making  selections.  Several 
of  our  cities  and  large  villages  have  made  liberal  oBera  for  the  purpose  of 
securing  the  location  of  a  normal  school,  but  at  the  time  of  writing  this 
report,  no  location  has  been  decided  upon.  The  board  has  not  been 
anxious  to  make  undue  haste  in  this  decision,  hieing  desirous  to  act  with 
becoming  prudence,  and  to  locate  the  schools^  in  such  places  where  the 
largeiit  number  of  pupih  is  likely  to  be  obtained. 

Of  the  benefit  these  schools  are  likely  to  be  to  the  educational  interests 
of  the  state,  few  even  of  their  friends  estimate  too  highly.  Our  people 
ar^  all  warm  friends  of  schools  and  education.  Our  state,  by  its  liberal 
appropriation  has  already  placed  itself  in  the  first  rank.  A  high  system 
ot  normal  instruction  will  infuse  new  zeal  among  those  teachers  who  may 
not  directly  receive  the  benefits  of  instruction  at  these  normid  seminaries, 
by  their  contact  with  those  who  have,  and  by  placing  the  teacher  upon 
higher  ground — ^a  position  as  honorable  as  that  of  any  other  oiaas^

Vot  details  of  ite  operations  they  refer  to  the  appended  report  of  the 
Sap^xintendent,  whose  management  oontinues  to  merit  confidence  and  ap« 
proyah 

Since  th^  last  annual  report  there  haye  been  fifty-nine  pupils  oonDected 
with  th^  institution.

About  91,550  00  more  would  hayo  been  paid  out  for  coal,  if  it  had 
arriyed  in  time.  This  payment  would  haye  made  Ad  expenses  ftr  Ae 
year  about  $18,000. 

The  sum  of  f  200  mentioned  aboye  as  paid  on  butldieg  oontraot  should 
be  paid  ifom  the  special  appropriaQon  for  building,  which  still  remains 
in  tne  state  treasury.  Adding  this  sum  to  the  balance  shown  aboye,  and 
adding  a)so'  one  quarter,  not  yet  due,  of  the  annual  appropriation,  whieb 
wiH  amount  to  94,875,  there  appears  the  sum  of  99,352  97  ayailable  for 
the  support  of  the  institution  until  the  1st  of  February,  1886. 
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There  is  little  doubt  that  this  sum  will  not  only  meet  the  ncceasiUee 
of  the  institution  until  that  time,  but  also  leave  a  balance  in  its  treasury. 
Tins  balance,  if  secured,  will  go  to  lessen  the  sum  to  be  appropriated  for 
the  ensuing  jfiBx.  It  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  provide 
from  the  state  treasury  for  that  purpose  more  than  $16^600.  It  is  not 
impossible  that  a  less  sum  may  be  sufficient;  but  the  trustees  beg  to  be 
excused  from  making,  in  such  times  as  these,  definite  calculations  too 
long  before  they  are  required  for  the  action  of  the  legislature.  They  will 
be  happy  to  submit  to  the  esatBioation  of  the  uaoAl  committee  oi  that 
body,  the  actual  condition  of  their  finances  at  the  close  of  the  year,  to- 
gether with  the  best  estimates  they  may  be  able  to  form,  at  that  time,  of 
the  sum  required  for  the  support  of  the  institution  through  tho  year  end- 
ing February  1,  186  r. 

The  last  legislature  made  an  appropriation  for  the  completion  of  the 
building  commenced  the  previous  v^ar,  intended  to  furnish  room  for 
shops  and  other  needful  purposes  of  the  institution.  In.  anticipation  of 
a  decline  in  the  price  of  lumber,  work  upon  this  building  was  deferred 
during  the  early  part  of  the  season.  When  that  decline  took  place,  the 
trusteed  advertised  in  the  papers  of  Janesville  and  Beloit  for  proposals 
for  doing  certain  Fpecified  portions  of  the  work  necessary  for  its  com* 
pletioB.  In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  only  proposafs  received, 
the  carpenter  work  was  let  to  Messrs.  Nettleton  &  Jacks  for  S3,875.  The 
small  portion  of  mason  work  required  was  let  to  Messrs.  James  &  RaUi*^ 
eram.  The  glazing  and  painting  will  be  dqne  by  the  day.~  Those  por- 
tions of  the  work  now  omitted  can  be  dispensed  with  until  anx)ther  season, 
when,  it  is  hoped,  building  will  not  be  so  expensive.  The  trustees,  hav- 
ing not  yet  had  occasion  for  the  money  appropriated  for  building,  have 
allowed  it  to  remain  in  the  state  treasury. 

The  attention  of  the  state  authorities  has  been  more  than  once  called 
in  the  reports  of  the  trustees  and  in  those  of  legislative  committeeB  to  the 
state  of  the  old  wing  of  the  house.  The  effects  of  the  last  spring  upon  it 
were  so  severe  as  to  occasion  increased  alarm ;  consequently  the  trustees 
caused  a  careful  inspection  of  it  to  be  made,  and  were  advised  that  it 
would  be  dangerous  to  occupy  it  another  winter.  It  became  necessary, 
therefore,  to  prop  it  up.  Ten  strong  timbers,  properly  secured  ai  ihe 
bottom,  were  let  into  the  stone  work  just  beneath  the  water  table  ;  and 
the  walls  now  bear  firmly  upon  these.  Having  been  driven  to  adopt  this 
expedient,  the  trustees  believe  that,  thongh  they  have  added  nothing  to 
the  beauty  of  the  edifice,  they  have  rendered  it  secure  for  a  couple  of 
winters  longer.  Considering,  therefore,  how  expensive  building  is  now, 
thej  forbear  to  ask  at  this  time  for  the  appropriation  which  will  soon  be 
required  to  rebuild  it.

thfof  rulers  and  of.  people,  for  the  favoring  kindness  with  whioli  their 
efforts  to  benefit  thi^  unhappy  class  of  our^  fellow  citizens,  have  been  re-

garded.  They  take  a  deep  Dersonal  interest  in  the  prosperity  of  their 
oharse ;  and  they  invite,  as  heretofore,  a  earefnl  sorntiny  of  their  pro- 
eeedinfli.  They  feel  also  that  the  whole  people  of  Wisconsin  as  well  as 
themselyes,  have  a  right  to  indulge  a  just  feehng  of  pride  in  the  faet  that 
they  are  carrying  -on  a  larger  and  (they  heliore^  a  mm  efficient  institu- 
tion for  the  education  of  the  blind,  than  nas  ever  b^eii  built  up  in  any 
other  state  of  the  union  at  so  early  a  period  in  its  histoi^.

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SUPERINTRNDBNT'S  REPORT. 


To  (he  Board-  of  Truitecs : 

GSNTLIUSN :— In  the  history  of  a  prosperoas  school,  do6  manj  inoi- 
dents  worthy  of  special  meatioa  occur  in  the  coarse  of  a  year;  nor  are 
new  and  important  principles  so  frequently  brought  to  light  as  to  require, 
annual  announcement  of  their  disooverv ;  moreover  the  affairs  oF4he  in- 
stitution have,  by  personal  inspection,  by  monthly  meetings,  and  by  nu- 
merous informal  consultations,  been  kept  so  closely  under  your  observa- 
tion, that  the  report  of  its  superintendent  can  not  be  supposed  to  add 
very  much  to  your  knowledge  of  its  operations.  It  may,  however,  not  be 
amiss  for  us  all  to  bestow  a  few  moments*  consideration  upon  the  charac- 
ter and  the  extent  of  the  work  in  which  we  are  engaged. 

In  the  act  by  which  the  institution  was  incorporated,  the  state  declared 
its  ''office  and  duty''  to  be  "  to  continue  and  maintain  the  school  for  the 
education  of  the  blind,  established  at  Janesville,  and  to  qualify^  as  far  as 
may  be,  that  unfortunate  class  of  persons  for  the  ODJoymeut  of  the  bless- 
ings of  a  free  government,  obtaining  the  means  of  subsistence,  and  the 
discharge  of  those  duties,  social  and  political,  devolving  upon  American 
citizens.^' 

The  work  thus  marked  out  for  us  is  one  of  no  trifling  magnitude,  nor 
can  its  importance  to  those  whom  it  is  designed  to  benefit,  be  over-estima- 
ted. There  can  be  few  more  pitiable  beings  upon  earth  than  a  blind  per- 
son who  has  grown  up  in  his  darkness,  without  the  blessings  of  an  educa- 
tion. Incapable  of  engaging  in  the  pursuits  of  the  active,  the  convorsa- 
tion  of  the  intelligent,  or  the  employments  of  the  refined,  cut  off  from  all 
the  beauties  of  the  visible  world,  shut  up  to  a  narrow  range  of  trivial 
subjects  of  contemplation,  he  lingers  on  through  miserable  years  in 
hopeless  dependence  upon  private  pity  or  public  charity.  That 
no  such  wretched  creature  should  ever,  throrgh  any  fault  of  hers,  breathe 
the  air  of  Wisconsin,  the  state  has  established  this  institution,  and  has 
laid  it  as  a  sacred  duty  upon  us  to  devise,  provide  and  apply  every  agenoy 
that  may  be  necessary  to  avert  such  a  misfortune.  Without  attempting  to  do 
for  every  one,  all  that  mif^ht  now  and  theai  be  effected  for  a  single  one,  we 
are  to  keep  before  us  no  lower  object  than  to  make  of  the  blind  children 
assembled  here,  useful  citisens — men  and  women  who  shall  be  esteemed 
and  respected  for  what  they  are  and  for  what  they  do,  who,  instead  of 
burdening  the  community,  may  contribute  to  its  improvement 
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Biitire  suooees  in  this  endearor  inTolves  the  solation  of  many  Tory 
difficult  problems.  Uoasnal  proooBses  must  be  fband  and  employed  lo 
arouse  and  discipline  the  intellectual  powers,  and  to  store  the  ohamben 
of  the  mind  with  useful  knowledge,  many  things  which  the  seeing  learn 
almost  unconsciously,  must  be  communicated  to  the  Mind  by  ingenions 
and  often^repeated  explanations.  They  must  be  trained  to  follow  in  the 
dark,  occupations  that  others  pursue  in  the  light.  Objects  and  methods 
of  manufacture  must  be  discoTered  where  the  cunning  of  the  finger  may 
competein  the  market  with  the  keenness  of  the  eye.  Means  must  be  pnm- 
ded  for  OTcrooming  the  obstacles  to  the  prosecution  of  business.  Oheerfniy 
hopeful, views  of  life  and  duty  must  be  imparted  to  the  despondent.  Sound 
principles  must  be  instilled,  correct  habits  cultivated,  veluable  resources 
conferred  and  worthy  efforts  encouraged.  The rigilance  that  opportunity 
cannot  elude,  the  courage  that  difficulty  cannot  intimidate,  the  indusiry 
that  weariness  cannot  overcome,  the  patience  that  adversity  cannot  des- 
troy—such are  the  qualities  that  we  must  strive  to  infose  into  the  souls 
of  those  whom  we  are  called  upon  <'to  qualify  for  the  discharge  of  those 
duties,  social  and  political,  devolving  upon  American  citisens." 

All  this,  and  more,  we  are  ^*as  far  as  may  be"  to  perform.  It  would 
be  false  and  idle  to  pretend  that  our  efforts  have,  in  all  respects,  been 
completely  sncceesful.  Difficulties  still  remain,  upon  which  the  ablejt  of 
those  who  are  connected  with  the  education  of  the  blind  have  vainly  ex- 
erted their  best  endeavors.  It  is  po^ible  that  fhey  may  mock  the  efforts 
of  all  for  a  long  time  to  come }  bnt  those  who  are  not  disposed  to  keep 
them  in  mind  and  to  tnake  continued  exertions  to  overcome  themj  have 
no  call  to  participate  in  the  mansgement  of  such  institutions. 

In  pasfiing,  one  may  be  porSiitted  to  remark  that  it  is  astonishing  that 
the  policy  adopted  in  a  few  states,  et  committing  to  one  institution  the 
education  ef  both  the  blind  and  the  deaf  and  dumb,  could  ever  have  been 
seriously  thonght  of.  The  founders  of  such  institutions  would  seem  to 
have  thought  that,  because  the  blind  and  the  deaf  and  dumb  differ  from 
other  people,  therefore  they  resemble  each  other;  whereas,  it  is  clear 
that  the  true  difference  between  the  two  classes  must  be  expressed  by  the 
sum  of  their  respective  differences  from  other  men.  Neither  class  has  nearly 
so  many  wants  in  common  with  the  other  as  it  has  in  common  with  peo- 
ple that  enjoy  the  usual  number  of  senses.  No  other  two  classes  of  sane 
persons  can  be  so  widely  difRsrent  in  their  habits  of  thought  and  action 
or  in  their  educational  requirements.  Their  means  of  acquiring  knowl- 
edge are  as  unlike  as  can  be.  The  very  fields  of  knowledge  in  which  Ihey 
are  to  receive  instruction  are  for  a  long  while  the  most  remote  and  dis*^ 
similar  possible  to  conceive  of;  and  they  never  become  similar.  The 
conduct  in  life  for  which  each  needs  preparatfen,  is  very  differetat  from 
that  of  the  other.  No  process  of  Instruction  and  no  article  of  school  ap- 
paratus adapted  to  one  is  suitable  for  the  other.  School  rooms,  play 
grounds  and  many  of  th^  pfovisons  for  healdiy  comfort  and  safety,  rei|oire 
to  be  differently  arranged  for  each.  Association  as  school  mates  is  dm- 
agreeable  to  both  and  beneficial  to  neither. 

The  education  of  either  class  abounds  with  difficulties.  Until  it  is 
claimed  that  institutions  for  either  have  accomplished  everything  thai 
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it^if  ^oers  ai^d  friends  desire,  is  at  too  much  to  say  that  th«  skilfiil 
A49»ii^i0<^rAtiop  of  AQ  ipstitatioo  for  one,  .will  suffioiently  tM:  the  eii«r^ei 
ol  tl^9..ahleat  s^periI^teDd6ot,  •od  |h^  full  reallMtion  of  his  hopes  wiU 
abMdAutly  rawaf d  tkfi  most  ambitioas  ? 

.  !]f}^  oxpjQoa^  of  carrying  on  aiM- institution  for  the  two  cUsses  lyuiy 
T4f}(  piCobaUy  be  a  trifle  less  than  that  of  oondaoting  one  for  eaoh ;  bat, 
if  ,e^p^  iii^  example  will  only  furnish  An  iUosirAtion  of  the  rule  that  the 
oh^pest  .firtiole  is  oommonly  the  poorest  Friends  of  the  blind  haye 
tJve^offtest  reason  to  regret  the  establishment  of  these  oomposite  instita- 
tiQ9S)i  because,  for  obvious  reasons,  the  interests  of.  the  blind  suffer  great- 
fst)de(rimeat  by  them. 

Xh/eise  views  are  supported  by  some  experience  in  saahan  institution,  aAd 
ip^y I,  perhaps,  on  that  aceount,  be  deemed  more  worthy  of  qonsideration. 
li.i^  believed,  also,  that  Bome  confirmation  of  them  might,  if  the  means 
wef0  4^  hand,  be  derived  from  a  oomparisen  of  the  relative  numbers  of 
^f^f  mutes  and  of  the  blind  receiving  instruction  in  states  that  support 
separate  institutions,  with  the  relative  numbers  of  the  same  classes  under 
instruction  in  states  that  support  institutions  for  their  peint  benefit. 

Keturning  from  this  digression^  to  the  consideration  of  the  degree 
of  ftuoeess  that  has  crowned  our  endeavors  to  render  the  blind  in- 
telUgent  and  prosperous  members  of  sooiety,  it  should  be  said  that  if 
tb«ire  does  still  remain  somewhat  to  be  attempted,  there  is  yot  good  rea- 
se^  fer  devout  thankfulness  to  God  ihat  so  much  has  been  accomplished. 

In  the  matter  of  intellectual  culture  our  suQcess  warrants  a  feeling  of 
gresit  satisfaction.  Our  pupils  make  a  steady  and  rapid  progress.  Their 
proficiency  un^er  our  methods  of  instruction  will  compare  favorably  with 
thut  of  pupils  in  schools  for  the  seeing.  Probably  there  is  no  branch  of 
useful  knowledge,  and  no  species  of  needful  discipline  that  school 
ean  give,  which  we  may  not  confidently  expect,  to  impart  to  the  blind. 
Th€\y  pursue  here  the  j^nglish  studies  usually  taught  in  our  high  schools 
sad  aoademies.  Almost  every  one  manifests  a  creditable  desire  for 
knowledge  and  diligence  in  its  pursuit.  In  soma  cases  it  becomes  neces* 
saiy  to  eheak  the  disposition  to  over-exertion.  So  far  as  an  acquaint- 
aace  with  seienoe,  or  an  ability  to  understand  the  questions  of  the  da^  is 
ceac|emed,  those  who  have  graduated  from  the  institution  need  not  shnnk 
firom  a  comparison  with  their  fellow  eitisens. 

7be  fondness  of  the  blind  for  music  is  well  known,  and  the  attention 
gifea  to  this  subject  is  well  rewarded  by  the  present  and  proapeotive 
pleeanre  it  oonfers  upon  the  whole  school,  and  by  the  prospect  of  future 
p^o^ttiary  benefit  to  the  few  who  possess  more  than  the  usual  degree  of 
mpeieal  talent. 

3)he  degree  of  success  attained  in  the  attempt  to  develop  the  elements 
of  ic^aeter  requisite  for  a  sucoeseful  performance  of  the  active  duties  of 
Ufe,>  cannot  be  ascertained  by  any  being  not  oom potent  to  read  the  secrets 
of  tne  soul,  and  to  foresee  th^  exigencies  of  the  future.  Strong  hopes  of 
good  results  are  cherished.  If  there  should  be  a  good  many  instances  of 
failure,  the  experience  could  not  be  called  peculiar  to  schools  for  the  bliad. 

Ip  regard  to  preparins  our  pupils  for  **  obtaining  the  means  of  suheiat- 
enoe,'*  although  a  good  deal  remains  to  be  done,  yet  much  has  been  ac- 
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ooMplislled.    A  considerable  number  of  tke  male  graduates  of  the  iaaii- 
iatton  ate  known  to  be  following  nsefiil  ooonpattons  with  fair  suocess. 

Hiflierto  ear  faoiiitieB  for  carryinff  on  this,  perhaps  the  most  import«> 
«ttt^  branoh  of  onr  operations,  haye  been  so  restridted  as  to  confine  our 
•ffdrts  almost  entireW  to  the  young  men  who  have  been  under  sohool 
inelHtction*  Witk  the  eompletion  of  the  new  shop,  the  institution  may 
hope  to  enter  «pon  a  new  career  of  usefulness.  A  blind  man  who,  before 
iosmff  his  sight,  had  ordinary  skiM  in  the  use  of  tools,  ean,  ih  a  few 
monUis,  acauire  the  art  of  brobm^^making'-**  businees  .which  seems,  all 
things  oonsidered,  to  be  better  adapted  to  di^  ciroimistanoes  of  Ae  blind 
i«a  comparaCiTely  new  state,  than  any  other  that  has  yet  been  tried. 
Theite  are  in  the  state  (and  no  doubt  will  continue  to  be,)  many  grown 
men  who  have  k»t  their  sight,  and  with  it  their  meat  s  of  suppbrty  since 
reaching  manhood.  So  far  ae  asaistanoe  can  be  given  to  this  class  of  per- 
sons without  interfering  with  the  working  of  the  school,  it  should  be 
liberally  afforded. 

Although  broom- making  seems  to  be  the  best  business  now  taught  to 
the  blind,  it  will,  tko  doubt,  be  well,  when  we  haye  room,  to  introduce  some 
other  trades,  sucn  as  the  weayin^  of  oarpets,  or  making  of  mats  and  of 
baskets.  In  some  cases  it  is  possible  diat  one  of  these  may  be  carried  on 
to  better  advantage  than  the  making  of  brooms. 

In  the  way  of  rendering  the  female  members  of  the  school  self-support- 
ing  membei's  of  society,  the  obstacles  are  of  course  far  greater  tnan  in 
the  case  of  the  males,  and  until  the  difficulties  connected  with  the  general 
question  of  <<  Woman's  Labor  "  have  been  overcome  by  some  one  of  the 
philanthropists  who  have  it  under  consideration,  we  need  not  feel  ashamed 
to  confess  that  these  obstacles  have  thus  far  proved  to  be  insuperable.  A 
good  deal  has  been  done  by  giving  them  a  Knowledge  of  various  useful 
and  ornamental  arts,  towards  making  them  happy  and  useful  in  the  homes 
which  the  kindness  of  relatives  and  friends  may  provide  for  then^,  but 
not  very  much  towards  enabling  them  to  fulW  support  themselves, 

Hie  ipractice  of  the  British  institutions  diflbrs  considerably  from  that  of 
institutions  in  this  country,  in  regard  to  the  relative  amount  of  attention 
gtven  to  handiwork  and  to  the  study  of  science  and  literature.  Thev  give 
more  attention  to  the  former ;  we  devote  more  to  the  latter.  It  is  doubt- 
fVil  whether  thb  blind  who  have  been  taught  in  those  schools  meet  with 
better  success  in  getting  a  living,  than  our  graduates.  It  is  certain  that 
the  Ameirican  plan  makes  the  most  intelliffent  citizens.  Which  plan  se- 
oures,  on  ^e  whole,  the  greatest  amount  of  happiness,  is,  perhaps,  not  so 
certain. 

Since  the  main  body  of  this  report  was  written,  the  reports  in  regard 
to:  the  numfatt>  of  blind  persons  in  the  state,  made  to  the  secretary  of 
•tate  by  the»Dfficer«  engaged  in  taking. the  state  census  this  year,  nave 
been  received  for  examination.. 

From  fifteen  oounties  there  are  no  returns.  The  entire  number  re* 
poried  is  199.  *  There  were  in  the  institution  whcfn  the  census  was  taken 
28  bKiid  persoi^  whom  the  oflioers  omitted  to  enroll  witlx  their  families 
«l  home.    AddiBf  their  names  to  the  Ust,  the  number  will  be  227. 

She  populatiqn  of  the  state  is  about  866,900.    The  fifteen  counties 
28d«o 
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that  do  not  report  upon  this  sabject  have  a  popuUtion  o£  ab^ufe. 72,460. 
These  227  blind  persons  haye,  therofore, .  been  found  in  a  po|>iilaUmi  of 
«bont  796,450.  By  the  U.  8.  ceasus  of  1860,  theve  were  220  blind  per* 
sons  in  ihe  state,  which  then  had  a  population  of  775,881.  The  oenos 
of  this  year  shows  1  blind  person  to  3,508;  that  of  1860  gfres  Its 
3,526.  These  rados  are  so  nearly  equal  as  t^  exeite  swrprise  and  to  aAnd 
considerable  presomptien  in  faror  of  the  aoearaey  of  tbe  enumerations 
from  which  they  are  derived.  Neveirtheless,  ijt  is  believed  that  in  both 
cases  the  number  given  is  much  too  smalL 

'.  The  upper  line  of  the  following  table'  is  takefa  from  the  D:  8.  census 
reports  for  i860.  It  gives^ihe. number  of  blind  persons  of  each  sez,And 
of  the  yariouB  ages  specified,  found  at  that  time  in  Wisconsin.  The  Jower 
line  has  been  prepared  from  the  returns  of  the  state  census  of  this  year. 
The  28  names  mentioned  above  have^been  properly  disiiibuted  and  added 
to  the  reported  number,  in  order  thaA  the  table  might  correspond  cerreelly 
with  that  of  the  U.  8.  census. 
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'  Whatever  presumption  the  approzimate  equality  of  the  two  ratios 
shown  above,  may  have  afforded  for  the  accuracy  of  the  twomeiumerations, 
will  doubUess  be  destroyed  by  examination  of  the  two  tables,  which  are 
not  more  alike  in  their  totals  than  unlike  in  their  details. 

Some  help  towards  a  more  correct  estimate  of  the.number  of  the  blind 
in  the  state  may  be  derived  from  observing  the  number  of  those  whb  kave 
been  members  of  the  institution,  whose  names  appekr  upon  the  iTetums 
made  this  year.  Of  ike  95  persons  who  had  been  co»neoted  with  the 
•ehoe)  as^pupils  at  the  time  the  enumeration  was  made,*  probably  7ft itirere 
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liyingintbe  state ;  and  elieir  namaa  would  fall  in  the  table  between  tHe 
agM  of  10  and  40.  Of  these  the  offi^rt  report  the  names  of  28.  Of  tho 
Idi  reported  72,  or  adding  one-half  of  those  whose  ages  areuakhown^  74 
are  stated  to  be  10  and  under  40.  If  the.  entire,  vamber  reported beazs 
the  same  ratio  to  the  number  that  28  does  to  72,  the  offioers  shotild  have 
found  198 from  10  to  40  yean  old,  and  583  in  all.  About  1  in llohist 
be  added  to  this  to  find  the  total  number  in  the  state,  beciiuse  the  15  exhub» 
ted  eonnties  oontain  about  onci^eleventh  as  mnoh*  population  up  the  otfter 
eottnties:    f  his  will  giYe  581  as  the  number  of  ifhe /bllsid  in  thei.whpU 

A  list  of  young  blind  persons  is  kept  at  the  institution.  Thb  is  of 
eouree  extremely  defeetire,  sinoe  it  ooniains  the  Munes  of  those  only  who 
may  be  heard  of  without  attempting  to  eauTass  the  state  thoreraghly.  New 
names  are  added  to  this  list  every  few  weeks,  and  it  contauiB  nmny  names 
not  found  in  the  official  returns.  In  a  single  county  one- third  more  names 
than  were  reported  might  be  added  from  this  list  to  the  reported  number* 

It  is  quite  probable  that  581  may  be  too  large  a  number  to  giro  as  that 
of  the  blind  in  the  state ;  but  it  is  greatly  to  be  feared,  that,  if  the  true 
one  could  be  ascertained,  it  would  not  fall  below  500. 

It  is  important  to  realize  the  great  number  of  blind  persons  in  the«om» 
munity,  iii  order  that  our  efforts  to  reach  and  benefit  all  for  whom  the  in* 
stitution  was  designed,  may  not  be  relaxed,  and  also  in  order  that  we  may 
haye  some  just  notion  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  before  us.  One  fifth 
of  the  blind  in  the  state  is  probably  not  too  high  an  estimate  of  the  num*- 
ber  of  those  who  need  the  services  of  the  institution.  If  500  is  not  an 
oyer  estimate  of  the  entire  number,  this  wo.uld  give  us  100  pupils  if  they 
were  all  gathered  in.  As  the  state  grows  the  number  will  incresse ;  sa 
that  it  wUi  be  but  a  few  years  before  enlarged  accommodations  will  be  fe*> 
quired  to  enable  us  to  receive  all  who  may  be  expected  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  advantages  here  ofiered  to  them. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  but  one  change  in  the  corpd  of  resi- 
dent officers.  In  July  last,  Miss  Lord  resigned  the  position  of  principal 
teaeher,  in  which  she  had  labored  with  much  interest  for  two  yeaiSy  and 
soon  after  embarked  for  the  Sandwich  Islands,  to  engage  in  another 
sphere  of  labor.    Her  place  has  been  taken  by  Miss  S.  A.  Watson. 

Both  teachers  and  senolars  are  deserving  of  much  credit  for  the  large 
amount  of  work  performed  during  the  year.  It  is'in  the  highest  degree 
gratifying  to  be  able  to  speak  of  the  continued  excellent  behavior  of  the 
soholarsy  and  of  the  seal  and  harmony  with  which  the  whole  household 
have  co-operated  to  promote  the  interests  of  the  school. 

The  health  of  the  school  has  been  better  than  in  previous  years.  Dur* 
ing  the  winter  Vre  always  had  considdrable,  and  usually  some  serious,  sick- 
ness  among  pupils  who  had  been  home  £o  spend  the  Christmas  holidays. 
Last  year  (the  school  was  not  suspended  at.  that  time,  and  the  result  of  the 
experiment  was  most  satisfactory.  The  witehful  oare  of  the  matron  has 
oontributed  very  much  to  the  general  healthfulness  of  the  school. 

In  the  course  of  the  term  ending  in  June,  the  following  classes 
were  taught :  in  reading,  two ;  in  spelling,  two ;  in  arithmetic,  four ; 
in  geography,  two ;  in  grammar,  writing,  algebra,  mensuration,  history 
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of  the  United  Statee,  etymology^  rhetoric  and  mental  phileeephj,  one 
eaoh.  Some  elaaaes  of  the  youageet  pupib  were  also  taug^it  in  ariih* 
metic  and  geography,  by  aome  of  the  older  papUe.  Oompoaition  and  dee* 
lamaiion  were  abio  attended  to. 

Thb  term,  we  hare  in  reading,  two  olasaea ;  in  apelkng,  two;  in  arith- 
metio,  five  ]  in  geography,  three ;  in  grammar,  writing,  history,  algebra 
and  natural  philosophy,  one  each. 

The  operations  of  the  musical  and  of  the  work  departments  have  been 
kept  up  throughout  the  year  as  usual,  except  that  since  the  beginning  of 
the  present  term,  we  have  been  compelled  to  suspend  broom  makings  for 
want  of  a  place  in  which  to  carry  it  on. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  work  department  will  be  seen  to  be  pros* 
perous;  by  the  following  statement,  which  shows  a  profit  realised  during 
the  year  of  $441  13 :

Of  tbe  amount  of  the  bills  receivable  994  34  is  the  amount  of  a  h>t  of 
bad  bills  made  in  the  oonrse  of  the  last  nine  jeaA.  Probal^Iy  Nothing 
will  ever  be  realized  from  them ;  and  they  may  as  ^A\  be  left  ont  of  the 
acoonnt  hereafter. 

The  nnmber  of  pupils  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  vras  fifty.  Since  then, 
six  haye  left  school,  and  eight  nave  entered.  ThjB  membership,  there* 
fore,  for  the  year  is  fifty-eight,  and  at  the  present  date  is  fifty-two.  The 
average  monthly  attendance  for  the  year  has  been  greater  than  that  of 
any  previous  year,  although  the  total  number  of  pupils  is  one  less  than  it 
was  last  year.  Two  otiher  pupils  are  daily  expected,  and  several  adults 
are  desirous  of  entering  the  institution  as  soon  as  the  new  shop  is  ready 
for  occupation. 

He  enumeration  of  the  blind,  made  in  connection  with  the  recent  state 
census,  will  no  doubt  facilitate  efiforts  to  find  and  bring  into  school  a  oon- 
siderab}e  number  of  blind  children.  A  larger  membership  may,  fhereftyre 
be  expected  in  the  ensuing  year  tiian  ever  before. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  pupils  reported  for  each  year 
of  the  existence  of  the  insiitutton : 
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In  the  managemoDt  of  an  institution  of  this  kind,  it  will  not  da  (o  lose 
sight  for  an  instant  of  its  grand  purpose,  whioh  is  to  fit  iti  pvpiU  for 
leading  taefiU  and  happy  liv£$  among  their  follow  men.  To  effect  this^ 
pains  most  be  taken  that  they  shall  not,  by  beooming  too  strongly  attached 
to  modes  of  life  whioh  differ  considerably  from  those  by  whioh  they  will 
hereafter  be  surrounded,  lose  sympathy  with  other  people  and  interest  in 
the  ordinary  pursuits  of  life,  and  also  that  no  agencies  shall  unneces^ 
sarily  act  upon  them  tending  to  render  them  unlike  their  fellow  men. 

Now  life  in  any  boarding  school  differs  from  that  of  an  ordinary  family, 
and  in  an  institution  for  the  blind,  where  all  arrangements  are  mad^  with 
reference  to  their  peculiar  condition,  the  difference  becomes  very  con- 
siderable. It  is  frequently  the  case,  that  blind  persons  become  so  attached 
to  institution  life  as  to  part  from  it  with  great  reluctance,  and  to  look 
back  to  it  with  feelings  which  diminish  the  happiness  they  should  enjoy 
at.  home.  This  is  to  be  regretted,  and  it  should  be  prevented,  if  it  can  be 
without  impairing  the  usefulness  of  the  school. 

Not  only  is  it  true  that  the  outwA'd  circumstances  in  which  a  blind 
person's  life  is  passed  while  at  school  are  peculiar,  but  it  is  a  fact  of  still 
greater  importance,  whioh  a  little  reflection  upon  the  consequences  of  blind- 
ness reveals,  that  the  blind  person  himself  is  peculiar.  He  is  an  unusual 
spocimen  of  the  race.  We  may  not  be  able  to  trace  or  to  express  the 
influence  that  vision  has  exerted  and  is  exerting  upon  all  our  mental 
atates  and  operations;  but  it  is  clear  that  if  one  were  to  be  deprived 
at  once  of  all  that  has,  in  consequence  of  the  possession  of  this  sense, 
eitered  into  his  mental  structure,  the  result  would  be  to  subtract  a  very 
large  and  valuable  portion  of  his  knowledge,  and  to  strike  out  of  every 
mental  operation  a  very  important  factor.  He  could  no  longer  act  of 
think  as  he  did  before  or  as  others  were  ^till  doing  ]  and  all  his  efforts  to 
regain  what  he  had  lost  would  be  perfectly  ineffectual.  It  is  plain  too, 
that  the  best  thing  for  him,  next  to  restoring  to  him  the  influences  of  sight, 
would  be  to  have  his  mind  influenced  as  much  as  possible  by  othor  minds 
in  which  there  should  be  no  such  unnatural  and  deficient  condition. 
Bringing  him  under  the  inflnenoo  of  others  affected  like  himself  would 
serve  only  to  intensify  and  augment  the  evils  from  which  he  suffered. 
This  supposed  condition  is  the  actual  one  of  all  persons  who  were  bom 
blind,  and  bears  more  or  leas  resemblance  to  that  of  any  blind  person. 
The  blind,  then,  ought  not  to  be  kept  unnecessarily  congregated  together. 
The  action  oi  Providence  in  scattering  them  hero  SkUa.  there  among  the 
community,  so  that  each  is  subjected  to  the  influence  of  hundreds  of  peo<« 
pie  perfectly  endowed  with  bodily  senses,  is  in  this  respect  the  wisest  pos* 
siUe ;  and  every  interference  with  it  should  be  conducted  with  great  cau- 
tion.  What  then  ?  Most  we  leave  them  where  Providence  has  placed 
them?  Certainly  not;  for  the  evils  of  ignorance  are  a  hundred«fold  worse 
than  that  which  we  are  considering.  For  the  sake  of  the  great  advantages 
which  cannot  be  conferred  at  home,  they  must  be  assembled  in  school, 
bat  while  we  strive  to  benefit  them,  we  must  take  the  utmost  care  to  di- 
minish as  much  as  possible  tbe  effects  of  counteracting  influences. 

The  proper  ooarse  would  seem  to  be,  to  divide  the  period  of  school  life 
into  two  (or  perhaps  more)  portions^  and  to  have  pupils  spend  the  interval 
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il^ome  in  ike  midst  of  the  usual  flceaes  «ad  ooonrrdaces  of  famiily  life, 
and  under  tWiniuMioe  of  those  minds  only  Aat  operate  nohnallyk. 
vlBhat  there  4ire  other  more  or  less  powerftil  influenoes  tending  to  thwart 
our  efforts  for  our  pupils*  good,  which  operate  with  greater  e&eiiTenesB 
within  an  institution  estabnshed  for  them  than  elsewhere,  is  only  too  well 
known  to  all  who  have  long  been  engaged  in  this  work.  It  will  not  be 
necessary  to  speak  of  .them  here,  however,  al&ough  arguments  derived 
from  their  existence  would  tend  to  strengthen  the  conclusion  drawn  from 
the  consideratioDB  presented  above. 

The  same  conclusion  is  also  sometimes  drawn  from  the  fact  that  such  a 
course  affords  opportunity  for  thosd  who  have  entered  school  quite  young, 
to  retain  their  connection  with,  and  derive  benefit  from  the  school,  until 
they  are  old  enough  to  take  part  in  the  active  duties  of  life.  It  also 
gives  scholars  an  opportunity  to  test  the  value  of  acquirements  already 
made,  and  to  form  a  correct  judgment  as  to  their  future  wants. 

In  accordance  with  such  views,  eight  of  our  pupils  are  spending  the 
present  term  of  school  at  home.  It  is  believed  that  in  their  circumstan*- 
ces  they  will  find  the  year  as  beneficial  to  them  as  any  that  they  have 
spent  in  school. 

From  this  arrangement,  the  rest  of  the  school  are  deriving  a  great  in- 
cidental advantage  in  the  improved  classification  which  we  are  able  to 
make.  Most  of  those  who  are  away  are  among  our  most  advanced  pu- 
pils, and  the  services  of  a  teacher  would  be  required  almost  entirely  for 
their  benefit,  if  they  were  present.  This  labor  is  now  devoted  to  a  larger 
number  of  younger  pupils.  When  the  absent  ones  return  to  school  they 
will  find  that  otibers  have  overtaken  them,  and  they  can  be  classed  to- 
gether. The  school  was  never  before  so  well  arranged  for  meeting  the 
necessities  of  new  pupils  as  at  present. 

Beligious  services  have  been  neld  as  heretofore,  in  the  hall  of  the  in- 
stitution on  Sunday  afternoons  throughout  that  portion  of  the  year  in 
which  the  school  is  in  session.  For  conducting  these  we  are  under  great 
obligation  to  various  ministers  of  different  denominations,  resident  in 
Janesville  or  casually  present  in  the  city.  These  services  are  very  hi^- 
ly  appreciated,  and  their  influence  upon  the  school  is  most  salutary.  We 
have  no  other  reward  for  these  friends  than  thanks ;  but  He  who,  when 
He  was  on  earth,  forgot  not  the  blind  in  his  ministrations  of  mercy,  has 
witnessed  their  kindness  and  will  reward  it  at  last  with  the  words  "  Inas- 
much as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye 
have  done  it  unto  me."

2d.  Are  snoh  parents  or  guardians  legal  resident*  of  the  state  of 
Wisoensin? 

3d.'  What  are  lihe  natae  and  age  of  the  person  for  whom  application 
IB  made? 

4tb.    At  what  age  did  he  or  'she  become  blind,  and  from  what  cause  ? 

5th.  Is  he  or  she  of  sound  mind,  and  sosceptible'  of  intenectoal  cnl- 
tare? 

6th.  Is  he  or  she  free  from  bodily  deformity  and  all  infections  dis-» 
eases? 

7th.    What  are  his  or  her  penonal  habits  and  moral  character  ? 

Upon  the  receipt  of  snoh  applioation  by  the  superintendent,  the  appli- 
oant  will  be  notified  as  to  whether  or  not  tho  person  in  question  will  be 
admitlied,  and  noimemujit  be  sent  to  the  institution  until  suoh  notifioalioa 
ahalt  have  beeu  reeeived. 

No  person  of  imbecile  or  unsound  mind,  or  of  oonftnaed  immoral  ohar- 
acter,  will  be  knowingly  received  into  the  institution  ;  and  in  case  any  per- 
son shall,  after  a  ih^  trial,  prove  inoompetent  fot'iiseftd  instmeUonyOf 
disobedient  to  the  wholesome  regulations  of  the  institution,  suoh  pupil  will 
be  thereupon  di^Dharged. 

No  charge  is  made  for  the  boarding  and  instruotton  of  pupils  ftom  At 
state  of  Wisoonsia;  but  all  are  expected  to  oome  previded  with  anade- 

Siate  supply  of  good,  comfortable  slothing^  which  must  be  replenished 
om  time  to  time,  as  it  becomes  necessary. 

The  stock  of 'olbthing  sfcould  embrace  suitable  urtioles  for  both  summer 
and  winter,  and  a  sufficiSant  number  of  each  kind  to  admit  of  the  necessary 
chances  for  washing  and  repairing. 

All  of  the  olothmgrmust  be  sent  in  good  condition,  not  only  upon  the 
first  entrance  of  the  pupil,  but  also  at  each  subsequent  return  from  home, 
after  the  vacation. 

Baoh  article  shovld  also  be  disltnotly  marked  with  the  owner's  name  or 
initials,  in  order  to  prevent  confusion  or  loss. 

A  small  sum  should  be  deposited  with  the  superintendent  for  oooasion- 
al  expenses. 

It  is  important  that  new  pupils  should  enter  upon  their  term  of 
instruction  at  the  commencement  of  a  session ;  and  it  is  expected  of

all  others  that  thoy  shall  be  present  at  the  opening  of  the  school,  and  re- 
main until  it  closes,  on  the  last  day  of  the  session,  unless  prevented  from 
doing  so  by  sickness  or  other  emergency.  It  is  also  expected  that  timely 
arrangements  will  be  made  for  the  departure  of  ever^  pupil  from  the  In- 
stitution within  a  few  days  after  the  close  of  each  session. 

All  letters  to  the  pupils  should  be  addressed  to  the  care  of  the  Insti- 
tution, in  order  to  insure  their  prompt  reception. 

From  ten  to  fourtctn  if  the  most  favorable  a^.fbr  entering  the  Insti- 
tution, provided  tibe  pupils  have  judicious  care  and  training  at  home,  prior 
la  iiiAt  age.  But  as  tltts  is,  not  alw^  <Ji&  ^aae,  lai  aa  thera  aie  »any 
whto  i€»e  their  sight  afkr  tfaaii«ge ;  or,  liavtng  Ust  it  eatrlier,  do  not'  find 
an  opportunity  of  going  to  schAoJ  at  the  proper  tifke^  the  regolatioAi  of 
the  laetitvtioB  allow  olthe  admission  of  all  proper  sul^eots  who  are  not 
under  eight  or  abov4  twenty*«one  years  of  age. 

It  vast  be  borne  in  nodnd,  however,  by  the  friends  of.  blind  children, 
that  though  they  have  the  privilege  of  sending  them  to  the  InstitatMft-at  a 
kter  penod.  than  the  one  mentioned  as  the  beat,  yet  it  is  of  the  highest 
importance  that  they  should  be  sent  within  said  period ;  for,  as  they  grow 
oImTi  their  neglected  powers-  lose  their  Baaeeptibility  for  oultivationi  r^n* 
dering  the  training  more  and  more  difficult,  until  they  beoome  whoUjr  io** 
capacitated  for  receiving  such  an  education  as  will  fit  them  for  a  Itfe  of 
uaefnlAesB,  independenee  and  happineas.  It  is  not  aneommon  to  wiiiiiass 
results  of  this  kind,  arising  out  of  the  morbid  tenderness  with  whirii  a 
blind  child  is  firequenily  regacded  by  bis  fiisnde,  rendering  theoL  un- 
wiUine  to  entrntt  him,  at  tha  propet  a^d,  ta  Ihe  care  of  strangers^  lest 
some  hamn  should  be&U  lusni  Indeed,  every ^earfs«tperieBeo  but  eervea 
to  indioate  more  dearly^  the  lunealable  ptevaleiiee  oftUa  unjust  negbot ; 
as  there  are  constantly  applying  for  admission  into  the  Mverai  institttieBS 
of  thue  oeutttry,  these  whose  melanohoiy  lot  ie  to  lead  a  Ufa  of  hopeless 
ignoranee  and  dependenee^  bniwho  might,  wilh  preper  trailing  in  early 
youU^have  becone  happy  aad  uaefbl  members  of  -sifMiieiyy  maintaining 
themaelvee  oomfor^bly  and  restpeotably. 

The  term  of  instruction  is  not  limited  to  any  definite  number  of  yeara, 
but  ia 'determined  in  each  individual  oaee,  by  tlie  Mc^nxementa  of  the  pu- 
pil and  :  Qonaequeaft  fitaeaa  for  gi adnating.  The  length  of  each  one's 
term  wilt  of  eouise  depend  upon  hia  aptness  to  learn,  and  the  extent  of 
the  course  to  be  pursued. 

Theieeisien  of  the  InstitutuA  oommenees  on  tike  first  Monday  of  Septem- 
ber in  ea^h  year,  and  oloses  on  the  last  Wednaaday  in  June  foUowing ; 
leaving  a  vacation  of  more  than  two  moatha,  during  which  time  the  pupUs 
hftVOf  an,  opportunity  of  visiting  their  homes  and  repkaJriiing  their  cloth* 
iuff. 

Parents  of  blind  children  are  cordially  invited  to  visit  the  Insititntiou, 
Aat  4hey  may  decide  from  their  own  obaervatiou  whedber  it  is  beat  toaand 
them  here.

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RULES  OF  ADMISSJOJJ  OF  PUPILS,  ETC. 

1.  All  tie  deaf  and  dumb  of  the  state,  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and 
twenty-five  years,  are  entitled  to  ao  edtioatieb,  without  charge  for  board 
or  tuition,  in  this  institution,  upon  com^diance  with  the  rules.  No  oer^ 
tificate  of  any  kind  is  requirea  for  admiBsion.  Persons,  however,  desirous 
of  placing  a  pupil  in  the  school,  ^hpuld  write  to  the  superintendent,  in- 
forming him  of  the  nam^^  affo,^nd  residence  of  the  mute ;  the  oause,  if 
known,  of  deafness,  &».'  :Tne  superintendent  wiil  'immediately  answer, 
stating  the  time  when  the 'pupil  will  be  received.  This  course  is,  in  all 
oases,  recommended,  though  none  will  be  refused  ^ho  come  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  session.  Applications  in  behalf  of  persons,  more  or 
less  than  the  required  age,  will  be  considered  by  the  trusteeft,  who  reserve 
to  themselves  the  right  to  accept  or  reject  such  applicants,  as  they  may 
deem  just  and  proper. 

2.  Pupils  from  other  states  are  received  at  a  rate  of  one  hundred  doK 
lars  per  annum,  for  board  aii4  tuition. 

8.  The  length  of  the  coutse  of  instruction  is  five  years ;  and  that  the 
students  may  become  more  proficient  in  their  studies,  they  are  allowed 
and  advised  to  remain  one  vear  more.  At  the  end  of  six  years,  the  su- 
perintendent may  seleot  such  pupils  as  he  may  consider  would  be  partic- 
ularly benefited  by  oootinuing  longtor  at  school ;  and  if  approved  by  ^e 
board  of  trustees,  they  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  an  additional  year. 

4.  Pupik  will  be  admitted  on  the  foUowine  conditions :  1st.  The  pu'* 
pil,  well  provided  with  clothes,  is  to  bo, brought  to  the  institution  punc- 
tually, at  the  commencement  of  each  session,  for  the  period  of  five  years, 
unless  detained  at  home  bv  his  or  her  sickness.  2d.  The  pupil-  is  to  re« 
main  in  the  school  until  the  last  Wednesday  in  June  of  each  year.  3d. 
No  parent,  or  guardian  shall  be  allowed  to  take  a  pupU  out  of.  the  school 
without  the  consent  of  !the  board  of  trustees.       , 

5.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  trusteed  to  render  the  institution  eelt- 
supporting,  as  far  as  practicable,  and  that  every  pupil,  on  leaving  its 
walls,  shall  be  so  proficient  in  some  useful  occupation,  or  trade,  as  tobe 
able  to-proeure  %  Hvefihood,  without  relianoe  ob  the  efaaihiee  df  otbars: 
In  accordance  with  thife  <ksaga  all  thrsehokra  will  be  reMired  io  labor  m 
portion  of  each  day  ;  the  girls  performing  the  lighter  kinds  of  housework, 
and  in  various  kinds  of  needlework,  aa,plain  pewing,  ornamental  work, 
dressmaking,  or  mjUinery,  &c.  ]  and  the  boys  at  various  trades,  the  neoes** 
sa^  work  about  the  iiiat|tution/aitd  the  cultivation  of  the  farm  Sii^d  garden.

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9.  It  is  nol  intended  that  the  clothing  should  be  of  an  expensive  kind. 
For  boys'  winter  apparel,  plain,  home-made  cloth  is  sufficiently  good. 
For  summer  wear,  country  linen  will  answer  for  pants,  with  some  kind  of 
dark  goods  or  prints  for  coats  and  Tests.  Light-colored  cloth  should 
not  be  used  for  the  boys'  outside  garments — it  qoils  so  readily  and  re* 
quires  so  much  washing.  Girls'  calico  dresses  may  be  made  of  a  cheap 
article,  which  wiU  not  fade ;  and  while  for  older  girls,  at  least  one  pair  of 
morocco  shoes  should  be  furnished,  one  or  both  the  other  pair  should  be 
of  good  calfskin.  On  all  articles  of  olothbg  which  it  is  possible  to  mark, 
the  full  name  of  the  pupil  should  be  written  with  indelible  ink.  .  For  iock$ 
and  iooolen  articla^  the  name  can  be  written  on  strong,  heayy  tape,.'a|id  then 
sewed  on.  The  woolen  $ack$  and  ponton  ficmml  tmdertoquiM^  included  in 
the  list  of  clothing  for  female  pupils,  are  very  necessary  in  cold  weather^^ 
not  only  for  comfort,  but  as  preventlYes  of  colds  and  ooughs.  Dresses 
for  winter  should  always  be  made  to  eome  up  well  on  the  neck.  Each 
pupil  should  be  supplied  with  a  trunk  or  chest. 

Those  persons  bringing  pupils  or  taking  them  away,  eaonot  be 
furnished  with  Doard^  lodging  oi  norse -keeping  at  the  institution.

•Olim*L£U£N  : — In  subtaaitiiiig  to' j^onr  Ihoiierablti  body  the  fourteenth 
linnbftl  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  ^f  die^^^iseonsin  Ii^titate  for 
ih^  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  ba^b,  it  Is  deitne^  hot  inappropYiate  io 
refer  eomei^kat  in  detail  ta  its  earrty  hist^y  andi 'subseqttent  growth,  to- 
gethet&with  its  present  •  oo^ndiHoti,  and  the  neeeSsary  feg!|;!ktion  for  its 
futard  nsefotlneess  and  p^nnanent- prosperity.  '\  , 

The  Institute  tfor  the  Ednoation  of  thia  Deaf  aad  Datzlb  tras  or^nfzed 
by  an 'act  of  the  legislatmre^  passed  April  l&th,1^52.  lb  June  following, 
the  Board  of  Trusteies  organized,  when  ^'  measures  Were  taken  to  pbtain 
a  suitable  location  for  the  Institute  bttil^ings,  An  ajipropriation  of 
$1,000  a  year,  for  three  years,  was  made,  by  the  act  of  incorporation,  for 
the  construOtion  of  a  proper  bulHing ;'  and  also  tlie^sum  of  9500  was  ap- 
propriated by  the  legislatuxe,  ^or  the  support  of  the  school."' 

The  object  Of  the  Institute,  by  the  act  of  incorporation,  is  declared  to 
be  ^^  to  continue  and  maintain  a  school  for  the  education  of  the  deaf  and 
dumb^  at  the  tillage  of  D^elavan',  4nd  to  qualify  as  far  as  may  be  that  un^* 
fortunate  class  of  persons  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  blessings  of  free  gov- 
ernm:nt,  obtaining  the  means  of  pubsi^^tence,  and  the  discharge  of  those 
duties,  social  and  political,  devolving  on  American  citizens.''

The  trustees  fe^I  a  just  pride  in  poxnparing  the  deaf  and  dumbasyliim 
of  this  state  ^ith  any  similar  institution  iu  our  country  ;  this  opuiiQn.Js 
fully  corroborated  by  visitQrs  ^nd  instructors  from  the  deaf  and  du^qb 
asylums  of  several  of  the  eastern  and  western  staies. 

There  has  been  expended  during  the  past-year  ijie  sum  of  $17,477'  9Sv 
•  For  the  mpde.and  manner  in  which  this  sum  has  been  ezpeaded,  yo9  are- 
referred  ip  the :  treasurer^  secretary  and  steward^s  reports,  published 
herewith,  ,    .  j 

Ther«  ia  due  from  thp  state,  of  the  appropriation  of  1865,  the  sum  pf 
49|000,  with  which  the  trustees  hope  to  (:e  able  to  meet  the  current  ^- 
peiUiiies  until  the  close  of  the  steward's  (financial  year,  ending  March  lf|t, 
1866, 

For  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  pupils  for  the  past  year, 
you  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the  physician  to  the  institute. 

On  the  3d  of  last  February,  Mr.  J.  S.  Officer,  principal  and  steward  of 
.the  institute,  was  removed  by  death.  Mr.  Officer  had  been  at  the  head  oi 
,  the  institute  for.  the  past  eight  years.  At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of 
trustees  after  the  decease  of  Mr.  Officer,  an  executive  committee  wa»' 
elected  to  take  charge  of  the  n^anagement  of  the  institute ;  under  the  su^ 
pervision  of  its  ohairman,  Hon.  William  C.  Allen^  the  a^irs  of  the  insii- 
tution  continued  with  uninterrupted  harmony  and  prosperity.  At  ike 
public  examination,  held  in  June  last,  five  or  the  scholars,  having  com- 
pleted the  full  course  of  studies  prescribed  by  the  laws,  were  awa^rded 
diplomas. 

On  the  18th  day  of  January  last,  a  committee  of  three  of  the  trustees 
was  appointed  <*  to  take  such  action  as  they  might  deem  necessary  for 
procuring  a  suitable  person  to  take  charge  of  the  institution  as  prinoipnU" 
On  the  25th  day  of  March,  this  committee  were  instructed  ^'  to  visit  snob 
similar  institutions  of  other  states  as  they  might  deem  advisable,  and  per- 
sonally see  the  different  persons  whose  names  nad  been  suggested  for  prLp- 
cipal."  .  This  committee  consisted  of  Bev.  and  Hon.  H.  C.  Tiltqn,  JHon. 
A.  H.  Barnes,  and  Hon.  Willard  Isham.     The  committee  visited  tl^e 
Indiana,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  deaf  and  dumb  asylums.  On 
the  10th  day  of  July  the  board  of  trustees  adopted  a  resolution  inviting 
H.  W.  Milligim,  31.  D.,  connected  with  the  deaf  and  dumb  asvlum  of 
Philadelphia,  to  the  principalship  of  the  Wisconsin  institute  for  the  edu« 
cation  of  the  deaf  and  dumb.    iJr.   Milligan,  after  visiting  the  institute,, 
accepted  the  invitation,  to  take  effeot  September  1st,  1865.     From  the  * 
limited  experience  ike  trustees  have  had  with  the  new  principal,  they  be- 
lieve the  state  has  secured  a  man  well  fitted  for  the  responsible  duties  de- 
volving upon  him.    He  has  had  nine  years  experience  in  teaching  the  ' 
deaf  and  dumb  in  Philadelphia.     This,  together    with  other   varaaMe' 
qualifications,  fit  him  for  the  head  of  such  an  institution. 
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AU  tlie  old  instraetors  are  still  connocted  with  the  institute.  The 
trustees  are  well  pleased  wi.'h  the  manner  in  which  9II  conneeted  with  it 
have  discharged  their  respective  dutiea. 

In  the  last  annual  report  the  trustees  did  not  urge  kn  appropriation  for 
the  erection  of  the  west  ti  ansverse  and  lateral  wings,  for  &e  reason  that 
no  new  class  would  be  received  in  the  fall  of  1864,  and  a  still  greater  rea- 
son that  our  state  was  heavily  taxed  to  raise  and  fit  out  volunteers  to  aid 
in  putting  down  the  rebellion,  threatening  the  very  existence  of  the  gov- 
ern ment.  Happy  for  us  all^  the  trustees  need  not  remain  silent  any  long- 
er for  these  causes.  The  rebellion  is  ended — our  government  vindicated 
^nd  established  on  a  firmer  basis  than  ever.         ' 

The  wants  of  the  deaf  and  dumb  arc  now,  more  room.  This  fall  a  new 
class  of  21  pupils  has  been  received,  and  others  are  still  seeking  for  ad* 
mission.  Shall  they  be  turned  away  for  want  of  room  ?  The  present 
buildings  are  taxed  to  their  utmost  capacity,  to  aecommodate  those  al- 
ready in  school.  A  casual  visit  to  the  institute  will  satisfy  the  most 
skeptical,  that  the  health  and  well  being  of  its  inmates  require  more  room. 
To  ycur  honorable  body  we  never  appealed  in  vain,  and  therefore  we  feel 
confident  your  response  will  be  equal  to  our  necessities.  We  speak  for  a 
class  unable  to  speak  for  themselves  and  make  their  wants  known.  We 
ask  for  one  moment's  reflection  on  the  class  of  persons  for  whom  we  are 
the  educational  guardians.  Once  the  condition  and  prospects  of  this  un- 
fortunate class  "were  wretched  beyond  conception.''  Parents  considered 
it  a  disgrace  to  have  such  offsprings ;  and  they  took  pains  to  conceal  them 
from  the  eyes  of  the  world,  and  supposed  they  had  discharged  their  whole 
duty  to  them  by  merely  supplying  their  animal  wants.  In  some  coun- 
tries they  were  regarded  as  monsters  and  deprived  of  life  as  soon  as  the 
misfortune  was  known.  They  were  beycmd  the  pale  of  human  sympathy 
in  hopeless  degradation,  unconscious  of  their  own  eternal  destiny. 

The  invariable  testimony  of  educated  deaf  mutes,  when  asked,  if  they 
had  any  i'^ea  of  God,  before  they  were  instructed,  is  expressed  in  the  re- 
ply of  one  who  said,  **I  had  none  at  all,  nor  had  1  any  of  my  own  soul." 
/*The  light  of  Divine  Truth  never  shines  upon  his  path.  Even  in  the 
midst  of  christian  societv;  without  education  he  must  grope  his  way  in 
~  tiarkness  and  glooin  to  the  unknown  .  scenes  of  the  future,  nnless  some 
irind  hand  penetrates  his  solitude,  and  breaks  the  spell  that  holds  him 
'from  communion  with  the  thought  and  feeling  of  the  world.  When  deaf 
mutes  enter  an  institution,  they  begin  at  once  to  appreciate  the  enjoyment 
of  B03ial  life.  They  feel  they  are  men  among  men,  and  instead  of  being 
a  burden  to  friends,  they  contribute  their  share  to  the  general  good.  They 
are  prepared  for  the  unspeakable  blessing  of  knowing  God.*' 

A  wood  house  is  very  much  needed  as  appears  from  the  report  of  the 
principal,  and  an  approptiation  of  $850  is  asked  for  that  purpose. 

For  the  erection  and  enclosing  the  west  transverse  and  lateral  wings  the 
trustees  ask  an  appropriation  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000). 
This  estimate  is  based  upon  carefully  prepared  data.  The  walls  onoe 
.  ereoted  and  enclosed,  considerable  portions  of  the  remaining  work  oould 
be  done  by  the  master  mechanic,  and  the  boys  who  have  had  experience 
in  the  mechanic's  shop.     This  mode  of  employing  the  boys  will  not  only 
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be  ecODomioal  to  the  state^  but  enable  tbem  to  put  in  practice  the  kind  at 
labor  they  expect  to  follow  wbea  thej  leave  the  school.  .  It  is  the  iateir* 
tion  of  the  guardians  of  tl^e  Institute  to  have  the  scholars,  when  they 
leaye  it,  fully  compi^tent  to  rely  upon  their  own  industry  for  their  sup* 
port,  and  in  no  way  can  this  b^  so  well  done  as  to  teach  selfreliance.  To 
this  end  a  (arpenter  and  cabinet  shop  h^ve  been  put  in  successful  opera- 
tioQi  where  the  bpjs  of  the  more  advance  classes  spend  a  portion  of  each 
day  under  the  supervision  of,  a  master  mechanic.  It  is  the  intention  of 
the  trustees  soon  to  a4d^other  kinds  oif  mechanical  b.usjness,  suqb  as  ;shoe- 
making,  tailoring,  printings  etc.  In  some  of  th.e  older  states,  ^portions  of 
the  state  prmtinff  are  done  by  the  deaf  mutes*  ,  • .        .;  ,   ;  .     i  ^ 

At  presenti  ft  sftoemaket's  sliop  is  the  onlyit^JUipQ  proposed  to  be  add- 
ed :  .and  to  fiiUy  prepiur^.  such  it  shop  for,  profitable  occapatiqn,  an  appxo« 
priation  of  Sl^OOO  wiU  be  reijuired.  For  valuable  sijggestions  relating  to 
this  and  other  matters  yau  are  referred  to  the  report  of  the  prinpal. 

The  girls  are  all  taught  (^"perform  suph  kinds  of  labor  as  they  will  be 
called  to  ^o  in  the  future  avocations  of  life.  ; 

For  the  support  of  the  school  for.  the  coming  year  there  will  be  re- 
quired an  appropriation  of  )(22^21)  as  appears  by  the  schedule  of  the 
steward. 

The  trustees  have  in  several  of  their  previous  reports  referred  to  the 
subject  of  warming  the  institute  buildings.  At  present  over  thirty  wood 
stoves  are  used,  requiring  several  hundred  cords  of  wood  for  their  use. 
To  say  nothing  about  the  iaconvenience,  labor,  dust^  etc.,  it  would  slBcm 
to  be  very  questionable  economy  to  continue  this  mode  of  warming  the 
institute  buildings  at  the  present  and  increasing  price  of  wood  for  fuel. 
From  the  best  information  the  trustees  have  been  able  to  obtain,  they  are 
of  the  opinion,  expressed  in  former  reports,  that  steam  would  be  more 
eoonomical,  attended  with  much  less  inconvenience,  and  serve  the  insti- 
tute better  than  it  can  be  by  continuing  the  use  of  so  many  stoves. 

Some  other  means  of  lighting  the  institute  ought  to  be  substituted  for 
the  number  of  kerosene  lamps  now  in  general  use.  A  small  appropriation 
would  enable  the  trustees  to  introduce  sufficient  apparatus  to  manufacture 
and  distribute  gas  throughout  the  entire  building.  The  institute  in  time 
will  become  the  home  of  from  two  to  three  hundred  persons^  and  it  would 
appear  to  be  true  wisdom  to  adopt  such  a  system  as  will  most  thoroughly 
prove  adequate  to  its  present  and  future  wants. 

For  every  two  thousand  inhabitants  there  will  be  found  one  deaf  mute^ 
which  would  give  some  four  hundred  in  the  state.  One-third  at  least  of 
this  number  ought  to  be  participating  in  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from 
the  institute.  Another  year  there  will,  in  all  probability,  be  a  new  class 
of  twenty  pupils  seeking  for  admission,  which  will  have  to  be  denied  them 
unless  the  accommodations  are  enlarged. 

In  conclusion,  the  trustees  would  feel  that  they  had  failed  to  perform 
their  duty,  were  they  to  close  this  report  without  paying  a  deserved  and 
well  merited  tribute  of  the  respect  they  entertained  for  the  late  principal. 
The  decease  of  so  valuable  a  public  servant,  and  one  who  was  so  tho- 
roughly devoted  to  the  cause  of  the  education  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  is' a 
fitting  occasion  to  say  a  few  words  as  to  his  worth. 
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Mr.  Officer  possessed  a  combination  of  rare  cmalifications  for  tbe  position 
whicb  he  occupied.  Among  these  were  the  following :  a  strong,  ripe  and 
Ittminoas  christian  character,  a  Christianity  which  infhscd  its  enobling 
and  benign  spirit  into  all  his  life.  Great  executiTe' ability  and  untiring 
industry.  Unswerving  integrity  and  scrapnlons  exactness  in  the  detailfl 
of  bnsiness.  A  marked  stlayity  and  kindness  clothing  a  deportment  of 
unasaal  dignity.  A  ceaseless  watchfulness  foi*  the  wall-being  of  those 
committed  to  his  care.  System  and  order  reigned  whererer  he  had  con- 
trol. In  the  use  of  the  sign,  language' he  was  a  master;  las  skill  and  grace 
ht  this  particular  were  the  admiration  of  all  who  knew  him. 

Under  him  the  institute  first  attained,  a  solid  proHperiU. 

It  has  been  truly  said  of  him,  that  "  though  quanfled  to  fill  more  dis- 
tinguiihed  positions,  he  was  content  in  baring  found  a  place  in  which  he 
could  worthily  use  his  gifts  of  mind  and  heart  in  laboring  for  the  wel&re 
of  an  unfortunate  class  of  his  fellow  beings ;  apd  to  this  work  he  gave  him- 
self in  a  genuine  missionary  spirit/'  Th^  light  of  his  life  now  set,  will 
linger  long  on  the  field  of  his  past  labor  and  in  the  hearts  of  hb  associates^ 
to  cheer  and  bless.  '-     ^

Tb  Secure  the  full 
benefit  of  the  instSttztion  to  the  itdrtc,  afnd' t6  thi^  d^af  and  dumb^,  the  west 
wing  of  the  builditig  should  b^  complei^^d'at.  the  earliest  pfaotipable  day. 

I  ahb  recommend  Ifo  yeur  consideration  the  formation  of  a  HSgfi  felass, 
and  the  employment  of  another  teacher.  .3ome  pupils  who  hate^^ished 
the  course  of  instiruction ,  allowed  in  tbls  institution,  have  gone  tb  New 
Totk,  or  other  placds^  where  they  iftay  pursue  a.fhrther  course  of  studv. 
Others  will  do  iso  as  soon  as  their  time  here 'expires.  Others  stlA  would 
be  glad  to  enter  such  a  class  if  one  was  formed.  As  it  is,  some  of  our 
most  intelligent  mutes  seek  an  education  elsewhere.  This  has  a  bad 
effect  on  our  pupils  here ;  as  they  leath  to  look  upoii  bur  own  institution 
as  inferior  to  ethers  which  shottld  have  no  adVuntage  over  us.  Our  deaf 
mutes  can  be  as  thoroughly  educated  here  as  at  anv  eastern  institution. 
The  expense  of  their%dttcation  is  fiir  less  than  at  the  east,  on  account  of 
the  cheapness  of  provisions  and  the  savinr  of  expenses  of  traveling.  The 
anxiety  of  parents  and  friends  about  their  children,  when  at  school  in  i^ 
great  city  a  thousand  miles  away,  is  a)so  an  item  for  consideration,  ki 
the  same  tim^,  it  would  be  no  less  to  the  honor,  th^n  to  the  profit  of  the 
a^te,  to  educate  her  own  oMdren  wiVhin  her  own  borders.  The  proposed 
high  class  should  consist  of  such  pupils  as  could  sustain  a  required  ex- 
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amination  at  the  end  of  the  usual  term  of  ingtruction.  Its  members  should 
also  have  borne  a  good  moral  oharaoter.  The  additional  time  of  instruc** 
tion  allowed  to  members  of  this  class,  should  be  at  least  three  years. 

I  also  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  shoemaker's  shop,  and  the 
employment  of  a  shoemaker.  A  large  class  of  boys — twenty  or  twenty* 
five — could  at  once  begin  learaing  the  shoemaker's  trade.  For  sereral 
reasons  .this  trade  is  peculii^rlj  adapted  to  deaf  mutep.  It  is  more  easily 
learned  than  many  •others.  It  requires  iesft  tcapital  to  carry  it  on ;  and 
those  who  learn  it  need  never  want  for  work  or  wages. 

Of  the  forty-eight  male  pupils  now  in  the  institlite,  there  is^room  fer 
only  twelve  in  the  cabinet  shop.  Thirty-six  are  growing  u^  inthout  a 
trade. 

The  second  story  of  the-  building,  used  for  the  oabineit  sVop,  is  well 
adapted  for  ^a  slvoemaker's  Ishop.  *  The  boys  in  the  ctfbinel  shop  could 
make  the  shoe  bem«hiKj  claitips,  etc. '  After  the  first  outlay  for  benches 
and  other  fuiaiture,  and  tools',  the  irhop  would  be  ^elf-smtbining)  if  not  a 
source  of  rQvetfve.  i »  4  '>< 

An  approprialioii  of  OftevthQusand  dollars  is  needed  for  the  purchase  of 
leather,  tooift,  etc. 

A  wood  house  has  been  much  needed  here.  In  stormy  weather  the  boys 
who  have  prepared  the  wood  for  the  stoves,  have  been  obliged  to  work  in 
the  storm,  or  have  felt  the  demoralizing  tendencies  of  idleness. 

When  wood  is  jcovered  with  snowg  as  ofte^  happens  in  -^inter,  it  is  car- 
ried into  the  house .  with  .tke  snow  stiojcjjQg  to  it^^  This  aokelts  in  the 
wood  boxes,  aad,;  running  auty,jiiyar€^,r^^  furoiiure,  besides  causing 
coughs,  cQidfi  and  other  nunor  disc^infor^.   ,  .  '  •  * 

Some,  who  t^ave  paid  aU;e9tLan  tq,  tl^ .  n^atter,  say  tj^at  wood,  cut  and 
seasoned  when  exposed  tp  fJie  wea^fipr,  Iqscb  one^fp^^lli  of .  its  heating 
properties. ;  There  is,  no  aoubt^  a, great  loss  of  1i^ing4powor« . 

The  wheelbarrpws  and  handbsf rows  used  abpat  the  institution  for  car- 
rying wood;  saw-rhorses  and  wood  zacks  used  about  the  wood  piles,  have 
heretofore  been  exposed  to.  the  {Sunshine  and  the  stprm,  for  want  of  a 
shelter  lender  wl^ich  to  keep  them.:  A  woQ^-house  ^ would  furnish  protec- 
tion to  .these.  ;  , 

The  lumber  heretofore  stored  in  the  second  stoxv  qf  the  cabinet  shop, 
while  seasoning,  must  be  ];emoved,  if  a-  shoemaker  s  shop  is  established 
there.  This  lumber  could  be  stored  in  the  loft  of  the  proposed  wood 
housew        .  j:

In  like  manner  the  shoe  shop  depends  upon  the  wood  house ;  as  the 
proposed  shop  should  be  in  the  room  now  occupied  by  lumber  for  the 
cabinet  shop.    For  this,  the  wood  house  would  fiirnish  storage.

Tweiit{)r**two  individuals  only  have  received  meiHcal  attention — ^nearly 
all  of  them  for  slight,  indiapositioa;  the  only  exceptions  being  cases  of 
chronic  diseases,  probably  resulting  from  the  same  cause  which  produced 
the  deafness  of  thepatientvorirom  some  pathological  proclivity  coinci- 
dent with  that  cause. 

Only  three  pupils  have  had  to  suspend  study  on  account  of  illness.

The  foregoiDg  embraces  the  salient  facts  relating  to  our  public  schools 
for  the  past  year.  They  indicate  progress.  Vor  fuller  inforniation,  ref- 
ereuoe  may  be  made  to  the  tables  found  du  the  appendix. 

SCHOOL  DI8TEICT8. 

There  is  a  decrease  in  (he  number  0^  districts  in  the  state  since  the  date 
of  the  last  sepori  of  352.  This  is,  in  part^  owing  to  conaolidation,  and  is, 
#•  far,  a  gratifying  faet*  -  Some  districts  haye  become  disorganiied  from 
eauaea  originating  in  the  late  war,  and  in  others  no  schools  were  support* 
ed  and  benoe  no  reportg  were  made. 
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The  poiioj  of  oonsoltdatioa  of  distriota  U  to  -be  oommended,  and  town 
boards  of  saperTisors  can  do  mnch  to  promote  the  interests  of  edoeation 
by  refusing  to  divide  those  at  present  organized,  without  argent  reasons. 
By  uniting  districts,  when  it  is  practicable,  thej  diminish  the  per  cent, 
or  taxation  necessary  to  support  the  scheols,  as  well  as  strengthen  them 
in  many  respects. 

Hundreds  of  districts  in  the  state  are  too  small  to  support  good  schools, 
and  hence  there  arises  a  necessity  for  employing  the  cheapest  teachers, 
who  usually  teach  the  dearest  schools.  The  conyenienee  of  haring  the 
school  house  so  situated  that  children  have  to  walk  but  a  short  distance 
in  order  to  reach  it,  is  a  very  poor  compensation  for  a  waste  of  time  after 
entering  it.  It  is  far  better  for  a  child,  old  enough  to  attend  school,  to 
walk  two  or  even  three  miles  to  reach  a  good  school,  than  to  walk  less,  if 
the  latter  involves  being  under  the  influence  and  instruction  of  a  teacher 
whose  only  qualification  b  that  **he  teaches  cheap." 


ATTENDANCE. 

There  are  11,948  more  scholars  reported  as  attending  the  public  schools 
this  year  than  last.  The  whole  number  of  members  is  66  per  cent  of 
the  whole  number  over  4  and  under  20  years  of  age  in  the  state.  Ez- 
cladiog  those  less  than  4  and  over  20  years  of  age,  who  have  been  regis- 
tered, we  find  that  65  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  drawing  public 
money  have  attended  school  some  part  of  the  time. 

The  number  less  than  4  years  of  age  who  have  been  registered  is  1,252. 
When  we  consider  the  fact  that  no  child  ought  to  attend  school  before  he 
is  six  years  of  age,  snd  that  every  day  spent  there  before  be  is  five  is 
detrimental  to  him,  we  can  but  regret  ,the  ignorance  on  the  part  of  pa> 
rents,  which  this  item  of  the  reports  brings  to  view.  We  have  reason  to 
believe  that  the  number  is  much  greater  than  is  reported,  for  intelligent 
teachers  and  school  officers  uniformly  refuse  to  register  those  less  than 
four  years  of  age,  and  hence  parents  who  are  so  inconsiderate  as  to  send 
their  children  to  school  thus  early,  are  not  careful  in  respect  to  the  state- 
ments made  as  regards  their  ageu 

The  reports  show  that  1,523  over  twenty  years  of  age  have  attended 
school  some  portion  of  the  time. 

The  average  length  of  time  the  public  schools  have  been  kept  during 
the  past  year  is  14  days  more  than  it  was  last  year.  The  time  required 
by  law  is  66  days,  and  the  avecage.number  of  days  each  school  has  been 
taught  during  the  'past  year  is  134^,  or  mure  than  twice  the  number  re» 
quired  by  law.  This  fact  would  seem  to  warrant  a  change  in  the  law. 
Three  months  school  is  lebs  time  than- is  required  by  any  other  northern 
state  as  old  as  Wisconsin,  as  a  condition  of  receiving  a  portion  of  the  in- 
come of  th^  school  fund,  and  the  satte  reason's,  th^t  indnced  the  legisla- 
ture to  require  that  a  school  should  be  maintained  three  itaonths,  would 
now  seem  to  justify  a  requirement  of  five.  Seventeen  veims  have  pawed 
since  the  p^^esent  law  was  enacted,  and  the  ability  of  the  l»e6ple  to  meet 
the  expenses  of  education  has  at  least  quadrupled  ^Sl^in  that  time,  and  it 


tl 
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is  belieTed  that  a  law  requiring  that  a  .school  shall  be  taught  not  Jesa 
than  one  hundred  dajs  during  the  year,  in  order  to  entitle  the  diatriol  to- 
a  share  of  the  annual  apportionment  of  the  income  of  the  school  fund, 
would  be  generally  and  neartily  approved.

From  the  above  table  it  appears,  that  during  the  seventeen  years 
covered  by  the  reports^  there  has  been  an  average  of  nxty-fowr  out  of  each 
hundred  of  school  age  who  have  attended  the  public  shools  during  a  par( 
of  the  year.  The  actual  daily  attendance  cannot  be  accurately  calculated 
for  the  past  seventeen  years,  but  for  the  present  year  it  is  fifty  p^r  cent, 
of  the  number  registered;  that  is  of  the  sixty- six  pupils  registered  for 
eacht  hundred  of  school  age,  there  was  an  average  daily  attendance  of 
ihirty'ihnt  during  the  13^  days  the  schools  were  in  operation.  Or  to 
state  the  fact  in  other  worcU,  there  has  been  an  average  attendanoe  of 
thirty^three<  children  in  the  sehools  doring  eaeh  of  the  184}  daye  the 
« sohoob  were  in  session,  for  eaoh  100  who  were  ovor  four  and  under 
twenty  years  of  age.    From  this  it  appears,  that  Peking  one  day  willi

another,  during  the  six  mpnths  the  sehoolei  are  open,  the  number  of 
children  who  are  not  in  the  public  schools,  is  to  the  number  who  are,  as 
2  is' to  1.  This  result  would  be  brit  little  modified, 'should  the  number 
attending  private  schools  be  taken  into  account.

UntU  1862  there  was  no  reliable  report  showing  the  number  of  teach* 
ers  employed  in  the  public  schools  of  the  state.

An  increase  in  the  number  of  female  teachers,  on  account  of  the  war,* 
was  to  be  expected.  Still,  the  increase  is  less  than  was  generally  guppo8*> 
ed,  and  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  male  teacherg  doQog 
1865  of  518.  The  demand  for  teachers  is  at  present  greater  than  the 
supply.  Hundreds  of  persons  posseasing  very  limited  attainmenta  are 
employed,  not  because  the  people  are  indifferent  to  their  qualifications, 
but  because  the  school  houses  would  be  unoccupied,  if  only  those  fitted 
were  selected  as  teachers. 

During  the  past  year  there  hare  been  granted  7,082  certificates.  Of 
these,  59  were  of  the  JirH  grade,  195  of  the  second  grade,  and  6,828  of 
the  third  grade ;  reported  as  follows :

TEACHEB8'  WAGES. 


There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  monthly  wages  paid  for  teaching, 
during  the  past  year,  which  shows  an  appreciation  of,  and  liberality 
towards  the  teachers  of  our  public  schools.  The  numerous  applications 
made  to  this  office  for  well  qualified  teachers,  show  that  there  is  a  desire  on 
the  part  of  the  peo{>!e,  in  many  of  the  viUages,  to  employ  tfnd  liberally 
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pat  Ibose  who  are  fitted  by  eduoation  and  expttrienoe  to  tak«  charge  of 
anion  or  graded  Hchoob.  It  has  been  fonnd  qaite  impossible,  howeyer, 
to  answer  these  applications  faTorably.

No  reports  relating  to  finances  were  reoeiyed  ftrom  the  1st  District  of 
Dodge  coanty,  nor  from  Burnett,  Polk  and  St.  Oroiz  counties.  # 

The  reports  forwarded  hy  the  Superintendents  of  Adams,  Ashland ^ 
Buffalo,  Ualumet,  Columhia,  Door,  Douglas,  Juneau,  Kenosha,  Manilo- 
woo.  1st  Distriot  Milwaukee,  Ooonto,  Pierce,  Bacine,  Ist  District  Rook, 
SheooYgan,  Yemon  and  Waupaca  were  balanced,  and  were  therefore  re- 
garded as  reliable. 

The  summary  presented  can  be  regarded  only  as  an  japproximation  to- 
wards an  accurate  statement  of  the  school  expenses  for  the  past  school 
year.  In  respect  to  one  item  it  will  be  bbserred  there  is  a  mistake  of 
$17,667  47.  This  is  in  reporting  the  receipts  from  the  apportionment  of 
1865,  and  yet,  there  is  no  part  of  the  ifeport  required  of  the  Distriot 
Clerks  less  difficult  to  render  properly  than  this.  The  inference  from  the 
reports    rendered   by  County    Superintendents,  is,  that  many  District 
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Boards  do  not  keep  their  accounts  in  sufih  a  manner  as  to  enable  the  clerka 
to  state  th^  sources  and  auiount  of  receipts,  and  the  objects  and  amotintdf 
expenditures  during  the  year.  From  only  eighteen  "oF  .the  nity-one 
County  Superintendents,  have  th6  financial  reports  been  correct,  or  relia^ 
ble.  No  blame  can  attach  to  the  county  superintendents,  inasmuch  as 
their  reports  are  compiled  from  those  of  town  clerks,  and  the  reports  of 
town  clerks  are  made  up  of  the  reports  of  district  clerks. 

The  latter,  then,  aire  responsible  for  the  errors  reported  to  this  office^ 
and  without  greater  care  and  more  system  in  keeping  their  accounts,  noth- 
ing reliable  can  be  known  in  regard  to  school  expenses. 

There  has  been  raised  during  the  past  year  by  tax,  for  school  purposes, 
92  70  for  each  child  over  4  and  under  20  years  of  age,  and  $1  07  for  eaoh 
person  registered. as  a  member  of  the  public  schoojl^. 

The  amount  raE8ed,»diyided  by  the  average  daily  attendande,  will  show 
that  for  each  person  attending  school  184^  days  there  has  been  a  tax  of 
98  10.  If  the  amount  or  tax  raised  for  permanent  improvemeats  be  ex- 
cluded from  the  estimate,  and  only  the  amount  raised  for  teachers'  wages 
and  Incidental  expenses  be  considered,  we  find  the  following  result:

Assuming  the  whole  sum  expended  for  educational  purposea,  at 
91>07S,O00,  which  is  rather  below  than  above  the  true  amount,  ve  find  the 
following  result;

It  will  be  observed  that  the  tax  required  to  support  those  who  are  reg- 
istered, but  who  are  absent  a  portion  of  the  time  the][schooIs  are  in  session 
is  one  of  the  largest  paid  by  the  people  of  the  state.  The  direct  cost  of 
irregularity  and  absenteeism  is  about  one-half  the  whole  cost,  or,  in  other 
words,  fifty  cents  of  each  dollar  expended  for  educational  purposes  is  wast- 
ed hy  providing  school  houses  and  teachers  for  those  who  need  but  do  not 
use  them.  The  facts  developed  by  our  school  returns  will,  we  think,  lead 
to  the  conclusion  that  in  no  other  department  of  human  labor  is  there  such 
needless  waste  of  both  time  and  money  as  in  .the  management  of  our  pub- 
lic schools.

With  inorease  of  wealth  there  is  a  desire  for  better  sohool  hoiMeB''liiS' 
most  parts  of  the  state*    The  people  understand  that  ease  and  comifeptpt 
are  essential  to  the  progress  of  their  children  in  study.    Dnring  the>ftt^ 
year  many  sohool  nouses  were  built  that  indicate  both  intelKgenee'attd''* 
taste.    Most  of  Our  eities  and  large  TiHages  are  provided  with  8olioel»>« 
buildings  fhatreie^t  credit  upon  the  State.    In  •eme  instanees  tIiefHi>: 
buildings  are  fulnlshed  in  a  beeoming  manner.    The  aisles  are  carpeted^  • 
the  windows  curtained  and  the  walls  adorned  with  mape^  charts  and  pic^  ' 
tures.    The  number  of  such  buildings  is  increasing  year  by  year.    It  is, 
however,  not  to  bo  denied,  that  there  are  still  in  existence  Hundreds  of 
buildings,  of  forbidding  appearance,  and  in  a  dilapidated  condition,  used 
for  school  purposes,  where  children  are  gathered  and  subjected  to  all  the 
pernicious  influeneeft  that  furniture  illy  constraoted,  rooms  poorly  wacmed, 
lighted  and  ventilaied;  walls  begrimed  with  dirt,  and  windows  hsokaoi . 
and  uncurtained,  can  exert.    The  indifference  of  parents  to  these  thipgrf 
is  aa  disgraceful  as  it  is  inexplicable.     The  disliko  that  children  feel 
toward  school  is  too  often  the  effect  of  causes  that  parental  intereett'Wi^, 
attention  could  easily  remove.    To  willingly  sit  and  study  in  such  school 
rooms  as  a  few  we  have  visited  during  the  paat  year^  would  argue  a  degree^, 
of  apathy  that  children,  fortunately,  seldom  reach. 

The  reports  , received  at  this  ofBce  show  that  more  than  two-third^^  of 
the  outhouses  belonging  to  the  public  schools  are  in  bad  conditioxi; '  ^n 
some  instances  these  are  entire! v  wanting.    Providing  these  neeesskify" 
buildings  would  seem  to  be  only  heeding  the  simplest  dictates  of  de^eney;:^ 
It  is  to  be  regretted' that  county  superintendents  do  not  possess  the  power' ' 
of  compelling  district  boards  to  remove  the  disgrace  that  th,e  lack  of  thebe* 
brings  upon  our  common  schools.    Refinement  and  purity  are  not  easily 
rooted  out  of  the  minds  and  hearts  of  children,  but  there  are  some  assaults 
that  it  is  difficult  for  even  innate  feelings  to  wichstand. 

The  small  number  of  sites  that  are  suitably  inclosed  is  by  no  means 
creditable  to  the  people  of  the  state.  The  influence  of  pleasant  surroun* 
dings  is  understood  by  all  intelligent  people.  Were  our  children,  while 
at  school,  aocustomed  to  planting  and  protecting  trees  and  shrubbery,  a 
taste  would  be  developed  that  would  produce  good  results  in  after  life. 

Much  mone^  is  wasted  in  building  sohool  houses  without  any  suitable 

Elan  from  which  to  work.  No  building  committee  should  attempt  to 
uild  until  they  have  obtained  caref^illy  prepared  designs  and  drawings  of 
the  proposed  building.  These,  after  careful  examination,  may  be  modi* 
fied  so  as  to  conform  to  the  views  of  the  committee.     Unless  tbe  plan  is 
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••M^pleted  before  work  ^  commenced,  the  oo&t  of  extras  will  ten  times  ez- 
aeed  the  cost  of  all  the  drawings  necessary.  Besides,  many  of  our  school 
howses  are  built  by  contract,  and  if  there  are  no  drawings,  or  if  those  pro- 
Tided  are  imperfeet,  theibailding  committee  {place  themselyes  completely 
IB  the  power  of  the  bailder.  Every  architect  knows  that  no  contract  can 
he  to  expressed  in  words  without  the  aid  of  well  drawn  plans,  as  to  pre- 
clude the  builder  from  doing  the  work  for  ten  percent,  less  than  it  should 
cosi,  a«d  y^t  not  violate  the  terms  of  agreement 

We  visited,  several  school  buildings  during  the  past  aommer,  which 
cost  from  t5,000  to  $20,000  each,  that  are  so  Uly  arranged,  as  regards 
blackboards,  desks,  wardrob]Bs,  recitation  rooms,  meims. of  warming  and 
veatilnlion,  as  to  be  comparatively  unfit  for  school  purposeB,  and  yet  an 
expeodifture  of  a  small  sum  for  plans  prepared  by  a  good  archi* 
teiot  .would  have  provided  conveniences,  that  hundreds  of  dollars  cannot 
now  secure.  District  Boards  contemplating  building,  are  invited  to  cor- 
respond with  this  I>;»partment^nd  such  informataon  will  k^  given  andsug- 
festiotts  made,  as  may  be  useful  in  those  cases  where  an,  architect  cannot 
e  conveniently  oonsnlted.

COLLEGES  AND  UNIVERSITIES. 


There  aye  nine  oolleges  and  universities  in  the  state.  Ea.'h  has  been 
struggling  for  a  right  to  live ;  and  several,  it  is  hoped,  have  secured  it. 
I^me  Rr^  endowed,  and  thus  give  promise  of  futur^  usefulness.  While 
these  bndowments  are  small,  in  comparison  with  those  of  older  institu- 
tiJ6^s,  jthey  nevertheless  show  an^  appreciation  of  higher  culture.  A  large 
number  of  those  attending  this  class  of  schools  are  siombers  of  the  pre- 

Eyiratqry  departments.     Until  the  High  Schools  and  Academies  shall  fit 
oys  io  enter  up<hi  the  collegiate  course,  the  preparatory  departments  of 
ttie  colleges  oatinot  be  dispensed  with,  but  it  is  believed  that  the  day  of 
spall  things  is  passing  away,  and  that  the  higher  institutions  will  soon 
ba  relieved  of  work  that  does  not  legitimately  belong  to  them. 
. ..   The  meed  of  higher  educatioi)  begins    to  be  felt  py  the  people  of  the 
(,  'stfite.  *  If  our  public  schools  are  to  realize  the  hopes  indulged  in  regard  to 
:   them,  they  must  be  energised  by  inftwiences  originatiag  above  and  not  be- 

•  low  them.  This  is  the  law  of  edncatioiud  development.  In  the  pa^t  his- 
;^^  i&tj  of  our  state  there  is  found  little  Evidence  of^generai  interest  m  higher 
fj^eduoation.  Nor  is  this  surprising,  When -the  social  condition  of  a  new 
•f  state  is  considered.    The.  first  work  tjo  be  dode  is  to  subdue  nature,  and 

'   provide  for  physical  well  being,  to  olbar  the  land,  to  make  roads,  to  bvild 
:>  'hduseg,  and  to  provide  such  institutions  as  are  indispensabJe  te  the  ezis- 

*  ^  tence*of  society.     Education  was  early  reooghieed  as  a  prime  necessity, but 

it  was  that  kind  of  education  essential  to  society  in  an  undeveloped  state, 
,  ,l)ut^  with  increased  wealth  and  diversified  pursuits  we  may  look  for  a  wi- 
der popular  sympathy  with  intellectual  culture,  and  a  more  efficient  sup- 
port of  higher  institutions  of  learning.  The  wide  sjpread  sympathy  with 
popular  education  and  popular  literature,  which  we  observe,  must  culmi- 
nate in  a  desire  for  systematic  and  generous  culture.  The  opinion  that 
^tr  public  schools  can  meet  the  eduoatioaal  wants  of  the  state  is  both 
ifillioious  and  misohievous.    In  ik^m.  ai«  tau^t  those  things  neeessary 

•  it^  be  known  by  every  member  of  the  oomiaaaityt  S^hey  do  not  rise  above 
the  average  intelligence  of  the  people ;  th^  are  the  etponeiits  of  the 

'  average  at  different  tiines.  -  They  do  not  represent  the  attainments  oi  the 
OKNit  advanced  members  of  the  cemmunity  e«  the  one  hand,  nor  the  igaor- 
anee  and  prejudice  of  the  least  advanced  on  the  other,  But  sooiety  should 

•  be  progressive.    This  implies  the  'discovery  oC  new  truths  aad  their  ap- 

f plication  to   the  needs  of  humanity.    But  new  truths  ave  the  result  of 
eng  study  and  oalm  reflection.    They  are  revealed  to  but  few  at  first 
NeeeHary  to  their  disoovery  are  libtaries,  tnnBeums,  apparatus.    These, 
wtth  learned  men,  eonstitute  a  college  or  U0ivei«i(by.    O^pesilioii  to  instt- 
:  tolioBS  that  afford  leisure  and  facilities  ferreeearehaftdritady.  betrays  a 
'  ilaek  of  aympathjr  with  the  progress  of  S€oiety>  as  well  as  a  want  of  kaowl- 
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edge  of  the  conditions  of  ite  adyanc^mei^  {^44  the  duty  of  the  state  to 
cherisK  and  aid  its  higher  ingtjtutiona,  for  ^tftbaieby.  me«t  eJSeetaally  se- 
cures me  prbsperity  of  all.  This  may  not  be  the  most  propitious  time 
to  oonif  der  ihe  claims  of  these  schools,  but  there  is  little  doulbt  that  when 
the  tin^e  arnyes,  their  importance  to  the  prosperity  of  the  sUte  will  se- 
cure f(jr  them  a  fnvorable  consideration.

The  revenue  accruing  to  the  rchool  fund  from  the  sales  of  swamp  lands 
proTious  to  June  Ist,  1865,  was,  by  chapter  537  of  the  laws  of  lb65,  abol- 
ished ;  and  in  lieu  thereof,  twenty*>five  per  cent,  of  the  income  of  the 
normal  school  fund  is  to  be  annually  apportioned  with  the  income  of  the 
school  fund,  until  such  income  shall  reach  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thou* 
sand  dollars.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  act  referred  to  there  has  been 
transferred  from  the  productive  school  fund  of  1864  to  the  normal  school 
fund  $248,460  00.  This  amount  did  not  belong  to  the  school  fund  on 
aooount  of  sales  of  school  Isnds,  but  was  the  net  proceeds  of  money  trans* 
ferred  from  sales  of  swamp  and  selected  lands  to  the  school  fund  and 
loaned  in  185/  and  1858. 

There  is  a  dcorease  in  t^e  amount  due  on  lands  sold  on  certificateb,  of 
<$186,180  46 ;  and  in  the  amount  due  on  mortgages  of  $282,013  15,  mak- 
ing $468,193  61.  This  arises  from  payments  and  forfeitures  ezceedbe 
ihe  loans  to  individaals  during  the  year.  All  loans  made  from  this  fund 
doring  the  past  year  have  been  made  to  the  state.  Jhis  is  indioated  by  an 
inorease  of  $280,700  in  certificates  of  state  indebtedness,  which  is  $87,- 
498  71  less  than  the  decrease  on  individual  loans.  Adding  to  this  the  sum 
of  $66,070  09  reported  last  year  as  due  on  swampland  loans  and  certifi- 
eates,  and  we  have  $153,563  80  as  the  decrease  in  the  productive  portion 
of  the  sehool  fund  for  the  past  year.

It  will  be  se^n  that  the  fund  reached  its  maximom  in  1858,  since  which 
time  it  has  annually  decreased,  except  in  1861  and  1868,.  The  loss  to  the 
productive  fund  has  now  reached  $732,340  02.  Of  course,  this  loss  is 
not  absolute.  As  the  productive  fund  diminishes,  the  non-productiva  fond 
increases,  but,  there  is  reason  to  think  that  a  large  part  of  the  apparent 
Io88,above  mentioned,  is  real,  on  account  of  the  worthless  security  that 
loans  were  based  upon  during  the  first  ten  years  of  the  administration  of 
the  fund.  The  manner  of  investing  the  trust  funds  of  the  state,  at  pre- 
sent adopted,  precludes  the  possibility  of  loss,  and  it  is  hoped  that  not 
another  dollar  may  ^er  be  loaned  to  individuals.  If  the  past  shall  ran- 
der  us  wiser  for  the  future,  it  will  in  some  degree,  compensate  us  for  the 
humiliation,  although  it  cannot  remove  the  disgrace  which  every  honest 
citizen  feels  as  he  reviews  the  early  history  of  the  common  school  fand  of 
th»  state, 

The  non  productive  portion  of  the  school  fund  consists  of  16th  seoti^i 
lands  and  the  500,009  acre  tract.

The  number  of  acres  forfeited  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1865 
was  25,740.65. 

The  dues  on  forfeited  mortgaged  lands  at  the  same  date  were  S144.758. 
98,'and  the  payments  on  certificates  daring  the  last  fiscal  year  amonoted  to 
$14I],089  49. 

Various  estimates  as  to  the  probable  amount  that  the  common  school 
fund  would  ultimately  reach,  have,  from  year  to  year,  been  prepared.  In 
1849  the  amount  it  would  probably  reach,  was  estimated  by  the  Superin* 
tendant  of  Public  Instruction,  at  (5,119,985  52.  In  1850  another  esti- 
mate changed  it  to  15,301,943  44.  As  late  as  1858  the  annual  report  Itohi 
this  department  contained  a  carefully  prepared  estimate,  fixing  the  sum 
at  $4,783,604  44.  In  1860  my  predecessor  reduced  this  sum  to  $3;234,. 
156  96,  and  in  his  report  for  1861  increased  it  to  $3,554,632  74,  and  in 
1862,  after  a  careful  estimate  made  by  the  school  land  commissioners,  the 
fund  productive  and  prospective  was  estimated  at  93,480,196  95. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  these  estimates  were  made  with  due  care,  but 
certainly;  an  estimate  that  would  now  fix  the  school  fund,  both  present 
andfprospective,  at  $3,000,000  could  scarcely  be  coosidered  moderate. 
Were  the  dues  on  Forfeited  Mortgaged  Lands  all  paid,  and  should  t-he 
fund  realise  $1  25  per  acre  for  all  lands  belonging  to  it,  the  amount  would 
be  but  $2,763,475  84  or  little  more  than  half  the  estimate  of  Hon>  E. 
Boot,  made  in  1850.

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Tlie  amount  received  from  ''fines  coUected  in  the  several  coantieB  for 
an  J  breack  of  this  penal  laws,"  is  $1,692  49.  Attention  was,  in  the  last 
report  irom  this  department,  directed  to  the  fact  that  the  additioss  to  die 
soKoioi  fund  from  this  source  are  but  a  fraction  of  what  all  belieye  they 
should  bo.  It  was  then  suggested  that .  '*  every  county  treasurer  shouli^ 
by  law>  be  required  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  paid  to 
him  on  account  of  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  separate  and  distinoi 
from  other  accounts,  and  of  the  expenses  deducted  by  the  supervisors,  as 
anthonsed  by  section  7,  chapter  121,  laws  of  1859,  and  a  statement  iu 
detail  should  be  transmitted  to  the  state  treasurer  accon^panying.the 
amount  paid  into  the  state  treasury.  An  annual  rejport  of  the  con<ution 
of  this  account  should  be  required  from  every  county  treasurer  to  the 
state  treasurer,  whether  the  expenses  incurred  by  the  county  for  prosecu- 
ting for  fines,  etc.,  exceed  the  receipts  or  not." 

The  constitutional  provision  making  ''  the  clear  proceeds  of  all  fines 
collected  in  the  several  counties,'*  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  common 
sdhool  fund  of  the  state,  is  wise  and  beneficent,  and  the  necessity  of  ren- 
dering, it  more  efficient  by  legislation,  is  respectfully  urged  upon  the  at- 
tention of  the  legislature. 

The  five  per  centum  of  the  net  proceeds  of  sales  of  public  lands,  so 
long  withheld  by  the  general  government  on  account  of  an  unadjusted 
claim  against  the  state,  has  been  paid  during  the  past  year,  and  the  ap- 
oonats  between  the  state  and  the  United  States  have  been  settled.  The 
adjustment  of  this  claim  is  due  to  the  wisely  directed  and  persevering  et* 
forts  jof  Attorney  Oeneral  Smith. 

It  appears  that  on  the  31st  day  of  December,  1862,  the  amount  of  the 
five  per  centum  fund  was  $250,139  11.  By  section  2^  article  X,  of  the 
state  constitution  this  fund  is  set  apart  as  a  portion  of  the  common  school 
fund,  It  seems  however  that  the  United  States  has  withheld  |1 01,262  33 
on  account  of  canal  lands,  sold  by  the  stato.  the  proceeds  of  which  accrued 
to  the  benefit  of  the  state.  It  would  seem  therefore  that  the  state  owes 
the  school  fund  $101,262  33,  this  being  that  part  of  the  five  per  centum 
fhnd,  that  has  been  used  for  general  purposes.  The  attention  of  the  leg- 
islature is  respectfully  called  to  the  subject.  The  amounts  due  the  state 
as  government  lands  are  sold,  will  not  hereafter  be  withheld,  and  a  smaU 
increase  to  the  school  fund,  ^ear  by  year,  may  be  expected. 

The  sum  of  $2,261  89  has  been  paid  for  printing.  This  is  done  under 
section  20,  chapter  6  of  the  revised  statutes.  The  school  fund  ought  not 
to  be  charged  for  the  printing  required  for  the  use  of  the  School  Land 
Oommissioners  and  State  Superintendent,  and  the  section  ought  to  be 
amended. 

Bvery  safeguard  ought  to  be  thrown  aroilnd  the  educational  funds,  and 
the  practioe  of  charging  them  with  the  expense  of  their  management  is 
one  that  can  be  defended  by  no  valid  argument. 

Section  2  of  article  10  of  the  constitution  is  plain  on  this  point.  It 
provides  that  <<the  proceeds  of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  hereafter  maj 
^*  be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  this  State,  for  educational  ^urpoBOi, 
<'  (ezoept  lands  heretofore  granted  for  the  purposes  of  a  university),  and 
''  all  moneys,  and  the  clear  proceeds  of  all  property  that  may  aoorue  to 
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'*  the  state  bj  forfeiture  or  escheat ;  and  all  moneys  which  may  be  paid 
"  a9  an  equivalent  for  exemption  from  military  duty ;  and  the  clear  pro- 
*'  ceeds  of  all  fines  collected  in  the  several  counties  for  any  breach  of  the 
'^  penal  laws ;  and  all  moneys  arising  from  any  grant  to  the  atate,  where 
**  the  purposes  of  such  grant  are  not  specified ;  and  the  five  hundred 
^'  thousand  acres  of  lands  to  which  the  state  is  entitled,  by  the  proviso 
(( ions  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  'an  act  to  appropriate  the  prooeeds 
'<  of  the  sales  of  public  lands,  and  to  grant  pre  emption  rights,'  approved 
''  the  fourth  day  of-September,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  lorty- 
''  one ;  and  also  the  five  per  centum  of  the  net  proceeds  of  the  public 
"  lands  to  which  the  state  shall  be  entitled  on  her  admission  into  the 
'^  union,  (if  Congress  shall  consent  to  such  appropriation  of  the  two 
"  grants  last  mentioned),  bhall  be  ret  apart  as  a  separate  fund,  to  be  called 
<'  the  school  fund,  the  interest  of  which,  and  all  other  revenues  derived 
'^  from  the  school  lands,  shall  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  following  ob-> 
"jects,  to  wit: 

"  1.  To  the  support  and  maintenance  of  common  schools  in  each  school, 
'^  district,  and  the  purchase  of  suitable  libraries  and  apparatus  therefor. 

"  t.  The  residue  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  and  maintenance 
'^  of  academies  and  normal  schools,  and  suitable  libraries  and  apparatus 
« therefor." 

The  provisions  of  the  constitution  are  palpably  violated  and  its  re- 
quirements utterly  disregarded,  if  the  ^^ proceeds  "  of  la'hds  granted  for 
educational  purposes  are  diverted  from  the  original  purpose  of  the  dona- 
tion, and  used  to  pay  for  printins  or  for  any  other  objectr  The  obliga*- 
tion  resting  on  the  people  is  as  dear  as  Words  can  express  it,  and  that 
portion  of  section  6,  chapter  30,  referred  to  can  be  justified  neither  by 
necessity,  honesty  nor  sound  policy.

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Of  tlie  amonnt  disbursed,  $8,552^32  was  paid  for  olerk  hire  in  the  land 
department,  (2,739  89  for  protecting  state  lands,  and  |8&8  60  for  prititiitg 
and  advertising.  The  practice  of  paying  for  the  management  and  cus- 
tody of  the  School  and  UDiyersity  Funds  from  the  income  of  the  funds, 
is  belieyed  to  be  founded  in  neither  justice  nor  sound  policy. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  provides,  that  <*  the  interest  and  all  other 
'^  revenues  derived  from  the  echool  lands  shall  be  exclusively  applied  to 
<Hhe  support  of  common  schools,"  etc.  It  would  seem  that  the  usaof  < 
the  interest  and  other  revenues,  in  payment  of  olerk  hire,  proteotibg 
lands,  printing,  etc.,  ia  not  using  them  for  the  object  specified. 

This  constitutional  provision  is  the  foundation  of  our  public  school 
system:  Every  dollar  taken  from  the  income  of  the  School  Fund,  in  dis- 
regard'of  this  proviaioB,  endangers  the  whole  superstructure.  The  inoone 
is  annually  diminishing,  as  our  population  is  incveasing.  Already  llie 
amount  apportioned  to  some  districts  is  so  small  as  to  afford  no  ioduee- 
ment  to  make  that  local  effort  that  no  other  Sgency  can  arouse.  Any 
argument  that  will  justify  the  taking  of  a  part  will  apply  to  tho  whole. 
If  ii  were  just  and  becoming  for  the  State  to  charge  the  income  of  an 
educational  trust  fund  for  guarding  and  investing  it,  the  difficulty  of 
determining  the  ratio  of  expense  thus  incurred  to  the  expens<«  of  the 
State  would  be  a  sound  and  strong  objection  to  the  policy.  The  tendency 
is  to  charge  the  income  of  the  trust  funds  with  all  the  expenses  that  oan 
legitimately  be  traced  to  them,  and  there  is  more  attention  given  to  the 
disbursements  IVom  the  general  fund  than  to  those  that  the  people  lees 
directly  feel.  Were  the  policy  of  the  state  so  changed  as  to  inersasa  the 
principal  and  protect  the  income  of  all  its  educational  ftends,  it  fs  heiie^ed 
that  the  general  prosperity  would  be  promoted.

APPORTIONMENT  FOB  1866. 

On  the  14th  day  of  June  an  apportionment  of  the  income  of  the  school 
fund  was  made  to  the  towns  and  cities  of  the  state.  The  amount  per 
soholar  for  all  persons  over  four  and  under  twenty  years  of  age  was  46 
cents.    *

COUNTT  SUPERINTENDENCT. 

The  law  creating  this  offiqf  was  passed  in  1861,  and  had  t^refore  been 
in  operation  four  years,  a  time  sumcient  to  enable  ns  to  fonu  an  opinion 
of  its  worth  and  utility.  Our  experience  has  not  been  mnlike  that  of 
other  states.  The  beneficial  results  of  the  present  system  .are  aeen  in 
bettor  school  houses,  better  methods  of  instruction,  ai^d  more  harmony  of 
action  among  the  people  in  managing  school  afEaira..  If,  in  some  oases, 
reasonable  expectations  have  not  been  realized,  the  fault  is  justly  charge- 
able  upon  the  people  themselves.  It  sometimes  happens,  that  through 
political  influence,  incompetent  men  are  nominated  and  elected,  or  com- 
potent  men  are  not  retained  in  office,  but  no  system  can  be  devised  that 
will  not  depend  upon  the  intelligence  of  the  people  for  its  efficiency. 

Were  it  possible  to  secure  the  services  of  a  school  officer  in  each  town, 
who  should  be  well  qualified. to  perform  the  duties  of  Superintendent,  it 
might  be  desirable  to  endeavor  to  secure  a  more  direct  and  thorough 
supervision  than  at  present  exists,  but  there  are  few  towns  in  the  state 
where  this  could  be  done. 

That  the  supervision  is  now  more  thorough,  systematic  and  usefuli 
than  before  the  present  system  was  adopted,  very,  few  persona  will  deny. 
Could  the  ^*  Township  District  System  "  be  adopted  to  n^kment  rather 
than  supersede  the  County  Superintendent  System,  we  should  securo 
coherency  and  increased  efficiency  throughout  our  common  school  system. 

A  meeting  oi  county  and  city  Superintendents,  called  by  the  State 
Superintendent,  was  held  at  Whitewater,  August  2d,  1865.  The  follow- 
ing report  of  the  proceedings  embraces  all  of  general  interest :

^' Gjsntlemen. — ^It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  meet  you  on  the  present  occasion. 
I  trust  that  your  delibftratlons  will  be  beneficial  to  the  State,  for  I  know  that  you 
will  consider  the  qt^estions  that  may  be  brought  before  you  with  calmness,  candor 
'  and  sagacity.    Among  the  topics  deserring  your  attention  are 

"  1.  The  damnation  of  Teacher i  This  is  so  prominent  and  important  a  part 
of  your  official  duty  that  it  is  Tery  desirable  that  general  principles  should  be  recog- 
nized, and  methods  of  proceeding  agreed  upon,  so  far  as  the  tarying  circumstances 
of  different  localities  will  admit  of  agreement. 

"2.     The  Normal  School  Policy  of  our  State,    With  a  Normal  School  Fund  of  over 

$575,000,  and  450,000  acres  of  land,  and  an  income,  at  the  present  time,  of  at  least 

^  $30,000  per  annum,  itis  Tery  important  that  the  results  of  your  obserration  and  ez- 

*  perience  should  be  made  available  in  guiding  the  Board  of  Regents  of  Normal 

Schools  in  the  difficult  work  of  making  proyision  for  tlie  better  education  of  teadiers. 

<<  8.  The  Subject  of  Monthly  Rej)orts.  A  Judicious  system  of  reports  is  so  essen- 
tial to  every  department  of  business  that  your  attention  is  called  to  this  subject 
with  a  hope  that  some  forms  embracing  what  Is  necessary  and  general,  and  provid- 
ing for  what  is  local  and  special,  may  be  presented  and  adopted. 

"  4.  The  Awakening  more  Interett  among  the  P«opZe.— While  we  may  reasonably 
hope  that  more  attention  will  be  drawn  to  the  part  that  general  education  has 
played  in  the  late  struggle  for  the  national  life,  yet,  it  is  believed  that  much  good 
may  be  done  by  some  systematic  effort  on  the  part  of  school  officers  and  teachers  to 
call  individual  attention  to  the  nature,  scope  and  claims  of  the  public  school.  This 
can  be  accomplished  through  the  medium  of  the  newspaper  and  educational  tract. 

"  While  other  topics  will  suggest  themselves,  these  are  believed  to  be  worthy  your 
special  attention,  and  I  would  request  for  them  your  careful  and  earnvst  consid- 
eration." 

Superintendent  Peabody  offered  the  following  resolution : 

"  Retolvedj  That  so  much  of  the  address  of  the  Chairman  of  this  Convention  as 
relates  to  "Examination  of  Teachers,"  the  "Normal  School  Policy  of  the  State," 
'< Monthly  Reports,*'  and  "The  Means  of  Securing  Greater  Interest  in  Education," 
be  referred  to  a  committe  of  three,  who  shall  nominate  committees  of  two,  and 
assign  to  each  one  of  these  committees  a  topic  on  which  ti  report;  the  action  of 
said  committee  of  three  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Convention." 

The  resolution  passed,  and  Messrs.  Peabody,  Rosenkrans  and  Hendrickion  were 
appointed  said  committee. 

The  committee  of  three  made  the  following  report  on  sub^committees : 

"  On   '  Examination  of  Teaohers,'  Messrs.  Pomeroy  and  Rosenkrans ;    '  Normal 

Sehoel  Policy,'  Messrs.  Smith  and  Whitford;  'Monthly  Reports,'  Messrs.  Pardy 

Mid  Prentice ;  <Seoaring  Interest  in  Education,'  Messrs.  Uooker.and  Morley."

The  coBventioift  adjourned  to  eleven  o'clock  on  Thursday  morning. 
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Thubsdat,  11  oTlock  a.  M. 


The  Convention  waa  called  to  order,  the  Hon.  J.  G.  MoMynn  in  the  chair. 

The  committee  on  the  ''  Normal  School  Polloj  of  the  State  "  flubmitled  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

<'  Wherkas,  Normal  Schools  are  an  essential  part  of  every  system  of  Pablic  In- 
struction ;  and, 

*<  Whereas,  The  Legislature  of  this  State,  at  its  last  ee«non,  did,  with  singular 
wisdom,  make  liberal  provision  for  their  support ;  therefore, 

<*  Betdtedj  1.  That  a  system  of  Normal  Schools  for  the  iraiBtng  of  teachers  is  an 
indispensable  necessity  to  the  progress  of  education  in  thii  State. 

"2.  That  the  experience  of  other  countries,  as  well  as  our  own,  proves  that  Nor- 
mal Schools  cannot  be  engrafted  upon  or  made  subordinate  departments  of  other  in- 
stitutions of  learning. 

*<  8.  That  several  Normal  Schools  properly  located  in  different  parts  of  the  State, 
and  each  maintained  at  moderate  expense,  would  be  more  efficient  and  economical 
than  one  State  Normal  School,  however  liberally  supported. 

"  4.  That  our  I^ormal  Schools  should  be  organized  and  conducted  with  special  re- 
ference to  the  training  of  teachers  for  the  Public  Schools  of  the  State,  and  as  a 
means  to  thiaend  Uiere  should  be  established,  in  connection  with  each  Normal  School, 
one  Model  School,  in  whic)i  all  teachers  may  put  in  practice  the  knowledge  gained 
by  them  through  study." 

Mr.  Morley  moved  the  acceptance  of  the  report.    Carried. 

Mr.  Rosekrans  moved  the  adoption  of  the  first  resolution.  After  some  explanatory 
remarks  by  the  mover  the  resolution  was  adopted. 

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Craig  to  adopt  the  second  resolution.  After  discussion 
by  Messrs.  A.  Whitford,  Gaylord  and  McMynn,  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  meet  at  2  p.  m.,  in  Montague's  law  office.

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Chairman,  and  the  roll  of  Superintendents 
called  and  corrected. 

A  motion  was  made  to   adopt  the  third  resolution.    It  was  discussed  by  Messrs.

^^  Mr.  Gaylord  offered  the  following  substitute : 

Resolvedj  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  convention  that  the  interests  of  the  State 
will  be  subserved  by  the  estaVishment  of  at. least  two  Normal  Schools,  located  in  dif- 
ferent parts  ot  the  State." 

After  further  discussion  by  Superintendent  Morley,  Prentice,  Graham  and  Smith, 
and  explanations  of  the  State  Superintendent  on  the.origin  and  amount  of  the  Nor- 
mal School  Fund,  the  vote  w^  taken  by  call  of  the  roll,  with  the  following  result :

Allen,  Hendrickson,  Bicharda,  Gaylord — 10. 

Nobs — ^Superintendents  Graham,  Whitford,  Mnrlcy,  Smith,  Peabody,  Pomeroy — 6. 

The  fourth  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted. 

On  motion,  all  of  the  resolutbna  as  amended  were  unanimously  adopted,  as  the 
sense  of  this  Convention. 

Superintendent  Smith  offered  the  following  reselution : 

"  Wheesas,  The  necessities  of  our  Public  Schools  demand,  on  the  part  of  those 
who  have  in  charge  their  interests,  increase  effort  and  greater  uniformity  of  meai- 
ures  and  concert  of  action ;  and,  * 

"Whebeas,  Th^y  can  be  in  a  great  measure  secured  by  a  nv>r6  general  inter- 
change of  views  and  opinions  on  the  part  of  School  Sapcrintendents  of  the  State ; 
therefore, 
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^^SeioUfidf  Tha^  the  State  8q;>eriatead«Bt  of  PcU>IiQ  Instrueiion  be  requested  to 
call  a  oo&Teption  of  School  Sup^nQtendents,  at  suoh  time  and  place  ae  lie  loaj  think 
proper,  and  take  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  best,  to  secure  a  general  attend- 
anoe  at  sueh  oonT.eiUion-!' 

After  remarks  made  by  Messrs.  Rosenkrans,  McMynn  and  others,  the  resolution 
was  adopted.. 

D.  W.  Rosenkrane,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  ^'.Bxaminailon  of  Teachers,'^ 
submitted  the  following  report : 

"The  eommittee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  President's  address  as  re* 
lates  to  'Examination  of  Teachers/  begleate  respectfully  to  report: 

•  «  . 

"That,  in  tbeir  o^Unon,  this  subject  id. in  importanse  seeood  to  jaone,  so  far  as  lis 
practical  bearing  on  the  immediate  interests  of  the  Conasoa  Bekeol  Sjstem  of  the 
State  is  concerned.     I&e  utility  and  necesity  of  a  system  of  examinations,  and 
that  such  examinations  should  be  as  thorough  and  practicable  as  possible^  is  admit 
ted  by  all. 

"  The  system  of  public  written  and  oral  examinations,  adopted  under  our  present 
School  Code,  and  now  in  general  use  by  the  County  Superintendents  in  the  seTcral 
eonnties  of  the  State,  we  beEsTe  to  be  moat  nearly  oorrect  in  {Principle  of  any  sys-t 
tern  of  examinations  with,  which  we  are  acquainted)  although  ai  yet  but  imperfectly 
dcTcloped  and  carried  out  in  many  cases.  We  would  therefore  propose  the  follow- 
ing resolutions : 

^^Beaolvedj  That  this  conyentlon  does  not  deem  adTisaUs,  at  present,  any  radical 
change  in  our  present  system  of  examination  for  teachers  of  Comnu>B  Schools,  but 
would  recommend  that  each  Superintendent  should  endeayor  to  improTC  and  perfect 
his  application  of  the  principles. sought  to  be  embodied  In  that  system.

Teacher's  Institutes  haye  been  held  in  ihirty-^one  countietf  dtiring  the 
past  year.  County  Superintendents  arejrequ&red  bjr  seotlbn  D2of  the 
School  Opde,  "to  oifganixe  and  qondqct  a^  leart  one  institute  ^t  Uie  in- 
struction of  teachers  in  each  year."  ^  There  is  i^eason  to  belieye  that  this 
proyision  of  law  has  been  disregardeiin  dbout  one-half  the  cpountiea. 
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A  law  mskiag  aonie  provision  for  ;dAftiiyiiig  the  0eceflsarj.ezp«Bsc|i  of 
inBtitutes,  would^  it  is  belieyed,  be  generally  approved  bj  tke  people. 
A  small  appropriation  from  the  Normal  Sehool  Fnnd^  granted  on  oon-* 
diiion  diat  a  County  Teachers'  Asaooiation  ahaU  he  organiaedi  and  an  ut- 
cMtnte  held,  of  not  less  thaif  five^  days  session,  and  attended  by  not  leia 
than  thirty  persons  engaged  in  teaching  and  holding  eertifieates  of  quali- 
fieatioii,  wonld  incite  school  ofBoers  and  teachers  to  make  greater  effort 
than  can  reasonably  be  expected  under  existing  circumstances. 

Several  years  must  elapse  before  our  normal  sohools  can  be  in  efficient 
and  successful  operation,  and,  in- the  meantime,  weioan  find  no  more.auit* 
able  substiCule  tham  these  institstes. 

STATE  NORMAL  BCHOOLS. 

By  an  act  of  the  last  Legislature,  entitled  "  an  act  £o  dispose  of  the 
Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands,  and  the  proceeds  therefrom,"  the  **  Nor- 
mal School  ?und  '^  was  created.  This  act  repealed  all  the  provisions  of 
law  then  existing  which  directed  /Hhe  anplication  and  use  of  the  Swamp 
and  Overflowed  Lands  of  this  State,  ana  of  the  lands  selected  in  Ueu  of 
Swamp  and  Overflowed  Lands^  and, pf  the  moneys  received  on  sale. of 
such  swamp  and  selected  lands,  and  of  the  moneys  received  from  the  TTnit* 
ed  States  in  lieu  of  swamp  lands,  for  the  purposes  of'  drainage  and  for 
supporting  Common  Sohools,  Normal  Schools  and  Academies/f  Q^he 
lands  and  moneys  held  by  the  State  were  divided  into  two  equal  parts ; 
one  to  be  called  the  "  drainage  Fund/*  and  ttie  other  the  '*  Noripaf 
School  Fund." 

Section  5  of  this  act  provides  that  the  income  of  the  Normal  Schdol 
Fund  shall  be  applied  to  establishing,  supporting  and  maintaining  Normal 
Schools  under  the  direction  and  management  or  the  Board  of  Hegents  of 
Normal  Sohools;  prouidedf  that  twenty-flve  per  cent,  of  said  income 
shall  be  annually  transferred  to  the  School  Fund  Income,  until  the  an^ 
nual  income  of  the  School  Fund  shall  reach  the  sum  of  two.  hundred 
thousand  dollars." 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  School  Land  Commissioners  it  will 
he  seen  that  the  division  was  made,  as  required  bylaw,  and  that  the 
"  Normal  SchooJ  Fund,"  consisting  of  land  and  productive  !tenw»,  (one 
acre  of  land  being  regarded  sa  equivalent  io  one  dollar),  was  as  follows  :

Itidll  be  seeiii  that  theiaoome  af  this  Eand.fer  the  -eapprent  jear  will 
amoaDt  to  the  sum  of  $41,620  73,  threei^BoiitUks  of  ^hich  amount  is 
appropriated  for  '^establishing,  supporting  and  maintaining  Normal 
Schools." 

The  Board  of  Iformal  School  Regents  have  taken  steps  to  locate  one 
or  more  Norinal.SohQoU  by  advertising  for  proposals,  and  hare  received 
propositions  from  several  cities  and  villager  in  the  State.  By  reference 
to  Uie  report  of  thet  Board^  it  ,vill  be  seen'  that  all  has  been  done  that  a 
due  .regard  to  the  interests  of  the  State  ^ould  |)ermit,  if  ,iiot  all  that  our 
eduQajtion^I  wants  would  seem  to  require. 

.  A  eonvlqtioA  of  the  imperative  necessity  of  Normal  Schools,  led  the 
legislature  of  18^5,  to  lay  a  deep,  and  broad  foundation  for  them.  The 
apt  .providing  for  establishing  and  supporting  them  fihoWs  a  clear  com- 
prehension of  tlie  great  ,obstaoIe  that  impedes  putredtKiational  progress. 
Witjiout  better  trained  teachers  our  common  ^elij^ols  wilt,  lose  both  the 
confidence  and  support  of  the  people. 

We  may  buiM  good  school  houses  and  furnish  them  with  all  the  appar- 
atus neeessary,  wf  may  jLmprove  our  school  laws  mitU  improvement  is  im- 
possible ;  parents  and  school  officers  may  e^^hibit  interest  in  education  and 
aisohacge  every  duty,  the  people  may  bur3e);i  themselves  with  taxes  for  tlie 
support  of  schools,  but^  unless'  the  teacher^  Urc  qualified,  all  is  done  in 
vftin. .  From^Imost  ever^  cpuhtjr  in  the  state  there  is. a  call  for  better 
teachers,  but  they  cannot  be  obtained. 

The  Board  of  Begeato  of.  ^'ormal  Schools,  contemplate  the  establish- 
ment of  schools  in  cuSeij^ut  parts  of  the  state.  ,  In  looUng  ^t  the  work  to 
be  d^ne*  and  th)9  means  placed  '^t  their  disposal,  ihfij  concluded  that  the 
interests  of  education  would 'be  best  subserved  by  establishing  Normal 
Sobools  in  di^erent  parts  of  the  state.  The^  think  that  three  schools 
ought  to-be  organized  as  soon  as  suitable  ground^  -and  btdldlngs  can  be 
proofed.  It  is  tliought  that  the  current  e^p^nse^  of  ^cb,  of  these  need 
not  eBtceed  $iO|000. per. annum.;  .tha[t  XhU.  nnva^.'wovli  pay  teachers  and^de- 
fray'thtf  incidental  expensei  of  a.  aohAolprafidiag  iMimeiLoa  fotr  two 
llundre4 istudente. '  By  founding  eereral  ••soheole^  4he  Botthrd'fthink  that 
the]^  win'seo^te  fbrj^KCkitl^a);  locaiinte^^  as  exelfe;

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The  faith  of  tke  state  is  pledged  to  j^rovide  Buitable  buiktingB  aiid 
groands  for  a  college,  "to  the  endowment,  sqppoTt  and  maintenaiiee  '•  .of 
which  the  National  Qovernment  has  donated  240,000  aarea  of  land*  Vhe 
act  of  congress  deelaros  that  *^  the  leading  object  shtll  be,  wiihoiit  exteln- 
*'  ding  other  scientific  and  classical  e todies,  and  inelndiug  militaij  taedep, 
<<  to  teach  soeh  branches  of  learning  aalsre  nalated  toagrietiltiure* and  the 
<<  mechanic  arts^  in  stich  manner  as  the  legiBlalurea  <yf<  the  tftedea  may  rea- 
*<  peetiyely  prescribe,  in  order  to  promoti^tlie  liberal; and  i^raotteaLeduea- 
^^  tion  of  the  industrial  claasee  in  the  several  p«rsniti  aifd  profeasiooa'  of

Law,  Medi(»ne,  Theology,  War,  Trade  and  Teaching  are  provided  widi 
schools  in  which  are  tanght  thebranefaessriQlating  to  t^m.  These  seliools 
are  regarded  as  necessary  to  an  advanced  eiviliaation  and  their  atilifyis 
universally  conceded*  Bat  the  great  indnstrial  pnrsuita  of  agricaltnire 
and  the  mechanic  arts,  have,  in  this  conntry,  received  comparatively  lit^k 
attention,  and  it  is  to  provide  for  special  instvnction  in  these  great  depart- 
ments of  human  labor,  that  the  provision  reftrred  to  was  made.  A  school 
where  shall  be  taught  the  branches  that  relate  to  agriculturcj  mjning,  en- 
gineering, agriculture,  commerce  and  manuAustures,  is  contemplated ;  and 
no  person  acquainted  with  the  social  condition  of  our  state  will  deny  its 
importance.  Whatever  instruction  m4y  be  given  in  liteniure,  language, 
mathematics,  ethics,  phlosophy  and  science,  in  euch  an  institution,  must 
be  given  to  subserve  the  general  purpose  of  promoting  a  knowledge  of 
"Agriculture  and^be  Mechanic  Arts^'^ 

In  regard  to  the  beet  meant  of  securing  the  object  sought  by  the  grant 
referred  to,  it  is  not  strange  that  there  are  different  opinions.  While 
some  would  make  the  curriculum  of  the  Industrial  OoUege  include  the 
usual  college  studies,  and  give  special  instruction  in  the  imdustidal  arts, 
others  would  make  the  course  of  study  strictly  professional:  and  provide 
no  facilities  for  liberal  culture. 

These  different  opinions  arise  from  a  disagreement  in  regard  to  what  it 
is  necessary  to  teach  men,  in  order  to  enaible  them  to  ohterw  $xid  to  ^mk; 
which  all  agree  In  regarding  as  the  object  of^icdircatiQn:  We  needto 
guard  against  both,  a  bluy.d  adherence  to,  and'a  blind  distegacd^bf  prece- 
dent. The  oouTBe  of  sttidy  in  most  of  the  Agricnlivral  iSehoeikof  fin*- 
rope,  seems  to  contemplate- prepatation  for  iho  farm  alone;  Oeneral  md- 
ture  ia  not  regarded  as  necessary.  Thei;e,  society  hi^s  crystallized  into 
regular  fornM,  and  the  son  generally* intends:  to  follow  the  oooupativn 
of  his  father.  But  a  course  of  training  adapted  to  idtO' needs  cf  Eu- 
ropean society  is  illy  adafpted  to  ours.  ;  The  young  men  of  thf  country 
will  not  be  s«tiittedwith  an  edueaition-  that  fitt  Siem'for  one  pucsmt 
alone.  Not  knowibg'  wbat:pttrsuit  they  nuiy  be  cMed  to  folkw,  they,  inel 
the  need  of  that  cuUure  n^cessairy  to  fit  themifor  any.  The  tendency.of 
our  Institutions,  is  to  destroy  classea^  and  our  ednontiooal  s^eniaimuBt 
•  provide  for 'the  necessities  growing  out  of  ihie  tendencyi  That  eburs^  of 
study  that  tdAkes  the  motrt  liberal  provision  for  generoos  .culture  is  inost 
in  harmony  with,  the  requilreineiits  of  American  so<^iety.    The  waoaSiirful 
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inveniiTe  power,  the  facHity  xritb  wbiek  mind  io  this  country  adapts  itself 
to  the  different  pursuits  of  life,  and  the  resistless  energy  developed  under 
rthe  infiuenoe  of  cox  free  inatilutipts^  iUI  iniioftte  .tb0  need  of  a  culture 
broadefthsniaKgldDBnilly  provided:  in  schools  striedy  indtt&trial  in  our 
own  or  oliher  oouatties^ 

Industrial  edujcation  involves  a  knowledge  of  priaeiples  and  their  ap- 
plteatiotia.  EzpeirifitiGe  kaaeatabliahed  tk^,  fajojb  thiiti  the  principles  must 
first  be  leBrned,  and  ike  appltoAtiooa  ailer^ards,  ^'Agi ioolture  and  the 
Meohdraie  Jkftfi  ''  iiwolTe  a  knowledge  ,of  Mathematics  pur^and  applied, 
as  1vell'a8«of  Botan;,  Ohenaistry^  Physiology  and  oih^  bjoanohes  of  Na- 
lonl  Seienae,  togsther.  with  .sueh  general  learning  as  is  necessary  to  a 
proper  understanding  of  these.  Now^  if  provision  is  made  in  High  Schools 
and  Aeadomies  for  obtaii^ng  this  kiecessary  antecedent  knowledge,  the  In- 
dustrial Sohoolnay  be  sttietly : professional  or. praotioal,  and  those  enter- 
ing it  may  be  iidmitted  on  condition  of  sustaining  the  requisite  examina- 
tion ;  but  it  is  evident  thikt  tjb  act  of  Ooi^ress  wa4  framed  to  meet  the 
difficulty  that  here  presenjta  itself,  for  it  affords  the  widest  latitude  in 
making  the  ouRieuium  of  the  institution.  It  is  believed  that  many  years 
must  ^psabefersr  such  provision  will  be  made  in  this  State  for  the  ne- 
cessary preparidory  seientifio  instruotion,  as«  will  warrant  the  founding  of 
a  school  where  '^Agriculture  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  *'  alone  sh&U  be 
taught 

d^o  plans  have  becin  suggested ;  first,  to  found  an  Industrial  College, 
where  shall  be  taught  the  Df anches  related  to  agriculture  and  the  me- 
chanic arts,  and  where  these  graat  pursuits  shall  be  practically  taught  ; 
and,  second,  to  engraft  an  industrial  dc^paitatent  on  snme  literary  institu- 
tion already  founded.  In  considering  tke  latter  we  cannot  overlook  the 
fact  that  ezperieace  has  proved  that  proftasional  schools  of  all  kinds 
must  rest  upon  a  ioundation  of  their  own*  They  may  be  departments 
of  a  great  university,  but  they  should  be  governed  by  an  independent 
board  of  managers,  or  thefe  Isf  danger  that  they  maj  be  kept  in  that  s^ah^ 
ordinate  position  that  precludes  development.  In  general,  schools  founded 
for  the  promotion  of  the  arts  of  agriculture,  mining,  architecture,  en- 
gineerings drawing,  eto«,  are  separately  endowed  and  managed,  in  Europe 
and  this  country.  Of  three  hundred  and  fifty  agrieullural  schools  estab- 
lished in:  Great  Britain,  France,  and  Gerxna^yt  only  fourteen  have  any 
direct  oonnectiom  with  other  institutions  of  learning,  and  where  this  con- 
Beotion.d4es  exist  it  is  rather  nominal  than  real.  The  attempt  to  de* 
ralope  ndrmal  departments,  by  engrafting  them  on  academies  and  col- 
letfes,  has,  so  far  aa  we  JtnoW,  been  attended  with  little  suceeas  either  in 
ower  States  or  our  own. 

The  plan,  which  seems  most  praeticablcj  is  to  found  a  State  Industrial 
University,  with  such  departments  or  schools^as  will  embrace  the  mechanic 
ails  and  agrioulturcy  and  to  develop  these  departmentd.as  the  interests  of 
the  State  may  .demand.  That  of  agriculture^  being  generally  conceded  to 
be  of  greatest  relative  importance,  should  .be  develeped  immediatelj, 
while  those  of  mining,  engineering,  architecture,  manufaotuise,  etc.,  may 
follow  as  their  need  becomes  recognised  by  the  people  of  the  State.

The  farm  lAtonld  comprise  in  its  boildtags  and  ysnrdii,  all:  of  the  im- 
pxoYed  arrangementSy  for  the  feeding  and  wintering  of  stock ;  all  of  the 
manure-sating  aiid  manure-making,  and  labor-saving  contyivaiice»;  all 
of  the  improved  machinery  and  implemeiits  which  have  been  submitted 
to  the  test  of  experience,  and  have  been  prov«d  to  be  of  economical 
value.  Everything  should  be  planned  and  oonetruetod  ftom  the  outset 
With  a  sole  view  to  economy  and  profit,  and  in  the  euba^uent  history  of 
the  fkrm,  it  should  be  regarded  ae  succesifui,  juat  =in  ptoportion  to  its 
pecuniary  returns.  The  farm  should  be  stoeked  with  cattle  and  horses, 
and  all  other  domestic  animals  of  different  breeds,  including  aa  great  a 
variety  as  possible,  in  order  to  show  the  charactexistica  of  the  different 
raceSy  and  give  to  pupils  tho  opportunity  of  studying  their  peculiarities. 
It  should  be  under  the  superintendence  of  a  thoroughly  practical  man, 
and  be  conducted  at  his  own  risk  and  for  his  oinrn  prpfi^  Model  farming  in 
any  practical  and  economical  sense  of  the  term,  is  not  likely  to  be  real- 
ized on  any  other  plan.  It  is  by  no  means  so  important  that  the  farm 
should  be  the  lest  farm  in  the  oountey*  as  that  it  should  be  the  best  man- 
aged  farm.  If  itahould  furnish  obstacles  to  be  overcome  in  the  charac- 
ter of  its  soil,  necessity  of  draining,  soil-mixing,  or  other  improvements, 
so  much  the  better  rather  than  the  worse.  The  farming  of  a  rich  virgin 
fioil  calls  for  no  aid  of  science,  and  demands  no  skill.  The  obstacles  are 
just  what  are  wanted  to  illustrate  what  skillful  scientific  farming  is,  when 
the  farmer,  as  well  as  nature  has  something  to  do. 

The  second  great  want  of  the  country,  in  an  agricultural  point  of  view, 
is  an  eag^erimmtal  /arm,  connected  with  the  practical  farm  as  above  de- 
soril^d,  and  devoted  to  experiments  in  Scientific  Agriculture.  .  The  sub* 
jects  for  experiment  of  practical  importance  to  every  farmer,  are  inumer* 
able.  Rotation  of  cxops^  admixture  of  soils,  the  preparation  and  use  of 
manures,  the  diseases  of  plants,  tho introduction  of  new  plants,  are  a  few 
among  tne  number.  The  experimental  farm  should  be  under  the  control 
of  the  chemical  and  other  professors,  for  experiments  in  their  several 
departments  ;  and  be  regarded  as  purely  experimental  ground,  where  the 
idea  of  immediate  profit  should  not  interfere  in  the  least  de^ee  with  per- 
fect freedom  of  investigation.  The  other  or  main  farm  being  conducted 
with  a  view  to  profit  alone,  the  accounts  of  the  two  should  be  kept  entire- 
ly distinct,  and  all  material  passing  from- one  to  the  other  should  be  paid 
for  with  a  fair  equivalent.

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The  experimental  fam  wovild  no,t  pva^bly  ba  remoAU'/itbe  in  a  peou« 
niary  sense,  but  it  woakl  be  tbe  mean/s  of  testing  for  the  asaociaied  fium 
and  the  oonntry,  the  yalne  of  suggested  impEOvpoken^e,  of  teaching  the 
sdenoe.  of  expetlmentA  .to  pupils  of  the  institution,'  and  from  tune  to 
time  of  bringing  to  light  new  and  important  truths  in  Scientific 
Agriculture. 

A  Mueeum  of  ^Agrioultural  Products  is  another  easi^ntial  feature  of  an 
agricultural  institution,  such  as  the  countcj  needs^  It  should  exhibit 
grain  roots>  fruite,'  Woods  in  all  their  variety.  -  Its  collections  would  serve 
for  the  purpose  of  illustration  in  lectures  on  A^icultural  Botany  and 
Physioli^yi  A  Botanical  Garden*  connectefl  with  it  wonUl  add  greatly  to 
its  value. 

A  Mueeum  of  Agriouliural  Implements  should  also  form  a  part  of  its 
means  of  inslvuctioQ.  These  would  serve  as  illustrations  of  lectures  on 
the  mechanics  t>f  agrii^ulture,  in  which  thjese  operations  would  be  explain* 
ed,  and  their  comparative  merits  conaidered.. 

Such  collections  can  be  made  at  comparatively  trifling  exponae*  A 
suitable  building  being  provided,  the  matefiat  to  fill  it  would  fiow  in  from 
the  liberality  of  farmers  and  manu&cturerS)  quite  as  faat  aa  could  be 
desired. 

A  Veterinary  Hospital,  for  the  treatment  of  diseased  animals  of  the 
vicinity  of  the  farm,  would  also  be  an  essential  feature  of  the  plan.  It 
should  be  under  the  charge  of  a  competent  Veterinary  Surgeon,  who 
would  give  instruction  in  the  nature  and  cure  of  the  various  diseases  to 
which  animals  are  subject. 

The  principal  branches  of  science  which  should  be  taught  in  an  Agri- 
cultural School,  are  Chemistry,  Meteorology,  Geology,  Mineralogy,  Zoology, 
Entomology,  Animal  and  Vegetable  Physiology,  veterinary  Medicine  and 
Surgery,  To  these  may  be  added  Surveying,  a  knowledge  of  which  is  of 
the  utmost  convenience  to  the  farmer,  and  should  form  a  part  of  a  liberal 
Agricultural  Education.  Chemistry  stands  prominent  in  the  list,  in  new 
of  its  superior  and  acknowledged  importance.  Agriculture  aims  at  the 
transformatioin  of  earth  and  air  into  grain  and  wood  and  fruit.  The  pro- 
cess is,  in  a  great  part,  chemical:  Every  dung  hill  and  compost  heap, 
and  square  foot  of  soilis  a  laboratory.  Every  fanner,  whether  he  would 
be  or  not,  is  a  chemist  from  the  very  nature  of  his  profedsipi^.  But  it  is 
open  to  his  choice  to  be  ah  ignorant  one,  or  to  possess  himself  of  the 
knowledge  of  the  properties  and  mutual .  relations  of  the  materials  with 
which  he  deals.  Thiti  knowledge  he  needs,,  and  must  obtain  from  the 
scuentifio  chemist.  -  It  is  none  the  less  necessar^  if  he  never  makes  an 
analysis.  It  makes  him  a  rational  and  economical  erperimenter,  and 
thus  puts  him  on  the  road  to  advance  in  his  profession:: 

■  The  importance  of  Mineralogy  and  Geology,  which  treat  of  materiab 
out  of  whicl^  Boila  are  formed,  and  &om  which  they  derive  their  character, 
whose  principles  guide  the  agricutturalist  in  his  search  for  fertilizing 
materials,  and  frequently  furnish  him  with  the.most  valuable  hints  in 
locating  and  improving  his  lands,  is  eaually  obvious. 
The  importance  of  jyioteorologV;  or  the  knowledge  of  the  relations  oT  heat 
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and  ^mciaiure  to  the  atmosphere,  and  the  soil;  and  the  plant,  and  of  tha 
kW8  on  which  ohanges  of  weather  depend,  i^  no  less  apparent. 

iHthonj'h,  not  neoessarily  of  every  day  application,  ril  these  hranohea 
forn^,  properly,  a  part  of  a  liberal  agricultural  education,  and  so  of  all 
the  > other  sciences  which  have  been  mentioned. 

The  enterprising  man,  possessed  of  such  knowledge,  will  find  abundant 
occasion  for  its  application,  and  abundant  suggestions  in  its  possessioh. 
On  the  value  of  the  knowledge  of  the  principles  involved  in  the  breeding 
of  stock,  and  the  laws  on  which  its  improvement  depends ;  of  die  dis- 
efises  of  plants  and  animals,  and  of  io sects  injurious  to  vegetation  and 
the  means  to  be  employed  against  them,  it  is  needless  to  dwell.  InBtrue- 
tion  in  all  these  branohes  should  obviously  form  a  part  of  an  agricultural 
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What  a  center  of  light  would  such  a  school  as  is  here  described  be  to  the 
whole  agricultural  community.  All  purported  discoveries  in  agriculture 
would  come  to  it  to  be' tested,  and  important  truths  developed  by  experi- 
pent  would  go  forth  from  it  to  the  world.  Through  its  public  museums 
its  well  arranged  buildings,  its  variety  of  stock,,  and  htest  improvements 
in  every  department,  open  to  the  public,  it  would  become  the  direct  in- 
structor of  the  whole  farming  communitv.  Through  its  pupils  it  would 
disseminate  widely  the  varied  practical  information  which  its  course  would 
furnish.  And,  beyond  aU  this,  it  might  be  made  the  means  of  elicitine 
the  experimental  labor  of  hundreds  of  intelligent  farmers  throughout  the 
countsy^for  the  decision  of  the  important  agricultural  questions  which  are 
.  still  unsettled." 

Industrial  education  is  both  an  effect  and  a  cause  of  a*high  civilization. 
The  interest  with  which  it  is  regarded  by  the  best  thinkers  of  the  coun- 
try is  an  encouraging  indication  of  the  progress  we  may  expect  during  the 
next  few  years.  Being  thejnost  important  department  of  education,  it  is 
the  last  to  receive  general  attention,  but  in  this  respect  it  furnishes  no  ex- 
ception to  the  law  of  progress.  No  subject  of  an  educational  character 
will  probably  come  before  the  legislature,  requiring  more  deliberation  and 
wisdom  in  its  consideration  than  this.  Definite  action  seems  ;to  he  neces- 
sary at  the  present  sessio;!  in  order  to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the 
Congressional  grant. 

COMPULSORY  EDUCATION. 
'  '  '      • 

The  subject  of  compulsory  attendance  at  school  was  brought  to  the 
attenti  )n  of  the  last  le^lature  by  the  Assembly  Committee  on  Education. 
No  definite  action  was,  however,  recommended  by  the  [committee.  The 
subject  is  one  that  is  texciting  public  attention.  The  large  nuiiiber  of 
"  truants  "  and  «'  absentees"  found  in  our  cities  and  Villages  is  well  cal- 
culated to  awaken  interest,  for,  there  is  a  conviction  in  the  public  mind 
that  it  is  from  these  two  cjjassca,  that  our  criminals. are  to  come  •  and  flie 
fearful  increase  of  crime  during  the  past  few  years,  calfe  Imperatively  for 
such  effort,  as  society  can  put  forth  for  its  own  protection.  * 

No  intelligent  man  will  deny  that  the  duty  of' the  parent  to  trovifle 
food  and  clothing  for  his  child's  body  is  one  from  which  he  ihould 
83D00. 
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not  be  allowed  to  escape,  but  no  person  will  assert  that  the  datj  of  pro 
Tiding  knowledge  for  the  child's  mind  is  less  impcratiye.  Starving  a 
ehild*0  body  is  execrated,  bat  starviDe  his  soul  is  permitted.  Bat  the 
conseqaences  to  society  are  far  more  dangeroas  in  the  one  oase  than  in 
the  otner.  An  ignorant  boy,  with  ancontrolled  passions,  indolent  habits 
and  hardened  heart  is  certain  to  become  the  enemy  of  society,  and  there 
is  no  daty  plainer  than  that  which  self  preservation  points  oat  Individ** 
nal  rights  must  be  respected  and  protected,  bat  individnal  wrongs  can 
claim  no  sach  immanity. 

In  establisbiog  Free  Schools  and  supporting  them  by  taxation,  we  pledge 
society  to  the  ase  of  all  the  means  necessary  to  render  these  schools  effi- 
eient,  and  this  taxation  beneficent.  To  baild  school  hoases,  and  to  hire 
teachers  by  public  taz^  and  ihen  to  leave  these  school  houses  unoccupied 
and  these  teachers  without  work,  is  sheer  mockery.  The  state  assumed 
an  .obligation  to  secure  the  atendance  of  the  children  at  school,  when  it 
decided  to  compel  each  citizen  to  pay  a  part  of  his  property  to  support  these 
schools:  The  otate  justifies  its  action  on  the  ground  that  education  is  a 
public  interest,  but  thb  public  interest  is  obligatory  upon  every  individual, 
hence,  if  the  individual  neglects  his  duty,  or  if  its  performance  is  irn^ 
possible,  society  should  lend  its  aid.  To  guard  society  against  the  effects 
of  ignorance  is  no  less  a  duty  than  to  prevent  disease' or  to  enforce  the 
usual  sanitary  regulations, 

Ex-Governor  Boutwell,  of  Massachusetts,  has  well  said :  "  The  ouly 
rule  on  which  taxes  can  be  levied  justly  is  that  the  object  sought  is  of 
public  necessity  or  manifest  public  convenience.  It  quite  oilen  happens 
that  men  of  our  own  generation  are  insensible  or  indifferent  to  the  true 
relation  of  the  citizen  to  the  cause  of  education. .  Some  seem  to  imagine 
that  their  interest  in  schools,  and  of  course  their  moral  obligation  to  sup- 
port them  ceases  with  the  education  of  their  own  children.  This  is  a 
great  error.  The  public  has  no  right  to  levy  a  tax  for  the  education  of 
any  particular  child^  or  family  of  children ;  but  its  right  of  taxation  oom> 
Biences  when  the  education  or  plan  of  education  is  universal,  and  ceases 
whenever  the  plan  is  limited,  or  the  operations  of  the  system  are  ciroum* 
scribed'  No  man  can  be  taxed  properly  because  he  has  children  of  his 
own  to  educate ;  this  may  be  a  reason  with  some  for  cheerful  payment, 
but  it  has  in  itself  no  element  of  a  just  principle-    When,  however,  the 

{people  decide  that  education  is  a  matter  of  public  concern,  then  taxation 
6r  Its  promotion  rests  upon  the  same  foundation  as  the  most  important 
departments  of  government.  As  parents,  we  have  a  special  interest  in 
our  duldren ;  as  citizens,  it  is  this,  that  they  may  be  honest,  industrioua 
and  effective  in  their  labors.    This  interest  we  have  in  all  children." 

But  if  it  is  a  duty  to  provide  schools  for  all,  it  is  a  duty  to  see  that  all 
are  educated.  The  power  to  compel  attendance,  inheres  in  society  if  the 
power  of  taxation  does.  But  it  is  not  always  wise  for  society  to  exercise 
a  power  because  it  possesses  it.  Under  a  government  of  democratic  forms 
the  sanction  of  public  feeling  is  essential  to  the  enforcement  of  law.  In- 
terference with  individual  rights  is  never  justified  except  by  the  demands 
of  the  public  good.  A  law  requiring  the  regular  attendence  of  all  children 
at  school,  and  enforced  by  penalties,  would  be  repugnant  to  the  feelinga 
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of  the  people,  and  is  perhaps  not  yet  demanded  by  the  public  good,  but 
some  legislation,  authorizing  cities  and  incorporated  villages  to  pie?ent 
truancy  and  absenteeism  from  school,  would,  it  is  believed,  be  acceptable 
to  the  citizens  of  the  State.  The  Legislature  of  Massachutts,  in  1862, 
passed  an  act,  entitled  ^'  An  act  concerning  truant  children  and  absentees 
from  school,"  which  provides  as  follows  : 

<<  SsoTiON  1.  Each  city  and  town  shall  make  all  needful  provisions 
and  arrangements,  concerning  habitual  truants,  and  also  concerning 
children  wandering  about  in  the  streets,  or  public  places  of  any  city  or 
town,  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attending  school,  and 
growing  up  in  ignorance,  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  sixteen  years  ] 
and  shall  also  make  all  such  by-laws  respecting  such  children  as  shall  be 
deemed  most  conducive  to  their  welfare  and  the  good  order  of  such  city 
or  town  ;  and  there  shall  be  annexed  to  such  by-laws,  suitable  penalties, 
not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  any  one  breach, 

<<  Sjbotion  2.  Any  minor  convicted  of  being  an  habitual  truant,  or  any 
child  convicted  of  wandering  about  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of  any 
city  or  town,  having  no  lawful  occupation  or  business,  not  attending 
school,  and  growing  up  in  ignorance,  between  the  ages  of  seven  and  six* 
teen  years,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  justice  or  court  having  juHsdic- 
tion  of  the  case,  instead  of  the  fine  mentioned  in  the  first  section,  be  com* 
mitted  to  any  such  institution  of  instruction,  house  of  reformation,  or 
suitable  situation  provided  for  the  purpose,  under  the  authority  of  the 
first  section*  for  such  time,  not  exceeding  two  years,  as  such  justice  or 
court  may  determine/' 

Special  policemen  or  '^  truant  officers*'  are  appointed,  to  whom  habitual 
truants  or  absentees  from  school  are  reported,  and  whose  duty  it  is  to  in«~ 
vestigate  such  cases,  and  if  need  be  to  bring  the  offenders  before  the  police- 
court. 

The  City  Superintendent  of  the  Boston  City  Schools,  in  a  Lite  report 
says,  '^  We  have  four  truant  officers  appointed  by  the  Mayor  and  confirmed 
by  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  who  devote  their  whole  time  to  tl^e  business 
of  aiding  teachers  in  suppresing  the  evil  of  truancy,  and  in  securing  the 
attendance  of  absentees  from  school.  The  services  of  those  officers  haye 
eontributed  in  no  small  degree  to  extend  the  benefit  of  education  to  a- 
large  class  of  children  who  would  otherwise  have  been  deprived  of  its- 
blessings.  Indeed,  the  law  which  provides  for  the  appointment  of  truant 
officers,  and  makes  children  not  attending  any  school,  or  without  any 
regular  or  lawful  occupation,  or  growing  up  in  ignorance,  between  the 
ages  of  five  and  dxteen  years,  liable  to  punishment,  is  now  a  permanent 
and  indispensable  element  of  our  system  of  public  education. 

Truant  laws  have  been  enacted  and  truant  offieers  appointed  in  Chelsea, 
Lawrence,  South  Danvers,  Newton,  Dedham  and  other  towns  of  Mas- 
sachusetts, and  the  testimony  in  regard  to  their  practical  operation  is  uni- 
formly favorable. 

SCHOOL  LAWa 

There  are  oeriain  modifications  of  our  school  system,  that  cannot  much 
longer  be  poisoned.  Among  school  officers  and  others  who  have  watched 
lit  piaotieal  woiking,  there  are  very  few  who  do  not  urge  the  adoption  of 
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a  plan  wbiob  shall  secure  to  the  lowns  the  advantages  of  gradation,  divi- 
sion of  labor,  and  harmony  of  action  in  the   management  of  their  public 
.  schools. 

Under  the  present  system  each  district  must  provide  instrnction  for 
'Children  studying  all  the  branches  inclcded  in  a  common  8<?hool  educalipn. 
In  schools  of  sixty  scholars  there  may  often  be  found  from  five  to  ten 
studying  the  primer  and  learning  the  simplest  combinations  of  numbers; 
and  as  many  more  studying  history, 'algebra and  physiology.  Thirty  or 
forty  are  learning  to  read,  write  and  cipher,  and  their  various  stages  of 
progress  require  from  six  to  ten  different  classes.  There  will  be  found  in 
such  a  school,  from  fifteen  to  twenty  classes  in  all.  This,  if  we  deduct  an 
liour  for  rest  and  general  exercises,  gives  fifteen  to  twenty  minutes  of  the 
teacher's  time  fpr  each  class  during  the  day.  Most  of  the  pupils  need  aid 
in  preparing  their  lessons,  and  their  progress  depends  upon  the  help  they 
individually  reeeive  from  the  teacher.  It  need  not  be  stated  that  in  a 
school  thus  organized,  (or  rathet,  dieorganized)  there  can  be  little  pro- 
gress. If  the  time  of  the  children  were  simply  wasted,  and  the  expense 
of  supporting  such  a  school  were  simply  thrown  away,  while  it  would  be 
lamentable,  it  might  be  borne ;  but  the  real  loss  is  in  the  utter  aversion 
that  the  scholars  come  to  feel  towards  teacher,  books  and  school.  This 
is  the  beginning  of  indolence,  indifference,  apathy  and  truancy. 

Besides,  the  small  wages  that  most  districts  pay  teachers,  will  notcom^ 
mand  the  ability  necessary  to  teach  the  more  advanced  pupils,  and  meth- 
ods and  discipline  suitable  to  the  younger  scholars  are  so  different  from  those 
adapted  to  the  older  ones  that  they  cannot  be  adopted  in  the  same  school. 
Common  sense  teaches  us  that  a  school  thus  constituted  must  be  a  failure. 
The  principle  of  division  of  labor  ^s  as  applicable  to  educations!  work  as 
to  any  other. 

We  also  often  find,  in  the  same  town,  two  school  houses  in  adjoining 
districts,  in  one  of  which  there  are  twenty  pupils,  and  in  the  otlier  fifty. 
Of  course,  in  the  latter  case,  the  teacher  is  utterly  unable  to  perform  the 
labor  required,  and  in  the  former  the  teacher  lacks  the  stimulus  that  moxe 
pupils  would  give.     Both  schools  are  failures,  and  from  opposite  causes. 

Much  of  the  irregularity  and  non-attendance  that  are  creating  distrust 
in  the  minds  of  the  people,  in  regard  to  our  public  school  system,  origi- 
nate in  the  poor  schools  we  have  under  existing  laws.  No  sensible  parent 
cares  to  send  his  child  to  a  school  taught  by  a  person  who  has  no  power 
td  adapt  his  instruction  to  the  capicity  of  the  pupil.  He  knows  thai  it 
is  better  for  the  child  to  spend  his  time  in  work  at  home,  than  to  waste  it 
in  idleness  at  school ;  and  the  child  feels  thnt  there  is  no  loss,  when  be 
can  remain  at  home  a  week,  and,  on  his  return,  find  his  classmates  asking 
him  for  aid  in  learning  the  lessons  he  learned  a  year  before. 

Again,  no  school  can  long  prosper  without  constant  and  intelligdht  su* 
pervision.  To  secure  this  under  the  present  law  is  impossible.  In  manv 
of  the  counties  of  the  state,  the  County  Superintendent  is  unable  to  visit 
all  the  schools  under  his  supervision  during  the  year.  There  are  very 
few  superintendents  who  visit  the  schools  of  their  respective  counties 
twice  a  year.  Although  it  is  made  the  duty  of  District  Boards  l<^  visit 
the  schools  under  their  charge,  yet  this  duty  is  very  genorally  negletfled  ; 
toot  because  these  officers  ate  indifferent  to  the  interestis  of  (fheir  s diootSi  Ml 
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becfkon^  they  c«.oQOt  spend  tune  to  do  what  thej  are  oat,  oonscioii^  of  beuig- 
able  to  perforxi)  w^ll..  The.  oozuie<meiioe  is  a  segleot  of  the.  school,,  not 
only  by  school  o^c^i^s^  but  piureats  alio.  ^The  teaclu^r  is  left  wboU;  to 
hixoaelf ;  ieelii;^  no  responsibility,  despaiving  of  aid,  kivoiwizig  that  eficu^t 
oni  his  part  is  aivDc(ic6d»  he  beoomes  iqdifforeAt,  cpiqpjainfl  of  the  diffioa]r 
ties  that  surround  him^  and  impatiently  waits  for  the  endi  of  hla  t^no. 
The  soholara  lose  all  intei;est  in  study,  aud  naUixally  resort  to  some  means 
of  breaking  thej^onotony  of  school  life;  their  estimate  of  tiheir  time  aud 
pririleges  correspoiids  with  the  price  their  pareata  and.  teacher  havo'pi^t 
upon  thorn,, and  they  regard  the  tlipe  spent  in  thaschiool  room  as  I'qst,, 

There  is  uo^  other,  department  of  labor  that  •  wo  thus  i^eglect^  Minisig, 
building,  engineering,  manufacturing  and  fariviog  are  kU  sy^ematically 
managed.  Superyiaion,  intelligent^  constant  and  careful,  is  regarded  aa 
ipdispensable  m  all  callings  and  avocations  except  teachiag,  Tl^  county 
Superio tendency  was  a  step  in  the  right  dir^otiou.  We  need  to,  go 
farther.  We  need  town  supervision,  and  if  we  capnotaccuxe  the  ^^  Toiin<» 
ship  District  System,"  we  shajl  be  obliged  to  provide  a  town  supecin** 
tezidencj. 

The  two  things,  then,  that  most  stronglv  recommend  tl^is  systeflo,  M^ 
gra4aliqn  and  iwpervmon.  These  are  absc^utely  essential  to  the  progresa 
of  OBC.mblic  schools.  To  secure  them  we  appeal  to  the  <wisdoa& •  a|id 
power  at  the  legislature, 

Thie  adoption  of  the  '^Township  District  System''  will  be  attei^ded 
with  np.  seiiotts  difficulties.  It  will  disorganizo  uo  4istriqts  now  in  ej^is^ 
encev.ri^qiiiro  bo  changes  in  management  not. easily  made,  and  will  not  da- 
prive  the  peopde  of  the  towns  of  the  power  to  control  their  educatiooial 

li  Will,  afford  to  each  pareq^  an .  opportunity  of  sending  his  ohildrea  io* 
such  sqhools  in  his  own  town  .as  ara  moat  convesde^t  apd  suitable.  It 
will  enable  country  towns  to  ^ade  their  achoola,  and  tbua  seauce  at  howf^ 
those  educational  advantages  that  at  present  ara  limited  to  our  cities  and' 
large  villfiges.  By  the  appointment  of  a  towa  boiMid,  to  bo  selected  by 
the  district  ofiioers,  efficiency,  unity,  harmony  and  eoonomy,  would  bo  Ba«> 
cured.  The  seoretary  of  the  board  would  act  as  it6,Axe9utive  officer,  aid» 
log  teachers  in  grading  and  classifying  pupUs,.  and  by  iconataut  superYisr 
ion,  ppiosnote  the  advancement  of  scholars  and  enfoice  the  rDquiremanta 
of  the  board  and  the  lawa  of' the  State. 

In  the  States  of  Indiana,  Ohio,  Iowa,  Paansylvauiai  Hhode  Island. 
Connecticut  and  Massachusetts,  where  the  system  baa  b^en  tested  by 
years  of  trial,  there  is  no  difference  of  opinion  in  regard  to  its  econpy^y, 
simpliaiij  and  effioiency. 

This  measure  was  earnestly)  urged  by  my  predec/^ssor  in  1863,  but  tba 
bill  failed  to  reeeive  that  consideration  nec^^ary  to  secure  its'  passage^ 
although  both  coaimittees  of  edupation  reoiHa;]Mud^d  it,  and  the  Senate 
endofsed  tiie  recommendatiooi.  If  the  <'  Township  District,  Systiepi '' 
shall  not  receive  tjie  approrvai  of  the  legislijtur^,  cevtaiu  amendmenta  9f 
our  school  law^  a?  it  non^  existg,  are  nee^siai^> 

Sub-sections  5,  6  and  9,  of  sectioa  10,  ^ould  be  so<  amendfcd  aate 
permit  the  people  to  raiae  a  larger  amount  by  taxation.    The  increased 
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oost  of  materials  for  building,  and  tie  greater  wages  neoesiary  to  be  paid 
4o  teachers,  render  tbe  neoessity  of  the  change  quite  obvious. 

Sub-section  13,  of  section  19,  relating  to  the  time  a  school  shall  be 
taught  in  order  to  entitle  the  district  to  a  portion  of  the  scliooi  fimd 
income,  should  be  so  amended  as  to  require  a  school  to  be  taught  at  least 
Jm  months  instead  of  three. 

Such  legislation  as  will  prevent  the  too  common  practice  of  employing 
teachers  holding  no  legal  certificate  of  qualification,  and  paying  them  out 
of  the  public  school  moneys,  is  earnestly  recommended. 

Such  amendment  of  section  48  as  will  secure  a  more  correct 
sohool  census  of  those  over  4  and  under  20  years  of  age  is  desirable.  It 
is  upon  this  census  that  the  annual  apportionment  is  made,  and  there  is 
reason  for  beliering  that  it  is  not  as  reliable  as  it  should  be. 

Section  50  should  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  persons  appointed 
to  fill  vacancies  in  a  District  Board  shall  hold  office  in  virtue  of  such 
appointment  until  the  annual  meeting  next  succeeding. 

Section  53  is  misunderstood  in  some  portions  of  the  State,  and  its 
meaning  is  not  as  plain  as  it  should  be.  It  requires  that  the  branches 
tiierein  mentioned  shall  be  taught  in  the  llnglish  language,  but  numerous 
complaints  have  reached  this  office  that  this  requirement  is  disregarded. 

Section  62  should  be  so  amended  as  to  conform  to  the  spirit  of  our 
statutes  as  regards  taxation  of  merchants'  and  manufacturers'  stock. 

The  statute  does  not  exempt  merchants'  and  manufacturers'  stock  from 
taxation,  for  school  purposes,  in  the  dutrCct  where  the  owner  resides, 
though  it  may  be  situated  in  another  district  and  be  legally  taxed  there. 

Section  102  does  not  require  that  a  teacher,  in  order  to  obtain  a  certifi- 
cate, shall  be  examined  in  the  History  of  the  United  States,  nor  in  the 
Theory  and  Art  of  Teaching.  These  branches  are  so  important,  that  it 
is  believed  that  no  person  unable  to  pass  an  examination  in  them,  is  qual- 
ified to  teach  a  publie  school.  It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  they 
he  included  in  the  branches  required  for  a  Third  Grade  Certificate. 

An  act  is  recommended,  makmg  it  the  duty  of  the  Regents  of  the  TJnU 
versity  and  of  the  District  Boards  of  the  several  school  districts  of  the 
State  to  admit  into  the  University  and  into  any  of  the  publie  Schools, 
without  charge,  all  persons  who,  when  minors,  enlisted  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  have  been  honorably  discharged  there- 
from, and  to  extend  to  them  all  the  privileges  of  said  institution  and 
schools  for  and  during  a  period  equal  to  the  time  they  spent  in  the  said 
Mrvice,  prior  to  their  attaining  the  age  of  twenty-one  years: 

Although  changes  in  the  school  laws  should  be  avoided,  when  no  ben- 
eficial object  is  to  be  gained  thereby,  yet  it  must  be  borne  in  mind,  that 
amendments  become  necessary  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  adapt  the 
laws  to  changes  in  the  social  condition  of  the  people.  At  the  present 
time,  sound  legislation  will  develop  rather  than  change  our  sohool  aystem^ 
>  ^  Other  interests  are  more  obtrusive  than  that  of  education.  It  is  ohnms 
piooed  by  no  class,  sect  or  partv,  hence  its  claims  are  at  times  disregard- 
ed, but  it  is  confidently  believed  that  its  relations  to  the  welfare  of  the 
State  will  be  more  clearly  perceived  in  the  future  than  in  the  past.

T  kaye  been  prevented  by  siekness  from  obtaining  as  full  and  accurate 
infomatioD  upon  matters  connected  with  the  interests  of  the  schools  of 
this  county  as  I  desired.  ii 

Therift  are  in  Brown  county  sixty-seVen  school  houses.  Four  have 
been  built  during  the  year,  two  of  them  are  very  fine  structures,  taste* 
fuUy  and  conyeniently  arranged  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  scholars  ; 
one  has  two  departments  and  a  recitation  room  for  each  department. 
There  is  no  question  upon  which  the  publie  mind  needs  more  enlighten- 
ing than  in  school  architecture.  In  many  instances  sites  are  selected 
without  reference  to  health  or  pleasantness  of  situation.  In  the  erection 
of  houses,  the  health,  comfort  and  conyenience  of  children  are  disre- 
garded, and  the  principle  of  ventilation  entirely  ignored. 

There  have  bete  sixty-fiye  schools  in  this  county  during  the  year  end*- 
ine  August  31,  at  an  average  price  per  month  of  $40  01  for  males,  and 
t23  67  for  females.  3,755  pupils  have  attended  these  schools,  an  average 
of  n  :^ction  more  than  57  to  each  teacher,  only  103  less  than  the  whole 
number  the  school  houses  will  now  accommodate,  and  leaving  2,402 
children  without  school  accommodation.  How  and  where  these  2,402 
children  are  to  be  educated  I  am  not  able  to  say.  It  is  possible,  (I  think 
quite  probable,)  that  the  Township  District  System,  if  adopted,  might  con- 
tribute to  that  end.  It  would  encourage  the  establishment  of  a  Graded. 
School  in  every,  town,  larger  and  more  convenient  school  houses  would  be 
ereo^d  for  that  purpose,  and  more  room  left  in  the  primary  schools  for 
those  that  are  now  excluded  for  want  of  room.  Every  child  in  the  stute 
is  justly  and  morally  entitled  to  an  education,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  the 
clear  duty  of  the  State  to  make  adequate  accommodations  to  promote  and 
secure  the  largest  and  most  regular  attendance  upon  the  schools  estab- 
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lished  bj  law.  The  suocess  of  our  oommon  aohools  depends,  not  oaij 
upon  haying  aotiye  and  efficient  teachers,  but  npon  the  degree  of  interest 
manifested  by  the  people  in  their  support. 

The  principal  reason  why  greater  progress  is  not  made  in  onr  schools, 
is  the  frequent  change  of  teachers.  In  a  large  majority  of  districts, 
schools  have  been  taught  three  months  in  the  summer,  and  three  moitthi 
in  winter,  with  a  long  yacation  between  each  term,  and  in  almost  orery 
instance  new  teachers  take  charge  of  the  schools.  It  must  be  obyioos  to 
eyeiy  one  that  great  loss  must  result  from  this  practice.  I  hare  ursed 
the  importance  of  leyying  a  tax  sufficient  for  a  nine  months  school,  and  of 
employing  the  same  teacher  from  term  to^  term,  in  order  to  secure  a  better 
class  of  teachers,  and  a  richer  rettim  for  the  money  expended. 

More  attention  ought  to  be  paid  to  primary  instruction.  Pupils  are 
hurried  forward  too  fast  in  their  studies,  and  do  not  acquire  a  thorough 
and  accurate  knowledge  of  the  primary  branches.  The  slate,  blackboard, 
chart  and  outline  map  are  indispensable  instruments  in  primary  schools. 
Byery  school  house  should  be  furnished  with  them.  They  enable  the 
teacher  to  group  the  pupils  into  classes,  and  so  operate  upon  a  number  of 
minds  at  the  same  time,  instead  of  frittering  away  his  time  upon  single 
pupils. 

The  foregoing  is  submitted,  with  the  hope,  that  the  Township  District 
System  may  take  the  place  of  the  present  school  district  system,  belieying 
thai  under  it,  our  schools  throughout  the  state  will  improye  to  the  satis- 
faction of  all.

*  In  regard  to  the  oondition  of  our  schools  I  cannot  say  as  they  haye 
made  much  progress  during  the  last  year.  In  consequence  of  high  war 
taxes  there  was  not  much  expended  in  building  or  repairing  shod  houses, 
and  a  majority  of  the  districts  maintained  but  throe  months  school. 
The^e  will  be  a  decided  improyement  in  regard  to  the  matter  in  this  en- 
suing year.  There  will  bo  at  leaat  seyen  new  school  houses  built,  and  a 
larse  number  are  now  being  repaired.  A  large  majority  of  the  diitriots 
will  maintain  a  school  for  two  terms,  and  but  yery  few  will  adhere  to  the 
old  three  months  system. 

As  to  the  township  system  I  do  not  think  it  will  proye  of  much  yalue 
to  a  new  county,  and  for  my  part  I  am  opposed  to  it  on  the  ground  of  it 
being  but  another  step  toward  the  concentration  of  power,  and  all  oon- 
oentrations  of  power  naye  oyer  proyed  destructiyeto  republican  fbrms  of 
goyemment.  I  might  argue  the  question  at  some  length,  but  it  has  been 
discussed  by  abler  pens  than  mine.

In  aeoordtnoe  with  a  rtquest  from  the  departmont  of  Public  Inatnio- 
tioa,  I  snbmit  tbe  fallowing  itomB  relative  to  the  schoolB  of  tbia  ooanly, 
with  some  sn^^eBtiona  oonoerning  tbe  school  law  : 

Among  the  improTemeats  in  the  condition  of  tbe  sohoob  of  Olark 
Goanty,  I  have  the  pleamre  of  stating  that  with  the  assistanoe  and  co- 
operation of  the  district  ofiicers  and  teachers^  I  have  been  able  to  estab* 
lish  a  naifornutj  of  Text  Books  in  the  schools  througbont  tibe  conntj-^-a 
matter  I  deem  of  great  importance,  and  ibe  negleot  of  which  has  done 
ranch  to  retard  &b  progress  of  the  schools  in  onr  county. 

A  higher  standard  of  qualifications  has  been  demanded  of  our  teachers, 
and  it  has  been  secured  by  refusing  certificates  to  about  one*third  of  the 
applicants  for  the  position  of  teamer — and  the  present  standard  is  not 
high  enough  for  the  fUtnre,  for  our  schools  are  adrancing,  and  the  teacher 
who  falls  behind  must  leave  the  ranks. 

The  school  houses  of  the^'oounty  will  perhapsr  average  with  those  of 
other  parts  of  the  State  as  new  and  sparsely  settled.  They  are  very  far 
from  what  they  should  be,  and  as  our  county  is  fast  filling  up  with  intel- 
ligent and  enterprising  people,  we  may  expect  each  year  to  see  decided 
improvement  in  the  scnool  houses  of  the  county.  It  is  expected,  and  sin* 
cerely  to  be  hoped,  that  a  substantial,  oommodious,  neaUy  finished  and 
fttmished  building  for  the  aeoommodation  of  a  graded  school,  will  be 
built  in  the  village  of  NeilisviUe  during  the  coming  year. 

The  fiirnitnre  of  ihe  school  rooms,  generally,  is  quite  meager— *many 
of  the  districts  seeming  (by  their  actions  at  least)  to  think  an  old  pail,  a 
battered,  rusty  and  leaky  tin  cup  and  a  new  broom  about  once  in  two 
years,  all  that  is  necessary  for  eitner  use  or  ornament  about  a  school  room, 
in  a  few  dbtricts,  however,  we  find  good  blackboards,  outline  maps, 
globes,  clocks,  curtains,  etc.,  etc.  In  idl  these  matters  onr  districts  are 
constantly  improving,  but  not  so  rapidly  as  tbev  ought  to  do. 

Many  of  our  dbtnot  olBoers  fail  to  comply  with  the  law  in  reference  to 
visiting  the  schools  as  well  as  in  some  other  respects;  tbe  cause  of  this 
faUure  is  not  so  much  unwillingness  to  comply  with  the  law,  ss  negligence 
and  carelessness  on  the  part  of  those  intrusted  with  this  important  matter, 
I  also  infer  flrom  the  reports  of  district  and  town  clerks  that  in  some 
districts,  not  to  say  towns,  very  little  is  known  of  their  actual  financial 
condition,  and  I  am  certain  that  reports  from  such  districts  must  be  very 
inaccurate  and  defective.  A  little  more  care  in  the  selection  of  school 
officers  would  remedy  many  imperfections  that  are  now  apparent.  The 
advice  contained  in  the  circular  ttom  the  State  Superintendent  to  the 
electors  of  each  district  at  the  last  annual  meetittg,  if  carried  out  (and  it 
should  be")  would  remove  the  diffeulties  above  mentioned. 

I  woula  recommend  a  change  in  the  law  so  as  to  require  (after  a  aobool 
district  has  been  organised  one  year)  at  least  ^t;«  months  scnool  each  year 
in  order  to  draw  the  public  money. 

If  this  change  can  do  made,  the  business  or  profession  of  teaching  will 
oftr  more  steikly  and  permanent  employment,  and  thu&  secure  and  relsdn 
a  better  class  of  teachers  than  the  present  system  does.    In  the  oUer  set- 
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tle^  portions  of  the  State  it  would  per1ia(>fl  Ebake  little  or  no  difference^ 
but  in  oar  new  and  thinly  settled  couaties  it  ,woald  assist  us  in  retaining 
the«anpie6s  of  the  good  teaohers  who  como  among  na  %o  ieaob,  and  can 
remain^bntrd  short  time  for  want  of  more  stead j  em^ojmeat.  Teaohera 
would  also  work  for  less  wages  if  they  had  mereif  steady  esiploymeat  in 
onepUce;  It  Would  be  the  means  of  sdcuring  xnor^  aeJiooling  in  thoae 
distridtsand  neighborhoods  moat  in  need  of  it,  aod  w}iere  tbelr  only  am- 
bitioti  is  to  siecnre  the  State  money  and  a  ehaap  teadhaf;  with  a  limitad^ 
ccrtiftdate,  the  only  kind  they  enquiro- forysayiilg  ''.^t)iira  isabaokwaxd 
sehool,"  and  ''we  oan't  afford  to  employ'  a  first  claM  teaober''— *and  tkey 
will,  under  present  arrangements  always  iemaiabttfikifard,  and  the  obil« 
dren  will  be  what  their  fathers  before  them' ha vf  been.  In  one  of  the 
diitrietB  of  this  county,  not  long  sinoe^  tiae  diatriot  board  waa  composed  of 
men,  no  one  of- whom  oould  write  his  name,  and  I  preaufoe  the  same  thing 
haa'ooeurred  in  other  places.  If  they  adre  oompelIed<by  law  to  sostain 
more  school,  these  backward  districta  would  6oon<  beoome  more  interested 
in  educational  matters,  and  men  interested. is .tbefdab|eot  aa  well  as  capable, 
would  be  elected  toioffioe-^better  schools  and  a  better  state  of  society  would 
follows 

And  again,  a  child  attending  school  onlythre^  months  in  a  year  from 
the  age- of  sik  to  eighteen  (the  usual  or  greatiast  period  < of  attendance  in 
thecofaatry)  would  only  attend  three  years,  leading  muc  years  of  wasted 
time  so  far  as  school  is  concerned,  and  that  too'  being  Um  time  of  moat 
importance  to  the  child  in  obtaining  an  edueation.  The  abore  subject  I 
believe  to  be  one  of  importance,  and  I  hope  ittmay  bct  presented  to  tbe 
next' legislature^  and  acted  upon  aa  its  mcrilB  dek^and.    .

COLUMBIA  COUNTY. 

There  are  twenty- one  towns  in  this  county,  (evdusibre  of  Portage  City, 
which  is  not  under  the  county  system).  In  these  towns  I  have,  during  the. 
past  Tear,  i»  the  regular  courae  of  my  work,  made  about  two  hundred 
and  Mj  visits  to  one  hundred  and  forty  different  sekock.  I  noTcr  give 
previous  notice  of  my  risits,  so  that  I  always  find  the  acheols  in  their 
orAiary  erery-day  operation.  It  is  my  cnstom  at  tbeae  Tiaits,  after  ia- 
sneoting  the  schoods,  to  give  such  couns'el  te  the  diffeareat  olassea  or  te 
the  school  at  large,  concerning  the  studies  pursued  and  other  praolkal 
matters  as  the  particular  oiroumatanees  of  the  case  seem  to  require,  and 
then^.  to  consult  wiih  the  teacher  separately,  oenoerning  such  chattgea 
and  improvements  in  his  plans  and  modea<  of  instmctiou.  aa  seem  to  be 
needed.  I  have  often  fbui^  that  conferatitoea  and  oonaultationa  wiA  d^e 
diaMet  bffioera  and  patrons  of  the  school  have  been  of  pf  rma&ent  keiMftt 
0  the. ^dtocational  interests  of  the  district   • 
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&ammatiani  and  (MifieaUa, 

I  have  appointed  and  held  nineteen  public  meetings  for  the  examina- 
tion of  teachen^  since  my  last  report ;  nine  last  fall,  and  ten  last  spring. 
These  meetings  were  attended  by  abont  820  applicants  for  examination 
and  license  as  teachers.  To  228  of  them  certificates  were  granted,  but  as 
a  majority  of  them  were  limited  to  six  months,  many  of  the  teachers 
were  examined  twice  daring  the  year.  I  have  found  frequent  examina- 
tions of  the  teachers  decidedly  beneficial  to  the  schools,  and  hence  re- 
quire the  mass  of  the  teachers  to  be  present  at  these  meetings  both  fall 
and  spring.  These  meetings  have  also  been  so  conducted  as  to  serve  as 
far  as  possible  the  purpose  of  Teachers*  Institutes  to  such  teachers  as 
were  unable  to  attend  the  regular  Institute;  short  practical  lectures  on 
the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching,  and  model  class  exercises,  being 
alternated  with  the  proper  examination  exercises.

Teaehet^B  Reportt. 

A  system  of  monthly  reports  has  been  adopted  in  this  county  and  ad^ 
hered  to  for  the  last  three  years.  Blanks  are  so  constrnoted  as  to  lead 
the  mind  of  the  teacher  to  seek  and  put  in  practice  every  improvement 
within  his  reach.  These  reports  are  intended  mainly  as  a  stimulus  and 
aid  to  well-directed  exertion  on  the  part  of  the  teachers,  and  a  link  of 
co-operation  between  them  and  their  superintendent. 

Oeneral  Progrett. 

There  is  a  growing  and  deep-rooted  interest  among  the  people  of  this 
<)Ounty  in  the  o^use  of  education,  and  a  disposition  and  desire  to  keq> 
o«r  public  schools  eonstanCly  improving.  There  Is  a  growing  demand 
for  fiiBt  rate  teachers. 

School  HOUMU. 

Several  new  school  houses  have  been  finished  during  the  year,  And  sev- 
eral more  will  be  put  tinder  contract  this  fall.  By  the  plans  whieh  I 
have  recommended,  and  which  arenow  genei^ally  adopted,  one  end  of  the 
school  room  is  finished  without  door  or  window,  with  a  continuous^wall 
wliiofa  is  covefred  with  blaok-board  for  a  breadth  of  about  five  foet,  eom"* 
meneing  say  two  feet  from  the  floor,  and  extending  upward  to  the  height 
of  about  seven  feet.  Across  the  end  of  the  room  iVom  this  blaek-boazd 
to  the  seats,  a  clear  space  of  from  six  to  twelv«^  f^et  (according  to  the 
•^e  of  the  house)  is  left  for  class  exercises,  f)ree  from  stools,  platforms, 
•desks,  pulpits  or  other  obstriiotions.  We  hold  that  platforms  and  fal« 
pits  (or  the  old  stationary,  cumbrous,  useless  platform  and  obstraotion 
called  the  teacher's  desk)  are  as  much  out  of  place  in  a  oontttry  sohool 
reom  as  in  any  other  wofkehop  where  twenty  to  fifty  persons  must  b«  Con- 
stantly employed. 
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QTai$d  SchooU, 

All  the  Tillages  in  this  county  (except  Otsego),  viz  :  Cambria,  Pardee- 
ville,  Wyocena,  Kilbourn  City,  Fall  River,  Colambas,  Poynette,  and 
last,  bat  not  least,  Lodi,  have  adopted  the  plan  of  dividing  their 
schools  into  departments,  in  which  the  pupils  are  graded  according 
to  their  degree  of  advancement,  the  higher  departments  generally 
being  under  the  charge  of  men  of  experience  and  ability,  and 
the  lower  being  confided  to  skillful,  trusty  and  industrious  female 
teachers.  The  plan  works  well,  and  that  too,  under  the  ordinary  district 
organization. 

District  Librariet. 

A  few  of  our  districts  still  maintain  small  district  libraries.  But  the 
withholding  of  legislative  encouragement  for  that  object,  and  the  daz- 
zling, deceptive,  mierably  devised,  abortive  attempt  to  establish  "  town- 
ship "  libraries,  have  given  our  library  arrangements  such  a  shook  that 
they  now  need  special  attention  and  care.  As  an  adjunct  to  the  school, 
the  district  library  may  become  very  useful.     When  shall  we  begin  agidn  ?

In  regard  to  the  proposed  "  Township  ojstem,*'  I  will  say  that  in  har« 
mony  with  what  I  believe  to  be  the  sentiment  of  a  large  majority  of  the 
thinking  men  of  our  State,  I  believe  that  the  adoption  of  such  a  system 
in  Wisconsin  is  not  desirable,  nor  likely  to  prove  beneficial  to  the  eduo&t 
tional  interests  of  our  people. 

The  following,  in  brief,  are  a  few  of  the  reasons  which  may  be  assigned 
for  this  opinion : 

1.  Our  townships  are  arbitrary  divisions  of  land^  established  by  sor- 
yey  before  settlement,  and  in  numberless  cases  very  badly  situated  for 
school  purposes.  Our  school  districts  on  the  other  hand  are  established 
after  the  neighborhoods  are  settled,  with  especial  reference  to  convenienee 
for  school  purposes. 

2.  Our  townships  (thirty-six  square  miles  each,")  are  too  large  for  the 
convenient  operation  of  the  township  system.  That  system  is  best 
adapted  to  a  dense  population  in  small  territorial  limits. 

8.  The  township  system  is  directly  calculated  to  diminish  the  home 
tnleresf,  (which  is  worth  almost  everything  in  educational  affairs,)  by  xe- 
moying  the  care  and  concern  of  the  schools  one  step  further  from  the 
people  at  home,  and  tends  to  centralise,  monopolise,  and  de-rcpublicaiiise 
our  general  system  of  republican  agencies ;  (a  result  eagerly  sought  and 
anxiously  anticipated  by  some  educational  schemers).  We  cannot  truly 
and  suitably  educate  the  mass  of  our  youth  without  the  active  and  hearty 
co-operation  of  the  mass  of  the  people ;  this  eO'*operation  the  distriot 
system  requires,  invites  and  incites,  while  the  township  system  does  not. 

4.  Man^  of  the  evils  complained  of  and  charged  upon  the  districft  sys- 
tem, are  evik  of  human  nature,  and  not  peculiar  to  any  system ;  those 
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evib  would  exist  in  a  modified  form  under  the  townsliip,  as  now  under  the 
diatriot  STatem.  The  change  of  systems  would  be  merely  shifting  the 
boot  to  the  other  foot. 

6,  We  do  noi  need  the  proposed  system  for  the  promotion  of  graded 
sehools.  We  can  have  them  just  as  well  under  the  present  system,  and 
they  are  actually  multiplying  and  flourishing  under  the  district  system. 
They  cannot  flourish  where  the  population  is  rery  sparse,  under  any 
system. 

6.  New  York  and  those  States  which  haye  retained  the  district  sys- 
tem, are  making  as  good  progress,  to  say  the  least,  in  educational  matters, 
as  Pennsylvania  and  the  other  States  which  have  adopted  the  township 
system. 

7:  What  we  do  need,  I  have  not  space  to  review  the  exaggerated 
anticipations  of  those  who  expect  the  township  system  to  be  the  Elyaian 
field  of  popular  education.  We  now  have  an  excellent  school  system, 
especially  adapted  to  the  character,  wants  and  condition  of  our  people. 
It  is,  however,  capable  of  improvement,  I  will  mention  three  points 
wherein  improvements  seem  to  be  needed,  and  will.  I  trust,  soon  be  se-^ 
cured;  1'  The  better  education  of  teachers,  by  means  of  normal  sohook 
and  other  agencies.  2.  A  means  of  guarding  against  neglect  on  the 
part  of  the  district  board,  and  stimulating  the  activities  of  the  district 
clerk,  by  allowing  him  a  small  compensation  in  cash  for  actual  services. 
3.  The  adoption  of  the  assembly  district,  instead  of  the  county,  as  the 
extent  of  territory  assigned  to  each  local  superintendent,  thus  admitting 
'of  a  more  thorough  supervision  of  all  the  schools.

CRAWFORD  COUNTY. 

In  addition  to  the  annual  statistical  report  already  forwarded  to  you,  I 
submit  the  following  brief  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  of 
this  oounty« 

During  the  year,  one  hundred  andforty«five  applicants  have  applied  for 
license  to  teach.  Of  this  number,  ninety-six  received  third  graae  certifi* 
cates,  and  forty-nine  were  rejected.  Twenty-three  of  those  rejected  were 
afterwards  licensed  to  teach  a  three  months  school.  I  do  not  approve  of 
die  system  of  district  certificates^  but  in  this  county  it  has  seemed  neees- 
sary  m  order  to  supply  all  the  schools  with  teachers.  A  few  first  and  se- 
cond grade  certificates  have  been  granted,  since  my  annual  report,  but  are 
not  included  in  the  number  given  above. 

The  aetual  average  qualifications  of  teachers  this  year,  as  compared  wiih 
last,  I  am  unable  to  give,  as  different  questions  have  been  used,  and  in 
some  respects,  more  diflicult  ones.  A  change  for  the  better^  however,  is 
noticeable,  and  with  some  of  our  teachers  the  improvement  is  very  marked. 
Our  teachers  are  improving  also,  m  their  methods  of  instmetioa,  and  with 
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(hem,  generally,  there  appeare  to  be  a  higher  appreciation  of  the  daties, 
reBponsibilities  and  importance  of  the  teaoher'B  calling. 

With  few  exceptions,  all  of  the  schools  of  the  county  haye  been  Tiuted 
within  the  year,  some  of  them  soveral  times.  I  haye  fonnd  them  doing 
as  well  as  could  be  expected.  In  discipline,  classification  and  general 
interest,  there  is  an  evident  improvement.  The  average  attendance  bas 
been  some  in  excess  of  lost  year,  I  think  from  ten  to  fifteen  per  cent. 

Five  new  school  houses  have  been  built  during  the  year,  and  several  of 
the  old  ones  have  been  repaired,  and  rendered  comparatively  comfortable. 
A  larger  percentage  of  the  houses,  as  you  will  notice  in  the  general  report, 
are  poor  and  entirely  unfit  for  school  purposes. 

We  have  two  graded  schools  in  this  county,  having  three  departments 
each,  and  in  one  of  them  four  teachers  were  employed  during  the  winter 
term.  These  schools  are  doing  well,  and  the  attendance  is  large.  With  a 
more  perfect  gradation,  their  usefulness  would  be  much  increased. 

9he  County  Teachers'  Association  has  held  three  meetings  during  the 
year,  and  an  Institute  of  one  week  was  also  held  in  October.  The  atten- 
dance at  these  meetings  was  small,  but  the  interest  was  good,  aud  I  be- 
lieve they  have  prepared*the  way  for  successful  effort  in  the  future. 

The  proposed  township  system  does  not  meet  with  much  favor  in  this 
county.  My  individual  opinion  is,  that  if  the  system  was  established  and 
praotioally  carried  into  operation^  it  would  result  benefioially  to  our 
Sdhools.

First  District. 

During  the  past  year,  everything  considered,  there  has  been  a  com- 
mendable increase  of  interest  in  our  schools,  both  among  patrons  and 
teachers.  Three  very  fine  school  buildings  have  been  erected.  The  one 
at  Sun  Prairie  containing  three  departments,  is  in  every  respect  a  building 
of  which  the  friends  of  education  in  that  place  may  well  be  proud.  Many 
of  the  old  structures  have  been  remodeled  and  improved,  rendering  what 
'  was  before  unfit  for  school  purposes  quite  serviceable  and  convenient.  Uueh 
also  baa  been  done  toward  supplying  proper  surroundings  to  the  school 
houses.  Still,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  statistical  report,  there  is  a  shameful 
neglect  in  providing  suitable  outbuildings.     Two  districts  are  without 

•  school  houses— ^ne  having  been  burned  sometime  during  the  summer. 

Probably  there  were  more  inexperienced  teachers  during  the  year  past 
'  than  during  any  previous  year.    Over  sixty  of  those  teacmnghad  never 

•  taught  before.     Still  most  of  them  did  well,  while  many  taught  excellent 
•schools. 

But,  pexhaps,'  no  one  fact^.  to  those  not  acquainted  with  the  sohools 
themselves,  skcrwe  more  plainly  the  lively  interest  which  teachers  have 
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takon  in  their  work,  than  this  one,  that  about  thirty  teaohers  were  6X^ 
fttni^ed  twice,  ftlthongfa  the  law  requires  them  to  be  but  onoe,  duriug  the 
year. '  Thus,  the  wiae  awake,  live  teacher,  seee  in  the  examinatioQ  an 
opportunity  to  leatn  something,  and  is  ready  to  improte  it,  notwithstatid« 
ing  the  two  days  of  eerere  labor. 

One  of  the  greatest  difficulties^  at  present^  in  the  way  of  the  eloTtition 
of  our  schools,  is  the  unwillingness  of  the  people  to  pay  for  the  talent 
necessary  for  that  purpose,  what  it  will  command  in  other  pursuits.  This 
will  always  gtre  us  inexperienced  teachers,  and  consequently  a  low  grade 
of  schools.  ^ 

I  made  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  visits  during  the  vear ;  and  iii  a 
district  containing  one  hundred  and  twenty  schools,  all  eould  nOt  tut 
course  be  visited,  at  this  rate,  each  term.  This  fact  with  others  hate 
shown  me  the  fallacy  of  expecting  a  county  officer  to  do  aH  that  is  neos^ 
sary  in  school  visitation.  We  need  an  officer  or  ofteers  who  can  visit  the 
schools  at  least  twice  during  each  term,  and  I  have  ^et  to  learn  of  any 
system  which,  to  my  mind,  meets  this  want  as  well  as  the  Town  District 
system.

DOOR  COUNTY. 

In  accordance^  with  your  instouctibhs^  I  forward  this  my  special  report 
upon  the  condition  of  the  schools  of  this  county,  and  other  matters,  con* 
neeted  therewith.  In  the  statistical  rtnort  you  wQl  see  that  thet^  are 
nineteen  school  houses  in  the  county.  Another,  not  reported,  and  raink* 
ing  with  the  best  in  the  county,  has  just  been  completed  hi  Little  8tur*« 
geon,  in  the  town  of  Gardner,  And  is,  I  understand  from  the  clerk,  now 
ready  fbr  use.  In  this  town,  also^  there  is  a  house  being  built  24x30  feet, 
two  stories,  to  be  ready  for  use  by  the  first  day  of  January  next.  A 
large  majority  of  the  houses  are  worthless  boxes,  or  log  heaps,  in  the 
construction  of  which  there  seemed  to  have  been  no  thought  on  the  part 
of  the  designers  of  the  comfort  or  convenience  of  teacher  or  pupil.  In 
many  cases  there  are  a  quantity  of  unsightly  logs,  which  have  neon  felled 
on  about  an  acre  of  land,  and  left  to  decay,  and  beyond/ in  all  directions, 
the  forest  bounds  the  vision.  There  arc  a  few  houses  that  are  tolerable, 
but  still  not  what  they  should  be.  There  are  no  graded  schools  in  the 
county.  I  think  that  this  town  needs  otie,  but  I  fear  that  we  shall  not 
get  one  ibr  a  year  or  two  yet.  There  have  been  held  two  public  examina- 
tions since  the  first  of  January  last.  The  number  of  applicants  for  li- 
cense was  twenty-nine,  of  which  numbei^  twenty-four  were  given  third 
grade  certificates,  three  of  which  were  limited.  The  statistical  report 
shows  twenty-nine,  but  some  certificates  were  given  at  private  examina- 
tions, and  were  annulled  by  the  law  en  the  holding  of  a  public  examina* 
tion,  and  others  were  given  the  parties  on  going  into  another  town  to 
teach.  We  need  a  better  class  of  teachers  generally,  although  we  have 
seme  verv  good  ones.  May  their  numbers  increase.  The  average  attued- 
Snoo. 
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a|t^e  appeals  to  l^  more  eDcouraging,  aa  it  is  on  the  iD^reaae,  baing 
alioat  ii}  pQr  jceat.  lasi  year,  against  50}  per  Wat,  for  Uie  present  year, 
!pat  still  itsiiows  a  deplorable. state  of  things.  In  ^Ikesc^ols  that  I  nare 
visited  the  conduct  of  tbe  pupils  has  been  good,  and  I  noted  good  pro- 
gress. 1?bere  is  a  great  want  of  interest  b|,tLe  parents  and  school  boardsi 
and  their  visits  are  V  few  and  far  between.' 

I  do  not  understand  the  merits  of  the  proposed  "  Township  District 
3ya^m,"  never  having  seen  anythine:  in  regard  to  it^  except  some  refer- 
eppeain  the  ^*  Journal  of  Education, ".  ana  in  your  last  annual  report, 
But  with  proper  safeguards,  it  would  be  far  preferable  to  the  present  sys- 
tem, ^s  to  its  practicability,  if  the  law  is  properly  drafted,  Ithink there 
e^nbfi  no  question,  0^r  county  is  comparatively  young,  not  having  bean 
in  pperatioa  qnite  nine  years,  and  the  settlements,  isolated  in  a  measure, 
being  connected  by  very  poor  roads,  so  poor,  in  fact,  that  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  get  from  place  to  place  on  meels. , 

But  in  winter  it  is  not  so  difficult,  as  we  ttien  have. a  good  snow  path, 
and  can  get  about  quite  comfortably.  From  the  above  circumstances  it 
is  very  difficult  to  get  up  ^'  Teachers'  Associations,"  or  teachers'  visits  to 
one  another.  There  has  never  been  an  institute  held  in  the  county,  and 
I  confess  that  t  am  totally  inexperienced  in  the  matter  of  conducting 
them.  However,  I  intend  to  make  an  effort  as  soon  as  I  am  able.  There 
is  great  difficulty  in  getting  men  capable  of  filling  the  town  and  district 
offices,  and  it  is  doubtful  about  the  people  selecting  such  were  tbey  to  be 
had.  Consequently  the  reports  from  the  town  clerks  are  very  erroneous. 
There  has  not  a  siagle  report  opme  into  n^  hands  but  what  contains  pal- 
pable errors,  or  essential  omissions. 

I  have  <peat  a  great  amount  of  time  and  labor  qj\  them  to  get  at  the 
facts,  find  wheAJA  the  numbers  in  the  tabular  statement  there  occurs  a 
plain  eiror,  I  hfvv^t  e&closed  them  in  parentheses,  leaving  you  to  make  your 
own  deductions  wit^  what  information  I  am  able  to  give  you.  In  the  re- 
port from  Sevastapol,  twelfth  column,  you  will  find  the  number  (750)  as 
being  the  number  of  days  a  school  has  been  taught.  In  district  No.  3,  of 
that  town,  in  the  clerk's  report,  591  is  the  number  of  days  a  school  has 
been  taught  the  past  year ;  whereas,  I  have  good  reason  to  believe  the 
school  was  kept  but  about  six  months,  or  132  days,  which  reduces  the 
number  462  days. 

Gibraltar  has  three  houses,  which  I  think  will  accommodate  eighty  or 
ninety  pupils.  The  report  from  Egg  Harbor  is  very  incorrect,  but  much 
ol  the  iaacsuraoy  is  evidently  owing  to  the  town  clerk*s  placing  his  fl^« 
ures  in  the  wrong  column,  which  I  have  taken  the  liberty  to  correct  in 
the  abstract  I  send  you.  But  there  is  another  thing  in  the  report  to 
which  I  wish  especially  to  call  your  attention.  He  reports  no  school  kept 
by  a  qualified  teacher.  When  I  was  appointed  to  the  office  of  Sunerin- 
tendent  last  winter,  there  was  a  school  kept  in  that  town  by  Miss  Emma 
B.  Yates,  under  a  license  from  this  same  town  clerk,  who  was  our  former 
Superintendent,  and  at  the  public  examination  held  at  that  place  on  the 
7th  «yf  January  last,  was  re-examined  and  licensed;  also  a  young  maO| 
i!.  E..  Maffet,  was  examined  and  licensed  by  me,  and  they  were  the  teach* 
ers  in  that  town  for  the  winter.    And  during  the  past  summer,  the  school 
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jtertoa  u^der  a  Ur 
)  three  better  (bun 
the  average  throughoift  the  ooanty. 

But  I  suppose  yoti'  wdtild  consider  it  an  error  of  his,  as  the  abstract 
gives  212  as  the  ntlmbelr  of  days  a' school  has  been  taught  by  a  qualified 
teacher.  But  I  placed  that  number  in  the  column,  it  being  in  his  report 
under  the  head  of  '*  total  number  of  different  pupils  who  have  attended 
school  during  the  year,"  and  as  the  number  was  made  up  of  two  numbers, 
Tis.,  146  in  district  No  1,  apd  6^  in  dif^^t  No.t2,:which  last  number  cor- 
responding to  the  number  of  days  Maffett'  taught  in  district  No.  i,  I 
came  to  the  conclusion  thfit  he  had,  ^roi^gh  mifit^^,  placed  his  figures 
one  column  toa  far  tgi  ,the  4eft,  and  ,that  wo^Id  m^ket  the  balnAce  of.  his 
tabular  statement  fuitc  consistent.

Our  first  attempt  at  sku  Ijnfititate  was  m#de  on  the  9th  inst:;  init 
the  fact  that,  in  a  county  having  1600  legal   scholars,  only  seven  citianns- 
found  time  or  disposition  to  ^  look  in  UfkOp  us,'*  does  ilot  promise  great 
suofess.    It  is  the  people's  cause,  bowever,  add  if  they  neglect  it,'  beer--- 
guEzUag  and  tobacco-* 'chawing  "  politicians  will. not.     They  can  ^'rope  it' 
it  in,"  and  they  will  do  it  so  long  as  the  supeiinteudc-noy  remains  an  tIeo«- 
tiyc  oSc^.    The  idea  that  uoadu^atcd  votejra  may  safely  hold  the  reins  of 
oar  comjuoQ  school  economy  ^n  their  hands,  is  broadly  ridiculous.    Our* 
democracy   seems  a  little  too.  wide,  when  a  ntimerifal  majority,  whiohi 
promii^s  to  pay  "  by    making  their   *'  mark,"  is  empowered  to  select  and 
control  our  school  qfficers.     in  the  meantime,  as  in  the  sick  room,  a  good 


nurse  is  to  be  preferred  to  a  poor  doctor,  40,  w^  m»j|  hope  more  from  the 
good  sense  of  good  parents;  than  from  a^Qj  system  which  th<i^  legislatnre 
can  give  as.

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It  gives  me  pleaaur^  to  repaft  pf  6^fessir  in  onr  commoi^  schools  of  this 
oovnty.  And  well  th«re'  may  be,  as  it  was  only'aborat  nine  years  since 
the  first  district  was  organized,  and  wo  now  nuniber^  I  think,  28.  Nine 
yeajrs  ago  in  the  dea4'-  ef  wintet ,  a  sdhool  hon^e  was  bnilt  about  ltSt24 
ftety  of  rough  green  beards,  and  ii"  few  children  tan^t  in  it.  Now  ^ere 
tf^iii  this  village,  two  tegalat  graded  schools,  numbering  some  three 
hdiSred  iohokrs'in.eaeh..  Inrt^ne^  of  these  districts  is  a  school  house  of 
flue^Ainohiteotiiral  aippearane^,  andveiy  ti^atly  finished ;  with  three  depart- 
menliii  amd  four  teac^herti :  «nd'the  whold  bililding  is  in  progress  of  com- 
pletioD,  with  rooms  fb¥  €te' departments.  This  school  is  under  the  direc- 
tion of  H.  A.  Howland,' who  is  makifag  if  decidedly  popular. 

The  district  on  the  west  side  has  a  scl^ool  of  two  tlepaTtments  and  three 
teaeherS;  and  has  this  year  voted  an  appi^opriafion  or  $1,000  to  erect  a 
primary  school  house  in^  a-  distant  part  of  the  district.  There  is  also  an- 
other district  in  Nortk  Bau  Claire,  virtually  in  the  same  village,  number- 
ing some  seventy-five  or  eighty  scholars.  In  all  these  there  is  a  oom- 
mendable  interest  and  liberality  in  raising  money  for  the  support  of  teach- 
ers. In  school  districts  remote  frojn  our.viilage  there  is  not  that  general 
interest  which  ought  to  be  eihibited ;  tura*  potion  of  them  are  earnest  to 
obtain  the  best  of  teachers,  and  the  benefits  are  decidedly  marked,  as  I 
visit  the  schools,  in  the  odvaticendent  of  the  scholars.  One  great  difficul- 
ty is  the  lack  of  qualified  teachers.  Nearly  one>haIf  of  the  sehools  are 
neeessarily  supplied  with  teachers  having  a  limited  certificate.  IThat  is 
needed  in  this  section  is  a  normal  class  to  be  held  for  a  few  weeks  erery 
year  upon  which  the  teachers  shall  be  requiifed  by  law  to  attend,  If  they 
fall  below  a  certain  grade  in  their  examination,  in  order  to  obtain  a  sohooi. 

To  accomplish  this,  the  new  northern  counties  need  a  little  assistance 
ftott  the  normal  fund  as  well  as  attention  of  our  w6rthy  state  supeiinten- 
dent.  .J    • 

I  might  write  the  usual  desorifition  of  dot!cIcnmefl  in  seme  of  our  dis- 
tricts, but  no  good  would  be  aocomp^ished'.  It  is  the  efficiency  of  tbe 
county  superintendents  and  the  teachersHhat  is  to  raise  out  schools  to  the 
standard  they  ought  to  attain. 

That  system,  therefore,  which  will  secure  the  best  inlsjn  for  county  su- 
perintendents and  raise  up  the  best  qualified  teaehers,  will  be  the  most  in^ 
fluontial  in  raising  the  st&ndard  of  our  schools.

teachers  we^reen^lo^e^  in  all  districts  in  tlie  cQuniV  except  five.  luring 
the  summer  sixteen  districts  had  nor  school, ,.  iThqae  irere  nearljf  all  in 
iifae  extreme  eastern  part  of  the  county.  The  districts  which  av^  accm' 
tomfd  to  have  no  summer  scjiool  almpst  invar^bly  have  only  three  nsopths 
school  in  the  winter.  '  It  is  impossible  that  the  lapse  of  a  course  of  years 
will  not  present  the  young  people  .of  such  distiricts  to  society,  with  an 
educational  preparation  for  life  far  inferior  to  that  of  ttoso  districts  which 
^ave  given  their  young  people  eight  or  nine  months  schooling  each 
year. 

The  year  has  not  been  without  its  manifjcs^tationa  ,of  imprx)vement. 
Fewer  cases  of  trouble  have  arisen  than  '  durine;  the  previous  year*  An 
increased  number  of  schools  have  been  decidedly  successful.  This  is 
owing  perhaps  in  part  to  the.  more  Systematizing  of  the  whole  school 
Work ;  in  part  to  care  taken  in  ihe  r^ection  of  extremely  voung  pr  poor- 
ly qualified  teachers ;  but  Qspec^ally  to  the  increased  number  of  teachers 
who  have  tried  to  do  their  best,  in  and  out  of  the  school  room;  to  educate 
in  the  highest  and  noblest  sense  those  committed  to  their  charge. 

Full  or  partially  graded  school  districts  might  be  formed  by  consolidat- 
ing districts  in  the  vioinify  of  each  of  the  following  places,  namely:  Oak- 
field  station,  Rasendale  village,  New  Casscl,  Seven  Mile  Creek,' and  Calu- 
met village. 

The  value  of  large  districts  and  graded  schools  is  not  generally  apper^ 
ciated.  The  tendency,  and  unwisely,  as  it  seems  to  me^  is  in  favor  of 
single  schools  and  small  districts,  and  yet  in  nearly  all  the  localities  just 
named,  one  or  more  private  sehools  are  regularly  sustained.  On  account 
of  this  tendency  I  think  the  proposed  ''township  system '^  would  meet 
with  violent  opposition  from  a  large  majority  in  this  county,  since  it  would 
eularge  districts  in  many  cases--^re*distriot  towns  sadly  needing  to  be  re- 
districted  and  establish  graded  schools  where  they  ought  to  be  established 
— ^a  few  would  appreciate  the  advantage  thus  offered,  tts  84)pointment 
of  town  school  officers  and  its  mode  or  !electiQ;^.tbe  cpunty  superifitend-* 
ent  would,  I  think,  meet  with  general  approval. 

New  ]i;oQms  for  fifteen  acjiools  have-  been  provided  during  the  year. 
With  one  exception  all  tbe  new  school' bouses,  are  large  and  commodiua, 
erected  irith  taste  and  an  eye  id  comfort  apd  service.  Tbey  do  credit 
to  the  districts  to  which  they  belong.  The  new  school  building  at  SevMi 
Mile  Creek^  were  its  ^otiies  larger,  would-be  un  excellent  moael.  X%iB 
Hie  be0^  In  ^tbe  oounty  for  commodiousaess  and  convenieikce  of  arrange- 
meiit. 
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Three  first  grade  certificates j  iweDty-one  second  grade,  and  two  hundred 
and  seven  third  grade  certificates,  were  issued  during  the  year.  One 
htindred  and  seyenty-sil  applicants  were  rejected. 
'The  wages  ^aid  to'  teaphers  i)re^  vtoo  low  considering  the  times  and  the 
labbt  required  ;  and  as  a'  eonsei^ence  tfome  of  our  best  teacheH  fall  out 
at  the  close  of  each  term  and  go  jinto  other  employipentg.  Though  there 
his  been  a  large  nuniber  of  applicants  it  has  not  DOen  easy  to  secure  the 
requisite  niimber  df  well  qualified  teachers,  ^o  applicant  has  been  re^* 
j«cied,  whom  I  could  conscientiously  approbate.  It  had  been  hoped  that 
the  reluming  soldiers  ^ould  fill  tKe  ranks  of  teachers,  but  few  of  them 
re-enter  the  school  roan),  and  instead,  are  engaged  in  adroitly  withdraw- 
ing some  of  pur  best  ftmale  teachers*  from  .the  profession,  into  a  very 
different  life.  .      '. 

It  is  mucb  to  be  regretted  that  school  officers,  and  parents  give  so  little 
attetition  to  the  schools  by  personal  yisitation,  though  in  this  regard  there 
has  been  an  improvemetit  during  tlje  year. 

Entire  neglect  of  the  public  schools  on  the  part  of  some,  and  irregular 
attendance  on  the  part  of  others,  are  perhaps  the  greatest  evils  with  which 
we  have  now  to  contend.  The  scholars  are  most  regular  when  the  teach- 
ers are  most  faithful,  and  keep  up  a  constant  communication  with  the 
parents,  tfy  monthly  reports  and  otherwise. 

A  Teachers'  Institute  was  held  at  Fond  du  Lac  in  the  spring,  at  which 
such  assistance  was  secured  as  to  make  it  one  of  the  most  efficient,  and^ 
in  numbers,  one  of  the  largest  ever  held  in  the  State. 

The  Superintendent  made  four  hundred  and  twelve  visits  to  one  hun- 
dred and  eighty-one  schools,  during  the  year;  and  gave  fifty-one  evening 
lectures  on  educational  topics  in  various  parts  of  the  county.

Having  forwarded  you  my  Annual  Report,  I,  in  compliance  with  your 
request,  proceed  to  give  you  a,  special  RepiM't  of  the  condition  of  the 
schools  in  this  county.  '    , . 

I  would  here  note  some  pointy  wherein  my  satistical  Ueport  is  imperfect, 
notwithstanding  my  having  sent  a  timely  drcuUr  to  the  town  clerks, 
calling  their  attention  to  the  importance  of  having  tlieir  reports  accurate 
and  full.  You  will  find  several  columns,  such  as  those  headed  number  ^f 
districts  and  joint  districts  not  reporting,  highest  valuatioa  of  school 
house  and  site,  number  of  pupils  and  attendance  of  pupils,  imporfbotlj 
filled. 

In  some  two  or  three  districts  tea(ihers  had  failed  to  keep  a' proper 
register,  and  hence  many  valuable  facts  could  not  be  reported.  I  wOuId 
here  suggest  to  District  Clerks,  that  the  law  requires  the  teacher  to  keep 
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a  correct,  register '  and  makes  fbtfeiture  6f'  |tey  the  penalty  ^{  noneom^- 
pliance  with  this  jr^qnifement.  !  (J!lerkd  aliould  fttmiBH  suftable  re^idjbers 
and  not  the  blant  hooka  thai  utk  fban,d  in  some  of  the  schools. 

There  ha Vd  been  seyeral  sphopl  honses  built  in  this  cotinty  since  \ixij 
last  repor^,  and  in  Mnscoda  the^choo|  house  has  been  well  inclosed,  VHp 
grounds  graded  and  two  out  hbusfes  put  up.  In  District  No.  8j  offlie 
town  of  Lanoaster,  the  grottn<^  hare  been  ;well  inclosed' and  graded.'  I 
hope  to  see  much  Improyement  the  coming  year  in  the  matter  of  btiildin^g 
school  houses  and  ont  houses,  and  of  inclosing  school  grounds  and  or^a*> 
menting  them  with  shade  trees,  A  number  of  districts  have  YOted  quite 
Uberally  toward  building  next  year.  .  ** 

There  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  matter  of  graded 
sehoohi;  but  from  the  action  of  the  schoo!  boards  of  several  districts  this 
lall,  there  may  be  a  report  of  better  things  next  year.  There  arc  eight 
i^hools  in  the  countyliaTing  made  more  or  less  advancement  toward  a 
system  of  grading.  J%at  in  District  No.  4,  in  Platteville,  has  been  the 
most  thoroughly  organized  and  managed. 

Although  not  immediately  within  my  field,  t  woxdd  report  with  pleasure, 
that  at  Patch  Grove,  the  friends  of  education  have  built  an  academy  of 
brick,  at  a  cost  of  about  $8,000.  I  trust  that  a  like  liberal  spirit  may 
get  hold  of  the  people  there  in  the  matter  of  public  schools,  and  then 
their  present  small  and  dilapidated  school  house  will  seen  be  supplanted 
by  one  suitable  for  both  the  purpose  and  the  place. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  visits  to 
the  different  schools  in  the  county,  and  during  the  same  time  there  have 
been  delivered  twenty-four  evening  addresses  on  topics  immediately  con- 
cerning the  elevation  of  the  Public  Schools,  the  improvement  of  the 
Teachers,  and  the  more  thorough  and  practical  education  of  children. 

There  are  four  towns  that  I  have  been  unable  to  visit  this  school  year, 
being  prevented  by  indispositioU  at  the  time  I  had  assigned  to  them.  I 
shall  visit  them  as  soon  as  the  fall  term  of  school  opens. 

I  have  held,  during  the  year;  three  Institutes,  one  at  Laacairter,  begin- 
ning December  27th,  1864,  and  continuing  the  following  two  days  ;  one 
at  Platteville,  beginning  April  10th,  1865,  of  same  duration  as  the  former 
one ;  and  one  at  Bosoobel,  beginning  August  28th  and  continuing  till 
September  7th — nine  days,  being  four  days  in  the  present  school  year  and 
five  in  die  next.  At  these  there  were  respectively  86^  76  and  'fO  teachenr 
in  attendance.  I  find  that  the  better  class  of  teachers  are  the  more  cer- 
tainly present  at  Associations  and  Institutes,  whilst  those  who  moqt  need 
the  arill  and  instruction  seldom  attend ;  yet  I  am  hopeful  of  even  these, 
I  find  at  each  succeeding  Institute  some  new  recruits  from  their  ranks, 
and  such  usually  express  themselves  as  benefited  and  better  prepared  for 
tfteir  work,  and  regret  past  neglect  to  attend. 

At  these  meetings  I  received  valuable  aid  from  Rev.  Julius  Schum  and 
John  J,  Copp,  of  Lancaster,  each  of  whom,  in  addition  to  drilling  classes, 
lectured  twice,  also  ficom  the  Hon.  J.  T.  Mills  and  A.  B.  Bushuell  of 
Lancaster,  who  delivered  lectures,  and  from  J.  'H.  Terry  of  Spring  Oreen, 
Sauk  county,  who  took  part  in  the  drills  and  also  lectrred  ;  and  lastly  the 
State  Superintendent  not  only  placed  me  under  great  obligation  to  him, 
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but  also  iBiule  hinuielf  maay  warm  fmad/i  among  the  teaohera  of  Qraat 
coDQty  by  &is  eacn^l  and  jinstrnctiTe  laJbori  in  tho  Xustitata  at  Boaoobal 
in  tbe  drill  of  classes,  by  his  methods  o<  instraotion  aii^  words  of  ooan/iel 
and  encouragement, .  Superintendent  and  teachers  would  warmly  w«I- 
eoiperlxim  among  them  again.  To  the  teachers  in  the  public  Eohools  of 
iUs  pounty,  who  attended  and  took  part,  I  tender  my  neariieat  thanka, 
9nd  laa  a  reward  for  their  labors  promise  them  futpre  opportvnites  to 
repeat  thcjm  for  iheir  own  and  others  beaefit. 

^eife  were  present  at  my  fall  examinations^  154:  candidates — 114  femalea 
and  40  males,  of  the  former  2  received  certificates  ef  the  second  grade, 
and  65  of  the  third ;  of  the  latter  31  received  certificates  of  ^he  third  grade, 
majUng  a  total  of  98,  or  65  per  cent,  of  the  applicants  who  passed 
examination,  leaving  56^-47  females  and  9  males  who  fuled.  At  my 
Bpring  examinations  there  were  279  applicants — 256  females,  23  males: 
of  the  former  1  received  a  certificate  of  the  first  grade,  3  of  the  aecona 
and  163  of  the  third ;  of  the  latter  19  received  certificates  of  the  tbiid 
grade,  making  a  total  of  186,  or  66  per  cent,  of  the  applicants  who  passed, 
leaving  93  (of  the  former  89|  of  the  latter  4)  wKo  failed  to  get  oertificates.  < 
This  gives  a  total  of  284  certificates  of  the  three  grades  granted  durmg 
the  year.  There  are  about  20  twice  counted,  leaving  264  different  per* 
sona  receiving  certificates.  A  number  of  these  have  not  taught  and  did 
not  apply  with  the  immediate  purpose  of  teaching.  But  being  in  school 
with  teaching  in  view,  many  of  them  were  examined  simply  to  ascertain 
their  l;nowledge  of  the  several  branches  and  wherein  they  needed  most 
improvement — ^many  of  these  being  young,,  my  average  of  teachers'  ages 
is  below  what  it  would  be  were  the  average  age  of  those  actually  engaged 
in  teaching  given.  I  have  granted  in  addition  to  the  above,  43  local  cer* 
tifieates — to  viales  5,  to  females  38,  Several  of  these  were  granted  to 
teachers  who,  although  failing  to  pass  examination,  gave  evidence  of  sue- 
oess  in  teaching,  and  some  were  given  to  those  whose  qu^lificailous  were 
good  enough  but  who  failed  to  attend  public  examinations. 

The  average  age  of  the  327  who  got  certificates  is  21  years,  and  their 
average  expiirience  is  1^  years.  The  oldest  teacher  is  59,  with  an  experience 
of  38  iexvtm  of  4  months  each.  The  number  emploved  in  the  same  school 
as  during  the  previous  year  is  50.  I  am  satisfied  there  is  an  increased 
iispoisition  to  emplov  the  same  teacher  term  after  term,  and  there  is  alae 
a  marked  increase  of  wages  as  shown  by  a. comparison  of  my  report  with 
that  of  last  year.  Yet  there  ai«  some  district  officers  over  anxiood  for 
change,  and  others  too  eager  for  cheajpess. 

I  uiink  I  have  labored  not  in  va^n  in  endeavoring  to  have  good  black 
boards  in  all  the  school  houses,  to  .have  school  houses  built  s3W  better 
place,  and  to  have  pupils  supplied  with  slates  and  pencils.  I  find  ou 
visiting,  for  the  second  time,  many  schools,  every  pupil  supplied  with 
slate  and  pencil,  where  before  but  a  few  (and  note;  of  the  smaller  ones) 
had  them  ]  and  often  good  black  boards  where  before  the^e  was  none,  or 


tricta  after  the  plans  sent,  or  improvements  on  them. 
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Tbe  ^'  Township  Distriot  System  t$  desirable  and  praelicahie  in  this 
stste/*  and  I  would  refer  for  my  xlews  mpre  at  length  to  "xny  A)rmer  speoial 
I'eport.  I  ooncnr  in  all  that  iB  oontaified  in  the  paper  on  this  sah|eat 
Isinc^  ,W  your  predecessor.  ' 

Iwotild  say  n)at  I  regard  the  teachers  of  this  cotfnty  as  improring  in 
ec(ticational  qualifications  and  in  the  proper  estimate  of  their  calling,  and 
X  b^liere.the  schools  are  equally  bein^  lifted,  up  and  improred.  The 
people  of  the  county  are  generally  alive  to  the  interests  of  tbe  puhlio 
schools,  regarding  thepi  as  they  really  are,  t^e  safety  and  bulwark  of  a 
free  people,  the  only  means  of  nniyorsal  education.

Since  my  appointment  as  Superintendent  I  haye  issued  fifty  certificates, 
nearly  all  of  the  third  grade.  I  haye  also  granted  forty-fiye  special  li- 
censes rtp  teach  for  a  less  period  than  a  year;  about  one-half  of  wJbich 
were  granted  because  the  candidates  askea  for  and  receiyed  a  priyate  ex- 
amination before  tfhe  time  of  holding  the  public  examinations,  many  of 
whom  afterwards  came  to  the  public  examinations  and  receiyed  a  full  cer- 
tificate ji  the  remainder  were  giyen  to  young  and  inexperienced  teaohersj 
some  of  whom  passed  a  yery  creditable  examination.  Most  of  the  teach- 
ers are  desirous  of  obtaining  a  good  third<-grado  certificate,  but  are  not 
ambitious  to  rise  higher.    There  were  but  ^ur  candidates  for  the  second 

frade,  and  two  certificates .  issued,  and  there  were  no  candidates  for  tho 
rst  grade.  Most  of  the  schools  in  this  county  do  not  absolutely  require 
a  Ligner  scientific  knowledge  than  the  law  prescribes  for  a  third  grade 
certificate ;  but  in  my  opinion,  other  things  being  equal,  a  teacher  who  i# 
competent  to  hold  a  first  grade  certificate  is  worth  much  more  (and  the 
difference  may  be  incalculable,)  to  teach  a  primary  school  dxan  cue  who 
is  barely  able  to  obtain  a  third  grade  certificate. 

The  schools  generally  throughout  the  county  are  intellectually  iu  a 
good  healthy  oondition.  The  teachers  are  faithful,  diligent  and  attentiye, 
a|id,  I  belieyC;  try  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  means  afforded  them  to 
fhrnish  to  the  State  intelligent  and  useful  citizens. 

The  greatest  eyil  I  discoyer  is  a  want  of  regularity  in  attendance.  Vor 
{his  reason  the  success  of  some  schools  in  agricultural  neighborhoods  has 
beoB  yery  much  retarded  during  the  spring  and  summer ;  but  the  cause  is 
apparent,  of  course.  The  older  menibers  of  the  family  were  absent  in  llie 
army^  and  the  younger  had  to  supply  theiir  places.  But  as  the  cause  has 
sow  ceased  to  exist,  no  doubt  a  u^arked  improyement  in  this  respect  Tfill 
b0  manliest  during  another  year.  Sy  examinii^  the  statistical  report  It 
will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a  large  number  of  children  (nearly  iwenty- 
oigbt  hundred,)  between  the  ages  9f  four  and  twenty,  ^etirs,  who  baye 
npt.  attended  the  public  schools  at  alT  during  the  past  yea^    Scarcijty  of 
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laborers  wa?  a  leacliog  oaase,  but  a  want  of  auffioieat.  school  advaatageB 
near  at  home  had  an  influejice.  All  grades  an^  ages  of  scholars  are  com- 
pelled to  miogle  together — study  and  be  taught  in  the  same  rooia,  akid 
iVider  the  same  cirpumstanoes,  and  the  joung  seem  to  crowd  out  (he  old, 
A  graded  school,  accessible .  at  some  point  to  the  advanced  aoholafSj 
would  be  of  immepse  advantage. 

There  are  but  two  graded  schools  in  the  county ;  one  at  the  citj  of 
Mineral  Point,  which,  while  in  operatioUi  does  good  work,  but  a  want  of 
means  limits  the  length  of  tho  school  term,  and  therefore  its  usefulness. 
An  effort  will  soon  be  made  to  amend  the  city  charter,  so  that  more  money 
may  be  raised  by  taxation  for  school  purposes.  The  other  is  at  Dodge* 
ville,  has  a  good  corps  of  teachers,  is  well  managed,  and  is  of  great  ad- 
vantage to  the  community.  Another  graded  school  should  at  once  be  or- 
ganized at  Linden,  and  I  am  glad  to  learn  that  an  effort  is  being  made  in 
^uiat  direction ;  another  also  at  Highland.  Here  there  are  two  very  re- 
Vspectable  school  buildings.  Only  a  few  rods  apart,  in  which  four  teachers 
are  employed,  and  a  promiscuous  school  taught  in  each.  If  the  two  districta 
interested  were  consolidated^  and  a  graded  school  established  with  three 
tearhers,  all  parties  would  receive  greater  advantages  at  less  expense^ 
A)  the  village  of  Avoca  the  people  are  doing  well,  they  have  a  pleasant 
school  building,  and  maintain  a  graded  school  of  two  departments  a  part 
of  each  year, 

I  believe  the  Township  District  System  is  desirable,  for  the  reasons  so 
6learly  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Superintandent  of  Public  Instruct 
tion  for  the  year  ending  Aug.  31, 1863.  No  superintendent  can  visit  all 
the  schools  in  the  county  as  often  each  term  as  is  useful,  without  he  Ls 

Eosses§ed  of  untiring  industry  and  commendable  magnanimity;  nor  can 
e  always  awaken  the  same  interest  that  he  could  were  ne  a  neighbor,  and 
an  acquaintance  standing  ready  to  seize  every  opportunity  to  present  the 
good  cause  in  the  most  favorable  light. 

Whether  the  Township  System  can  be  made  practical  or  not,  depends 
very  much  on  the  competency  of  the  township  officers  who  will  carry  out 
the  details  of  the  plan.  In  order  to  get  good  men  some  compensation 
sh9uld  be  allowed  those  who  devote  theij:  time  and  labor  to  this  work  for 
the  public  good.  - 

Our  course  of  education,  I  think,  Lf  a  little  defoctivc.  We  teach  schol- 
ars how  to  speak  and  write  correctly,  and  enough  of  mathematics  to  keep 
accounts,  and  some  general  ide^s  oi  the  natural  sciences,  but  the  studies 
prescribed  by  law,  no  matter  how  thoroughly  taught,  illy  prepare  them  to 
perform  one  of  the  most  important  rights  and  daties  of  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States.  I  refer  to  the  exercise  of  the  elective  franchise.  The 
right  to  vote  is  but  of  little  use  to  him  who  does  not  know  how  to 
vote,  and  certainly  to  tote  intelligently  he  should  know  89mething  of 
Qur  constitution,  the  principles  of  our  government  and  our  laws.  la 
Bchool  he  should  prepare  for  all  the  duties  of  practical,  lifb,  and  this  U 
one,  and  the  safety,  the  prosperity  and  the  happiness  of  our  country, 
rest  in  a  great  decree  in  the  sound  political  education  of  ita  oitiiena, 
mhinh  education  should  not  run  the  riisk  of  the  reading  of  maturer  years, 
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Or  the  instructions  of  a  partizan  press.   .  ^ow'  this  \i

The  schools  of  this  county  have  generally  maintained  their  usual  stand- 
ing, although  the  absorbing  interest  in  the  war  has  drawn  so  largely  on  the 
attention  and  resources  of  the  people.  There  has  been  an  unavoidable 
decrease  in  the  attendance  of  the  olasi  of  larger  pupils  which  seems  to 
detract  from  the  appearanoe  i^i  the  sobo«b ;  ,but  measured  by  the  stand- 
ing of  those  of  the  same  age,  we  have  even  more  than  held  our  own. 

The  inadequate  supply  of  goodieaohexa  is  one  of  Ihe  greatest  diffietl- 
ties  to  be  met  with  at  present.  The  opinion  has  prevailed  tiiat  with  the 
close  of  the  war  we  should  have  a  large  number  seeking  employment  in 
our  public  schools.  Many  districts  voted  at  their  annual  meetings  to  ent* 
gage  male  teachers  for  the  winter  terms.  But  on  the  contrary  it  has 
proved  difficult  to  obtain  enough  of  both  sexes  to  supply  the  demand,  for 
no  other  reason  than  tha toother  employments  pay  better.  Teachers*  wa^ 
ges  have  advanced  twenty-five  per  cent,  over  last  year,  but  it  will  require 
a  greater  advance  to  induce  capable  young  men  and  wbmen  to  adopt  the 
teachers'  profession.  When  the  pay  is  made  equal  to  the  work  and  res- 
ponsibility, the  needed  supply  will  come. 

Several  districts  have  made  arrangements  to  btiild  during  the  coming 
year.  The  village  of  Lake  Mills  vd  preparing  to  build  a  large  and  ex- 
pensive Graded  School  building,  and  Fort  Atkinson  is  about  to  put  up 
large  additional  buirdings  at  an  expense  of  from  eight  to  ten  thousand 
dollars.  The  war  has  shown  the  people  their  ability  to  raise  money  far 
beyond  all  previous  calculations,  and  they  have  learned  that  it  is  cheaper 
to  build  schoolhouses  than  to  put  down  rebellions. 

We  need  legislation  to  induce  a  more  general  co-operation  of  the  foreign 
population  in  our  public  schools.  In,  many  districts  where  from  eighty  to 
one  hundred  and  twenty  childreri  ai'e  rfetttriied,  from*  ^ix  to  twelve  will  be 
fouiidln  the  f public  school.  We  cati|i()t^  certainly,  eipect  to  build  up  and 
mkrntain  liberty  where  the  basis  is  30  ignbfed' 

1  have  taken  pains  to  bring  the  plan  of  the  TownshipSystem  of  Schools 
before  the  people  in  my  intercourse  with  them  this  fall.  There  is  a  gen- 
eral feeling  that  we  need  some  system  that  will  impart  increased  vigor  to 
the  cause  of  education,  but  there  Is  no  db'flnite  idea  as  to  what  ii  needed. 

There  is  a.  natural  opposition  to  giving  up  the  direct  control  of  th^ir 
8ohool9,  especially^  in  districts,  that  have  maintained  good  schools,  while 
l^e  town,  as  »  whole,  is  behind  in  edueational  ii^t^rest.  Among  the 
points  that  commena  themsetves,  are  these :    '  i     -

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1}  is  more  likely  if  seoure  tl^  best  teachers  through  the  oo -operation  of

With  these  and  other  good  qualities  it  will  be  a  question  whether  or  not 
it  will  be  more  expensive  than  the  present  system,  though  we  have  yet  to 
learn  that  expense  is  an  item  of  small  importance  in  the  matter  of  educa- 
ting our  children.      ^

Mient^d .  erri^neons.  Thoir  reports  reaohed  me  ao  late  there 
was '^fiirtrmi^29i%vtte  or 'correct,  except  in  a  few  iDStances.  I  am  aorrj 
to  aay,  too,  from  the  present  prospect,  the  annaal  report  next  season  wiu 
not  be  a  great  improvement  on  this.  The  opposiog  candidates  now  be« 
fore  the  people  ot  the  county  for  election  to  the  office  of  eoanty  super* 
intendent,  are,  in  my  opinion,  the  poorest  kind  of  stock  for  the  position^- 
neither  of  them  even  being  members  of  our  teachers'  association,  and 
neither  of  them  has  ever  attended  an  institute  in  t^e  county  to  my 
knowledge.  What  a  humbug  and  imposition  that  county  anperintendenta 
are  elected.  I  hope  to  see  the  time,  and  that  soon,  when  men  will  not  be 
85DOO. 
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Allowed  to  fill  this  importaDt  aad  respomible  office  until  tfaej  are  exam- 
ined b;  the  State  Superintendent,  and  obtain  his  certificate  that  they  arc 
nidified,  iu  literary  attainments  at  least.  Now  it  frequently  happens 
inrough  political  jugglery  and  chicanery,  that  men  untirely  unfit  ai^ 
thoted  to  this, office,  and  the  public  thereby  imposed  upo«Veikr  ehildten 
i«MMid,  and  the  public  money  wasted.  When  will  wwm  graive  erils  be 
nciified?  Not  until  the  masses  are  better  educated.  N^t,  I  fear,  uuttl 
a  law  is  passed  that  all  parents,  and  those  having  children  tinder  thei^ 
charge^  shall  educate  them-^-giye  them  three  months  schooling  yearly,  at 
least. 

In  regard  to  the  township  system  for  the  government  of  common 
schools,  I  will  say,  from  my  experience  as  county  superintendent  during 
the  past  year,  I  am  more  thoroughly  convinced  than  ever  of  the  beneficial 
results  that  would  ensue  from  the  adoption  of  this  system.  No  other 
system,  I  am  satisfied,  in  this  county  at  least,  will  carry  out  the  spirit 
of  the  constitution  of  this  State,  which'  requires  the  establishment  of 
district  schools  to  be  as  nearly  uniform  as  practicable.  The  cash  value  of 
tf^'sobool  houses  in  this  county  (s^me  sixty  in  number,}  mil  nni  amnunt 
to  above^  )(10,000  ]  many  of  them  not  fi^  t»  moAk  n<  deeentj  faoipai  in-^ 
«tv|os(tAU  witbout  »nyinolosure;  the  ontibouaes  in  tbei.«hMil4m>)teaUe 
ee«^ditioa;  many  of  the  distriots,' owing  te  their  small  siae/Jtod'tno  small 
an)oi»nt  of  taxable  property  in  them,  are  beirdened  wLdkih^v:f  tex«>y  Ui4 
^p»t .competed  to  employ  cheap  teachers  to  suj^nialactboill  ihiee 
ijiQnths  in, the  year,  while  the  more  wealthy  distri«te  iire-cpnppardilively 
lightly  taxed,  and  support  a  school  for  a  much  gireater  length  of  tine. 
Tne  result  iS|  the  burden  of  taxation  is  heavy  upon  the  poor'  and  light 
upoixthe  rich.  This  is  not  democratic,  or  in  accordance  with  the  spirit 
of  our  institutions.  Many  of  these  evils,  and  fiiany  others  which  misht 
be  mentioned,  might,  in  my  opinion,  be  avoided  by  the  adoption  of  this 
system.  It  would  be  cheaper ;  our  schools  more  ably  eonducted ;  our 
school  houses  more  comfortable  and  convenient ;  taxes  would  be  better 
equalised,  and  the  office  ol  county  superintendent  be  rendered  much  more 
efficient.  It  seems  strange,  when  this  system  has  been  so  thoroughly  and 
successfully  tried  in  other  States,  and  so  urgently  called,  for  by  the  best 
eduoalors  and  teachers  everywhere,  that  our  mM  Ssviit|B'  at  Madison 
do  not«ee  the  propriety  of  passing  an  act  to  adopt  it.  I'sineeHty  hope 
ynu  and'all  who  feel  a  lively  interest  In  this  matter  wilPcohtfmie  to  agi- 
tcte  the  subject.  *     r    .

And  after  due  conaideratioD,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  ia  not 
only  desirable  but  also  praoticable. 

It  will  be  more  efficient  than  our  present  system.  It  is  very  seldom 
tliat  we  get  a  real  live  business  man  who  is  qu^ified  (or  the  office  of  dis^ 
triot  clerk:  such  a  man  will  not  accept  it,  hence  it  is  given  to  incompe- 
tent and  careless  men,  who,  in  hiring  teachers  and  conducting  the  achools, 
4U)t  from  the  sole  stand  point  of  the  cheapness  of  the  school ;  being  paid 
nothing  for  ilmx  servicesi  they  scarcely  ever  visit  the  school  or  attend  to 
the  other  duties,  of  the  office. 

,,T1ie  truth  of  thb  can  be  substantiated  by  a  largo  majority  of  the  teaoh^ 
era  and  to^n  clerks  of  the  State.  The  fact  is,  the  district  board  woefully 
neglect  their  duties.  They  are  generally  farmers,  or  engaged  in  some 
other  honorable  occupation,  which  requires  all  their  time,  even  if  they 
have  the  desire  to  see  to  the  affairs  of  the  district. 

I^ow  give  us  a  town  board  in  their  steady  with  their  duties  marked  out, 
aud  well  paid,  selected  from  the  most  effioieiit  men  in  the  town,  and  this 
hu&hearted  business  will  vanish  from  our  schools ;  it  will  inspire  tefsSh* 
ers  with  new  energy  and  life,  while  now  many,  being  creatures  of  influ" 
ence,  plod  al^ng,  catching  the  spirit  of  indifferenco  from  district  oScers. 

f,  am  10  favor  of  the  Townsliip  District  System,  from  the  fac^  tha^  it  U 
mfire  compatible  with  the  fundamental  idea  of  our  free  school  sy step* 
It  breaks  down  tho  biirrier  that  the  cliild,  simply  because  he  hajpfimis  to 
live  in  an  adjoining  diatriot^is  deprived  of  a  school.  i  •  •  i. 

It  may  be  said  the  same  objection  lies  equally  against  the  townsliip  sys- 
tem, but  not  so  ^ttong,  for  as  the  boundaries  enlarge  the  objection  di- 
minishes, and  010  township,  I  believe,  to  be  the  normal  idea  of  a  district 
as  regards  size. 

Again,  it  would  do  away  with  much  contention,  and  settle  at  once  at 
least  five  hundred  neighborhood  quarrels  in  regard  to  distrioia,  which  are 
now  pending  in  the  State. 

It  seems  superfluous  to  argue  the  almost  palpable  fact  that  the  iewn** 
ship  system  affords  a  better  ohani^e  fbr  graded  schools.  Visit  almost  anf 
district  and  we  find  two  or  three  advanced  scholars  studying,  or  trying  to 
study,  some  of  the  more  advanced  sciences.  These  advanced  scholars  are 
almost  fusing  tl^eir  tifne,  while  they  are  at  the  same  time  robbing  thewoall 
children  of  tl^eir  opportunities.  Now  the  .law  and  apint  of  auredttiM^ 
tional  system  is'  to  let  the  advanced  go  on  still  further,  and  help  thebao^- 
ward  along;  but  in  a  heterogeneous  school  (and  most  district  selMsrfajure 
snob,), we  have  exaetiy  the  reverse  of  this — the  soh9lar  who  weiM,pto* 
grena  is  held  baqk,  and  stands  in  the  way  others. 

.Now  in  almoei  tvetj  town  there  are  enougk  of  these  advanced  eobslua 
to  make  a  good  rcspeotable  school.  The  law  contemplates  that  this  kA%0l 
should  have  a  priadi,pal  well  qualified  for  his  businena.    This  soliool|*»a  a 
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oadiQry  wofi)d  send  oafc  its  iaflaence  to  the  surronndiiig  sohoob  of  the 
iomn^  iQ^osbg  lif<|i,  npt  only  into  tb«  teachers,  bat  also  into  thi  poBilf* 
Thif  ^ytft^m  JSyift  afioordance  with  the  development  of  the  mind.,  rrtn 
greea  al^tad'!  i  Th^  child  ooants  np  the  terms  when  he  will  reach  thegmt 
ded  6fhopl*r^he  advanced  schooh  The  presence  of  at  least  one  live, 
tkoiKwq^l^  going  teacher  in  each  town  of  the  State,  will  be  agraataoll^iefe* 
ment. 

Teachers^  institntes  will  be  held  often,  and  with  less  expense  to  teach* 
er9,  reaaUiog  {a  a  greater  amount  of  benefit  all  around. 

The  ohjeoii^. has  been  raised  by  some  very  able  educators,  that  thui 
township  jsyatem,  irould  be  a  cats-paw  for  demagogues,  but  certainly  I  fail 
to  Fee  why.  In  our  government  we  must  trust  to  the  intelligence  of  the 
people  to  o)e<\t  snilable  men.  Educate  the  people,  and  then  let  them 
work.     This  is  our  great  safety-valve. 

As  the  education  of  the  people — the  masses— in  a  republican  govern'* 
ment,  is  the  substratum  upon  which  the  government,  as  a  superstructure, 
rests,  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  foundation  be  solid,  and  it 
is  unwise  to  talk  about  the  expense  of  procuring  a  solid  foundation  ;  so 
long  as  the  superstructure  is  assuming  such  gigantic  proportions,  the  ez« 
pense  must  be  incurred  whatever  it  may  be.

Its  main  valne,  in  my  opinion,  is-thlit' it 
attthorisres  the  establishment  of  graded  schools^  in  which  all  the  ohildren 
may 'have  the  opportunity,  by  a  regular  graduation  from  the  primary  ta 
the  high  sohool  to  receive  a  much  more  thorough  and  extensive  eduoation 
tbau  it  is  possible  for  them  to  receive  on  the  independent  district  ayatem^ 
But  such  a  system  (I  speak  now  for  my  own  part  of  the  State)  would  be 
entirely  impracticable  in  sparsely  settled  counties,  such  as  this  and  many 
ethers  are.

Ouf  institute  k^ld  in  Hudson  was  largely  attended  aud  productive  of 
muph'  practical  benefit.  Still  the  limited  time  of  four  or  five  days  was  felt 
to  be  insufficient  to  accomplish  what  is  needed.  On  thia  aoeount  our  next 
institute  was  appointed  to  meet  at  Richmond  on  the  3d  of  October  of  the 
present  year,  to  continue  througliout  the  month.  The  institute  is  now  in 
session,  and  is  attended  by  a  majority  of  the  teaobers  in  the  county.  The 
exercises  consist  of  a  review  of  the  branches  required  to  be  taught  in 
district  schools,  with  familiav  lectures^  illustrations  and  diaeuasiois.  In- 
stitutes conducted  in  this  manner,  although  poor  subatitntea  for  a  thor- 
ough and  protracted  course  of  study,  will,  itis  belieredi  tend  to  atiaolate 
anv  enoourage  teachers,  and  aibrd  theai  an  opportuniiy  to  Mimh  tibeir 
iwmHos,  and  also  to  produce  uniformity  and  thoronghn^aa  in  th«r 
methoda  of  teaching.

teacher.  Tlpifi  keeps  t^be  school  backward,  and  the  children  under  such 
management  cmi  neirer  obtain  even  a  fixir  education.  We  now  have  very 
liiefficieBt  and  often  wholly  incompetent  school  officers,  under  whose  man- 
agement the  schools  cannot  succeed.  I^  believe  the  township  system  is 
calculated  to  remedy  these  evils,  by  placing  all  the  schools  in  a  town  un^ 
d0r.ih«  control. of  a  competent  and  efficient  town  board,  elected  with  a 
n^  to  their  increased  responsibility,  who  would  so  locate  the  several 
bffaaoh  schopb  as  to  accommodate  all  the  children  in  the  town,  and  select 
t^aiebers.  with  a  view  to  the  wants  of  a  neighborhood.  Every  part  of  the 
^n  would  then  be  able  to  keep  a  teacher  during  a  greater  part  of  the 
yoar,  and  the  children  of  poor  parents*  would  then  nave  equal  advan^ 
tage  for  obtaisuEig  an  education  with  ^hose  living  in  a  more  wealthy 
iMlghborhood*  In  connection  with  these  branch  schools,  and  exercising 
a  iiupeiTision  over  them,'  would  be  an  advanced  school,  where  all  the  larger 
ioholaiss  cqnVl  attend  and  ptirsue  the  higher  branches  without  the  expense 
and  inconveaiaace  of  leaviu^  home.  This  school  could  be  so  located  (in  a 
central  position)  as  to  accommodate  nearly  all  the  larger  children  in  town. 
The  town  board,  with  the  principal  of  the  advanced  school,  would,  by 
law,  be  required  frequently  to  visit  each  of  the  schools,  and  provide  for 
the  welfare  and  progress  of  each ;  and,  receiving  compensation,  would 
not  neglect  their  duties,  as  district  boards  now  do.  But  we  are  told 
that  the  expense  of  such  a  system  would  be  enormous,  and  the  people, 
could  not  be  induced  to  accept  it.  Could  the  plan  proposed  be  carried 
into  effect  and  each  town  afforded  a  good  graded  school,  with  branch 
schools  enough  to  accommodate  the  people^  none  could  be  found  to  object, 
but  the  fear  is  '*  that  it  will  be  too  expensive."  Did  you  ever  know  a 
man  to  count  the  cost  of  his  tobacco  and  whiskey?  Why  then  be  so 
penurSe^s  when  Mked  to  contribute  a  dollar  toward  the.  suppart  .of 
Hiohools?  Let  vs  see  if  the  township  system  will  bi^  more  expensive.  In 
this  town  there  are  ten  whole  districts,  and  seven  parts  of  district^)  equal 
to  three  more,  giving  us  thirteen  schools  in  the  township ;  and  during  the 
past  year  there  has  been  taught,  on  an  average,  six  months  in  each  dis- 
trict, at  the  post  of  124  il  per  moivth..  lo  the  condition  that  this  town 
liow  is,  six, schools,  employing  seven  ieachers,  may  be  so  ^located  al  to 
Abetter  acoon^nedate  the  people  than  Hie  .thirteen  now  do.  In  this  con- 
r.neotion  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  now  we  are  obliged  to  keep  in  repaf 
36DOC. 
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and  farnish  with  seats,  deskff,  blackboyarda,  maps  and  eharto,  (if  any  W 
naed)  and  fuel  thirteen  school  houses ;  under  .the  township  sTsleai, 
six,  or,  at  most,  seven ;  now  we  pay  thirteen,  teacfaerp^  thMi  w«  need  ptcf 
but  seren  or  eight.  Will  not  the  money  paid  these  aurplus  teaoherSi  and 
spent  in  keeping  in  repair  the  surplus  houses,  compensate  the  town  board, 
with  a  little  to  spare,  to  lengthen  out  the  school  term  ? 

It  may  be  said  that  this  is  a  single  oase^  but  it  is  not.  Sheboygan  Falls 
aupjports  6  schools  and  fiye  parts^  beside  a  ^aded  school,  whioh  employs 
four  teachers  i  Sherman,  8  and  4  parts;  Lima,  9  and  4  parts ;  and  Hal^ 
land,  12  and  1  part.  .That  incompetent  school  boards  retard  the  schoola 
no  one  will  deny.  Will  we  not  be  more  likely  to  secure  three  oompetent 
men  In  town  than  three  in  each  district?  Will  not  men  work  betl«r 
when  paid  than  equally  eood  men  withouC  pay  ?  Would  not  a  town  board 
be  lesp  influenced  by  neighborhood  broils  than  district  boards  ? 

In  my  opinion  our  present  system  is  not  calculated  to  jield  the  greats 
est  good.  In  many  of  our  counties  the  superintendent  cannot  visit  all 
the  schools  during  each  term,  and  in  the  smaller  counties  in  whioh  he 
can  pay  a  flying  vuit  of  an  hour  to  each  school,  how  much  good  is  done  f 
Either  give  us  back  the  old  system  of  town  superintendents,  with  thet'r 
diversity  of  standards  and  lower  grade  of  teachers,  or  extend  to  tiha 
county  superintendent  such  aid  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  full  perform- 
ance of  his  duties.  If  parents  and  school  officers  irlll  not  do  their 
duty  in  looking  after  the  school,  let  them^  pay  some  one  to  do  that  duty 
for  them.  Let  some  of  the  money  now  squandered  in  supporting  the 
surplus  schools  be  uzpended  upon  only'ks  many  as  are  necessary  to  ao- 
commodate  all,  and  we  need  no  longer  have  so  many  three  months' 
schools  taught  by  cheap  teachers  in  cheaper  log  huts ;  but,  instead,  we 
would  have  long  terms,  taught  by  good  teachers,  who  would  get  good 
pay,  teach  good  schools  in  good  houses,  and  the  children  make  good  prog- 
ress in  the  great  cause  of  education.

>  School  HouiCi. 

Uany  of  the  school  houses  throuc;hout  the  county  are  not  what  they 
should  be.  Of  the  thirty-eight  school  houses  in  the  county,  one  ia  brick, 
a  large  substantial  building  with  three  commodious  school  rooms.  There 
are  sixteen  frame  buildings,  either  plastered  or  ceiled^  arranged  with  ttkAm 
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fTontiog  the  teaoher's  deg]^  and  seMrated  by  a^;»^, .;  T|hGTQ^e,fi^d^tioth- 
et  frame  buildings  partly  finUbea,  bi^diy  seated,  :w^^^,,de§^^  arolutd  ^h« 
room  and  ipoYabU  seats,  la  spnue  of  these  sebopji^  .ar^^  iqaijjUined.  i^aring 
tbe  winter,  bat  they  are  all  anfit  for  winter  Salop's.;  TWe  are  fqijir 
board  struotures,  which  arc  unworthy  the  name  oi  sxihool  houaes  ^  in  one 
of  which,  however,  school  is  kept  during  dight  months  qt  the  V^aj;. 

There  are  seven  log  school  hoosqcr;  five  of  thebe  am  opmlortabjie  for 
schools,  ^e  other  two  are  old  and  nacomfortable,  and  all  badly  arranged 
and  sealed.  ^      .  , 

There  are  three  districts  without  school  houses.  Oar  reco^  respecting 
school  houses,  would  appear  to  one  unacquainted  with  the  circamstanceB 
that  surround  us,  somewhat  unfavorable.  - 

For  most  of  the  districts  I  have  no  excuse  to  ofier»  This  stat^  of  tjiings 
in  many  districts,  is  the  result  of  peauriousness  aod  bickerings  about 
school-house  sites;  while  in  Other  oa8#s,  districts,  when  newly •  org%nized, 
were  tempted  to  provide  such  miserable  tenements  foT<  school  purposes, 
and  they  sti^  continue  to  adhere  to  them,  because  they  do  not  see  the  no* 
cessity  of  any  better  provision  for  meeting  the  iniel^otvial  waiits  of  their 
children.  1  am  glad  that  I  can  report  that  in  four  or  five  of  these  dis- 
tricts, this  state  of  things  will  be  remedied  daring  the  coming  .year.  But 
two  districts  can  boast  of  a  well  fenced  site..'  Many  districts  ^re  without 
out*building8,  and  others  are  in  a  miserable  condiMon.  Soui;  only  ;are 
ftirnished  with  outline  maps  ;  atid  only  one  furni^^ed  wit(  charts  repre- 
senting the  elementary  sounds — a  set  of  which  should-  be  ii^  every  school 

room.  :::::::;  .  , 

Blackboards  are  wanting  in  a  large  numbeor.   r    . 

These  deficiencies  betoken  a  want  ^f  the  proper  consideration  an  4  just 
appreciation  of  what  is  needed  to  meet  the  eduqatioaal  demands  of,  the 
present  time.  A  few  years,  I  trust,  will  correct  this  state  of  things  and 
supply  these  deficiencies.

f  he  majority  of  teachers  now  in  the  county  are .  young  and  inexpe- 
rienced. They  are  endeavoring,  however*  to  qualify  themselves  for  the 
work  in  which  they  are  engaged,  by  attending  tho  b^st  schools  within 
their  immodiate  reach.  tlWttM  •  • 

But  our  schools  fail  to  give  that  instruction  ia  many  important  particu- 
lars which  they  need«  The  principles  of  orthography  are  almost  univer- 
sally neglected.  There  is  not  that  attention  paid  to  reading  that  its  im- 
portance demands*  As  a  general  rule,  as  the  •  iaacher  is  taught;,  so  he 
teaches.  The  practical  part — the  learning  how  to  impiurt  instruction,  re- 
ceives very  little  attention.  These  fkults  I  have  aimed,  in  a  measure,  to 
correct  in  my  examinations  and  in.  my  personal  inspection  of  schools.

There  is  ni»th!n^  mote  notorioifs  to/everf  observant  mind  than  this  one 
palpable  fact,  thkt  tfjtc  sehools  ave  nfe)t^  ^oeomplishing.  for  us  all  (h»t  thoy 
might  With  the  present  outlay  of  ttoney;  Now  where  shall  we  find  the 
fault?  Does  it  lie  in  the  inefficieney  or  our  present  school  orgasiza^en? 
Or  would  this  s&oie  siate  ef  things  exint  with  a  change  of  organisation  ? 
I  will  indicate  what  I  eebsider  to  be  the  res^ons  why  our '  schools  fail  to 
accomplish  for  the  people  liU  that  they'itilght.  In  the  first  place,  it  arises 
from  the  want  of  thorongh  preparation  on  the  part  of  teachers.  In  the 
second  place  from  the 'Constant  change  of  teachers.  In  the  third  place, 
from  the  irreghlarity  'of  attendance  of  ehiidren  at  school.  In  the  fburth 
place;  from  the  loosetieds  of  our^sehool  o^gswitatiMi.  How  ar<t  we  to 
h at«  'teachers'  better  qualified  ?  To  Ireciire  this,  the  state  eontempUteS  tlie 
establishment  of  two  normal  schools — a  right  morement  in  the  right  di- 
rection, But  it  is  not  probable  that  the  twentteth  part  of  tl^  mx  or 
seveti  thousatidieaohers  df  <the -staii^  will  cfer  be^  aMe  to  arail  themselves 
t5f  the  advantagistf -of  ^ilob' schools,  rt  '     ' 

To  prepare  the  reto^inder  better  -for  the  *  work;  of  teaching,  provision 
should  be  made  for  holding  yearly,  in  each  county,  an  institute  of  n\  least 
one  month,  and  it  should  be  made  obligatory  upon  teachers  to  attend 
them.  This,  with  the  present  hom^).fACilities  for  schools,  would,  in  a  great 
degree,  do  the  work. 

The  fi^quent  ch^nffS'^oC  tanohers  wouhiy  in  a  .dierasiure,  be  prevented  by 
'their  better  prejiArittioniind  mtre  dovotiiosi  .to  theit  tworl^.  But  this^  io- 
gether  with  the  itregillstri^* -of  school  attendance, -is' the  result  c^the 
people's  fickleness,  and  of  Uie  inefiiciency  of  our  .present  district. oigaii- 
lotion'.

In  thd;fiiiit  ptao^  itfiWill  gitens  sibetterolass  of /Bchool  officers;  officers 
that  will  more  MdiiyiHy  tiisehairge'thtmid*-tljd,ibeeaai8e  they  willhe<pakl. 
in  the  seeond  pku^itf  partial  gradation  m  all  joar  schools:  will ,. be  effeetei, 
a  change  that  is  very  much  needcid.  u  In' the  third'  place,  a^haAge^tntiM 
time  of  our  school  te. ms  would  be  brought  about,  which,  for'primary 
scholars,  would  prevent  very  much  of^  the  present  irregularity  of  attend- 
ance  among  them. 
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,  From  this  county  we  can  report  no  decided  improvement  in  the  matter 
of  Bohool  hottseft.  Since  the  triumph  of  ttie  GbVct^tnfent  1  heat  more  of 
enlarging  and  fencing  yjhool  house  Bites,  of  maklrig  *6)d  houses  as  com- 
forUWe  as  possible,  a^^d  huilding  new  otKJa  as'sbbii Ag.cirinitestanees  will 
permit.  Hillsborough  will  build  a  house  ilext  summer  adapted  to  the 
puir|>08es  of  a  graded  school,  and  we  have  reason  to  hop^  that  th^  fejoming 
jcar.will  not  oe  suffered  to  pas's  without  marked  improv^mpntin*  the  con- 
dition of  school  houses  in  our  county.  ^  We  have  lield  nine  ^uhflc?  exam- 
inations in  the  twenty -one  towns  of  this  county.  The  cTasses:  h^e  been 
less  in  number  and  "better  in  quality  than  heretofore.  Cairo  has  ,be(ix  ex- 
ercised, to  encourage  the  deserving  and  to  prevent  distrioti'  ttoin  being 
imposed  upon  by  tne  indolent,  shallow,  vain  preten-ict^.  '  The  iafeutibn  is 
to  impress  the  public  mind  with  the  idea  that  it  is  an'hotli>r  to  be  ii^  school 
teaoher.  Patrons  are  more  interested,  more  oare  ik  taken  toottaina 
good  teacher^  and  to  sustain  him  by  encouraging'  '^orde  and  visitation  of 
tho  school,';  The  idea  is  beginning  to  prevail*  tjiat  fi  district Tj^artf'^as 
positive  duties  to  perform  beyond  the  hiring  of  a  teacher.  There  is 
gtqund  for' encouragement  concerning  the  mental  and  moral  development 
of  such  children  as  attend  school.  The  physical  well-l^ing  of  the  child 
ir  disre'gdrded  to  an  alarming  extent,  and  a  reformation  In  this  ban  otil>^ 
b9  effected  by  reseating  and  rebuilding  our  sehoor  houses;  and^the  '^fi&ct 
t£&t  tpated  air  is  not  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  human, syste^/rodgHijg 
b^  oblervation,  is  not  understood;  and,  as  our  fatbits  jj^kld  little'  att'en- 
tiOJi  to  ventilation,  and  some  of  them  lived  to  a  goo4  old  age,  the  iTubJ^ct 
ii  iyerJdoked.  The  darkest  feattire  of  our  schools  i^  non**attsendiinoe  imd 
ik^^ul^  attendance. .  I  see  in  the  children  at  ht)mc^  and  itt  the  iftreA^ 
th^"  future,  transgressors  of  the  law.  I  shudder  at' the  prospective  ^rtee 
tb  be  committed  by  that  elassot  children  when*they  shall  nave^ati^nbd 
to  oil^nhood.  I  am  cotivinced;  (although  oppoi^ed  to  the  s^grit  or  dtirlil'. 
atit^tiofis;)  that  a  stringent,  compulsory  law  akue  oan  a^^t  a  ta^ib^ 
ctir<l.  tThen  a  pare^it  trill  turn  his  back  upon'  nx6'  t)rmlc^t>f  a  ctW^ftcft 
schcfot  education^  tendered  hid  ^hild  bv  "^he  generdsrfy  of  me  Siafe^  j^^l^J 
refusal  or  neglect,  rob  his  offspring  of  thjs  pricefess'^i^al^Q^Ut^  a  d^te

WALWORTH  COUNTY. 

I  herewith  ^raasmii  you  a  supplemeniaay  report  pf  the  condition  of  ed- 
ucational matters  in  this  county* 

The  year  just  closed  I^as,  I  think,  been  niarked  by  some  improvement. 
The  people  generally  are  manifesting  an  increaae  of  interest  in  providing 
bett^  school  accommodations  and  a  better  class  of  teachers.  The  count/ 
as  a  \7h9le  havc^  raised  at  the  last  annual  meetings  more  money  to  carrj 
on  their  schools  for  the  coming  year,  than  they  have  previously  doae« 
Many  dlstiricts  have  thoroughly  refitted  their  school  houses.  Some  are 
about  erecting  new  ones.  Delevan  is  at  the  present  engaged  in  enlarging 
its  school  house.  Geneva  is  to  build  a  new  one  the  coming  springi  at 
the.  estimated  oost  of  910,000.;  and  the  people  of  Elkhorn  are  talking  of 
replacing  their  pref»nt  structure  hj  one  more  befitting  the  place,  and 
suitable  to  its  necessities. 

There  are  nine  graded  schools  in  the  county.  A  rigid  system  of  ezam« 
ination  has  been  instituted  upon  an  elevated  standard  of  requirements, 
the  result  of  which  has  been  to  give  us  a  better  class  of  teachers ;  to  iu« 
duoe  some  to  seek  a  more  thorough  preparation ;  and  others  to  engage  in 
business  better  suited  to  their  capacity.  A  few,  complaining  of  injui tioe, 
but  not  possessed  of  the  moral  courage  to  ri^ht  that  injustice  in  a  legiti- 
mate maDner,  have,  through  the  influence  of  friends  who  are  district  oS- 
cera«  given  additional  evidence  of  their  lack  of  qualifications  for  the 
ppsidon  of  teacher,  by  consenting  to  teach  without  a  certificate.  It  is  a 
majtter  of  regret  that  more  care  is  not  taken  in  selecting  officers  for  the 
charge  of  out  schools.  Only  to  those  who  have  a  direct  interest  for  the 
best  good  of  the  young,  should  be  given  positions  of  such  responsibility. 
Our  best  teachers  have  given  a  hearty  support  to  all  measures  calculated 
to  raise  the  standard  of  qualifications;  and  in  return  for  their  interest 
anid  q^orts^  th^ey  are  reading  a  substantial  reward  in  a  renewed  confidenoe 
Cin  the  part  6t  the  public^  and  a  corresponding  increase  of  salary.  Thej 
have  learned  the  fact  that  a  heart- felt  interest  in  their  vocation,  and  hon« 
est  toU  to  render  themselves  fit  for  the  discharge  of  its  responsible  duties, 
will  )^e  propezlT  appreciated  and  remunerated.  This  cannot  fail  of  having 
a  beneficial  influence  on  our  schools. 

In  some  yarts  of  the  county  there  is  considerable  Oj^position  to  our 
proaejit  sjstom,  apsing  from  an  ignorance  of  it.    But  this  is  fast  bein^ 
overc^e  ana  time  will  do  away,  with  it  entirely. 
V  Oe^'paratiTely,  th^  attendance  at  our  schools  has  been  go9d>  stiU  there 
)$  mooh  (^anoe  for  Imiprovement.    Irregularity  of  atten^anco  and  its  re- 
fluttant  tardiness  cohstitnte  one  of  the  most  alarming  evils  with  which  the  ^ 
edneaU)r  is  called  to  deal — and  one  which,  if  not  a  desire  for  the  welfare 
of  their  children,  a  common  sense  spirit  of  selfishness  ought  to  prompt 
parents  to.  remedjiu    Happy,  indeed,  would  it  be,  if  all  the  loss  could  be 
confined,  to  the  absentee  alone,  but  like  a  blow  or  pressure  on  a  maea  ef 
liquid,  i^hich  Js  cemmunicated  to  every  particle,  not  an  individual  in  the 
little  community  esoapes  the  baleful  influence.    Why  the  whole  bodj  of 
tax  payers  are  willing  to  see  from  30  to  40  per  cent,  of  dieir  monej  worse 
than  uselessly  expended,  I  cannot  understand.    Our  teachers  do  all  they 
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ean,  but  ibey  are  eom|^JtiiTelj. powerless^  ia  regard  to  it*  I  tbink  tbe 
'o^ktter  oalla  tor  legblaiive  action.  It  ia  mach  cbeaper  to  preveDt  tban  to 
pwuab  oriiiie. 

Tbe  Bcbool  registers  and  teaobers*  reports  to  me  do  not  sbow  tbatypi- 
UMoxk  by  patrons  tbat  bespeaks  ((be  actiTO  interest  on  tbeir  part,  tbat'tbe 
mceess  of  tibe  scbool  demands.  How  far  teacbers  are  responsible  for  ibis 
I  do  not  know,  bat  mj  records  sbow  tbat  tbe  best  teaobers  bave  reported 
the  inost  Tisitors.^  Tbe  discipline  of  onr  sobools  bas  been  good,  and  is 
constantly  improving.    Tbe  instruction,  in  most  cases,  tborongb.   .Hany 

Sod  scbolars  fail  in  ability  to  impart.  From  tbis  fact  some  are  disposed 
argne,  tbat  poor  scbolais  are  good  teacbers,  but  my  experience  bs^ 
taugbt  me,  tbat  a  good  education  is  tbe  foundation  of  a  successfiil  in* 
•tractor.  Thongb,  generally,  our  scbools  bave  been  all  tbat  tbe  circum- 
ct^nces  would  warrant  us  in  expecting,  I  cannot  refrain  from  making 
fipecial  commendation  of  the  scbools  in  tbe  following  country  districts  : 
Nov.  3,  Genevii ;  4.  linn ;  10  and  12,  Spring  Prairie ;  9,  Walworth ;  5  and 
T,  Parien ;  3,  La  Grange,  and  16,  Sharon. 

Teaobers  haye  been  reauired  to  transmit  monthly  reports  to  this  office, 
the  effect  of  whiob  is  gooa  on  tbe  scbools,  and  furnishes  information  4S  to 
their  condition. 

There  are  two  or  three  local  associations  of  teacbers  holding  their  meet- 
ings semi-monthly.   One  institute  has  been  held  with  a  good  attendance. 
The  time  was  mainly  spent  in  exercises  upon  tbe  topics  of  reading  and 
primary  instruction,  as  I  deemed  these  more  necessary  to  the  teacbers  and 
•ebools  at  that  time.    It  seems  that  some  provision  ought  to  be  made  by 
Lnw,  allowing  teachers  to  attend  upon  regular  institutes,  which  we  are  re  h 
quired  to  hold  yearly,  without  being  ooliged  to  lose  the  time  from  the  ir 
aebool  term.    This  would  be  an  inducement  for  many  to  attend  who  now 
do  not,  and  the  effect  would  be  beneficial  to  our  schools,  as  it  is  for  them 
iaatitutes  are  held.    The  time  required  for  a  school  to  be  taugbt  by  a 
qualified  teacher,  in  order  to  draw  public  money,  ought  to  be  lengthened 
to  at  least  six  months,  this  would  do  away  with  some  evils  tbat  now 
-exbt. 

In  regard  to  the  Township  System,  I  tbink  it  not  only  practicable  but 
4iesirable,  and  a  necessary  complement  to  our  present  system.  I  hope  the 
coming  legislature  will  adopt  it 

The  adoption  of  the  proposed  normal  school  plan  is  meeting  with  gen<* 
oral  favor.  Geneva  has  bia  for  one  of  the  scbools,  and  tbe  people  hope, 
that  the  superior  facilities  offered  may  induce  the  board  to  locate  one  at 
.that  point*  Normal  instruction  is  a  need  tbat  has  long  been  felt  in  our 
ctate,  and  when  once  our  normal  schools  shall  be  established,  through  the 
influence  of  the  better  educated  class  of  teachers  sent  out  from  them,  we 
may  expect  a  new  impetus  will  be  given  to  our  educational  interests 
throughout  the  atate.  There  is  need  of  great  care  that  our  normal  schools 
inay  be  rendered  efficient  and  produce  results  equal  to  our  fondest  ai^- 
tieipfttions.  Finally,  may  our  scbools  be  jealously  protected,  furnishing, 
luiiney  do,  that  intellijgent  spirit  of  freedom  and  justice  that  is  the  rw 
aafieguard  of  a  republici^n  government,  for  which  no  substitute  can  be

I  examined  during  the  past  vear  126  teachers  In  thio  i^rd, grade  ami 
seven  in  the  second  grade,  andean  state,  with  great  hatbTaetion,  tfafttUit 
majority  of  them  have  made  good  improvement  io  th:eth*etioaI  as  weUtfe 
practical  teaching,  and  that  their  average  standing' ii  7't6  8  i^  the  diA^r- 
ent  branches.  Many  school  hou8es,«lthough  irot  rebtt^U  as^  w^  necessaryi 
have  been  so  repaired  that  they  are  uoW  more  eomfbttable' at  least  to  the 
pupils  and  teachers  than  th^y  were  before.  Many  dibti'icts  do  "yet  neglect 
to  have  blackboards  in.  their  schools,  but  I  think  they  v^ry  soon  would

The  teachera*  wages  hav'e  increased  a  Utile/ ^i)  the  o^jerity  of  the  dis- 
trlct$  have  experience  enouf^h  to  perceive  that  it  fa  tt>;|rtieir  own  advatt- 
ta^e  to'pay  good  wages. to  their  teachers  and  to  hold  hito^e^'whiter  terms) 
and  many  of  the  $chool  diafricts,'  have  followed  mj  adviee  to  engag^,  if 

{)ossible,  the  same  teachers,  if  they  fbutid:  them  acjive  and  praeticil 
aborerd  in  our  noble  work  of  ^ilucation.    Teachfers  that  are  employed 
the  fi^st  time  in  a,  district  alwayi  will  have  to  spend  a  copriderable  tiaie 
'to  become  acquailUed  with  the  abililacd  and  habits  of  their  pupib,  atld 
Sometimes  with  the  special  views,  etc.,  of  thfcfr  parents'. 

With  regard  fo  what  id  called  the  township '  system^  I  ean  express  not 
only  my  individual  opinion,  but  also  the  opinion  of  many  patrons  of 
schools  aud  school  officers.  We  do  not  consider,  at  the  present  time,  that 
it  would  be  adapted  to  the  wants  aud  necessities  of  our'  schools,  but  we 
think  if  a  law  were  passed  in  that  respeojt,  itish4ultl''be  left  to  eaoh  tcrwn 
to  introduce  that  system  or  not  Especially  .the  point,  *  thai  the  sebool

•Thpugb  we,  have  still  a  large  number  of  V^ry  uncfomfortable  school 
hpusei,  many  of  the  districts  are  making  important  linproyements  in  their 
bu^ldlegs.  Some  are  erecting  new  ones,  and  others  repairing  atid  enlarg- 
jjig  the  old  ones..  Many  z;re  still  without  outline jmads^  though  several 
hs^ye  Ibeen  pupplied  within  the  last  few  months.  In  'Waupaca  ine  initfat- 
or  j  steps  ha^e  already  been  taken  for  building  a  scliool  hou^e.with  itps^it 
accommodations.  It  i&  ezpected  to  be  completed  in  another  rear,  WhcfU 
the  four  departments,  which  now  occupy- each  a  separate  buildfng,  will  be 
taught  under  one  roof,  and  the  present  difficulty  of  properly  grading  th^ 
sohoola  will  be  obviated.  In  New  London  a  similar  improvement  is  con- 
templated. Many  of  the  rural  districts  have  this  fall  voted  a  tax  to  build 
commodious  school  houses,  and  some  have  already  commenced  buildings 
Purlng  the  late  war  many  of  our.  citizens  manifested  comparatively  little 
interest  iu  education;  now  that  the  gofernmentis  saved,  although  the 
exjepses  incirr^d  have  made  taxes  very  heavy,  few  indeed,  ire  opposed

Thero.ara^our  graded  schools  in  this  county ;  one  of  foiir  deparfmeute 
in  TTsupacaj  one  of  four  in  New  London;  one  of  two  in  lola,  and  one 
of  tw#  in  Weyauwegs.  Within  a  short  time  we  shall  no  doubt  have  many 
more.  By  a  union  of  districts  several  more  graded  schools  might  with 
little  inconvenience  and  much  advantage  be  maintained.

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^  Many  of  the  diitriota  being  Urge  and  thinly  inhabited,  and  roada  for 
thOk  greater  part  of  the  year  very  bad,  the  average  attendance  seema  small 
to  one  nnacqnainted  with  iheae  inoonTeniencen.  Teachers  haye,  to  a  oer- 
t{un  extent,  adopted  the  object  method,  and  by  it  awakened  interest  in 
their  piwils.  To  this  I  attribute,  in  a  great  measure,  the  fair  attendance. 
Where  the  teachers  are  earnest  and  wide  awake  in  their  profession,  the  pu- 
pils are  attentire  to  their  studies  and  regular  in  attendance. 

6, — Patrons, 

Pnpils  and  teachers  need  encouragement.  This  encourageftaient  must 
come  from  the  patrons.  Here  is  our  greatest  deficiency,  rarents  vary 
seldom  visit  school.  In  many  districts  no  visits  are  made  except  by  the 
superintendent  and  district  board.  To  induce  parents  to  visit  schools  as 
well  as  to  give  the  pupils  a  stimulus,  the  County  Teachers*  Association 
has  instituted  a  public  annual  examination,  to  which  each  school  is  enti- 
tled to  representatives.  The  system  was  first  introduced  under  Mr, 
Wernli's  direction^  and  is  found  to  have  &  very  good  effoct.  A  coarse  of 
iitud^  is  recjommended,  it  being  understood  that  the  pupils  will  be  exam- 
ined in  each  branch  named,  and  that  competitors  in  the  diflbrent  classes 
shall  be  under  certain  ages*  This  system  is  doing  much  towards  estab- 
lishing  a  uniform  course  of  study  throughout  the  county,  and  in  having 
the  studies  pursued  in  their  proper  order. 

Much  has  been  said  for  and  against  the  Township  Svstem  in  ihis  cona- 
ty.  The  proposed  scheme  is  favorably  received  in  all  the  populous  towns, 
but  in  the  thinly  settled  towns  it  is  opposed  by  many,  for  the  reason  that 
ihey  fail  to  aee  that  it  would  benefit  them  at  present  I  believe  that  a 
township  system  of  schools,  b  just  what  we  need,  and  that  without  it  our 
system  will  never  be  complete.  Waupaca  county  is  ready  to  give  it  a 
liearty  support.

In  oom^Uaaoe  with  your  request,  I  submit  fer  your  eonaideratioA  the 
following  in  refikenee  to  our  sehoehi.  It  has  beoa  my  ploaiora  to  visit 
all  die  sehoob  at^  the  OMafy  onoe,  and  all  but  one  twioe>  aad  several  Alt 
and  five  times  duriag  the  year,  and  iiLdoingio  I  bava  ^blorved  a  gMwiag 
interesiamdug  the  people  generally  of  this  County  with  refsnnee  to  tbeir 
soheols.    They  seem  to  feel  the  necessity  of  them*    Ihey  desire  to  aeowo 
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-tkt  sernc^B  of  oomMteiit  tni  cffioietit  toftdiehi;  and  hnye  k^ffi  Hk^ 
^hOdren  well  suppliea  with  books,  with  a  few  didhonorable  ^lOej^Monf : 
There  is  a  manced  improyemeDt  in  tftie  average  'qualiflcatioiitf  tfj  Hk^ 
teachers  of  this  Ootintj  as  oompared  with  any  pretfons  year.  At  IMImI 
teflnninaiaoii  a  more  thorough  list  of  questions  was  preseated  and  the  itHtt* 
dard  was  raised  to  80,  90  and  100  per  cent.,  and  yet  the  per  cent,  ot^tist" 
ures  was  fkr  less  than  on  former  ocoasions. 

The  teachers  emploved  in  onr  schools,  with  few  exceptions,  are  eairileiil 
in  their  labors  and  well  qnalified  fbr  the  duties  of  their  rocations ;  and  ifl 
it  18  here  that  progress  is  most  promisinff,  as  highly  qualified,  praotida! 
teachers  will  necessarily  exert  a  healthfm  and  permanent  inflmenoe  in  the 
yariouB  districts  which  become  the  scenes  of  their  labor.  Through  aotrrOy 
energetic,  and  high  toned  teachers,  the  parents  will  be  reaeheo,  in  tim»| 
and  a  permanent  interest  in  the  schools  established.  Prominent  aiioif| 
the  means  used  to  accomplish  this  desirable  etfd  is  the  "Normal  Inslitate  ^ 
held  in  this  County  twice  during  the  year,  the  last  of  which  OOntiiHied 
some  six  weeks,  which  wta  connected  with  the  Union  School  of  ttis 
place,  under  the  able  and  successful  management  of  J.  H.  Jackson.  Theee 
gatherings  of  the  friends  of  education  have  afforded  a  useflil  8timiiHur<tO 
all  engaged  in  the  work,  quickening  their  leal,  arousing  a  spirit  of  tmH" 
lation  among  them,  awakening  a  proper  sense  of  the  importanoe  and  rt- 
spottsibilities  of  their  office  and  of  the  relations  they  bear  to  society.  I 
cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  importance  of  holding  lenethy  Normal 
Institutes  in  eyery  County,  and  hence  the  necessity  of  the  law  being  so 
changed  as  to  empower  and  authorize  eyery  County  to  make  approprialiena 
each  forjtself,  to  maintain  and  support  them.  S^  this  method  tne  back* 
woods  Counties  which  reeeiye  no  direct  benefit  from  the  Normal  School 
Fund  as  it  has  been  heretofore  expended  are  sure  to  haye  a  system  ef  in* 
struction  adapted  to  the  wants  and  conditions  of  those  who  are  not  peeu* 
marily  able  to  leaye  their  own  County  to  reeeiye  this  needfhl  instruotiM. 
We  haye  tried  the  plan,  sought  and  obtained  the  appropriation  from  the 
County  Board  to  sustain  us,  and  I  most  cheerfhlly  recommend  other  Mail 
counties  to  try  the  same  plan  and  thus  reap  the  most  deiirable  results. 

In  reference  to  the  Ibumthfip  District  System,  I  must  confess  that  tliere 
are  some  features  in  it  that  would  be  quitcf  desirable  and  might  be  made 
j»raoticabIe  in  a  mty  but  not  in  a  county  as  newly  settled  as  this,  and  I 
Verf  much  question  its  feasibility  in  any  of  the  country  towns.  As  a  theo« 
T^  It  seems  plausible,  but  when  the  attempt  is  made  to  reduce  it  to  prao« 
tice  in  a  town  like  some  of  ours,  for  instance,  which  are  forty  miles  or 
more  in  letgth,  the  boundary  lines  of  which  are  subject  to  changes  by 
the  county  board  at  eyery  sitting,  not  so  much  with  refbrence  to  meeting 
our  educational  interests  as  in  securing  priyate  and||local  intersFte.  Again 
it  80  happens  that  some  of  our  most  flourishine  ^ages  are  situMMat 
0r  near  uie  bovndliry  lines,  which  wOl  mal»  it  decide£y  inconyemiiniiA 
carrying  into  effect  the  proposed  system.  In  our  newer  counties  tbwd 
are  sparsely  settled  neighborhoods  where  but  few  children  reside  wittUi 
oonyenient  distance  of  any  giyen  point,  and  yet  by  their  industry  and' per- 
aeyeranee  they  maintain  a  school  the  most  of  the  year,  still  the  ajratem  of

Snpils  each,  are  now  near  oompletion,  at  an  average  eost  of  al^at  S900. 
'he  bailding  ereoffed  for  the  High  School  and  the  Orammar  Department, 
has  been  occupied  since  last  January*  It  is  fine  and .oommodioas— -coating 
abont  $18,000.  Our  schools  are  all,  with  the  exception  of  one  in  the  sub- 
urbs, ihoroughly  graded,  as  follows : 

First  Primary  Department  wiih  a  course  of  two  years. 
.  Seoond  Primary  Department  with  a  course  of  one  year. 
:  -Third  Primary  Department  with,  a  course  of  two  years. 
.. » Intermediate  Department  with  a  course  of  two  years.] 

Grammar  Department,  with  a  course  of  two  years. 

High  School,  with  a  course  of  four  years. 

All  pupils  in  the  same  year  are  included  in  the  same  cbiss,  and  pursue 
the  same  studies  at  the  same  ^e.  The  first  grade  is  taueht  in  nine  dif- 
ferent schools ;  the  second  in  seven,  the  third  in  four,  the  fourth  in  three, 
iha  fifth  in  one  and  the  sixth  in  one. 

In  the  high  school  there  has  been  171  different  pupils  enrolled  during 
the  year.  In  the  grammar  department  193,  in  the  intermediate  491^  in 
the  jurimary  departments  2,179.  In  the  high  school  the  rate  per  cent,  of 
attendance  is  97.7,  grammar  department  95.3,  intermediate  department 
90.3,  primary  department  88.4.    Total  average  92.9.

Thirieen  of  the  teachers  are  recently  engaged. 

The  schools  are  well  attended,  and  the  teachers  earnest  and  faithful. 
Our  practice  of  informing  the  parents  of  the  pupils^  atanding,  by  monthly 
reports,  is  the  most  efficient  means  employed  in  diseiplining  and  stimula- 
ting the  pupils.  Enclosed  you  will  find  a  blank  fbrm  of  our  monthly  re* 
ports.  Our  schools  suffer  (greatly  in  consequence  of  the  frequent  change 
of  teachers.  The  salaries  paid,  in  most  cases,  are  not  enough  to  aeorure 
and  retain  teachers  of  any  experience.  None  but  young  teachers  will  ac- 
cept the  positions,  and  they  only  until  they  haye  aecured  a  d^ee  of  ex- 
perience, and  a  knowledge  of  our  methods  of  instruction,  when  they  can 
obtain  higher  wagea  elsewhere.  As  soon  as  a  teacher  becomes  acquainted 
with  her  duties  and  with  our  system,  and  if  ei&cient,  she  ia  allowed  to 
leaye,  and  her  school  has  not  only  to  he  inJHeted  wiih  a  eAonye,  which 
wiih  teachers  of  equal  experience  is  always  injurious,  but  must  agatin  en- 
dure the  perplexities  and  failures  incident  to  the  growing  experience  of 

«n«thfr  noTxe^* 
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Thovgh  a  grebt  majority  of  ovr  oitfs^ns  gite  the  tohools  their  oordiat 
support,  in  Toting  appropriaUons,  and  in  matten  of  goTemment,  but  yery 
ftw  tiait  thtm.  FroDably  not  fiye  oat  of  a  bnndrad  of  those  parents, who 
hafia  eihBdren  in  the  pnblie  schools  have,  ^ye  oocasiMally.at  the  close  of 
a  term,  visited  them  in  the  school  room.

In  the  city  of  Green  Bay  we  baye  one  High  School,  one  Intermediate  and 
two  Primary  Schoote.  We  employ  one  male  teacher  at  an  annual  salary 
of  $1,100,  and  fiye  female  teachers  at  salaries  ranging  from  $30Q  to  H60 
per  annum. 

There  are  1,106  children  over  four  and  under  iwenllf  years  of  age  in 
the  city.  Of  this  number  only  217  haye  regularly  attended  the  Public 
Schools,  Icaying  889  unaccounted  for.  In  my  efforts  to  ascertain  the 
^hereaboat6  of  thia  large  xu^nbtr  of  children^  who.  are  entitled  to,  but 
are  not  receiying  the  benefit  of  our  Public  Schools,  I  yisited  the  scyeral 
priyate  schools  in  the  city,  and  obtained  the  following  informaticPh  :

I  have  the  honor  most  respectfUly  to  transmit  to  you  this  report,  in 
accordance  with  your  request  of  Nov.  6,  1865. 

Our  school  buildings  remain  the  same,  and  our  schools  are  conducted 
in  the  same  manner  as  they  hare  been  for  several  years  past.  For  want 
of  funds,  we  are  obliged  to  employ  female  teachers  in  all  the  schools  ec-« 
cept  the  high  school,  where  we  haye  one  male  teacher.  We  have  an  ex** 
ceUent  class  of  teachers,  and  I  regret  to  say,  better  than  we  desenre,  for 
the  salary  we  are  able  to  pay  them.  We  hope,  after  war  debts  and 
other  liabilities  of  our  city  are  paid,  that  our  charter  will  be  so  amended 
that  we  can  raise  more  than  $6,500  for  school  purposes  by  city  tax,  and 
then  increase  the  wages  of  our  teachers. 

I  herewith  send  you  our  course  of  study.  If  there  are  any  other  items 
of  information  in  regard  to  our  schools,  teachers  or  school  system,  not 
herein  found,  which  you  may  desire,  please  demand  them,  and  I  will 
cheerfully  forward  them  to  you.

CITY  OF  KENOSHA. 

In  compliance  with  your  circular,  I  send  you  a  brief  summary  of 
school  matters,  , 

The  different  departments  of  the  public  schools  in  this  city  are  not  di- 
vided by  ward  lines,  but  are  all  essentially  one  school.  Besides  the 
High  School  Department,  there  are  two  Grammar,  three  Intermediate, 
fiye  Primary,  and  one  Sub-Primary.  The  last  named  is  largely 
composed  of  children  learning  the  alphabet. 

The  Principal  of  the  High  School  receives  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  year, 
of  forty  weeks.  There  are  two  female  assistants  in  the  High  School ; 
one  has  a  salary  of  $500,  and  one  of;  $450  per  year.  The  Principal  of 
Grammar  School. No,  1  has  a  salary  of  $450,  and  Grammar  School  No, 
2  $550  per  year.  For  the  accommodation  of  the  various  departments 
there  are  three  school  edifices,  which  are  finished  with  most  of  the  essen^ 
tial  modern  improvements.  The  High  School  .Room,  besides  its  general 
conveniences,  is  adorned  with  nearly  forty  ornaments,  such  as  pictures, 
busts  and  statues.     It  has  also  a  good  organ. 

Kenosha  Public  School  claims  to  be  the  first  free  school  establish- 
ed in  the  State.  Whether  this  claim  is  well  founded  or  not,  it  is  no 
vain  boasting  to  say,  that  Kenosha  High  School,  since^its  esta^jlishment, 
has  at  dififerent  periods  been  under  the  management  of  teachers  who  have 
a  wide  reputation  in  their  profession.  The  teinor  of  the  school,  however, 
has  not  always  been  even ;  in  this  respect  its  history  is  not  unlike  most 
other  schools  of  like  grade  in  the  State ;  it  has  had  its  years  of  prosperi- 
ty and  its  years  of  depression.  The  school  year  preceding  June  30ch, 
1865,  was  not  a  successful  one.  The  war  had  greatly  depleted  the  ranks 
of  the  larger  scholars,  by  enlistments  in  the  Union  army ;  consequently 
the  numbqr  pursuing  the  higher  branches  of  study  was  considerably  be- 
low that  in  fotmer  yearsi  At  the  close  ^T  iKe  school  year  there  wer^ 
only  six  graduates  from  the  High  School.  Whether  the  standard  of  at- 
tainment required  of  graduates  during  the  first  two  years  has  been  as 
high  as  it  should  have  been  is  perhaps  questionable.  The  Board  of  Edu- 
cation of  this  city  has  recently  revised  the  course  of  studies  to  be  pur-

The  name  graduate  in  these  days,  expresses  but  a  vague  idea  of  sohol- 
arly  attainmentt  We  hear  of  classes  graduating  in  eyery  part  of  the 
State,  not  only  in  Public  High  Schools,  but  in  Academies  and  Semina*- 
ries  ;  bnt  how  much  was  required  of  them,  to  achieye  this  supposed  dis- 
tinction; is  quite  indefinite.  Is  there  no  cause  for  apprehension  that  this 
business  of  graduating  is  too  loosely  c^mducted,  an<[  is  there  not  need  of 
^  Tcmedy  ?  Legislatiye  enactments  perhaps  cannot  well  interfere  in  the 
matter,  nut  can  there  not  be  some  uniform  standard  adopted,  which  shall 
be  attained  by  those  who  aspire  to  the  distinction  of  graduates?  Per- 
haps  it  might  be  well  for  the  State  Superintendent  to  prescribe  a  course 
of  study  to  be  pursued  by  graduating  classes  in  Public  Schools,  the  ex- 
aminations to  be  conducted  by  himsdf,  or  such  competent  persons  as  he 
n^ht  designate  ?  If  any  school  should  refuse  or  neglect  to  adopt  the 
standard  recommStided  by  the  State  Superintendent,  then  the  diploma 
awarded  in  such  case  to  a  graduate  would  be  regarded  as  a  mere  local  affair. 
The  distinction  between  such  local  graduate  and  a  graduate  under  gene- 
ral or  State  regulation  would  be  likely  to  so  bear  upon  public  sentiment 
as  to  discourage,  if  not  briug  into  entire  disrepute,  the  practice  of  grad- 
uating classes  outside  of  the  prescribed  standard.  It  may  be  the  alleged 
eyil  of  which  I  speak  lies  in  some  other  direction  than  I  haye  suggested.. 
Be  that  as  it  may,  the  course  of  things  indicates  that  unless. acme  plan 
can  be  deyised  to  correct  the  lowering  of  educational  stan4ards,  the  name 
graduaU  will  soon  be  without  definite  meaning,  and  will  come  to  be  regard- 
ed  as  of  little  consequence. 

I  haye  the  satisfaction  to  report  that  the  present  term  of  our  Public 
School,  commencing  September  11th,  1865,  exhibits  encouraging  aspects. 
TFhe  different  departments  are  better  attended  than  for  soi|ie  years  past, 
and  the  teachers  generally  evince  earnestness  and  efficiency.

CITY  OF  MADISON. 

In  compliance  with  your  Request,  I  haye  the  honor  to  submit  the  iol- 
lowiog  report  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  city  of  Madison. 

The  enclosed  statistical  table  has  been  eem|>iled  from  teachers'  weekly 
reportsj  find  considerable  pains  haye.  been  taken  to  make  it  correct. 

J?rom  the  last  school  census  it  appears  that  there  are  upwards  of  3,000 
children  of  school  age  in  this^ity.  Only  about  two-fifths  of  this  num** 
ber  have  attended  the  public  schools  anif  time  during  the  year,  and 
the  average  memhership  has  been  only  .ohe-half  the  '*  whold  number  en- 
rolled," or  one-fifth  the  whole  number  ;of  claldren  of  school  age.  The 
averagi  attendance  has  been  but  little  more  than  one-sixth  of  this 
number. 
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By  a  rule  of  the  Bo^rd  af.  Edopatiim  no  qbUd  whose  age  is  less  thaa 
re  years  is  admitted  ta  th^  pnnikty  '^atmi  seHools.

Becord  of  ttut 
matter  w-as  not  kept  during  the  fall  and  winter  terms. 
,  perhaps  a  less  full  Qtatemont  would  hav^  showti  snQiciently  the  great 
ohstade  to  progress  in  the  public  schools  of  this  place.  By  these  statip^ 
tics,  however,  the  extent  of  our  deficiency'  in  school  accommodationa  wUl 
be  seen.  Many  years  have  passed  since  any  enlargement  has  been  made 
in  our  school  buildings,  and  the  growth  of  the  city  has  been  in  quarters 
wbieh  renders  even  some  of  the  room  we  have  not  available. 

For  some  years  the  Board  have  been  contemplating  the  arection  of  a 
new  school  building,  but  their  funds  have,  not  accumulated  sufficiently  to 
warrant  the  prosecution  of  their  plan. 

Those  departments  of  our  schools  which  are  not  overcrowded  are  ddiiig 
their  work  efficiently.  The  gradation  is  well  enough,  and  we  have  a^i^a- 
jority  of  able  and  faithful  teachers.  There  are  1^  in  emjp^oy  oflHe 
Board,  and  of  these  only  one  is  a  man.  This  is  the  Priucipal  t^l^  (He 
High  School,  vrho-  performs  also  the  office  of  Superintendent  of  Oiify 
Schools.  He  receives  for  th^se  duties  a  salary  of  $1000  per  annum,  and 
the  salaries  of  the  other  teachers  range  from  $370  tof  $450. 

The  teachers*  meeting  held  every  week  is  of  much  assistance  to  the  Su- 
perintendent in  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

What  is  needed  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  public  schools  of  this 
city  is  Ist^  a  liberal  expenditure  for  more  school  buildings,  next  a  Board 
of  Education  who  shall  be  enlightened  as  to  the  wants  of  schools  and 
zealous  in  supplying  them.  Our  schools  are  now  censured  indisorimi*' 
nately  by  those  who  know  not  whether  they  are  good  or  bad.  I  do  not 
specify  good  teachers  as  a  neoeasity  because  when  the  Board  perform  their 
duty  we  shall  have  good  teachers.

Xn  veplj  io  your  circular  of  the  6tli  inst.,  I  submit  tbe  following  at>- 
gtraci  from  tiie  yearly  report  of  ward  school  commissionerB. 

There  are  nine  ward  scnooki  containing  three  departments  each,  and 
aerdn  braneh  sohoola.  The  number  enrolled  during  the  past  year  was 
oyer  seyen  thousand.  The  amount  expended  was  $46,869  66.  This 
amount  diyided  by  the  ayerage  number  belonging,  giyes  $11  66  as  the 
tost  of  tuition  per  scholar.  Divided  by  the  number  enrolled  gives  about 
17  00.  The  valuation  of  school  houses,  lots,  furniture,. &c.,  is  about 
$167,000  00,  The  attendance  is  much  better  than  formerly.  In  July 
last  the  Board  adopted  the  rule  that  for  six  half  days'  absence  io  any  four 
oonseoutive  weeks,  ^sickness  only  excepted,)  the  pupil  should  be  suspended. 
The  enforcing  of  this  rule  has  had  a  wonderful  effect  upon  the  attendance 
average;  also  upon  the  punctual  average,  since  two  tardy  maiks  count 
die  same  as  a  half  day's  absence.  During  the  first  two  months  there  were 
thirty-six  cases  of  suspension  under  the  rule.  The  present  month  up  to 
date  (18th)  has  produced  but  six. 

During  the  past  year  132  teachers  were  examined.  Teachers'  certifi- 
cates are  graded  as  A  1,  A  2 ;  B  1,  B  2.  Applicants  for  B  certificates 
are.  examined  upon  orthography,  geography,  grammar,  history,  practical 
and  mental  arithmetic.  If  the  papers  offered  average  between  70  and  80 
per  cent.,  the  certificate  is  B  2.  if  over  80  per  cent.,  B  1.  B  1  quali- 
fies the  holder  for  principal  of  primary  or  intermediate  departments. 
Applicants  for  A  certificates,  i^  addition  to  the  above  are  examined  upon 
physical  geoffraphy,  philosophy,  physiology,  algebra  and  geometry.  But 
no  o^e  can  obtain  an  A  certificate  unless  the  marking  of  the  B  papers  will 
will  give  a  B  1  certificate.  A 1  qualifies  the  holder  for  principal  of  a  gram- 
mar  department.  A  2,  assistant  in  same.  If  every  paper  offered  by  a 
teacher  will  mark  over  80  per  cent.,  the  certificate  can  be  renewed.  About 
half  of  the  certificates|issued  were  renewable.

CITY  OF  MINERAL  POINT. 

Several  days  ago  a  printed  circular  was  handed  to  me  from  you,  re- 
qftaating  me  to  furnish  a  r.eport  concerning  the  Public  Schools  of  this 
city:  The  public  authorities  are  so  effectually  debarred  from  raising  suf- 
ficient means  to  keep  our  schools  going,  that  very  little  can  be  done  to- 
wards establishiDg  an  efficient  system  of  public  school  instruction  here.  The 
public  schools  were  kept  open  for  four  months,  commencing  the  begin- 
ning  of  May ;  but  even  that  was  longer  than  the  means  on  hand  justified 
This  mode  of  operating  makes  it  very  hard  to  get  up  any  very  flattering 
report.  Not  having  any  blank  forms  at  hand,  I  have  written  down  the 
leadiug  facts  connected  with  our  public  schools.  *

The  Scbool  Houses  consist  of  three  hnildings.  Ono  large  Seminary, 
divided  off  into  five  school  rooms,  (with  redtalfticAi  rooms;  eapfthlo  of 
holding  500  scholars,  and  two  smaller  buildings,  one  brick  and  the  other 
wood,  capable  of  holding  75  each.    Yalae  about '9t 2,000. 

The  City  Conncil  hare  only  power  to  levy  a  tax  double  the  amount  re- 
aeiyed  from  theStikte  School  Fund;  for  payment  of  teooheis'  wages,  oon- 
tiagent  expenses,  &o.,  so  that  the  pablid  schools  can  be  open  bnt '%  small 
portion  of  the  year.  Another  effort  will  be  made  tJhis  winter  to  haT4  the 
Oity  Charter  in  that  respect,  altered  so  as  to  place  it  in  the  power  of  the 
Council  to  levy  a  tax  sufficient  to  keep  the  public  schools  open.  Wl^dth- 
er  that  effott  will  be  successM  remains  to  be  seen.

CITY  OF  OSHKOSH. 

Our  city  schools  are  established  upon  the  graded  sjirstem  ;  but,  from 
the  lack  of  suitable  high  school  buildings,  and  a  sufficiently  large  corps 
of  teachers,  it  cannot  be  carried  out  completely.  This,  howcTer,  we  hope 
to  rmnedy  another  season.  No  new  buildings  have  been  erected  the  present 
year,  but  another  room  has  been  secured,  and  a  department  added  to  the 
high  school.  As  now  arranged,  the  City  System  embraces  a  central  or 
Ugh  sdhool,  and  one  in  eaoh  of  the  five  wards.  The  former  has  connected 
with  it  the  grammar  school,  divided  into  two  departments. 

In  the  high  school  proper,  (which  is  under  the  Immediate  supervision  of 
Mr.  A.  Everett,  formerly  of  Ann  Harbor  High  School,  Mich.,)  a  regular 
course  has  been  adopted,  to  follow  a  thorough  preparation  in  the  ordi- 
nary English  branches,  extending  over  three  years,  and  embracing  the 
usual  studies  in  language  and  literature  pursued  in  academies.  Bigid  ex- 
aminations are  required  and  enforced  for  admission  and  promotion.  The 
school^  has  attained  as  fair  a  degree  of  success  as,  from  the  many  disad«< 
vantages  with  which  we  are  compelled  ta  contend,  could  be  reasonably 
expected.

The  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  Wisconsia  respectfallj 
submit  their  report  for  the  year  ending  September  30th,  1865. 

I.— INTERNAL  CONDITION  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY. 

The  two  departments  of  ^hioh  the  University  now  consists  are  deaig** 
nated  by  law,  respectively,  as  that  of  ^'  Soienoe,  Literature  and  the  Arts," 
and  that  of  the  '*  Theory  and  Practice  of  Elementary  Instruction."  The 
character  and  aims  of  these  departments  have  been  described  in  former 
reports  of  the  Board.  During  the  year  past  they  have  been  in  operation 
without  material  change,  either  in  the  Faculties  of  instruction  or  in  the 
several  courses  of  study. 

The  last  academic  year  of  the  institution  ended  upon  the  last  Wednes- 
day :of  June,  1865.  The  whole  niftnber  of  students  in  attendance  during 
that  year  was  306 ;  of  whom  169  were  gentlemen,  and  137  ladies.  Of 
this  whole  number,  41  were  members  of  the  regular  college  classes,  1ft 
being  engaged  upon  the  classical,  and  22  upon  the  scientific  course.  Ab 
in  previous  years,  it  is  repnesented  by  the  Faculty  that  a  large  proportion 
of  those  who  pursue  the  scientific  course  of  sudy,  read  also  a  part  or  the 
whole  of  the  Latin  preseoibed  for  stadents  of  the  classical  curriculum. 
The  remaining  265  students' are  classified  by  the  Vice  Chancellor  as  foK 
lows :  Students  in  Normal  Glasses,  66 ;  in  Preparatory  Classes,  gentle- 
men, 44 — ladies,  63 ;  in  Select  Oomrse,  gentlemen,  44 — ladies,  18. 

For  more  detailed  information  in  reference  to  the  Faculty,  students,, 
courses  of  study,  methods  of  instruction  and  discipline  of  the  University, 
the  fees  charged  to  students,  the  provision  mad-3  for  their  accommodation 
with  board,  the  Literary  Societies  existing  in  connection  with  the  institu* 
tion,  the  libraries,  cabinet  and  apparatus,  and  the  calendar  of  the  aca- 
demic year  ending  on  the  last  Wednesday  of  June,  1866,  reference  is 
made  to  Appendix  D. 

The  two  persons  who  composed  the  first  gtaduating  class  in  the  Uni- 
versity received  their  degree  at  the  commencement  in  July,  1854.  The 
whole  number  of  graduates  in  the  department  of  "  Sciencd,  Literature 
and  the  Arts,"  up  to  the  present  time,  is  fifty-three.  The  first  graduating 
class  in  the  Normal  Department,  consisting  of  six  young  ladies,  receivee 
from  the  institution  their  certificates  of  graduation  at  the  last  annual 
commencement.

It  will  ^6  seen  that  the  aetual  expenditure  was  S2,831  53  in  excess  of 
this  estimate.  Of  this  amount  $1,262  09  wsb  for  the  Item  of  fbel  alone, 
that  being  the  diflPerence  between  the  estimated  and  the  actual  expense 
for  that  article.  This  difference  was  partly  due  to  the  unexpeetediy  high 
price  of  fuel,  and  partly  to  the  fact  that  a  larger  tjuantity  of  wood  was 

turohased  tnan  was  required  for  the  year,  and  sufficient  in  fact,  it  is 
elicTcd,  to. meet  the  wants  of  the  institution,  in  that  respect,  during  the 
present  fiscal  year.  Between  five  and  six  hundred  dollars  were  also  drawn 
from  the  treasury  near  the  plose  of  the  year  for  the  purchase  of  stoves, 
pipe  and  other  accompaniments,  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  the  Board, 
directing  a  change  in  the  mode  of  heating  the  dormitory  boildiogS;  bj 
discontinuing  the  use  of  furnaces,  supplying  the  rooms  with  sioves  and 
requiring  students  to  furnish  their  own  fuel.  This  change  was  made  just 
in  time  to  throw  the  chief  burden  of  expense,  resulting  from  it,  upon 
the  last  fiscjil  year,  while  the  benefits  expected  from  it  could  only  aeoniA 
in  subsequent  years.  The  Board  confidently  believe  thai  the  measure 
will  result  in  a  very  considerable  reduction  of  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  University  in  future.  Notwithstanding  the  unfavorable  financial  con- 
dition under  which  the  Board  have  commenced  the  present  fiscal  year, 
with  the  University  treasury  overdrawn,  as  above  shown,  to  the  amount 
of  $1,828  47)  it  is  believed  ^lat,  with  rigid  economy,  both  this  sum  and 
all  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  institution  can  be  paid  out  of  the  income 
of  the  year. 

The  condition  of  the  University  Fund  on  the  30th  of  September,  1865, 
aa.  appears  from  the  books  in  the  office  of  the  Seoretary  of  State^  waa  as 
follows:

IIL— ORGANIZATION  AND  MEETINGS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  1864,  in  addition  to  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
8np«rinten4ent  of  Public  Instruction,  who  imte  eg^  cgfioio  members,  the 
board  eonsisted  of  the  following  persons,  elected  by  the  Leffislatard ; 
Levi  B.  Vilas,  D.  Worthington,  Oeorffe  B.  Eastman,  Henry  D.  Barron, 
M«  Frank,  John  W.  Stewart^  Theodore  Prentiss,  Edward  Saliunen,  O.  H. 
OoQover,  Moses  M.  Davis,  Nelson  Dewey,  and  Harrison  C.  Hobart  On 
tiie  1st  of  January,  1865,  tho  term  of  the  four  Regents  last  named  ex- 
pired,  and  the  following  persons  were  appointed  by  the  Qovemor  to  fill 
the  waeancies  thus  created :  O.  M.  Oonorer,  D.  H.  Muller,  G.  W.  Haale* 
ton  and  H.  S.  Hagoon.  By  section  5,  chapter  xxi.,  B.  8.,  the  Begents  so 
appointed  were  to  continue  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  then  about  to  oon^ene,  and  until  others 
were  elected  in  their  stead.  During  the  session  of  the  Legislatore,  the 
following  persons  were  elected  Beeents  instead  of  the  four  above  named : 
D.  H.  Muller,  Moses  M.  Davis,  n.  P.  Strong  and  Oharies  Thayer.  On 
the  27tli  of  June,  1865,  John  W.  Stowart  resigned  hm  seat  in  the  Board, 
and  O.  M.  Conover  was  appointed  Vy  Acting  Governor  Spooner,  to  fill  the 
ysdanc^  Uius  created. 

During  the  year,  the  Board,  in  accordance  with  the  prorisions  of  its 
By-Laws,  held  two  meetings.  At  the  first,  held  Januarr  18,  1865,  there 
were  present,  Begents  Oonover,  Faitfohild,  Hasleton,  McMynn,  Muller, 
Vilas  and  Worthington.  Reports  were  received  from  the  Dean  of  the 
Fftculty,  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  Oommittee  on  the  Library. 
Professor  Oharlea  H.  Allen  tendered  his  resignation  of  the  professorship 
ef  tlie  ^*  Theory  and  Practice  of  Elementary  Instruction,"  to  take  efieet 
at  the  close  of  the  aeademio  year ;  and  it  was  accepted. 
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At  the  second  moeting  of  the  Board,  held  on  the  27th  and  28th  of 
June,  1865,  there  were  present,  Regents  Ccnover,  Davis,  Eastman,  Me* 
Mynn,  Mailer,  Strong,  Vilas  and  Worthington. 

A  eommunioation  from  the  Faeulty  was  read  by  Prof*  Bead,  relating  to 
the  eondition  and  prospects  of  the  Uniyersity,  and  the  best  means  of 
securing  its  permaient  sttcccss  and  prosperity.  This  oommmnnioation 
was  sabsequently  ordered  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  be  pnblished, 
and  will  be  found  in  appendix  <*  C," 

The  Executive  Committee  made  a  full  report  of  their  action  daring  the 
receeif  of  the  Board,  and  recommended  various  measures  for  its  considera- 
tion. The  usual  annual  reports  were  also  received  from  the  Dean  of  the 
Faculty,  the  several  Professors,  and  the  Principal  of  the  Preparatory  De- 
partment. ^ 

Pursuant  to  a  recommendation  of  the  F.aoulty,  the  Board  voted  to  con- 
fer the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  upon  Philip  Stein  and  James  Byrne  ; 
that  of  Bachelor  of  Philosophy  upon  John  Meader  Jones,  Charles  Harri- 
son Vilas,  Joseph  Dwight  Tredway  and  George  H.  Pradt ;  and  that  of 
Master  of  Arts  upon  James  B.  Brittan,  Henry  Vilas,  John  D.  Parlunson, 
William  E.  Spencer,  William  W.  Church  and  S.  Izaiah  Hall,  of  the  class 
of  1861,  and  Michael  Leahy,  of  the  class  of  1862.  A  certificate  of  grad- 
uation in  the  normal  Department,  under  the  seal  of  the  University,  was 
also  directed  to  be  conferred  upon  the  following  young  ladies  :  Mary  A. 
Allen,  Clara  J.  Chamberlain,  Annie  E.  Chamberlain,  Hattie  M.  Busk, 
Lydia  Sharp  and  Annie  E  Taylor. 

Hon.  J.  L.  Pickard,  formerly  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  in 
this  state,  and  now  of  Chicago,  was  elected  Chanoellor  of  the  University. 
Subsequently  Mr.  Pickard  declined  the  position  thus  tendered  him.  No 
election  has  since  been  had  to  fill  the  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Chancellor. 

In  accordance  with  a  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  (to 
whom  the  subject  had  been  referred  at  the  previous  meeting),  the  Board 
agreed  to  purchase  of  Prof.  Bead,  for  f  1000,  a  parcel  of  land  lying  with* 
in  the  University  enclosure,  and  necessary  to  the  convenience  and  sym- 
metry of  the  grounds ;  and  the  Executive  Committee  were  directed  to  com- 
plete the  arrangement. 

The  board  further  resolved  to  discontinue  the  use  of  furnaces  in  heating 
the  two  Dormitory  Buildings,  and  directed  the  Executive  Committee  to 
supply  the  buildings  with  stoves.  It  also  directed  that  students  should 
hereafter  be  required  to  provide  fuel  for  their  private  rooms  ;  and  that 
the  Executive  Committee  should  re-arrange  the  schedule  of  fees  to  be 
paid  by  students,  in  view-  of  this  change  in  the  mode  of  heating. 

The  salaries  of  professors,  payable  from  the  Income  Fund,  was  fixed  at 
SIOOO ;  the  provision  for  dividing  the  amount  of  fees  received  from  stu- 
dents among  the  professors  being  left  without  change.  The  salary  of  the 
Preceptress  in  the  Normal  Department  was  fixed  at  9600. 

The  office  of  Dean  of  the  Faculty  was  abolished,  and  that  of  Vice 
Chancellor  substituted.  An  elisction  of  certain  offioers  for  two  years  was 
held  in  accordance  with  the  Bv-Laws  of  the  Board,  and  the  following 
persons  were  elected :  Vice  Chancellor,  J.  W.  Sterling ;  Treasurer,  Tim- 
othy Brown  ;  Secretary,  D.  H.  Tullis;    Librarian,  J.  W.  Sterling.    The 
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following  oommitteos  wero  appointed  for  the  same  torm :  Bzeoati?e 
Ciommittee,  Regenta  McMynn,  Fairchildi  Yilaa,  Wortlungton  and  Cono- 
ver ;  Library  Oommittee;  Eegents  ConoTer,  Eastaaan  and  Worthiogton. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  Preparatory  Department  should  be  placed  un- 
der the  supervision  of  the  Principal  of  the  Normal  Department,  and  that 
instruction  therein  shouid  be  given  by  the  members  of  the  Faculty,  under 
ihe  direction  of  the  Yico- Chancellor.  The  design  and  effect  of  this  reso- 
lution was  to  abolish  the  separate  office  of  Principal  of  the  Preparatory 
Department,  and  to  save  the  treasury  of  the  institution  the  sum  of  S1«000, 
W'hich  was  the  amount  of  salary  paid  to  such  Principal  during  the  pre*- 
vibus  academic  year. 

The  following  resolution  was  also  adopted : 

^^Resolved^  That  tho  Vice-chancellor  be,  and  hereby  is,  requested  to 
furnish  to  the  Executive  Committee,  at  least  one  month  before  the  close 
of  each  teroi,  a  statement  or  programme  in  detail  of  the  studies  to  be 
pursued  and  the  lectures  to  be  given  in  the  University  during  the  follow- 
ing term,  and  which  shall  embrace  .the  following  points  :  1.  The  sub- 
jects of  study  and  leotuie.  2.  The  hours  of  the  day  of  recitations  and 
lectures.  8.  Text  books  required  by  students.  4.  The  conditions  of  ad- 
mission to  the  respective  classes.  5.  The  names  of  the  Professors  of  the 
respective  branches,  and  the  names  of  the  instructors  in  the  various  class- 
es. 6.  Such  other  information  in  regard  to  instruction,  discipline,  board, 
etc.,  as  he  may  deem  proper.'' 

A  7-30  bond  of  the  United  States  for  one  hundred  dollars  having  been 
donated  to  the  University  by  the  Hon.  J  as.  T.  Lewis,  on  the  18th  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1865,  with  a  request  that  the  interest  thereon  might  be  used  each 
year  *'  in  procuring  a  suitable  silver  or  gold  medal,  to  be  presented  to  the 
student  whom  the  professors  should  designate  as  having  made  the  greatest 
mental  and  moral  improvement  during  the  year  preceding  its  presenta- 
tion," the  Executive  Committee  were  directed  by  tho  Board  to  procure  a 
suitable  die  for  striking  such  medal. 

These  are  the  mo&t  important  items  of  business  transacted  at  the  meet- 
ings of  the  Board. 

The  Executive  Committee,  which  sits  in  the  recess  of  the  Board,  is 
charged  with  auditing  accounts  for  contingent  expenses,  and  with  the  ez- 
eeution  of  all  orders  and  resolutions  of  the  Board  not  otherwise  specially 
committed.  It  appears  from  the  records  of  this  committee,  that  it  held, 
during  the  year,  seventeen  meetings.  On  the  8th  of  August,  18(55,  under 
special  authority  conferred  by  the  Board,  it  appointed  Charles  H.  Allen 
to  fill,  during  the  Fall  Teim,  the  vacancy  created  by  his  own  resignation 
of  the  professorship  of  the  ^*  Theory  and  Practice  of  Elementary  In- 
struction;" Professor  Allen  contemplating  a  permanent  withdrawal  from 
the  institution  at  the  close  of  that  term. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  respectfully  invite  the  attention  of  the  Leg- 
islature to  the  fact  that  the  annual  charges  made  by  the  State  against  the 
income  of  the  University  Fund  for  the  management  of  the  same — a  fund 
ibestbwed  by  the  General  Government  upon  Wisconsin  for  the  education 
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of  her  own  childreQ-^amoaiits  to  between  nine  and  (en  per  cent,  of  iltti 
iscomo.  It  is  a  part  of  the  glory  of  our  slater  stales,  aad  of  most  oifil" 
ized  oommanities,  that  dbeir  iasiitutioDS  for  the  higher  learning  have  cost 
them  someUiiDg.  Is  it  to  be  a  part  of  the  permancat  glorj  of  Wiaeoniin 
that  Buoh  institatioQS  have  cost  her  nothing  ?

REPORT  OF  THE  FACULTY. 


To  the  Board  of  RegenU  of  the  Ur^ivenity  of  Wisconsin  : 

The  faculty  of  the  Uniyeraity,  ijhrough  mo  as  its  organ,  deem  it  proper 
to  present  to  your  body  assembled  at  the  close  of  our  present;  aeademic 
year,  the  following  communicatioi^  in  regard  to  the  condition  land  pros^ 
peots  of  the  Unirersity,  and  the^  policy  and  methods  in  their  iiidgmeat 
moat  likety  to  secure  its  permanent  suc.ocs^  and  prosperity.  For  the  &nke 
of  oonvehience,  the  various  subjects  iu  this  communication  will  be  ar- 
ranged  uhder  appropriate  heads.   ,  I 

HISTORY  01*  StATC  UNrVBRSITIES. 

The  Ubiversity  of  Wisconsin  bblongs  to  that  class  of  ednoitioaal  in- 
st{tntion4*  ordinarily  denominated;  State  Universities.  These  intftitntioBe 
BX^  so  designated  fVom  the  fact,  tniit* the  general  government,  a«aa  estab- 
lished policy  in  the  disnosition  of  the  public  domain,  sets  asjda  within 
^eaektariftory  two  townsnips,  or  seventy-two  sections  of  land.  "  fqr  the  par- 
manent  endowment  of  a  seminary  of  learning/'  and,  by  the  orgaaio  not 
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admittiDg  a  new  state  ioto  the  Union,  Tests  the  land  thus  reserved,  in  the 
State  for  this  exclusive  use.  Every  State  admitted  since  Ohio,  and  in* 
dnding  that  State,  has  had  sudh  grant  of  land  for  this  spceifie  object. 
Ohio  did  in  fact  receive  a  double  grant,  in  consequence  of  reservations 
having  been  made  in  the  contract  of  the  United  States  with  the  Ohio 
Oompany,  and  also  in  that  with  John  Oleves  Symmes.  Hence,  the  two 
State  Universities  of  Ohio, — the  Ohio  University  at  Athens,  which  went 
into  operation  as  a  College  in  the  year  1809,  being  tho  earliest  institution 
of  this  ^ade  established  northwest  of  the  Ohio  River,  and  the  Miami 
University  at  Oxford,  which  now  graduates  a  larger  annual  number  in 
the  regular  College  classes  than  any  other  Western  College. 

The  United  States  government,  by  these  land  grants,  recognizes  the 
value,  if  not 'indeed  the  necessity,  of  the  higher  institutions  of  education, 
as  a  means  of  sustaining  popular  government;  and  in  tho  very  inceptien 
of  every  new  state  organization  bestows  the  means  for  their  establishment 
and  support.  By  this  bounty  of  the  general  government,  even  Oregon 
has  already  commenced  the  work  of  establishing  its  State  University  and 
putting  it  into  actual  operation.  The  University,  no  less  than  the  common 
school,  forms  part  and  parcel  of  every  new  American  Sta^e.  The  State,  ii 
accepting  the  terms  proposed  by  Congress  for  admission  into  the  Union, 
accepts  this  trust,  and  by  compact  becomes  bound  for  its  faithful  adminis- 
tration. Most  of  the  States  in  point  of  fact,  and  Wisconsin  especially, 
have  acknowledged  by  a  direct  constitutional  provision,  the  obligation  to 
establish  and  maintain  a  State  University.  While  the  State  in  its  official 
capacity  is  the  trustee,  the  people  of  the  State  are  the  cestui  que  trvM^ 
or  beneficiaries  of  the  trust  endowment.  Indeed,  the  people  of  all  tho 
States  have  a  common  interest  in  these  institutions  which  are  founded 
from  a  common  fund,  and  which  in  their  benefits  are  open  alike  to  the 
people  of  all  the  States. 

It  is  not  out  of  place  to  remark,  that  tho  words  invariably  used  to  ex- 
press the  intent  of  the  reservation  in  the  original  act  of  Congress  making 
the  reservation  of  land  within  the  territories,  which  land  is  afterwards 
granted  to  the  State,  are  the  following :  **  For  the  permanent  support  of 
a  Seminary  of  learning."  The  tern^  *'  Seminary  of  learning"  is  synony- 
mized  or  interpreted  by  this  State  and  other  Idtates,  in  the  act  appropriat- 
ing the  grant,  by  the  word  '^  University,"  which  in  the  United  States  has 
come  to  mean  an  institution  of  learning  of  tho  highest  grade,  to  which 
there  may  or  may  not  be  attached  special  or  professional  schools,  and  in 
which  tho  usual  academic  degrees  are  conferred.  Congress  has  eanctioned 
and  adopted  the  word  ''  University,"  by  using  it  in  subsequent  acts  of 
legislation,  and  indeed,  in  the  case  of  Wisconsin,  it  is  the  word  made  use 
of  in  tho  grant  to  the  State,  instead  of  the  term  *'  Seminary  of  learning," 
used  in  the  act  of  reservation.  This  latter  term  has  in  Ohio  received  a 
judicial  interpretation  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  in  what  is 
koown  as  the  Mclntire  Seminary  case,  in  which  the  court  decided  that 
the  term  '<  Seminary  of  learning  "  must  be  taken  and  understood  in  the 
usual  and  popular  sense,  as  meaning  a  school  of  general  learning  of  a 
high  grade.  According  to  this  construction,  the  State  cannot  make  the 
University  a  special  school,  whether  Normal,  Military,  Law  or  Medical ; 
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bat  it  is  not  doubted  that  any  of  theae  ncay  as  departments  be  engrafted 
on  a  school  of  general  learning,  and  the  spnere  of  instruction  thus  be  en- 
larged. This  would  seem  to  be  the  design  in  the  adoption  of  the  word 
Dnmrsity.  Louisiana  is  the  only  State  which  retained  the  original  words 
of  dotation,  '*•  Seminary  of  learung/'  in  the  eatablishment  of  its  State 
institution  upon  the  Oongressional  grant  Thb  is  the  institution  of  which 
the  now  distinguished  General  Sherman  was  President  at  the  secesaion  of 
that  State. 

POLICY  OF  TUB   DIFf EUNT  STATX8  IN  RSQABD  TO  THEIR  UKIVSR8IT1E8. 

The  policy  of  the  States  has  differed  very  widely  in  regard  to  their 
State  Universities.  While  one  Stat '  has  been  to  iia  Uaiversity,  endowed 
and  founded  in  the  manner  here  detailed,  truly  an  alma  mater,  a  cherish- 
ing  mother,  another  has  been  the  ivjutta  noverca,  pursuing  strangely 
enough  a  ptep-mother  policy,  doing  nothing  for  it  except  finding  fault 
with  its  adm^DistratioD,  and  then,  perhaps  wondering  at  its  want  of  suc- 
cess ;  seemiog  indeed  to  grudge  the  fund  which  it  never  gave,  and,  in 
fact,  not  a  few  of  the  people  actually  believing  that  the  endowment  of  the 
University  is  from  taxation  upon  themselves.  Ohio,  Indiana,  Michigan 
and  Iowa  have  in  various  ways  rendered  large  pecuniary  aid  to  their 
respective  Universities,  while  other  States,  not  excepting  Wisconsin,  have 
charged  the  University  for  the  administration  of  its  fund,  and  possibly  at 
a  higher  rate  than  individuals  would  do  for  like  services.  It  is  proper, 
however,  to  remark,  that  within  a  recent  period,  our  University  has  been 
recognized  by  the  executive  and  other  departments  of  the  government  in 
their  public  communications,  in  terms  of  respect  and  encouragement,  and 
in  one  or  two  instances,  with  strong  and  positive  recommendation  of  aid 
by  the  state.  It  is  certain  that  without  State  aid  to  supplement  the 
fund  derived  from  the  Congressional  grant,  few  if  any  of  our  State 
Universities  will  be  adequately  endowed,  and  without  it  this  class  of 
institutions  must,  in  the  progress  of  time,  in  this  respect,  fall  behind 
privately  endowed  institutions.  Were  this  fund,  according  to  the  true 
intent  of  the  grant,  sacredly  guarded  from  all  diminution  or  encroachment 
for  buildings  or  purposes  other  than  those  of  instruction,  it  might  be 
otherwise. 

DIFFICULTIES  AND   3IISTAKES  OF  STATE  UNIVERSITIES  IN   THEIR  EARLY 

IIIMTORY. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  divertity  of  policy  adopted  by  the  dif- 
ferent States  enjoying  this  bounty  of  the  general  government,  the  State 
Universities  have  in  their  commencement  and  early  progress  enoountered 
similar  difficulties,  and  have  also  fallen  into  similar  errors  of  policy.  So 
uniform  indeed  have  these  been,  that  the  careful  observe/may  now  with 
much  certainty  predict  what  will  be  these  difficulties  and  mistakes  in 
Kevada  or  Montana,  when  Universities  come  to  be  founded  in  these  Statei. 
There  is  first  the  attempt  to  lessen  the  endowment  fund  by  the  disposition 
of  the  lands  at  rates  below  their  value,  or  by  the  loan  of  the  University 
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fund  upon  inadequate  seoarities.  If  the  vigilaiice  of  the  friends  of  the 
University  prerenta  detriment  from  these  designs,  which  ate  commonly 
concealed  nnder  the  pretext  of  benefit  to  a  meritorious  class  of  citiasens, 
there  is  just  at  himd  a  n^ore  formidable  difficulty  arising  fitom  the  per* 
sistent  demand  upon  the  Legislature  for  the  division  of  the  University 
fund  among  the  several  colleges  of  the  State  which  are  sure  to  spring  up' 
in  a  ne^  society,  from  various  causes,  and  some  possibly  in  the  hope  of 
obtaining  a  portion  of  this  fund,  which  is,  in  the  popular  belief,  greatly 
magnified  in  amount.  The  reports  which  are  made  by  Judiciary'  Com- 
mittees, to  whom  these  applications  are  referred  by  the  good  sense  of  the 
Legislature,  that  the  division  applied' for  cannot  be  made  consistently  with 
the  terms  of  the  grant,  avail  little  to  quiet  the  efforts  in  this  direction  of 
agents  and  interested  parties.  Prejudices  are  aroused  agains  the  State 
university,  and  its  condition  is  misrepresented.  Members  are  elected  to 
the  Legislature  upon  the  pledge  of  securii\^  a  division  or  diversion,  which 
not  only  the  terms  of  the  grant,  but  perhaps  the  very  constitution  of  the 
State,  prohibit.  Meanwhile,  the  University  has  no  partisan  or  denomi- 
national supporters,  and  is  too  new  to  have  graduates  or  former  students 
in  sufficient  numbers  to  constitute  a  corps  of  defence. 

The  University,  too,  in  its  administration,  commits  blunders  which  em* 
barrass  its  progress.  One  of  these,  invariably  made,  and  always  clearly 
discerned  by  a  sagacity  which  comes  too  late  for  practical  use,  is  the  in- 
vestment of  too  large  a  portion  of  its  fund  in  dead  walls,  which  require 
another  portion  of  it  to  take  care  of  them.  This  is  a  mistake  of  individ- 
uals in  their  own  affairs,  apt  to  ocdur  at  a  certain  age  of  society,  and  at 
periods  of  apparent  prosperity,  and  perhaps  corporations  can  hardly  be 
expected  to  be  wiser  than  the  individuals  composing  them.  The  erection 
of  fourjrofessors'  houses,  by  the  University  of  Michigan,  some  years 
since,  at  an  expense  of  some  $40,000,  produced  the  most  serious  mischief 
to  the  University,  by  raising  a  popular  clamor  against  the  institution,  as 
well  as  embarrassing  the  income.  The  Ohio  University,  by  the  simulta- 
neous'erection  of  two  dormitory  buildings,  would,  but  for  the  interven- 
tion of  State  aid,  have  been  obliged  to  suspend  its  operations.  Minneso- 
ta 80  far  mistook  the  building  for  the  University  as  to  exhaust  nearly 
the  entire  fund  upon  the  erection  of  a  Universitv  edifice,  leaving  almost 
nothing  for  the  support  of  professors,  and  for  other  requisites  for  an  in- 
stitution of  learning.  These,  however,  are  but  instances  of  mistaken 
policy,  belonging  to  the  history  of  every  State  University,  unless  Iowa 
DC  the  exception,  where  the  State  presented  to  the  University  the  build- 
ings, or  Missouri,  where  the  county  of  Boone  raised  over  9100,000  for 
the  buildings,  in  order  to  secure  the  location  of  the  State  University. 
Impatience  for  more  immediate  results,  leading  to  change  and  revolution 
in  the  internal  concerns,  or  to  enterprises  designed  merely  to  catch  public 
attention,  i&  another  evil  which  is  apt  to  effect  the  State  University  in  its 
early  history,  and  to  work  injury  to  healthy  progress.  Thus,  in  the  Ohio 
University,  a  professor  was  appointed  whose  special  business  it  was  *<  to 
drum  up  *'  for  students,  and  in  the  University  of  Wisconsin  one  who,  at 
a  large  expense,  ventilated  its  buildings,  already  by  theirsite  pretty  well 
provided  lor  in  that  regard.     The  number  of  the  students  was  m  the  one 
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case  effected  just  about  as  much  as  the  atmosphere  in  the  other.  These 
experiments  are  named  among  the  most  innocent  and  least  costly,  thoagh 
not  perhaps  the  most  amusing,  specimens  of  their  kind. 

It  is  well  for  those  engaged  in  the  administration  of  State  XTnirersities 
to  understand  the  peculiar  difficulties  and  mistakes  which  attend  these  in- 
stitutions, though  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  progress  of  events,  our 
TJni?ersity  has  in  a  great  measure  passed  the  stage  of  its  early  embarrase- 
ment  from  these  sources. 

WHAT   HAS    BESN    AGCOUPLISHfiD. 

In  reviewing  the  past  history  of  an  institution,  it  is  not  difficult  to 
point  out  mistakes  of  policy.  These,  whatever  they  may  have  been  as  to 
the  University  of  Wisconsin,  it  is  now  worth  while  to  consider  only  with 
the  view  of  avoiding  similar  ones  in  the  future.  Whether  the  insUtuUon 
was  put  into  operation  at  too  e^rly  a  period  in  the  history  of  the  State  \ 
whether  the  State  Capital  was  the  most  judicious  location  ;  whether  too 
much  of  the  fund  has  been  expended  on  buildings,  we  need  not  stop  to 
inquire.  Had  there  been  no  organization  requiring  funds,  or  special  in- 
terest to  watch  over  them,  it  is  quite  certain  that  the  University  fund 
would  scarcely  now  have  an  existence.  The  grant  by  Congress  of  seventy- 
two  additional  sections,  in  lieu  of  saline  lands,  would  certainly  not  have 
been  applied  for  or  made ;  nor  would  the  site  of  the  University  have  been 
secured,  which,  having  now  a  large  pecuniarv  value,  not  only  cost  the 
University  nothing,  but  actually  in  the  purchase  and  by  the  re-sale  of 
portions  of  it,  replenished  its  treasury  some  812,000.  Ours  is  the  only 
State  University  which  has  been  located  at  the  State  Capital.  Some  diffi-* 
culties  from  this  fact  in  regard  to  expensivcness  ot  living,  and  the  want 
of  accommcd^tion  in  private  families  at  reasonable  rates,  have  embarrass- 
ed the  institution  from  the  beginning,  and  made  it  necessary  to  erect  dor- 
mitory buildings.  The  University,  also,  cannot,  at  the  State  Capital,  form 
the  sole  or  principal  object  of  interest  as  at  a  site  in  a  village  which  ex- 
ists mainly  in  reference  to  the  accommodation  of  the  University.  But, 
on  the  other  hand,  there  are  some  compensations,  and  among  these  are 
the  advantages  of  the  otaLc  and  Historical  Society  libraries,  which  are 
freely  open  to  our  students.  The  librarian  of  the  Historical  library  states 
that  this  library  is  more  used  by  the  students  of  the  University  than  bj 
all  other  classes  of  citizens  of  the  State.  The  State  library  is  also  freely 
resorted  to  by  our  students,  to  whom  every  facility  for  its  use  is  afforded 
by  Professor  Conover,  its  librarian  ;  and  were  there  a  law  school  infcon- 
nection  with  the  University,  the  large  and  excellent  law  library  o  the 
State  would  constitute  a  library  of  reference  for  the  school. 

Let  us  review  what  actually  has  been  accomplished  within  the  few  years 
since  the  first  steps  were  taken  toward  the  organization  of  the  University. 
A  site  has  been  secured  unrurpassed  for  beauty ;  buildings  have  been 
erected  which,  to  whatever  criticisms  liable,  aie  nevertheless  superior  to 
those  of  any  other  State.  University  in  any  State;  library,  apparatus, 
cabinet  of  min^als,  botanical  collections,  and  other  appointments  of  a 
University,  and  some  of  these  superior  to  those  but  a  few  years  since 
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exieting  ip  our  i^ldest  institatioiis  of  learning,  have  been  gathered.  A 
Faoulty  of  inatrttction  has  been  brought  together,  whioh,  in  their  respectiTe 
departments,  olaima  to  compare  at  least  respectably  with  that  of  other 
institutions.  The  organization  of  a  good  working  faculty,  it  may  be 
remarked,  is  everywhere  considered  a  capital  difficulty  in  the  commence* 
ment  of  a  new  college.  It  is  true,  the  Faculty  is  small  in  number,  but 
haSjbv  diligence,  been  able  to  afford  the  full  cycle  of  collegiate  instruction. 
A  body  of  students  has  been  brought  together,  numbering  in  all  depart- 
partmenta  for  the  present  year,  ezclusiye  of  ladies  in  the  normal  depart- 
ment, 235,  and  including  tnem  306.  The  total  number  for  the  last  year 
was  361.  The  habit  of  resorting  to  the  State  University  has,  to  some 
extent,  been  created.  Thus  far  the  foundations  of  a  University,  which 
are  designed  to  be  coeval  with  the  State,  have  been  laid, 

The  period  of  difficulty  for  a  University  is  when  a  State  is  new,  when 
material  wants  are  pressing,  when  few  young  men  engage  in  a  course  of 
study  extending  through  a  period  for  its  full  completion  of  six  or  eight 
years,  and  even  thtse  few  are  inclined,  from  the  associations  of  their 
parents  and  friends,  to  seek  the  institutions  of  the  States  from  which  they 
emigrated.  Another  difficulty  exists  in  the  very  development  and  progress 
of  the  country.  Cities  spring  rapidly  into  exbtence,  and  almost  into  ma- 
turity— railroads  are  built — all  material  advancement  is  rapid.  Even 
city  schools  and  commercial  colleges,  and  all  the  appliances  for  quick  and 
"^  empirical  preparation  for  practical  life,  flourish.  Why  not  then,  the 
University  in  its  regular  and  extended  course  of  instruction  ?  It  must  be 
remembered,  that  it  is  not  until  a  stage  of  society  considerably  advanced 
in  wealth  and  the  means  of  leisure,  that  young  men  in  any  great  number 
enter  upon  courses  of  study  requiring  long  abstraction  from  the  pursuits 
of  business.  Though  this  may  be  the  case,  and  other  difficulties  incident 
to  a  new  condition  epring  up,  yet  the  University  must  be  founded  with  the 
beginnings  of  the  commonwealth,  and  struggle  forward  to  its  proper  place. 
This  is  the  history  of  American  social  progress.  The  foundations  which 
have  here  been  laid,  it  is  hoped,  will  grow  up  with  the  State  and  last  for 
all  time. 

Still  we  are  to  remember  that  the  financial  resources  of  the  University 
are  not  such  that  it  can  command  success  by  its  numerous  corps  of  Pro^ 
fessors,  by  its  various  departments  of  instruction,  its  museum  of  arts,  its 
astronomical  observatory,  and  other  literary,  scientific  and  sesthetic  ad- 
vantages which  might  attract  the  attention  of  the  world.  Had  the  Ee- 
gents  of  the  University  of  TVisconsin  at  their  disposal  tO"day,  an  annual 
income  of  $42,000,  in  addition  to  a  considerable  amount  arising  from  ma<« 
triculation  and  other  fees,  and  were  they  likewise  relieved  from  the  heavy 
charge  of  keeping  up  dormitory  rooms  for  students,  a  condition  of  things 
which  represents  the  actual  state  of  the  University  of  Michigan,  they 
might,  by  an  array  of  unequalled  advantages,  call  in  students  froqi  every 
portion  of  our  country,  in  such  a  state  of  facts,  the  Board  and  Faculty 
would  feel  relieved  of  much  of  the  embarrassment  which  now  meets  them. 
Still  we  must  remember  that  there  are  as  many  of  the  State  Universities 
having  a  foundation  income  less  than  that  of  our  own,  as  of  those  having 
one  more  ample.    The  Miami  and  Ohio  Universities  have  incomes  each  of 
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but  about  t6,000,  and  the  Indiana  University  of  about  t8,000,  theae  in- 
aiitetions  supplementing  their  income  by  a  rate  of  charge  fpr  taitaon  mach 
beyond  our  own.  Our  own  income  when  lessened  by  State  charges  is  but 
Httle,  if  any,  oyer  $10,000,  ai:id  we  are  also  subjected  to  much  hearier 
expenses  for  fuel,  and  keeping  up  dormitories^  than  the  institutiona  here 
referred  to.  At  all  events,  the  State  has  the  University  fund,  as  a  trust, 
such  in  amount  as  it  is,  and  it  is  the  sacrefd  obligation  of  the  Regents  and 
the  Faculty  as  the  immediate  agents  of  the  State,  to  make  tha  most  of  it 
for  the  purposes  to  which  it  is  consecrated.  Nor  can  it  be  doubted,  that 
by  a  judicious  policy  we  may  make  our  institution  useflil  in  our  own  day, 
and  establish  foundations  which  may  be  enlarged  and  built  upon  by  those 
to  come  after  uSr  We  are  to  bear  in  mind  that  the  University  is  for  all 
time,  and  it  is  not  to  be  questioned,  that  the  State  will  sooner  or  later  fur- 
nish the  means  of  adequate  support. 

THE   METHODS   OF  PERMANENT  SUCCESS. 

The  only  true  method  of  success  is  to  deserve  it — to  make  the  Univer-* 
sity  as  an  institution  of  learning,  what  it  ought  to  be — to  impart  sound 
and  thorough  scholarship — ^to  give  the  mental  and  moral  discipline  which 
will  make  men  of  sound  thought  and  sober  action.  This  requires  the 
discipline  of  years,  nor  is  it  possible  to  hasten  it.  The  University  cannot 
do  quick  work.  Any  pretence  of  that  kind  is  charlatan%$m,  and  unwor- 
thy the  character  of  an  institution  of  learning  of  a  high  grade.  The 
Faculty  must  be  devoted  to  their  work  as  a  cause,  and  must  be  a  unit  in 
their  purpose  of  building  up  the  Universitv.  They  must  be  animated  by 
the  spirit  of  that  great  mind-builder  Arnold,  and  feel  an  interest  in  each 
individual  pupil.  There  must  be  the-  same  unvarying  punctuality — the 
same  earnest  and  pains-taking  labor  required  in  all  other  institutions  of 
education — especially  is  this  necessary  in  a  Faculty,  small  in  the  number 
of  its  members. 

.  The  Faculty  of  the  University  fully  recognize  this  as  the  measure  af 
their  duty,  and,  whatever  may  have  been  their  own  shortcomings,  as  their 
ideal  of  obligation  resting  upon  them  as  Professors. 

In  a  new  institution,  with  limited  resources,  the  gathering  up  of  the  requi- 
site means  of  improved  instruction,  as  library,  apparatus,  cabinet  of  min- 
erals, gallery  o^fine  arts,  &c.,  must  be  the  result  of  gradual  accumula* 
tion,  and  each  year  something  ought  to  be  done  in  this  direction.  While 
there  should  be  proper  advertisement  through  the  public  official  docu- 
ments and  by  the  usual  methods,  the  students  themselves  constitute  the 
best  advertisement.  Indeed,  present  or  former  students  constitute  very 
largely  our  support,  and  the  most  reliable  medium  of  acting  upon  the 
public  mind.  The  Faculty  also,  who,  like  other  human  beings,  are  liable 
to  discouragement,  must  have  the  supporting  influence  of  the  Board  of 
Begents.  From  their  very  position  they  cannot  have  that  of  a  sect  or 
party,  as  they  would  have  in  a  local  or  denominational  institution. 

It  is  not  improper  to  say  that  frequent  change  in  the  policy  of  the 
University — the  pulling  up  of  the  bean  in  the  morning  to  see  how  much 
it  has  grown  during  the  night — or  frequent  change  in  the  members  com- 
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i^oaiog  the  faculty  of  instruotton,  oroate^  an  impresafoii  of  instabilitj,  and 
8  Contrary  to  the  ohiracter  of  an  institntion  whose  life  is  to  ran  parallel 
with  that  of  the  State  itself.  When  experienced  Professors  leave  a  GoU 
lege  to  better  their  own  condition,  the  evil  is  a  very  serious  one  to  its 
prosperity.  Hence  Professors  ought,  as  far  as  may  be,  to  be  selected  who 
are  wilting  to  devote  themselves  to  their  college  work  as  the  bueiness  of 
their  life.  This  is  the  more  important  inasmuch  as  the  number  of  Cal- 
lege  Professorships  in  the  country  is  small,  and  there  is  correspondingly 
but  a  small  clasi/of  men  prepared  by  education,  habit  and  otherwise  to  fill 
these  Professorships. 

It  need  not  be  stated  how  much  of  the  excellence  and  stability  of  our 
most  celebrated  American  institutions  of  the  highest  learning  has  resulted 
from  the  long  continuance  of  their  most  eminent  Professors  in  their  re« 
spective  chairs  of  instruction.  Day,  Kingsley,  Silliman,  Nott,  McLean 
each  served  his  institution  for  more  thac  half  a  century.  Hopkins  has 
served  Williams'  thiry-five  years,  and  Mahsn,  Bartlett  and  Church  have 
been  the  leading  Professors  in  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at 
West  Point  for  quite  as  long  a  period.  Orant,  Sherman,  Meade,  Sheridan, 
Thomas,  Ord,  in  fact  nearly  all  our  highest  military  officers  look  back  to 
the  same  Professors  aa  their  instructors  in  their  principal  studies.  The 
Faculty  by  no  means  wish  to  be  understood  as  asking  that  any  incom- 

rotency,  negligence,  or  immorality  should  be  overlooked  in  themselves, 
at  to  express  the  conviction,  that  changes  without  cause,  to  experiment 
with  new  men,  seldom  prodace  the  expected  result ;  and  especially,  that 
to  avoid  occasion  of  change,  great  care  should  be  exercised  in  the  selection 
of  new  University  officers,  whenever  such  are  to  be  brought  into  the 
Faculty. 

DIFPICUI4TIBS   AND   EMBARRASSMENTS  OF   THE   WAR   PERIOD. 

In  considering  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  University,  the  Fac- 
ulty deem  it  proper  to  revert  to  the  special  difficulties  which  have  embar" 
rassed  them  both  as  individuals  and  as  University  officers  during  the  war 
period.  Bvery  call,  from  the  very  first,  which  has  been  niade  by  the  Gov- 
ernment for  men,  has  taken  from  us  a  portion  of  our  best  students,  and 
especially  reduced  our  advanced  classes.  The  hnndrdd-(^call  broke  up 
our  commencement  of  last  year^  as  it  did  that  of  the  otheRlolleges  of  the 
State.  The  very  last  enlistment  took  from  us  a  member  of  the  senior 
class  now  graduatins;,  and  also  ona  of  the  junior  class  together  with  oth- 
ers not  so  advanced  in  their  course.  The  present  graduating  class  has 
indeed,  wholly  or  mainly  by  the  war,,  been  reduced  from  more  than  twen- 
ty to  the  existing  number.  Besides  the  direct  calls  to  the  field,  the  pres- 
sure for  young  men  for  various  business  avocations  has  taken  or  kept 
from  us  many  others.  It  may  not  be.  improper  to  remark  also  that  the 
members  of  the  Faculty  have  experienced  much  personal  embarrassment 
from  inadequate  support  arising  from  the  increased  rates  of  living,  and 
especially  at  Madison,  as  a  seat  of  Government  and  a  military  post.  Br 
pinching  economy,  they  could  not  live  upon  their  salaries,  even  with 
small  families  ;  and  with  those  having  large  families  or  subjected  to  any 
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aftosiial  expenses,  the  Univeraitj  salary  has  afforded  but  liltle,  if  any, 
over  half  support.  Up  to  this  time,  the  improvement  io  this  respect  has 
been  bat  slightly  perceptible.  Notwithstanding  the^e  difficulties,  it  was 
the  determination  of  the  Faculty,  both  as  a  matter  of  duty  and  profes- 
sional pride,  to  labor  to  the  utmost  to  maintain  the  continuity  of  the  in* 
stitution,  and  they  have  suceceeded  in  sustaining  numbers  ahd  keeping 
up  classes  beyond  all  reasonable  ezpeotations«  The  faculty  had  full  oon*« 
fidence  that  the  close  of  the  war  would  greatly  fill  up  our  higher  institu- 
tions of  learning,  and  our  own  among  the  number;  that  not  only  would 
many  of  our  former  students  return  to  us,  but  that  others  from  the  army 
having  had  t^eir  hopes  and  views  enlarged,  and  having  some  means  at 
their  command,  would,  before  resuming  their  places  in  society,  spend  a 
time  in  the  University.  The  indications  from  letters  of  inquiry  and  oth- 
er  information  are,  that  this  expectation  will  be  fully  realized.  Notwith- 
standing the  personal  embarrassment  and  trouble  above  referred  to  on  the 
score  of  insufficient  support,  the  Board  will  bear  witness  that  they  have 
not  been  annoyed  in  this  regard  with  complaints  or  demands  for  change. 
The  Faculty  have  felt  that  they  could  confide  in  the  just  and  liberal 
treatment  of  the  Board  according  to  the  means  of  the  institution. 

NORMAL   D£FAaT3I£NX. 

The  Faculty  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Normal  Department  has  made 
the  University  a  more  useful  institution  during  the  past  three  years,  than 
otherwise  it  could  have  been.  It  is  not,  however,  to  be  disguised  that 
among  former  students  of  the  University,  and  among  leading  ones  now 
in  the  institution,  there  has  been  a  strong  feeling  of  opposition  to  the 
Department,  mainly  on  the  ground  of  its  bringing  females  into  the 
University.  There  has  been  an  apprehension  that  the  standard  of  cul- 
ture would  bo  lowered  in  consequence.  No  reason  whatever  has  aa 
yet  existed  for  this  apprehension.  There  has  been  no  such  mingling 
of  classes  in  the  higher  and  more  recondite  subjects  as  to  render  this 
effect  possible,  even  if  it  Tvonld  be  the  result;  and,  in  point  of  fact, 
there  has  not  been  a  period  in  the  history  of  the  University  when 
some  few  students  have  carried  their  studies  to  a  higher  or  wider 
range  than  in  receipt  classes.  The  resignation  of  Prof.  Allen,  who  has 
conducted  this^^epartment  since  its  existence  with  signal  energy  and 
success,  raises  new  questions  for  the  decision  of  the  Board,  as  to  whether 
there  shall  be  elected  a  Trofessor  to  fill  the  place  of  Prof.  Allen,  or 
whether  there  shall  be  the  union  of  Itho  Normal  and  Preparatory  De- 
partments by  the  election  of  a  Principal  to  have  charge  of  both  De- 
partments, or  whc'.ber  the  department  shall  be  dropped  altogether. 

A   UHANCELLOR. 

m 

The  duties  appertaining  to  the  office  of  a  Chancellor  of  the  Univer- 
sity have,  since  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Lathrop  in  1858,  devolved  upon 
different  Professors,  Dr.  Barnard  not  having  a(  any  time  engaged  in  the 
ordinary  duties    of  instruction    or  internal   administration.     The  chair* 
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mansbip  of  the  Faculty,  matricuUtioii  of  the  stndeDts,  '  and  variouB 
baalness  items,  were,  by  TOte  of  the  Boati)  of  Regenta,  deTOived  upoft 
Ftof.  Sterling,  in  date  the  oldeat  Profeaaor  of  the  Uoiverfiiiy,  under 
the  not  Yery  apt  designation  of  Dean  of  the  Faculty.  Inasmueh  as 
the  presiding  officer  of  the  University  is  denominated  Chanoellor,  the 
more  appropriate  designation  would  &eem  to  be  Vice  Chancellor.  Th^ 
department  of  instruction  belonging  to  the  Chancellor  waa,  by  vote  of 
the  Faculty,  assigned  to  Prof.  Kead,  who' had  for  several  years  in  the 
Ohio  University,  been  the  Professor  iu  this  department.  Wiih  his 
own  department,  this  was  evidently  too  wide  a  range  of  subjects  for 
any  one  chair,  and  was  intended  as  merely  a  temporary  arrangement, 
to  exist  during  the  vaoancv  in  the  Chancellorship.  The  duties  of  Ghnp- 
laih,  whicn  are  very  usually  attached  to  the  presiding  officer,  have  been 
performed  with  great  acceptance  by  Prof.  Butler. 

Two  considerations  have  hitherto  restrained  the  Faculty  from  urging 
the  appointment  of  a  Chancellor :  firg^y  the  condition  of  the  finanees  of 
the  University,  and  ieeonJ,  the  difficulty  of  finding  the  right  man  for  the 
place.  It  often  happens,  in  University  history,  that  the  President  adds 
nothing  to  the  institution  in  its  efficiency  above  the  ordinary  Profess<Mra, 
ezeept  the  burden  of  greater  salary.  It  is  not,  however  doubted  that  the 
eleolion  of  an  eameat  praetioal  man,  adequate  to  the  office  and  pot  too 
great  for  it,  would  benefit  the  Univerait^,  by  providing  an  officer  to  over<» 
see  its  general  interests,  and  also  by  relieving  Professors  from  care  which 
dees  not  properly  belong  to  them.  The  importance  of  making  the  right 
selection,  whenever  this  step  is  taken,  is  doubtless  as  stron^rlv  foU  by  the' 
Board  as  by  the  Faculty. 

A   liAW  SOHOOL. 

It  would  be  an  easy  matter  to  suggest  improviemeata  in  variouB  direo* 
tiona  indientive  of  progress,  were  the  income  suffioient  to  jnstify  these  new 
undertakings.  In  our  actual  financial  condition,  with  the  uncertainties 
resting  upon  the  monetary  afiairs  of  the  country,  the  Facultv  fully  appro- 
ointe  tlM)  neoessitv  of  caution  in  entering  upon  plans  requiring  additional 
•zpenditure.  There  are,  however  some  reasons  in  favor  of  the  establish- 
ment, at  theearliest  praetioable  period,  of  a  Law  department  of  the  Uni« 
Toraity,  whieh  it  b  worth  while  to  consider.  Idadison  afibrds  special 
adtantaees  for  sueh  n  Department :  1st,  as  the  seat  of  the  State  Oovern- 
menty  where  the  highest  Courts  ate  held  and  the  most  eminent  lawyers 
aaaemble,  and  where  also  there  is  one  of  the  best  law  libraries  of  the 
oountrji  aeoessible  for  reference :  2d,  there  are  here  at  all  timof  a  number 
of  hrw  aindenta  in  private  offices — at  the  present  time  not  less  than 
half  a  doscn  of  our  own  former  students,  besides  otfien,  who  would 
at  once  form  the  nuoleus  of  suoh  a  school. 

The  expense  of  suoh  a  Department  to  the  University  may  be  oom 
pamtirely  a  ataiall  item.  At  first  a  single  Professor  and  a  law  session 
of  four  and  a  half  months  would  be  required.  A  fixed  salary  with 
the  feea  of  the  department  would  be  the  beat  mode  of  oompenM^ion ; 
the  main  difficulty  would  be  in  seouring  a  suitable  man  for  the  place. 
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Tbe«advautAge  oi  saoh  a  Department  in  our  University  woald  be  not 
4MiIy  its.  uaefnlneea  as  .a  means  of  professional  culture,  but  it  would 
also  tend  to  coneiliate  the  support  of  a  profession  always  powerful  in 
eTory  free  State. 

As  an  example  of  the  value  of  steady  perseverance,  not  only  in  regard 
to  this  department  but  every  other  of  educational  labor,  a  fact  mentioned 
by  the  late  Judge  Story  in  one  of  his  published  letters,  is  worthy  of 
thought  He  states  Uiat  from  1817  to  1829,  the  average  annual  number 
of  law  students  in  the  Harrard  Law  School  at  Cambridge^  was  ei^hi.  He 
lived  to  see  the  day  when  Cambridge  was  conceded  to  be  the  first  school 
of  Common  Law  in  the  world,  and  having  near  200  students ;  and  not 
only  this,  when  between  twenl[y  and  thirty  other  Law  ^choob,  in  imita* 
tion  of  Cambridge,  had  sprung  up  in  different  parts  of  the  United  States, 
some  of  them  almost  rivaling  Cambridge  in  the  number  of  their  students. 

■  OAf ALOOtTB. 

For  .the  more  detailed  information  of  the  internal  eeaditioa  of  the  Cni* 
versity,  its  oouvses  of  study,  Ac,  the  printed  catalogue  for  the  year  now 
closing,  is  herewith  submitted.  It  ought^  periiaps,  to  be  remarked,  that 
the  number  of  students  in  the  regular  classes  will  in  no  manner  meaeore 
the  usefulness  of  an  institution  in  a  forming  obnditioB  of  society.  Many 
who  are  preparing  fbr  professional  study  even>  .do  not  take  the  prescribeo 
course  for  either  degr^  awarded  in  this  University.  Yet  it  is  important 
that  these  regular  collegiate  classes,  whether  more  or  less  numerous,, 
should  be  kepc  up  as  furnishing  a  standard  which  all  will  be  more  likely 
to  attain  than  without  them.  The  standard  of  requirement,  too,  for  gra- 
duation, is  a  very  high  one,  embracing  intbe  scientific  course  two  modem 
languages,  the  German  and  French }  and,  in  addition  to  a  very  ample 
couMein  the  Latin  and  Gre^k,  both  these  languages,  as  well  as  an  ex** 
tended  llcientific  and  philosophic  course,  for  the  baccalaureate  in  the  arts.

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MISCELLANEOUS. 

NORMAL  BEPAATMENT. 

This  department  was  opened  March  16th,  1863,  since  which  time  it  has 
been  in  saceeesfiil  operation.  The  primary  aim  of  the  department  is  to  fit 
teachers  for  their  work ;  but  any  who  desire  to  piu^ae  the  higher  English 
Branches  will  be  admitted  to  its  classes. 

The  entire  South  Dormitory  Building,  excepting  rooms  for  the  Dean  of 
the  Faculty,  has  been  set  apart  for  a  Boarding  house,  Dormitories  and 
other  rooms  necessary  for  the  department,  and  will  be  under  the  special 
charge  of  the  Professor  of  the  department,  aided  by  the  preceptress. 

Ladies  desiring  board  will  be  received  into  the  ntmily  of  the  Professor, 
and  it  will  be  the  aim  to  make  both  the  privileges  and  restraints  as  home- 
like as  possible. 

A  few  rooms  will  be  rented  in  the  building  to  ladies  desiring  to  board 
themselves ;  such  tenants  will,  however,  be  under  the  same  regmations  as 
members  of  the  family. 

Gentlemen  can  procure  board  in  the  Dining  Hall,  and  rooms  in  the  ^ 
North  Dormitory  Building,  or  they  cannobtain  board  and  rooms  at  reason- 
able rates,  m  families  not  far  distant. 


PREPARATORY  SCHOOL. 

The  primary  object  of  this  school  is  to  prepare  young  men  for  the  Col- 
lege Classes  in  the  University.  Pupils  from  other  departments,  however, 
are  admitted  to  its  classes  under  such  conditions  as  the  faculty  may  pre- 
scribe. 

Boys  in  preparatory  studies,  who  reside  in  town,  or  who  are  too  young 
to  be  permitted  to  occupy  rooms  in  the  Dormitory  Building,  are  required 
to  study  under  the  eye  of  the  Principal  during  school-hours.  Pupils 
connected  with  this  school  are  carefully  instructed  not  only  in  Latin  and 
Oreek,  but  in  the  Elements  of  English,  the  Principal  being  assisted,  as 
occafion  requires,  by  other  members  of  the  Faculty. 

The  Preparatory  School  is  now  in  charge  of  Orson  V.  Tousley,  A.  M., 
a  gentleman  of  eminent  quhlifioations  for  the  place,  and  who  has  had  a 
long  and  successful  experience  as  teacher  and  disciplinarian. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  and  second  terms  all  the  classes  of  theUniveriitj 
are  examined  before  the  Faculty  in  the  studies  of  the  term. 

During  the  week  proceeding  Commencement,  the  several  olaasea  are 
examined  in  presence  of  a  Board  of  Visitors,  on  the  studies  of  the  yte. 
Promotion  from  class  to  class  is  made  to  depend  on  snoh  examinatio&i 
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DEGREES. 

The  degree  o  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  conferred  on  Ihcse  students  of  the 
jTaiversitj  who  have  completed  the  Classical  Coarse,  and  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Philosophy  on  those  who  have  completed  the  Scientific  Course. 
It  is  a  rule  of  the  Board  of  Begents,  however,  to  confer  these  degrees  only 
Qpon  such  as  have  been  recommended  by  the  faculty  as  having  pursued  all 
the  studies  prescribed  and  having  passed  satisfactory  examinations  on  the 
same. 

Those  who  have  received  from  the  University  the  degree  of  bachelor  of 
Arts  may,  after  three  years  standing,  on  recommendauon  of  the  Faculty, 
receive  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts. 

Those  students  of  the  Universty  who  have  satisfactorly  completed  the 
Normal  Course  are  entitled  to  a  diploma  of  gi'aduation,  under  seal  of  the 
University. 

LIBRARY,  CABINETS,  &c. 

The  University  Library  comprises  about  three  thousand  volumes. 

The  institution  is  provided  with  valuable  Geological  and  Mineralogical 
Cabinets  and  collections  in  Natural  History  ;  also  with  well  selected  Phi- 
losophical and  Chemical  Apparatus. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

The  two  Literary  Socielies — Athenian  and  Hesperian — arc  sustained 
with  great  interest,  and  furnish  valuable  aid  in  the  intellectual  training  of 
the  student.  Each  has  a  library  of  several  hundred  volumes.  Spacious 
and  commodious  rooms,  in  University  Hall,  have  been  provided  and  lur- 
nished,  at  the  expense  of  the  institution,  for  the  use  of  these  societies. 

A  third  society,  called  the  Castalian,  has  been  organized  and  sustained 
for  more  than  a  year  by  the  young  ladies  of  the  Normal  Department,  and 
has  proved  a  great  aid  in  their  literary  culture.  A  hall  has  been  pro- 
vided and  furnished  for  the  use  of  this  society  in  the  south  building. 

RELIGIOUS  EXERCISES. 

The  students  and  Faculty  are  assembled  for  prayers  daily  in  the  Uni-^ 
versity  Chapel,  fifteen  minutes  before  the  morning  hour  for  commencing 
recitations. 

It  is  also  a  rule  of  the  institution  that  all  students  attend  church  at 
least  once  on  the  Sabbath,  unless  specially  excused. 

ROOMS. 

Private  rooms  in  the  North  Dormitory  Building,  under  certain  restric- 
tions, can  be  secured  by  gentlemen  on  application  to  the  locating  officer, 
at  the  opening  of  each  term. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  room  until  his  bills  for  the 
term  are  settled.
